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Foreword 


■VTEITHER unwillingness nor inability is a major hazard to our war effort; the 

hazard is ignorance. Our production must not be lost in the labyrinths of red 

tape or the catacombs of obscure contractual obligations. In the darkness of the 

present emergency, business needs new maps, new experience, and new knowledge. 

The unprecedented impact of the war emergency whirls us about with bewildering 

speed. Never before has accurate, reliable information been so necessary, its 
absence so disastrous. 

The Research Institute of America, in compiling essential data about pur¬ 
chasing and producing under wartime regulations, government buying, govern¬ 
ment contracts and the financing of government work, > has addressed itself to 
the problem of the business man who now serves his government on new terms 
and conditions. From the standpoint both of service to Ills'country and the 
preservation of his own economic position, the business man must consider the 
government as his most important customer. To meet his responsibilities, he 
must know what the country needs and how his business can best serve those 
needs. Equally important is a knowledge of how to obtain materials and avoid 
bottlenecks. He must have a clear understanding of the growing volume of laws 
price schedules, priority and other regulations, as well as a knowledge of how 
to sell to the government, which agencies to deal with, what obligations he 

assumes under the various types of contracts, how to finance the work and how 
to operate his plant. 


This situation has presented to the stall of the Institute its greatest challenge. 
At the trme „f the Mupieh^a Wpr Economics Division was created by the 
Institute. Although the pact 'Sas promulgated to insure “Peace in Our Jime ” 
European War seemed inevitable to the Institute. To prepare for this itas- 
ophe, we published Ai m tmg Your Business to War. The great majority of 
people and newspapers, with little realisation of the importance of defense 
quickly labeled this initial Institute effort everything from a "Blueprint for 
Fascism' to a “Primer for Pacifists.” But the then Assistant Secretary of War

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welfare of the business community and, inseparably, for the furtherance of 
National Defense.” In the fall of 1939, a day of Congressional debate was devoted 
almost entirely to the book. The questions re-echoed—“Why didn’t we know these 
things? How did the Institute ever accomplish this job?” It is pleasant to be able 
to state, after all critical attention has died down, that not even one inaccurate 
statement has ever been pointed out. The interest displayed in Adjusting Your 
Business to War, plus the threatened European War, resulted in the 3,000 page 
looseleaf volume, the War Coordinator. Under the impact of the government’s 
increasing demands upon industry, this unprecedented guide to the revolutionary 
economic problems of war, expanded rapidly into the present 4-volume Business 
and Defense Coordinator. All phases of the nation’s war program and of federal 
business regulations are there coordinated. 

A vital factor in the success of the war effort is the acquisition of new informa¬ 
tion and the dissemination of this knowledge by education. In the work of placing 
information in the hands of those who guide industry, many agencies have partici¬ 
pated. A great part of this burden is now being shouldered by the formal educa¬ 
tional institutions. The Research Institute has one important resource to contribute 
—the accumulated training and experience of its staff. When the nation’s colleges, 
universities, and schools of business administration, began to promote courses in 
war economics, the Research Institute was happy to make its material available 
to them. Among the first to include such courses in the curriculum was the Whar¬ 
ton School of the University of Pennsylvania. The material found in this volume 
was collected from our Business and Defense Coordinator under the direction of 
V. S. Karabasz, Associate Professor of Industry, of the faculty of the Wharton 
School. The Institute wishes to express its gratitude for his assistance. 

It is the purpose of this volume to light unfamiliar paths so that materials 
of war may be sped to the factory, from there to government depots and then 
to the battle line with a minimum of confusion and delay. If it helps to ease the 
burdens placed on the American business man by foreign aggression, those who 
labored over it will be content.

It is a fair presumption that firms which could make a contribution 
are not now doing so because they fail to reach the right quarters. 
Problems arising in actual war production may go unsolved and val¬ 
uable time may be lost in solving them because they' were not taken 
up with the right department or sub-department of the War Produc¬ 
tion Board, the Army, the Navy, and so forth. 'When to come to 
Washington and when to take up your problems in a local field office 
are important decisions, involving time and expense. Days may be 
lost on correspondence to the agencies charged with directing the 
war effort unless they are properly addressed. This chapter is offered 
as a handy guide on where to go, what to expect, and whom to address 
in taking up problems encountered in war production. 

J*100. How to Use This Directory: The headquarters of the various 
bureaus, departments, branches, and units of the War Production Board, the

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CHAPTER I 


The Priority Plan 

T he control of industry in order to make it produce the sinews of 
national defense is exercised in great part on the basis of a priority 
system. A priority system is geared to insure that producers essential 
to war or defense get first call on materials, power, transportation and 
all the essentials of production. While there has been much discussion 
during the past few years about the ultimate use of priorities in the 
event of a national emergency it has been only recently that the plan 
has begun to take on actual life. Already business men are becoming 
familiar with the term “priority.” This Chapter undertakes to explain 
the general outline of the priority system, what it is intended to ac¬ 
complish and the general priority plans worked out in the Industrial 
Mobilization Plan. 

R*l. The need for priority. Priority control is the keystone of any control 

over industries exercised by the government in a war period. Under war conditions 

the demand for certain commodities becomes imperious. They must be produced. 

Their producers must have power, fuel and raw material, necessary for the produc- 

tion of the commodities. When produced they must be transported to use areas

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R’2. What priorities must accomplish. Priority will be the most direct, 
powerful and therefore the most important means of directing the flow of resources 
into desired channels of production. It will assure equitable distribution of mate¬ 
rials and services according to national defense requirements. Those industries 
whose products are most essential in supplying the armed forces and in meeting 
the basic needs of the civilian population will have first call on available power, 
fuel, raw materials and labor. Those industries next in line on the scale of wartime 
necessity will then be supplied and so on. Those industries producing luxury items 
and items considered non-essential will be permitted power, fuel, raw materials, 
etc., only if, and to the extent of, any surplus left after the essential producers are 
taken care of. The process of priority will curtail the production of non-war 
industries and preserve labor, material, capital and transportation for use in war 
industries in those cases where there is actual shortage. 

f observation: It is important to appreciate fully the life and death control over a 
specifac business and a specific industry that any War Resources Administrator 
invested with the power of priority control will exercise. By curtailing raw 
materials, power, fuel and transportation facilities he would be able to put a busi¬ 
ness or an entire industry in idleness over night. It is important to understand the 
objectives of priority control so that this danger may be guarded against as far as 
possible by making your business or your industry necessary in the attainment 
of these objectives. Objectives of priority control are summarized in the 1936 
version of the Industrial Mobilization Plan as follows: 

(1) To direct the flow of materials and and services in the channels of supply 
of the war-making agencies. 

(2) To divert the use of resources from unessential needs into the channels 
of essential production. 

. J?) assure the equitable distribution of materials and services to the 
civilian population. 

R • 3. Priorities under Industrial Mobilization Plan of 1939. The Indus¬ 
trial Mobilization Plan says the following of priorities: 

Priority. A priority may be defined as the means whereby precedence is established in the 

procurement program after considering all urgent and essential needs of the nation. The right 

of government to institute drastic priority action has long been recognized, but it underwent 

rapid development during the World War. Priority soon became the most direct, powerful, and 

therefore the most important means of directing the flow of resources into desired channels of 

production. It assured equitable distribution of materials and services according to national 
requirements. 

Priority can be applied in a number of forms, no one of which may be considered as a 

panacea for all the problems which may arise in war. All the various methods of applying 

priority may be required to meet varying conditions; they must be coordinated to assure a 
united, effective program. 

Methods of applying priority may take any of the following forms: 

(a) Classification Ratings. Priority classification of orders, items, facilities or industries, 
may be established to determine the order in which resources are to be used. Such ratings were 
found most useful during the World War in promulgating broad priority policies, capable of 
ready interpretation by all concerned, and avoided a tremendous load on the commodity 
divisions of the War Industries Board that would have been incurred in the assignment of indi-

vidua 1 priorities. There is every reason to believe that such an automatic priority classification 
would prove equally advantageous in any future national emergency. 

(b) Allocations. Allocations assign the productive capacity of individual plants, or parts 
thereof, to specific agencies in cases where serious procurement difficulties are anticipated, or 
develop. This measure establishes priority for sources of supply among requiring agencies. 

(c) Licenses, Embargoes , Permits and Warrants. These are mechanisms of priority which 
may be set up to establish precedence in the utilization of resources in war. By such means, 
resources, especially materials in foreign and domestic trade, may be made to flow in such a 
manner as to insure their most advantageous use. 

(Jgpobservation: Allocations of industrial facilities to procurement agencies are not 
considered priority measures in the strict sense of the word, but rather procure¬ 
ment planning measures. They are discussed in detail at F* 1,901 et seq. 

R*4. Priorities under Industrial Mobilization Plan of 1931. The Indus¬ 
trial Mobilization Plan as drafted in 1931 was more explicit about priorities than 
that of 1939. The following pertinent statements are of interest: 

The products of industry with the raw materials, labor, power and capital involved are 
directed towards those uses which are most important to the nation by a system of priorities. 
The system requires— 

(1) A list arranged in order of preference of those facilities that should be granted 
preferential treatment. 

(2) A method whereby priority ratings are given individual orders or classes of 
orders within facilities. 

(3) A method of control to insure that preferences are not abused. 

(4) A control of producers through public opinion or otherwise to insure that the 
priority list is given proper consideration. 

The War Department procurement plans provide a method for establishing a preference 

list and for policing those facilities granted War Department preference. This list must be 

coordinated with a similar list prepared by the Navy. To these lists must be added a limited 

number of facilities absolutely essential to civilian life. It is necessary that the number of 

concerns not immediately connected with the war effort that are granted preference be very 

strictly limited and that the closest supervision be maintained to see that these preferences 

are not abused. Every preference granted increases the restrictions on those concerns not pro¬ 
tected by preferences. 

R*5. Transportation and communication priorities. Transportation (in¬ 
particular railroad transportation) and communications facilities such as tele¬ 
graph, telephone and radio, may suffer from serious overload in a defense economy. 
To handle all necessary volume, priority systems may be established also for these 

are created the Interstate Commerce Com¬ 
mission and the Federal Communications Commission would be empowered to 
administer such priorities. No particular mention is made of transportation prior¬ 
ities in the Industrial Mobilization Plan, but they would necessarily be a part of 
transportation mobilization as provided for by the Plan. 

, 6 ; u Priorit y 8 y s » c ni for labor supply. The question of priority systems 

for the labor supply is not given special consideration by the Industrial Mobiliza¬ 
tion Plan. However, the rising shortage of industrial skilled workers may make 
some sort of rationing of skilled men necessary. Several possibilities are open in 
this direction. Workers registered as unemployed with the employment agencies 
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and workers covered by unemployment insurance may be called upon to give 
information regarding their occupational qualifications. In this way information 
regarding the availability of skilled workers may be collected and used. Besides, 
unemployed workers may be called upon to accept suitable employment near their 
place of residence or remain idle and receive no unemployment insurance. 

(^observation; The government may, in time of war, say “work or fight” even 
though it may not command anyone to work in a particular place or industry. 
Thus, it can in effect “draft” skilled labor. 

R*7. Staggering of deliveries to assist in priorities. In connection with 
the use of priorities, much thought is being given to the possibility of staggering 
deliveries for the defense program. An important factor in the administration of 
priorities itself must be the element of timing. It is not enough to say that certain 
demands on production must be fulfilled first. They must be coordinated with 
the delivery of other elements necessary to complete a particular article so that 
the entire unit may be available at the right time for defense use. “Priorities 
involve important and complicated problems of timing,” says Professor Sumner 
H. Slichter. “If the automobile industry is to be rationed with respect to steel, can 
it be given defense orders of machine tools in time to shift with little gap from 
making automobiles to making defense goods? If there is a long period when 
automobile production is low and the production of defense goods has not started, 
the industry may lose a considerable part of its skilled men to other industries.” 
In other words, the administration of priorities may be likened to the conduct 
of a relay race. The race would be lost no matter how fast each of the runners 
sprinted individually if they did not succeed in meeting each other at the proper 
moment. Each of the priorities needed for a defense article must be so timed 
as to bring about a smooth passage from one phase of production to another with¬ 
out any loss of time. The purpose of priorities would be defeated if they were 
directed to producing item A at a given date and item A then stood idly in the 
warehouse waiting for item B and item C when all are needed for the finished 
product ABC. 
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CHAPTER II 


Priorities in the First World War 

T he application of priorities confronts business with a novel situa¬ 
tion, Not since the end of the first World War have business men 
been compelled to face the problems that now confront them. Develop¬ 
ment of a priority system for defense needs will affect a very large 
section of the national economy of the United States. An understand¬ 
ing of its working is important to every business, whether or not directly 
engaged in defense production. Adjustments to priorities can best be 
planned on the basis of the experience garnered in the first World War. 
This Chapter therefore undertakes a description of priorities in the first 
World War and applies that experience to present-day conditions. 

R* 101. Priorities during first World War—precedence classification. 

Orders, not industries, were classified by the Priority Commodities Board in the 
first World War as follows: 

Class AA comprises only emergency war work of an exceptional and urgent 
nature. 

Class A comprises all other war 
work; that is to say, orders and work 
necessary to carry on the war, such as 
arms, ammunitions, destroyers, sub¬ 
marines, battleships, transports, mer¬ 
chant ships, and other water craft, air¬ 
planes, locomotives. 

Class B comprises orders and work 
which, while not primarily designed 
for the prosecution of the war, yet are 
of public interest and essential to the 
national welfare or otherwise of ex¬ 
ceptional importance. 

Class C comprises all orders and 
work not covered by priority certifi¬ 
cates issued by the priorities commit¬ 
tee or not taking an automatic rating, 
vvhich orders and work are to be uti¬ 
lized in furtherance of one or more of 
the purposes embraced within the 
“General classification of purposes de-

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manding preference treatment” promulgated by the priorities board, or which 
orders and work are placed by or utilized in connection with an industry or plant 
appearing in Preference List No. 1. (Actually no Class C certificates were issued.) 

Class D comprises all orders and work not embraced in Class AA, Class A, 
Class B, or Class C. (Actually no Class D certificates were issued.) 

The 1939 version of the Industrial Mobilization Plan contemplates that priority 
classifications of orders, items, facilities or industries may be established to deter¬ 
mine the order in which resources are to be used. The use of a system of classifica¬ 
tion reduces the danger that allotting of priorities will be carried out on an arbi¬ 
trary or discriminatory level. Such ratings were found useful during the World War 
in promulgating broad priority policies capable of ready interpretation by all con¬ 
cerned and avoiding a tremendous load on the Commodities Section of the War 

Industries Board that would have been incurred in the assignment of individual 
priorities. 

R* 102. Regular procedure in granting priorities during first World 
War. All orders of work were divided into the five general classes set forth in the 
preceding paragraphs. The classification of an order meant that it should be given 
such preference over orders of a lower classification as w’ere necessary—and only 
such as were necessary to insure delivery on the delivery date specified in the 
order. It did not mean that work should cease on orders of a lower classification or 
that the order should be completed and delivery made in advance of small orders 
taking a smaller classification unless such procedure should be necessary in order 
to effect delivery within the specified time. 

Any person having work to be done which fell within one of these five classifi¬ 
cations obtained priority certificates by making application to the Priorities Com¬ 
mittee, following a form established by the Committee, copies of which had been 
freely distributed. The form used in the World War appears below. The applica¬ 
tion was for the granting of a priority certificate in the form of an order running 
against the manufacturer or distributor and calling for delivery by a certain date. 
The Priority Committee considered the application and frequently consulted with 
the appropriate Commodity Section operating under the War Industries Board. If 
it were determined that the application should be granted, it would assign one or 
another of the five ratings to the order and issue a certificate directed to the appli¬ 
cant. The applicant, the person desiring to make the purchase or enter into a con¬ 
tract to have materials manufactured, would then present his certificate to the 
person against whom the priority order ran and the latter would have to arrange 
his production program so as to give delivery to that priority order in its relative 
turn with respect to other priority orders, and with precedence over private orders.

R*103. Blanket priorities during the first World War. Between Septem¬ 
ber 25, 1917, and November 11, 1918, 211,430 applications for priority were re¬ 
ceived and 119,966 priority certificates were issued. The administrative difficulty 
in handling such a tremendous volume of work was solved by granting automatic 
priority ratings to classes of orders which obviously deserved preference. A plan 
of automatic or blanket classification was set up which made unnecessary any 
application for written priority certificates to cover certain classifications, and 
gave automatic priority to certain orders. 

R # 104. Essential and non-essential industries during first World War. 

An investigation was made during the first World War which resulted in the group¬ 
ing of industries into essential and non-essential categories. The purpose of this 
grouping or classification was to fix a quota basis for a fair administration of 
priorities, particularly in the supply of scarce raw materials, fuel, power, trans¬ 
portation and labor. This grouping also enabled the government to determine 
which industries were non-essential and should be shut down to prevent throwing 
a serious strain on the whole priority system and the supply of raw materials sub¬ 
ject to priority rationing. Priority circulars classified more than 7,000 plants into 
general industries of exceptional importance during a war. Each of 73 industries 
has been graded in importance, into four classes. Those industries in Class I are 
those of exceptional importance in connection with the prosecution of war. Indus¬ 
tries in Class II are those relatively more important than those in Class III, and 
those in Class III were deemed relatively more important than those in Class IV.

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R*105. Closing down of non-essential industries in the World War. In 

administering priority control during the World War, there was a basic principle 
that no industry should be absolutely prohibited and destroyed. No industry was 
branded as not essential. Every effort was made to preserve the organization of 
every unit in each industry by the use of its facilities in war production or other¬ 
wise to the end that it would be prepared to go forward properly with its normal 
activities after the war. 

The following, from a report of a committee appointed by President Wilson to 
investigate and report on industries essential to the point that they should, in the 
public interest, retire from business during the war, is significant. 

“We do not recommend absolute prohibition because, granting the possi¬ 
bility of selecting from all the products of industry those items which could be 
agreed upon as of relatively slight importance to the consuming public, the 
benefits to be derived for the war program by the total and sudden prohibition 
of the industries producing such commodities would be trifling compared to the 
economic loss during and after the war. 

“A searching analysis of all our industries revealed 25 which might fairly be 
classified as producers of non-war commodities, and therefore worthy of con¬ 
sideration for complete prohibition. We found that the aggregate capital em¬ 
ployed by this particular group of industries was $733,000,000. The aggregate 
number of persons employed was 283,518. The aggregate fuel consumption per 
annum was 1,701,000 tons. 

“Contrasting the degree of relief afforded with the hardships necessarily 
imposed upon a part of the community, your committee has reached the con¬ 
clusion that it would be inadvisable to adopt direct industrial prohibition to 
accomplish the desired end. It would not only result in inequalities and thus 
engender intense dissatisfaction on the part of those affected, but it would also 
create grave apprehension throughout the entire industrial community. This 
might weaken the morale of the nation, and, in the final analysis, cause actual 
i harm rather than positive benefit. 

“We also invite your attention to the fact that a sudden dislocation through 
complete prohibition of any industry involves the disintegration of entire organ¬ 
izations, including the workers, foremen, superintendents, and managers. Such 
organizations in most cases are the cumulative result of many years of con¬ 
structive effort, and it is obvious that with the ending of the war the prohibited 
industries would be obliged to go through the pioneer process of re-creation. 

This would, in the opinion of your committee, augment the embarrassment of 
post-war industrial readjustments.” 

^/recommendation: It is reasonably safe to say that this policy of branding no 
industry not essential is likely to be followed in essence in the event of another 
war. However, industries considered not essential cannot escape having their 
production curtailed. Foreign markets will be blocked, domestic markets will be 
curtailed, luxury consumption will be termed unpatriotic and they will be allowed 
the essentials of production only if there is a surplus after all essential industries 
are taken care of. It is therefore, important for the far-seeing executive to consider 
whether or not a slight shift in his company’s activities or productive processes 
might bring his organization into the classification of essential industries. 

{^observation: The control which priority powers give the War Resources Adminis¬ 
trator or other individual or Board will make it possible to curtail sharply the 
activities of industries classified as non-essential and even to halt their opera- 
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tions completely. The Industrial Mobilization Plan has as one of its objectives to 
assure that industry will carry the war load and at the same time be in a position 
to renew normal peacetime operation upon the conclusion of the war emergency. 
The closing down of whole industries will not contribute to this aim. It is therefore 
probable that no industry will be called non-essential or completely closed down. 
But the classification is still important because those industries considered essen¬ 
tial will receive preferential treatment in the allotment of power, fuel, semi-fin¬ 
ished, unfinished products, raw materials, transportation, etc., while industries con¬ 
sidered non-essential will be allowed these essentials of production, only out of, 
and to the extent of, any surplus. 

R*106. Restriction on luxury production. Toward the end of the World 
War it was deemed unpatriotic to use luxury articles. In addition, the World War 
Revenue Act of 1918 imposed a luxury retail sales tax. The tax on liquor, malt 
beverages, cigars, tobacco and tobacco products was sharply increased. Amuse¬ 
ment taxes were levied and excise taxes were imposed upon automobiles, liveries, 
hats, hunting and shooting garments, riding habits and other luxury items. The 
most significant luxury tax, however, was the luxury retail sales tax placed on the 
sale of various articles selling above certain prices. The luxury sales tax was im¬ 
posed for example upon the sale of men’s shirts selling for more than §3 each. This 
tax levied at 10% of the excess price was designed primarily to discourage luxury 
consumption. It is probable that similar measures will be invoked against the con¬ 
sumption of luxury products if the United States should become involved in a 
future war. 

Probably the most striking example of wartime restriction of luxury production 
may be found in the World War history of the automobile industry. Remember 
that during the war period the automobile industry was in its infancy and an auto¬ 
mobile was a genuine luxury. In order to release steel, gasoline, rubber and other 
raw materials necessary in the production of automobiles for more essential war¬ 
time uses, a program was carried out under which the automobile industry cur¬ 
tailed its normal production of passenger cars 50% during the latter half of 1918. 
First it was agreed between representatives of the auto industry and members of 
the War Industries Board that a 30% reduction in the current manufacturing 
schedules of passenger cars could be made without undue disturbance. A reduction 
to a 50% basis for the last six months of 1918 w r as later agreed upon. It was be¬ 
lieved that a 50% basis would support the organizations and the various plants 
until such time as they could convert their facilities for the production of direct 
and indirect war requirements. A similar curtailment in the production of pleasure 
automobiles may be anticipated in a future war period. Already motor manufac¬ 
turers and manufacturers of automobile parts have made plans for the conversion 
of their facilities to essential war needs. The government’s need for airplanes 
and for mechanized artillery equipment to prosecute a war effort makes this ad¬ 
justment reasonably easy for the motor manufacturers. 

R-107. Goods considered luxuries. The following is a list of non-neces¬ 
saries taken from a World War pamphlet, “The Duty of the Consumer in War- 
Time/' by Harold G. Moulton, one of the members of the War Resources Board: 
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Wearing apparel: Artificial flowers, passementerie, lace, furs, canes, jewelry, 

cosmetics, perfumes, curling irons, fans, powder puffs, fancy bags, fancy 

oots and shoes, opera glasses, silk hosiery and underwear, and sporting 
outfits. ^ 6 

Edibles: Liquors, tobacco, confectionery, chewing gum, patent medicines, 
pastries.

‘‘Rationing industries. As it is obviously impossible to supply all industries 
utilizing lr on and steel in their activities with their normal supply, the War Indus- 
tnes Board, through its Priorities Division, cooperating with the commodity sec¬ 
tion dealing with the particular industry or product involved, with the Conserva¬ 
tion Division and representatives of other interested Government agencies, has 
inaugurated a system of industrial hearings in which committees representing the 
entire industry appear and present, (a) the normal requirements of such industry 
for iron and steel, (b) their reasonable requirements under war conditions, (c) the 

stocks now on hand in each plant, and (d) the fuel consumed, and all other 
pertinent facts. 
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“A portion at least of the product of nearly every industry may be properly 
classed as a direct or indirect war requirement or essential to the civilian popula¬ 
tion, but in many the percentage of non-essentiality predominates. On the other 
hand, nearly every industry, including so-called war industries, has a percentage 
of non-essentiality in its production. 

“It is the policy of the War Industries Board through the hearings mentioned, 
to take counsel with each industry, determine the extent to which it can and 
should as a war measure curtail its production—and particularly curtail its con¬ 
sumption of iron and steel—limiting its output to essential uses as far as prac¬ 
ticable but without destroying or unnecessarily injuring any industry or legitimate 
business. On these hearings the chairman of the Conservation Division or his 
representatives give the industry the benefit of their expert knowledge and research 
into methods of standardization and substitution, and cooperate with the industry 
in (a) reducing needless lines, varieties, and sizes of products, thereby securing 
economy in manufacture and reducing the volume of stocks w T hich the manufac¬ 
turer, wholesaler, and dealer are required to carry, (b) through the elimination 
of wasteful styles, models, and methods, greatly conserving materials, and (c) 
through the substitution of products or materials not needed for those that are 
needed for war work, conserving the latter without unnecessarily reducing the 
output of the industry. 

“When the maximum conservation of materials and products has been attained 
through these processes of standardization, substitution, and curtailment, the repre¬ 
sentatives of the War Industries Board participating in these conferences indicate 
to the industry their views as to the maximum consumption by the industries of 
the materials and products in question, treating the industry as a unit where such 
a course is practicable. 

“The chief of the commodity section dealing with the particular industry then 
prepares a schedule apportioning such indicated maximum of materials or products 
to each plant on a basis which will enable each member of the industry to procure 
the same per cent of his normal production as all other members, taking into account 
the existing stocks of each. When this has been done each plant places its orders 
for the amount apportioned to it with its regular sources of supply, and such orders 
take a Class C rating. 

“The war-service committees of those industries which have not as yet par-

R • 109. Seventy-five industries considered essential by NDAC. At the re¬ 
quest of the National Defense Advisory Commission, the Census Bureau gave pri¬ 
ority in the issuance of reports on manufacturing to 75 industries which the 
Commission regarded as of greatest importance in developing the national defense 
program. In f[ It -104 you will find a list of industries considered essential during 
the World War. This list was graded according to the essentiality of the individual 
industries. The list now issued by the Census Bureau does not indicate the degree 
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of essentiality of the industries, but it will serve for the present as a guide to 
manufacturers as to whether or not their branch of industry is now being consid¬ 
ered essential by the Army, Navy and Defense Commission. This list is repro¬ 
duced below.

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R* 110. World War power priorities. During the World War it became 

necessary to issue rules and regulations for the guidance of light and power com¬ 
panies in the distribution of electrical energy. This enabled the utilities them¬ 
selves to administer power priorities where shortages occurred. Reproduced below 
is Priority Schedule Number 45 imposing these rules and regulations. 

Appendix XXVI 

(P.C. Form 75) 

PRIORITIES CIRCULAR No. 45 

Embodying Rules and Regulations Governing the Distribution of Electric Energy 

by Light and Power Companies 

Under date of September 3, 1918, there was published by the Priorities Division of the War 
Industries Board Circular No. 20, known as Preference List No. 2, which furnishes a guide to 
all governmental agencies and all others interested in— 

(1) The production and supply of fuel and electric energy; 

(2) The supply of labor; and 

(3) The supply of transportation service by rail, water, pipe lines, or otherwise, in so far 
as such service contributes to production of finished products. 

Where the supply of electric energy is equal to the demand, there is obviously no occasion 
for use of the preference list. 

But where the demand exceeds the available supply, due to lack of generating capacity or 
any other cause, then the producers and distributors of electric energy are directed to use the 
said preference list as a basis for distribution. 

Whenever an individual plant has a preference classification differing from that of the 
industry to which it belongs, the individual plant classification shall govern. 

Consumers having 100 horsepower connected load or less will, save in extreme cases, be 
treated as in Class I, irrespective of their preference list classification. It has been determines 
that, speaking generally, the saving of electric energy through a curtailment of these small con¬ 
sumers would not justify the loss, damage, inconvenience, and industrial disturbance that would 
follow. Where, however, it becomes absolutely necessary to do so in order to supply important 
Class I plants, even such small consumers should be curtailed. 

Industries and plants grouped under Class I are only such as are of exceptional importance 
in connection with the prosecution of the war. Their requirements must be fully satisfied in 
preference to those of the three remaining classes. 

The requirements of industries and plants grouped under Class II, Class III, and Class IV 
shall have precedence over those not appearing on the preference list. 

If, however, after satisfying the requirements of Class I the requirements of the industries 
and plants grouped in the remaining three classes cannot be fully satisfied, then they shall be 
rationed, giving to each class a percent of its requirements in the ratio of 5, 3, and 2, which 
represents the relative value or importance of each class as fixed and determined by the 
priorities board. 

A simple illustration of the application of this “method of weighted needs” as applied to the 
distribution of electric energy may tend to clarify this rule, under which there should be applied 
as nearly as practicable the formula following: 

(a) The aggregate kilowatt demands of each of the four classes of all industries and plants 
shall be approximately ascertained. 

(b) The available supply of electric energy shall be ascertained. 

(c) Should the available supply equal the requirements or demands, then the requirements 
of all industries and plants on the preference list shall be fully satisfied. 
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(d) But should the requirements or demands exceed the available supply of electric energy, 
then there shall be deducted from such supply the requirements of Class I, 100 percent of which 
must be delivered, and the remainder shall be prorated between Classes II, III, and IV, giving 
to each a percent of its requirements in the ratio of 5, 3, and 2. 

Assume that the available supply of electric energy in a particular city or district is 
100,000 kilowatts, while the requirements are as follows: 


Kilowatts 

Class I. Requirements (including customers having 100-horsepower connected load 


or less) . 20,000 

Class II. Requirements. 40,000 

Class III. Requirements. 50,000 

Class IV. Requirements. 60,000 


Total requirements . 170,000 


Available supply . 100,000 

Supply Class I in full. 20,000 


Balance for distribution between Classes II, III, and IV. 80,000 


After having allotted Class I its full service, obtain the amounts of power to be served 
to the other classes as follows: Multiply the requirements of Classes II, III, and IV by their 
priority ratio of 5, 3, and 2, respectively, to obtain the “relative figures” as shown in the 
example following. The total available power for Classes II, III, and IV (80,000 kilowatts) is 
then divided by the total of their “relative figures” (470,000 kilowatts) giving in the example a 
decimal of 0.17021. If the “relative figure” for any class is multiplied by this decimal, the result 
will be the power allotted to that class.

nr thlB formula it will be seen that the power allotted to each of Classes II, III, and 

IV will always fill a proportion of the demands of the classes in the ratio of 5, 3, and 2. 

It will however, sometimes happen, when Class II or III, or both, have extremely small 
requirements in proportion to the total requirements of the district, that the formula will 
a lot to one or both of these classes (II and III) an amount in excess of their respective re¬ 
quirements. In such a case, the overallotted class or classes should be given 100 per cent of 
their requirements and the balance of their allotment under the formula should be distributed 
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(a) Between the classes given incomplete service by the formula, in the ratio of their 

respective priority ratios (5, 3, or 2). This procedure is to apply where two classes are left 
incompletely served, or ffl 

(b) If only one class is left incompletely served by the formula, the overallotments of the 
other two classes are to be assigned to the incompletely served class. 

The allotment of more than 100 per cent under the formula to a small class of high impor¬ 
tance shows that the shortage in the district was primarily caused by the large amount of less 
important work in the district, and that the small class or classes of higher importance should 
not be penalized, since they are not responsible for the shortage. 

It is not practicable, and it is not intended, that an attempt should be made to apply this 
formula with literal and mathematical accuracy, but it will afford a workable basis for ration¬ 
ing industries and plants embraced within Classes II, III, and IV, where the available supply, 
after satisfying Class I, is less than their aggregate requirements or demands. 

In case any consumer shall be dissatisfied with the applications made and the electric 
energy furnished him under these rules and regulations, such consumer may present his com¬ 
plaint in writing to the priorities division of the War Industries Board, sending a copy of such 
complaint to the power company interested. Pending further directions from such division the 
power company shall continue to distribute electric energy in accordance with these rules and 
regulations notwithstanding the lodging of a complaint by a dissatisfied consumer. 

The War Industries Board fully appreciates, and is grateful for, the support and whole¬ 
hearted cooperation which it has received at the hands of both the producers and distributors 
of electric energy on the one part, and their consumers on the other, in connection with the 
handling of such cases of power shortages as have already arisen. These rules and regulations 
have been promulgated with the view of stimulating production to meet the requirements of 
the war program, and at the same time reduce to a minimum the inevitable disturbance to 
industry due to power shortages. With confidence we bespeak the continued cooperation of 
all interested parties in our efforts to reach sound and just solutions of these difficult and con¬ 
stantly recurring problems.

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CHAPTER IH 


Priority Agencies 

V arious existing government agencies have the responsibility for 
undertaking measures relating to the establishment and adminis¬ 
tration of priorities in particular enterprises. In some cases, these 
agencies are merely advisory; in others, they have actual power to 
initiate and direct the application of priority measures. Most impor¬ 
tant of the agencies are the Priorities Committee of the Army and 
Navy Munitions Board and the Division of Priorities of the Office 
of Production Management. In addition, normal peacetime adminis¬ 
trative agencies like the Interstate Commerce Commission, the Federal 
Communications Commission, the Maritime Commission, etc., have or 
may be given priority powers. This Chapter discusses the agencies 
which now have or which may soon have the right to exercise priority 
control. 

R*301. Regular administrative bodies. Normal peacetime administrative 
bodies concerned with the problems of particular industries or types of indus¬ 
tries are logical agencies for handling certain priority problems. Obviously the 
Interstate Commerce Commission is 
more suitable and better equipped by 
experience for the effective adminis¬ 
tration of transportation priorities 
than any newly created agency could 
be. It would work with the priority 
agencies. Similarly, if labor priorities 
are necessary, the Department of La¬ 
bor’s Bureau of Employment Security 
could be expected to handle the situ¬ 
ation with greater facility. Even where 
such agencies possess no explicit pri¬ 
ority powers, they are consulted by 
the special priority agencies because 
of their intimate knowledge of the in¬ 
dustries' problems. 
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Priority agencies are func¬ 
tioning already. Are you famil¬ 
iar with the procedures out¬ 
lined for industrial priorities? 
For transportation priorities? 
For communications priori¬ 
ties? For national defense con¬ 
tracts? For aircraft? The prob¬ 
lems involved are no longer 
academic. 
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R*302. Interstate Commerce Commission—transportation priorities. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission is empowered under the Act of February 
4, 1887, as amended by the Act of August 29, 1916, to administer transportation 
priorities by giving defense needs preference in case of any shortage in rolling 
stock or the appearance of any other transportation bottlenecks. Of course, in 
doing so, the Interstate Commerce Commission would cooperate with the Trans¬ 
portation Division of the National Defense Advisory Commission or its successor 
in the defense machinery. 

In addition, the Office of Price Administration is authorized to take steps, 
when necessary, to effect compliance with transportation priorities under the Act 
of February 28, 1920. 

i 

R*303. Maritime Commission. In connection with the priorities on ship¬ 
ping, the Maritime Commission is the logical agency for priority administra¬ 
tion. It has established a Division of Emergency Shipping to handle all emerg¬ 
ency transportation problems, maintain liaison with the Navy Department, War 
Department, Reconstruction Finance Corporation, Office of Production Manage¬ 
ment, State Department and all other government departments and agencies 
with respect to ocean transportation, supervise sales, charters, transfers, realloca¬ 
tions, reassignments and requisitions of all vessel tonnage in connection with 
emergency transportation. 

Its primary duty is to make the most efficient possible use of available Ameri¬ 
can flag tonnage if necessary by a priority system. 

R*304. Federal Communications Commission. In the event of any emer¬ 
gency affecting communications, the Federal Communications Commission is 
authorized to fix priorities for telegraph, telephone and radio facilities. This 
authority derives from the Act of June 19, 1934. Here, too, the Federal Com¬ 
munications Commission would act in cooperation with the defense machinery. 
In addition, it would cooperate with the specially created Defense Communica¬ 
tions Board. 

R*305. The Defense Communications Board established. A special 
Defense Communications Board was established by executive Order No. 8546 
promulgated by the President on September 24, 1940. The purpose of this Board 
is to coordinate planning for the most efficient control of radio, wire and cable 
communications of the United States in times of national emergency. The plan¬ 
ning is to take place with special consideration of the needs for communication 
of the armed forces of the United States, of other government agencies and of 
industry. 

The Defense Communications Board consists of the Chairman of the Federal 
Communications Commission, the Chief Signal Officer of the Army, the Director 
of Naval Communications, and the Assistant Secretary of Treasury in charge of 
the Coast Guard. 

The Defense Communications Board is to allocate governmental and non¬ 
governmental radio, wire and cable facilities as may be required to meet the needs 
of the armed forces. However, due consideration will be given to the needs of non¬ 
defense governmental agencies, industry and necessary civilian activities. 
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The Board has no authority to exercise censorship. It is to study the physical 
aspects of broadcasting and will recommend such precautions, supplementary 
facilities and re-allocations as it deems desirable under foreseeable military condi¬ 
tions. 

It will also make plans for the speedy, efficacious use of all necessary facilities 
in time of military emergency. The Board may appoint committees, call in experts 
for consultation and, if the United States is a belligerent or a national emergency 
exists, may call in the Interdepartment Radio Advisory Committee to act as a 
committee of the Board. 

R # 306. Department of Labor and labor priorities. The organizations 
at present equipped to administer labor priorities would be the Department 
of Labor, more particularly the office of the Commissioner of Labor Statistics, 
and the Social Security Board, more particularly, the United States Employ¬ 
ment Service within the Bureau of Employment Security. 

Extensive use of the public employment offices is being urged so that the recruit¬ 
ing of workers may be conducted in an orderly manner. Confusion in the labor 
market, the accentuation of uncoordinated migration, the dislocation of new 
defense industries, and any unnecessary dislocation of workers needed for regular 
private industry, can thus be reduced. 

Qualified workers who register with the local employment offices are being 
selected for reference to the local representative of the Civil Service Commission. 
Where necessary and desirable, local offices are making arrangements to transfer 
skilled workers to areas where their services are needed. In some localities employ¬ 
ment offices are making selections of individuals to be trained for work in key 
occupations. The actual training is being given by industry or by the school 
systems. There are approximately 1,500 fully equipped and fully staffed public 
employment offices and over 3,000 additional locations visited periodically by 
itinerant interviewers in order to serve sparsely populated areas. 

The Bureau of Employment Security has recently completed an inventory of 
the active files of all public employment offices. This inventory provides informa¬ 
tion regarding the industrial, occupational, and personal (age, sex, color) char¬ 
acteristics of over 5,000,000 job seekers registered in local offices. In addition the 
Bureau has completed an occupational index for a great proportion of the jobs 
in American industry. Both the inventory and the job index will facilitate place¬ 
ment of job seekers in those industries and federal agencies which are expanding 
as a result of the national defense program. 

The Bureau is also compiling labor market data reflecting potential industrial 
labor supply and general developments indicative of labor shortages. 

R-307. Securities and Exchange Commission—priorities on credit. 

The administration of a priority system may require that certain activities be 
given a preference rating in order that they might be able to finance their activi¬ 
ties. The Securities and Exchange Commission is the logical agency for obtain¬ 
ing preference for defense activities and diverting credit to it. Thus, for example 
Sumner P. Pike, Head of the Securities and Exchange Commission, prepared plans 
to bar capital financing which might draw materials and skilled workers from 
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defense industries. After consultation with Edward R. Stettinius, Jr., Director 
of Priorities, and Sidney Hillman, Associate Director of the OPM, Mr. Pike 
announced the following policy: 

Wherever it appears that any of the proceeds of a securities issue registered 
with us are to be used for new or additional facilities, such as buildings or 
machinery, we shall contact these branches (Stettinius’ Priorities Division) of 
the national defense program. If they tell us either that materials or labor are 
unavailable or likely to be unavailable for the purpose specified in the registra¬ 
tion statement, we shall require that this information be prominently displayed 
in the registration statement and prospectus.” 

Such disclosures would obviously discourage financing of the projects. As a 
result of such a program, the OPM would be able to control all efforts for the 
public raising of money for new projects. Credit, materials and labor can thus 
be diverted from non-essential to defense industries and available credit can be 
conserved for the financing of defense industry alone, if necessary. 
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Special Priorities Bodies 

R’310. Emergency priorities agencies. In addition to the normal admin¬ 
istrative bodies created for peacetime problems, special agencies have been set up 
to deal with the problem of priorities. These agencies fall into two categories: 

(1) Advisory bodies which merely have the power to study and recommend 
action. 

(2) Administrative bodies which have the power to make decisions and to 
carry them into actual practice. 

Advisory bodies include such agencies as the Priorities Division of the Army 
and the Priorities Board (not to be confused with the Priorities Division) attached 
to the Office of Production Management. Administrative Boards include the 
Priorities Committee of the Army and Navy Munitions Board and the Priorities 
Division of the Office of Production Management. 

R*311. Priorities Division of the Army. The Priorities Division of the 
Army is a section of the Planning Branch. Its task has been largely preparatory, 

laying the groundwork for the newly created agencies which function in the 
present defense set-up. (See J-317) 

Priorities Board. In order to coordinate the planning of priority 
steps with the other controls of a defense economy, such as price control, the 
President created a Priorities Board, attached to the Office of Production Manage¬ 
ment.. Its function is to study and make recommendations concerning the admin¬ 
istration of priorities. (See J *62) Its personnel consists of William S. Knudsen 

Edward R. Stettinius, Jr., John D. Biggers, Donald M. Nelson and Leon Hen¬ 
derson. 


mu R l 313 ' P ”®" tie8 Committee of the Army and Navy Munitions Board. 

I he Army and Navy Munitions Board maintains a joint Priorities Committee 
which has concrete power to coordinate the administration of priorities and to 
prevent conflict between Army and Navy orders. It is concerned with determin- 
lng the relative importance of military items, such as guns, tanks, airplanes, 
ammunition etc. On the basis of such determinations, embodied in Priorities Di- 

S pL C ° n r Ctln ( g . 0ffiC ^,l the Army and Navy ’ °P erati ng through the Prior¬ 
ities Committee of the ANMB, administer the assignment of preference ratings 

to items on a special list known as the Priorities Critical List. 

Anri ^. Cntlcal L ls t consists of items which are primarily of a military character 
and which usually have no direct counterpart in commercial production. Acces- 

ones and materials needed for the construction of items on the Critical List are 
also deemed to be on the List. (See ffs R-545 et seq ) 

RnA!!, hl i e r, 0 -^ i ? lly , the I Pri0r l tieS Coramittee of the Army and Navy Munitions 
ad administered only preference ratings for prime contracts and for their 

subcontractors on Critical List items, it has been given authority to fix preference 
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ratings on such items and to extend them to subcontractors and re-extend 
them even further where accessories and other component parts are needed for the 
completion of an item on the Critical List. The Priorities Committee of the Army 
and Navy Munitions Board also assigns preference ratings on contracts let by 
Government agencies other than the Army and Navy. Such other agencies include 
the Coast Guard, Maritime Commission, Coast and Geodetic Survey, Panama 
Canal, Civil Aeronautics Board, and the National Advisory Committee on Aero¬ 
nautics. The Priorities Committee is authorized to establish preference ratings 
for contracts and orders of certain foreign governments including Great Britain 
and Canada. Such assignments of preference ratings are subject to the approval 

of the Director of Priorities who heads the Division of Priorities of the Office of 
Production Management. 


(f observation : The Army and Navy Munitions Board’s Priority Committee assigns 
preference ratings in all cases within the framework of the Priorities Critical List. 
This includes all fabricated parts, accessories, components, etc., necessary for 
the completion, maintenance or operation of items on the Critical List which are 
designed to meet military specifications and are not commercially useful for 
ordinary civilian purposes. Its assignment of preference ratings is no longer 
limited, as formerly, to prime contractors and their first subcontractors. If an 
item is on the Critical List or is a component of such an item on the Critical 
List, the Army and Navy Munitions Board can issue preference ratings even 
though the recipients are neither prime contractors nor first subcontractors. 

The Priorities Committee of the Army and Navy Munitions Board administers 
the assignment of preference ratings to Army and Navy orders not only for 
prime contracts and first subcontracts, as was formerly the case, but also for 
all other subcontracts for Critical List items entering into such orders. 

The Army and Navy Munitions Board operates wholly within the framework 
of the Critical List. In the case of such items as aluminum, magnesium, neo¬ 
prene and nickel, which are subject to industry-wide mandatory priorities and 
are also on the Critical List, their allocation by the Priority Division takes 
precedence over ratings assigned by the Army and Navy when shortages are so 
acute as to make necessary a diminution of quantities flowing to military channels. 


R*314. Official statement concerning jurisdiction of Priorities Com¬ 
mittee. On March 17, 1941, Edward R. Stettinius, Jr., Director of Priorities, 
issued Administrative Order No. 1 of the Division of Priorities which validated 
previous priorities actions and which defined the authority of the Priorities Com¬ 
mittee of the Army and Navy Munitions Board. The following is the text of the 
Order: 
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OFFICE OF PRODUCTION MANAGEMENT 

Division of Priorities 


Division Administrative Order No. 1 


Validating and Extending Previous Priorities Actions and Orders and 
Prescribing the Duties and Functions of the Priorities Committee of the Army 
and Navy Munitions Board in Assigning Preference Ratings to Army and 
Navy and United States and Foreign Government Orders. 


WHEREAS, Executive Order 8629, dated January 7, 1941, established the Office of Produc 
tion Management, and therein the Division of Priorities in charge of a Director appointed by 
the Office of Production Management with the approval of the President and vested therein 
authority to determine when, to what extent and in what manner priorities shall be accorded 
to deliveries of material pursuant to Section 2(a) of the Act entitled “An Act to Expedite 
National Defense and for other Purposes,” approved June 28, 1940, and to exercise the author¬ 
ities vested in the President by Section 9 of the Selective Training and Sendee Act of 1940; and 


WHEREAS, the Office of Production Management, with the approval of the President 
appointed Edward R. Stettinius, Jr., as Director of the Division of Priorities, and by Regulation 
No. 3, dated March 7, 1941, approved by the President March 8, 1941, formally confirmed the 
authority of said Edward R. Stettinius, Jr., as Director of Priorities pursuant to Executive 
Order No. 8629 dated January 7, 1941, to exercise the authority of the Office of Production 
Management to establish priorities and otherwise relating to priorities as specified in said Regu¬ 
lation No. 3, including specific authority 

(1) “To validate and extend to such extent as said Director may define, action with respect to 
priorities and related matters heretofore taken by the former Administrator of Priorities 
and the former Priorities Board pursuant to authority of Executive Order No. 8572 dated 
October 21, 1940, and amended by Executive Order No. 8612 dated December 15, 1940 and 
revoked by said Executive Order No. 8629, or by said Director of Priorities or by the Army 

and Navy Munitions Board or by contracting and procurement officers and inspectors of

II. Duties and Functions of the Priorities Committee of the Army and Navy Munitions 

Board. . . 

1. Establishment of Schedules of Preference Ratings 

(a) For Army and Navy Orders. The Priorities Committee of the Army and Navy Muni¬ 
tions Board shall, with the concurrence of the Director of Priorities, by Priorities Directives, 
establish schedules of preference ratings to be assigned to categories of contracts and orders of 
the Army and Navy and extensions to subcontracts and suborders thereunder, according to the 
relative importance of the various Procurement projects of the Army and Navy in the Defense 
program. 

(b) For Other United States Government Agency Orders. The Priorities Committee of 
the Army and Navy Munitions Board shall establish, subject to the approval of the Director of 
Priorities, schedules of preference ratings to be assigned to categories of contracts and orders 
of the other agencies of the United States Government, which shall include, until further order, 
the Coast Guard, Maritime Commission, Coast and Geodetic survey, Panama Canal, and 
National Advisory Committee on Aeronautics. 

(c) For Foreign Government Orders. The Priorities Committee of the Army and Navy 
Munitions Board shall, subject to the approval of the Director of Priorities, establish schedules 
of preference ratings to be assigned to categories of contracts and orders of certain foreign 
governments including, until further order, Great Britain and Canada. 

2. Assignment of Preference Ratings. 

The assignment of all such preference ratings to deliveries of material under all contracts 
and orders hereinbefore specified in paragraph 1, and the extension of such preference ratings to 
deliveries of material which enter directly or indirectly into the manufacture of any material 
for delivery under such contracts and orders, shall be made by the Priorities Committee of the 
Army and Navy Munitions Board and the Contract and procurement officers and inspectors of 
the Army and Navy, in accordance with the Army and Navy Priorities Instructions (see 
UK-313); Provided 

(a) Such preference ratings shall apply only to items which appear upon the Priorities 
Critical List as revised to March 14, 1941, of the Priorities Committee of the Army and Navy 
Munitions Board (see flK-531), as the same may be supplemented, modified or changed from 
time to time by said Committee with the approval of the Director of Priorities. 

(b) That ratings higher than those authorized by the then current Priorities Directives 
referred to in paragraph 1 above may be assigned by the Priorities Committee of the Army and 
Navy Munitions Board with the concurrence of the Director of Priorities.

R*315. Division of Priorities. The Division of Priorities, which is one of 
the major sections of the Office of Production Management is the senior agency 
responsible for the administration of priorities. Its powers and duties are set 
forth in Regulation No. 3 of the Office of Production Management. It has the 
task of balancing civilian and defense needs at all times and has the authority to 
extend priorities to important civilian projects as well as to exceptional cases 
involving military projects. It handles cases which relate to nondefense, domestic 
and foreign orders. In general, it has authority to issue preference ratings for 
all items not on the Critical List and all allocations of raw materials which have 
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been subjected to industry-wide control. It has the power, also, to issue blanket 
preference ratings in those cases where such ratings are deemed necessary. 

The Division of Priorities establishes general policy on priorities with respect 
to purchasing by government departments, agencies, private parties, and foreign 
governments. To facilitate its work, it establishes advisory committees and sub¬ 
committees for the handling of special priority problems. It makes recommenda¬ 
tions to other government agencies regarding priority questions. It has the power 
to modify or alter priority proceedings. 

It works very closely with the War and Navy Departments and other gov¬ 
ernmental agencies to determine from time to time whether their activities are 
consistent with the policies of the Division. It is responsible for solving problems 
arising from conflict between government agencies. The Division of Priorities 
provides for the issuance of preference ratings for materials placed by govern¬ 
mental departments and agencies other than the War and Navy Departments, the 
Maritime Commission, Coast and Geodetic Survey, Coastal Guard, Civil Aero¬ 
nautics Board, and the National Advisory Committee on Aeronautics, to related 
subcontracts. It assigns the preference ratings for contracts and materials placed 
by private persons or by foreign governments insofar as these orders are indirectly 
of a defense character. The administration of priorities in connection with the 
purchase of ordinary civilian supplies is in the hands of the Priorities Division. 
This is true of private as well as government contracts. 

{^Illustration: B Company, a turbine manufacturer, has a contract with the Zenith 
Street Railway Company for an electric turbine for street railway system. The X 
Company, a power supplier, needs a turbine for additional power in factories 
producing defense and non-defense items. The X Company should apply for a 
priority rating and should make such application to the Director of Priorities 
who heads the Division of Priorities of the OPM. It will not be necessary in 
some cases to issue a formal preference rating, since the Director can obtain 
priority frequently—in fact in most instances—by negotiation. He simply com- 
municades with the Zenith Street Railway Company and says that he would 
appreciate it if the X Company received the first turbine under construction 
since it is vitally needed for additional power for factories working on defense 
items. In the vast majority of instances this accomplishes, in much speedier and 
much simpler fashion, the desired objective. Thus, it is always best, in such cases, 
to communicate the necessary facts to the Director of Priorities. 

^observation: it should be noted that the Division of Priorities, as the senior 

priorities agency, signs all preference rating certificates, including those which 

are actually issued by the Priorities Committee of the Army and Navy Munitions 

oard. In effect, this means that the Division of Priorities signs preference rating 

certificates m blank which the ANMB issues in the course of administering prior¬ 
ities on Critical List items. 

The control is not decentralized between the two bodies since the contracting 

officers of the Army and Navy Munitions Board return carbon copies of the 

completed preference rating certificates to the Priorities Division of the OPM 
ana to the ANMB. 
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R-316. Structure of the Division of Priorities. The administration of 
priorities by the Priorities Division is organized in five Sections, each under a 
Group Chairman, namely: (1) Minerals and Metals, (2) Chemicals, (3) Com¬ 
mercial Aircraft, (4) Tools and Equipment, (5) General Products. 

Each of the five groups of the division is advised by one or more Priority 
Committee; made up, typically, of the Group Chairman of the section and 
representatives of the Army, the Navy, the producing industry, the industrial 
users and labor. Representatives of the Divisions of Production and Purchases 
act as Committee experts and contact points with those divisions. Advisers on 
prices, consumer and agricultural matters are also available to the Committees. 

R # 317. Action in case of conflict. The administrative agencies recog¬ 
nize that the field of activity of each body cannot be rigidly defined. Conse¬ 
quently, in cases of conflict the policy that is pursued provides for the settling of 
such conflicts within each level of authority. Thus, if the conflict arises within 
a supply arm or bureau, there is sufficient existing authority within that agency 
to resolve the internal conflict. Where the conflict affects defense contracts or 
subcontracts of more than one branch of the Army or one bureau of the Navy 
for items on the Critical List, the Priorities Committee of the Army and Navy 
Munitions Board is authorized to settle the problem. When cases involve items 
not on the Critical List, or in cases relating to non-defense domestic orders, the 
Division of Priorities has authority to settle the disputes. 

■^*318. Office of Price Administration. The Office of Price Administration 
has been given certain priority powers because of two factors: 

(1) Priorities are likely to affect prices; 

(2) The priority power may be exercised as sanctions against any recal¬ 
citrants who refuse to cooperate in the administration of price controls. 

Thus, persons who violate price regulations may be denied transportation 
priorities until they indicate their willingness to conform. 

R*319. Legislative sanction for priorities on Army and Navy orders. 

The imposition of compulsory priorities by means of action taken by the Divi¬ 
sion of Priorities and the Army and Navy Munitions Board stems from legisla¬ 
tion already enacted. Section 2(a) of the Act of June 28, 1940 (Public No. 671, 
76th Congress) declares that “deliveries of material under all orders placed pur¬ 
suant to the authority of this section and all other naval contracts or orders and 
all Army contracts and orders shall, in the discretion of the President, take 
priority over all deliveries for private account or for export.” In addition, the 
President has the power to commandeer recalcitrant industry which refuses to 
comply in the making of Government orders. Under certain circumstances, the 
commandeering powers of Section 9 of the Selective Service Act or of Section 120 
of the National Defense Act could also be invoked. (See ftsT-101 et seq.) 

(jpobservaf/on: In issuing general preference orders governing the application of 
priorities to specific industries, the Division of Priorities has relied exclusively 
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on the fact that the President has delegated to it the powers granted to him by 
the Act of June 28, 1940. (See flT-120) 


R*320. Legal sanction for extension of priorities to subcontracts. 

Because it was necessary to insure the prompt delivery of materials, articles, 
equipment and supplies essential for the completion of government contracts, 
the President, in an executive order, authorized that “deliveries of material under 
all orders” should take priority over all deliveries for private account or for 
export. (Executive Order No. 8572, dated October 21, 1940) 


R*321. National Defense Act makes priority compliance mandatory. 

Section 2(a) of the National Defense Act of June 28, 1940, as amended by the Pri¬ 
orities Act of May 31, 1941 (Public No. 89, 77th Congress) and the Second War 
Powers Act, 1942 (^S-2,208, 3/26/42), endows the President with express power 
to apply priorities to (1) contracts or orders for foreign governments whose defense 
the President deems vital to the defense of the United States; (2) contracts or 
orders which the President deems necessary or appropriate to the defense work of 
the United States; and (3) subcontracts or suborders which the President deems 
necessary for the fulfillment of any such contract or order. 

The President may require reports and the keeping of records. The books, 
records and other writings, premises or property, of any person may be inspected 
(see H* 602). Refusal to comply with the records and inspection provisions of 
the Section or breach of any other provision is a misdemeanor punishable by a fine 
of not more than $10,000 or imprisonment for not more than one year, or both.

(7j No person shall be held liable for damages or penalties for any default under any con¬ 
tract or order which shall result directly or indirectly from compliance with this subsection (a) 
or any rule, regulation or order issued thereunder, notwithstanding that any such rule, regulation, 
or order shall thereafter be declared by judicial or other competent authority to be invalid. 

(8) The President may exercise any power, authority, or discretion conferred on him by this 

agency, or officer of the Government as he may direct 
and in conformity with any rules or regulations which he may prescribe. 


R* 321.1. The government can inspect your records and plant. 

Wobservation: Note that the National Defense Act of 1940, as amended, supra, 
permits the President to require reports and the keeping of records necessary to the 
administration or enforcement of priorities. Your books, records, and other writ¬ 
ings, premises or property are subject to inspection. The President can make 
investigation and subpoena witnesses and evidence. 


R • 322. Local priority field offices. In order to speed up the tempo of pro¬ 
duction under the priority system and to avoid unnecessary delays and errors in 
priority administration, the Division of Priorities has established field offices in 
strategic industrial areas. In charge are district managers who work in close 
cooperation with regional Defense Contract Service coordinators (see G-113) in 
their areas. They are equipped to advise business men on procedure to be fol¬ 
lowed in making applications for preference ratings, the proper method of filling 
out forms and questionnaires, methods to be used in adapting their business prac¬ 
tices to new conditions and on any other questions arising in connection with the 
priorities system.

R • 323. Relations with government Contracting Officers. 

([Jjprecommendation: It is in the interest of contractors and their subcontractors that 
contractors maintain a good business relationship with the Contracting Officers of 
the government departments with which they deal. Just as in ordinary business 
relationships where personal contact frequently is the difference between getting 
an order and losing one, so personal contact with the Contracting Officer of the 
government frequently means the difference between getting a preference rating 
countersigned quickly and properly and getting a preference rating signed after 
a lag of days or weeks. 

recommendation: Contracting officers change from place to place fairly fre¬ 
quently. There will be occasions when you may not know which officer to deal 
with. In such a case as this, contact the nearest of the Priorities Division Field 
Offices attached to the Federal Reserve Banks and request them to find out as 
quickly as possible who should countersign your preference rating. 
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R*324. Compliance and Field Section of Priorities Division. The Divi¬ 
sion of Priorities has undertaken to police priority practices. A special Com¬ 
pliance and Field Section was created on August 13, 1941 in order to provide the 
machinery for enforcing priority rules and for representing the Priorities Divi¬ 
sion in the field. It will investigate and take appropriate action in cases involving 
non-compliance or violations. According to the Division of Priorities, the measures 
to be taken will include publicity about violations, restriction on supplies in the 
case of violators and court action to compel compliance. 

The Compliance and Field Section is headed by L. J. Martin, Assistant Deputy 
Director, and combines all the functions hitherto performed separately by various 
operation units in achieving compliance, maintaining contact, conducting edu¬ 
cational activity, supervising inventory control, etc. 

Working with Mr. Martin as senior consultant will be E. C. Laird, Jr. J. H. 
Ward will be assistant to Mr. Martin. L. Edward Scriven will direct operations 
of the Compliance Unit and the Field Service organization. (See f[R*322) Mr. 
Ward, Mr. Laird and Mr. Scriven are Assistant Deputy Directors. 

R*325. Supply Priorities and Allocations Board abolished. On August 
28, 1941, the President by Executive Order established the Supply Priorities and 
Allocations Board (SPAB) as the machinery for fixing priorities and allocation of 
the supply of materials, fuel, power and other commodities of all kinds in the 
United States. The seven-man Board was abolished with the establishment of the 
War Production Board on January 21, 1942. 
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Current Priority Practices 

T here has been a rapid speedup in the tempo with which voluntary 
and mandatory priorities are being applied. Even where volun¬ 
tary priorities have not yet been made mandatory, serious problems 
have arisen for the individual business man. Under the present setup 
priorities affect prime contractors, subcontractors, sub-subcontractors 
and their suppliers. This Chapter reviews the current priority prac¬ 
tices. Check here for the procedure to follow if you want a priority 
rating or want to have your priority rating extended to a subcon¬ 
tractor. 

R-501. Priority methods. The priority system has been defined as a 
method of giving precedence to a contract or order in order to permit its comple¬ 
tion or delivery on a particular date. It may involve the necessity of deferring 
action on other contracts or orders. The establishment of such precedence for 
more essential contracts may be achieved by any one of the following four 
methods: 

(1) The interchange of delivery dates of orders before the article is completed. 

(2) Diverting the delivery of completed items from one order to another. 

(3) Accelerating the manufactur¬ 
ing process of certain items at the ex¬ 
pense of other items with competing 
delivery dates. 

(4) Allocating the output of a sup¬ 
plier on a pro rata basis among cus¬ 
tomers in accordance with their rela¬ 
tive importance. 

R*502. Preference ratings. The 

Priorities Division of the Office of Pro¬ 
duction Management and the Prior¬ 
ities Committee of the Army and Navy 
Munitions Board administer the prior¬ 
ities system by applying preference 
ratings to various contracts and orders. 

The ratings are so listed as to indicate

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the order in which defense and non-defense contracts are to be executed by indus¬ 
try. As far as is necessary, each contract placed by government agencies with 
private industry, or each order assigned to arsenals or Navy Yards, is given a 
preference classification determined by the Army and Navy Munitions Board 
which is familiar with the needs of the military forces. In the case of contracts 
or orders for direct military supplies or such other items as are placed on the 
Priorities Ciitical List (see j[s R*545 et seq.), it is the contracting officer who acts 
as the representative of the Army and Navy Munitions Board. On the other hand, 
the Division of Priorities determines the assignment of preference ratings so far 
as civilian and non-Critical List items are concerned. The two agencies, of course, 
consult in making such determinations. 

The preference ratings are determined by the use of letters of the alphabet 
and Arabic numerals. A special Class AA has been reserved for future emer¬ 
gencies. Class A, in which many items are already included, consists of such Army 
and Navy orders as require specially preferred treatment. Preference ratings, in 
the order of precedence are: AA (which may be broken down into AA-1, AA-2, 
etc.), A-l-a, A-l-b, A-l-c, . . . A-l-j, A-2, A-3 . . . A-10, B-l, B-2, B-3 . . . 
etc. Each government order or contract carries a desired delivery date. 

(jjjp observation: The delivery date is the primary consideration in contracts of the 

same class. The indicated delivery date must be carefully observed in connection 
with the preference rating. 

{^illustration: If a manufacturer receives two orders, the first to be completed in 
six months and the second to be completed in seven months, the preference rating 
given to each will determine which he fills first if he finds that he cannot carry out 
both. Thus, if Order No. 1, which is to be completed in six months, has a prefer¬ 
ence rating of A-4, and Order No. 2, to be completed in seven months, has a pref¬ 
erence rating of A-2, the manufacturer must see to it that Order No. 2 is finished on 
time, even at the expense of Order No. 1. 

([jjpobservation: The priorities system is not intended to cause the suspension of 
other operations, except where it is absolutely essential for the completion of the 
preferred order. A high preference rating does not mean that work on, or delivery 
of, orders bearing a lower classification or orders for private account or for 
export should be delayed, unless such delay is necessary to meet the delivery 
date on the order bearing the superior preference rating. As long as the delivery 
dates can be met, details of adjustment are left primarily to industry itself. 

{^recommendation: Do not hesitate to confer with your contracting officer who 
represents the Army and Navy Munitions Board or with the Division of Priorities 
of the OPM where you feel that adjustments can be made. They do not want the 
use of priorities to hamper normal production for whatever purpose unless it is 
the only way they can be sure that your more important work will be concluded 
successfully and will be available on the delivery date. 

R*503. Re-rating of orders. It is possible for orders to be re-rated from 
time to time. For example, due to the fact that too many orders in some fields 
were given preference rating A-l, it became necessary to break down this class 
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R-539. Action to adjust difficulties in complying with preference rating 
certificates. If the supplier is unable to meet the specified delivery dates, or 
anticipates that he may be unable to do so, all of the facts and circumstances, in¬ 
cluding an explanation of the anticipated delay, should be reported immediately to 
the government official who countersigns the Preference Rating Certificate. 

If the contractor’s problem of getting required equipment and supplies becomes 
acute, the case will be referred by the countersigning officer to the Priorities 
Committee of the Army and Navy Munitions Board, Room 2010, Munitions 
Building, Washington, D. C. Cases which the Board is unable to adjust are referred 
to the Division of Priorities which then takes such action as it deems advisable 
in the particular instance. 

Where a firm has a primary contract and a subcontract marked with a higher 
preference rating and cannot meet delivery dates on both, the subcontract with 
the higher rating must be filled relative to delivery dates. Thus if an A-l order 
has a September 15 delivery date and an A-2 order has a June 15 delivery date, 
and you cannot make the September 15 date, you need not scrap work on the June 
15 order. You are merely required to push the A-2 order back to whatever extent 
necessary to complete the A-l order at the earliest possible delivery date. In such 
cases, the firm should communicate immediately with the contracting officer and 
seek an adjustment in the delivery schedules. Similarly, a contractor working 
on two government orders, one of which carries a penalty clause for late delivery 
while the other has a higher preference rating but no penalty clause, should com¬ 
plete the contract with the higher preference rating even at the expense of the 
contractor carrying the penalty. As soon as he becomes aware of the difficulty, 
he should communicate with the contracting officer and seek an adjustment despite 
the fact that penalty clauses for late delivery are not exercised when the delivery 
has been caused by work on a preference rated contract. (See R-519) 

R*540. Preference rating for items not on Critical List or under P or 
M order. 

(jjjprecommendation: It is the declared policy of the Priorities Division to issue priori¬ 
ties certificates on PD-1 applications for items not on the Critical List and not 
under a P or M order only in cases of extreme emergency and the issuance of such 
emergency rating will not be made a general practice. It is, of course, quite pos¬ 
sible that a firm may hold a preference rating certificate for chairs, although a 
priority system for furniture other than office furniture is still far off, if such 
cliaiis are needed in a defense project. Similarly, if a special urgency exists, 
a prioiity rating for such an item as vitrified china could also be issued. However, 
past experience would seem to show that, whenever a customer claims to have a 
pieference rating for an item not on the Critical List and not under a known P or 
M order, it is safest to have the customer show the actual order which he claims is 
applicable or the original preference rating. Very often firms believe that a prefer¬ 
ence rating order which they hold for one item covers all incidental items. That is 
not so. A shipbuilder holding a rating assigned to him under Order P-7 might think 
that he could get vitrified china for the ship’s galley under this order. The order 
itself, however, covers only materials in the Priorities Critical List. You should 
therefore check up on each priority order and certificate with which you are served. 
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R* 545. Priorities Critical List abolished. The 

Priorities Critical List of the Army and Navy 
which listed those military items for which Army 
and Navy contracting officers could issue prefer¬ 
ence ratings using the priority forms PD-1, PD-2, 
PD-3, PD-4 and PD-5 was revoked by Priorities 
Regulation No. 6 of February 11, 1942. (See 


R* 6,027-8) The above-mentioned PD forms were 
removed by Priorities Regulation No. 3 of Jan¬ 
uary 12, 1942. 

^observation: The Defense Housing Critical List 
is not affected by Priorities Regulation No. 6 but 
continues to remain in force. 
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R*595. Contract preference ratings distinguished from allocation. In 

addition to the system of contract or order priorities discussed at \\s R-553 et seq. 
there is the allocation or rationing system of administering priorities. It is im¬ 
portant to distinguish between these two systems. 

The order or contract system is aimed at giving right of way in obtaining mate¬ 
rials, on production schedules and on assembly lines to individual military orders 
involving items appearing on the Critical List at R-553. This system operates to 
assure contractors turning out these military products and their suppliers and sub¬ 
contractors that required delivery dates will be met. Each contractor having 
supply difficulties upon application can obtain a Preference Rating Certificate 
covering items going into the military order in question. They get first call on 
available supplies of all parts, assemblies and even raw materials going into 
products appearing on the Critical List. If there are not enough raw materials to 
go around, an extension of this contract preference rating to the raw material 
source will insure that the contract will get the amount of raw material needed to 
fill the particular contract according to the preference rating which has been 
given to that contract. If one of the contractor’s subcontractors is jammed up 
with orders, orders carrying low preference or no preference ratings will have to 
be pushed back. 

In some cases, the Priorities Division issues blanket preference ratings in the 
form of General Preference Orders to cover the production of a specific industry. 
This amounts to a system of industrial priorities as distinguished from contract 
priorities. However, the principle is the same except that instead of an individual 
order all production for a specified defense need is given a preference rating. In¬ 
stead of being issued to one firm, the preference rating is issued to all firms produc¬ 
ing the item in question. In effect, anything which is required to produce freight 
cars or ships is allocated to car builders or shipbuilders without the necessity of 
going through the formality of contract priorities. 

The off-the shelf method is one of the techniques employed in distributing 
products subject to priority control. Here, not specific military contracts are made 
subject to priority but the whole amount of certain products needed by a firm dur¬ 
ing a specified period is given priority. This enables firms with many small con- 

t0 i. P an x ahead without the red tape of individual applications. (See J[s 
R*560 et seq.) 11 

The system of industry-wide control or allocation, on the other hand, is used 
to ration to defense and non-defense consumers specific commodities or services 
w iere shortage exists and there may not be enough to go around. In effect the 
government acting through the Priorities Division, takes command of the entire 
output of the product brought under industry-wide control and uses that output 
to take care of defense producers who require the product for their work. Then 
anything left over is rationed out to non-defense users. The technique employed 
is to give preference ratings A, A-l, . . . B, B-l, etc'., similar to the contract 
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ratings. But these industry-wide ratings apply to allocations to entire industries 
or to individual producers rather than to contracts. The allocation of products 
brought under industry-wide control to defense and non-defense users is accom¬ 
plished by means of General Preference Orders. 

R-596. How allocation works. The usual procedure is for notice to be 
issued to producers of the products to be placed under industry-wide control 
that no sales are to be made to non-defense customers. A formal order quickly 
follows directing that the output of the product placed under industry-wide con¬ 
trol be sold only in accordance with a schedule of ratings contained in the order. 
Where there are very few producers in the picture the Priorities Division may 
order them to submit all order books once a month for the allocation of available 
output. Where there are only a few customers or users of a product brought under 
allocation, the order may allocate the output in terms of dollar values or tonnage 
among those users. 

A combination of contract priority and industry-wide control through alloca¬ 
tion may be necessary in certain cases. Take the case of aluminum. In early 1941 
it became obvious that there was a shortage of aluminum, and it became clear that 
there w r ould not be enough aluminum for all defense needs and all civilian needs 
as well. And because aluminum is a metal vital in defense and widely used in 
civilian channels, it was decided to place aluminum under industry-wide control. 
At the same time, aluminum was placed on the Priorities Critical List. 

Putting aluminum on the Critical List meant that the Army and Navy Muni¬ 
tions Board and agents of the services could issue Preference Rating Certificates 
against it. But, since the metal was also by General Preference Order put under 
industry-wide control, this meant that the allocations made by the Priorities 
Division would take precedence over private needs. In case of any conflict between 
a Preference Rating Certificate and the industry-wide rating under a General 
Preference Order, the Preference Rating Certificate, if it is the higher rating, takes 
precedence. 

The allocation of aluminum for defense purposes has been handled by specifi¬ 
cally allotting to certain defense needs certain amounts of aluminum. For example, 
when the scheme was started, officials of the Priorities Division began to instruct 
aluminum producers, month by month, to ship specific amounts of the metal to 
specific companies. A little later, a general, over-all formula governing the alloca¬ 
tion of aluminum for both defense and non-defense purposes was announced in the 
form of a General Preference Order. Under this formula, all defense orders were 
given an automatic rating of A-10, unless higher ratings were assigned for specific 
orders, and civilian needs were graded in their order of importance, those of lesser 
importance being allotted lesser amounts of aluminum. 

The effect of the automatic A-10 rating was merely to set up a line of demarca¬ 
tion between defense and non-defense. Any order with a rating down to A-10 
automatically came ahead of any civilian order with no rating. But the Priorities 
Division, on the theory that the most important civilian need came ahead of the 
least important military need, reserved the right to issue higher ratings for civilian 
needs if necessary. 
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R*597. Typical allocation formula. Various factors enter into the deter¬ 
mination of how and to what extent products brought under industry-wide con¬ 
trol will be allocated to various types of consumers. Here is a formula under 
which aluminum is parcelled out to defense and non-defense consumers. 

A—For defense orders, and for items specially designated by the Priorities 
Division. 

B-l—For the reserve pool. (See R-506) 

B-2—For the repair of equipment needed to preserve essential services and to 
maintain production of goods. 

B-3—For products essential to the protection of the public health and safety. 

B-4—For standard equipment for which substitutes cannot be used and which 
are needed to avoid interruption of production and which affect defense produc¬ 
tion. 

B-5—For customers requiring less than a total of 1,000 pounds. 

B-6—For customers whose use of the commodity does not exceed 2 pounds 
per $100 of final sales value. 

B-7—For products in which no satisfactory substitute is available. 

B-8—For products in which substitutes are available. 

See also R-507. 

R*598. Factors considered in civilian allocation. In orders issued by the 
Office of Price Administration and Civilian Supply allocating products under 
industry-wide control to civilian consumers the following factors have been 
announced as governing: 

(1) The need to provide adequately for civilian uses essential to the public 
welfare must be considered. 

(2) Also to be considered will be the degree of hardship upon labor or busi¬ 
ness resulting from the restrictions contained in the preference order. 

(3) A third factor in determining how much you may have will be your 
past rates of consumption. 

(4) Another objective will be to achieve an equitable relationship with regard 
to supplies among all producers. 

(5) The availability of substitutes for the particular uses for which you seek 
the material will affect your ration. 

(6) And finally, the policy of the Administrator to refuse to allocate supplies 
to any person who discriminates against defense orders. 

R*599. Inventory control. In order to work effectively, the allocation sys¬ 
tem must provide for control of inventories. Consequently, General Preference 
Orders may include provisions which aim at preventing the accumulation of large 
stocks where they are not actually needed for immediate functioning. This result 
is achieved by setting up such rules as the following: 
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1. No contract may be accepted by a producer or processor unless on special 
authorization by the Division of Priorities. 

2. Deliveries of a commodity may not be made if the amount is in excess of 
that currently required for production after making full use of all available sup¬ 
plies and materials. 

3. Users may not be supplied unless they first furnish the supplier with a sworn 
statement that they have filed with the Division of Priorities a report of their 
entire inventory and that they have not placed an order for the material with 
another producer to be used for the same specific purpose. 

4. Producers must make monthly reports to the Director of Priorities con¬ 
cerning the orders intended to be filled and must indicate the preference rating 
assigned to each. If there is not enough available for all the orders, the lower 
rated orders may still receive their supply if the Director of Priorities deems it 

advisable to issue supplementary instructions allocating supplies to such lower 
orders. 

5. Customers who use supplies for two types of orders must have their orders 
separately treated, according to the preference rating applied to each of the 
types. 

6. The amounts of material provided may be determined by a separate sched¬ 
ule according to the preference rating. Thus, in one case, it was provided that 
persons with a B-2 rating could receive up to 80% of their monthly average of 
1940 shipments for corresponding purposes whereas persons with a B-8 rating 
could receive only 10% of such shipments. 

R • 600. Cooperation or voluntary priorities. In some cases, the Priorities 
Division has found it possible to achieve the results it seeks by means of volun¬ 
tary cooperation from industry. The following is a summary of some of the early 
actions taken with reference to particular industrial items: 

Zinc was made the subject of informal action by the Priorities Division as a 
result of its importance. Zinc producers, after conferences with officials of the 
Priorities Division, took effective steps to facilitate the flow of zinc into military 
brass, and non-defense consumers were urged to cooperate voluntarily by effect¬ 
ing substitutions and economy. In addition, in order to relieve shortages, they 
agreed to set aside certain percentages of their slab zinc production each month 
to form a pool from which the Priorities Division could make allocations and 
thus ease tight situations in defense industries. The quantity to be poured into 
the pool will vary each month, but for April, 1941, the first month in which 
the agreement operated, it was agreed that 5% of the total production would be 
so pooled for allocation. 

Potassium chlorate enters into both military and civilian channels. It is 
used for military flares, for public safety flares and for the production of fire¬ 
works. Because of the shutting off of European shipments, a shortage has devel¬ 
oped. The producers agreed to supply all military needs, to take care of manu¬ 
facturers making safety flares, and to make necessary cuts in the quantities flow¬ 
ing to non-defense purposes. 
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Structural steel shapes were made the subject of a conference between repre¬ 
sentatives of the Priorities Division and the steel company. Efforts to expedite 
the flow of structural steel shapes in defense construction were inaugurated and 
producers undertook to fill defense orders as promptly as possible. 

Tungsten is an important defense metal because of its broad use in the manu¬ 
facture of high-speed cutting tools and military products. It is used in the pro¬ 
duction of small armor-piercing projectiles and armor plate, in the manufac¬ 
ture of valves for internal combustion engines, for electric-light filaments, and 
for a number of other civilian purposes. The Minerals and Metals Group of the 
Priorities Division therefore undertook to study its use and urged that molyb¬ 
denum tool steels or other alloy combinations be used in its stead wherever pos¬ 
sible. Tungsten is listed as a “strategic metal” and has been obtained largely 
from China, recently over the Burma Road, and its shipment is therefore now 
uncertain. Only informal priorities have been applied to tungsten. The Priorities 
Division in conferences with tool steel manufacturers conducted by the Minerals 
and Metals Group has emphasized the necessity of filling defense orders for 
tungsten tool steel ahead of 11011 -defense requirements. 

11*601. Private priorities maintained by certain industries. 

(jjp observation: Certain industries have discovered that it is advantageous, in view 
of the national defense program, to operate a system of priorities themselves. 
Steel mills invoke their own informal voluntary priorities on material for na¬ 
tional defense purposes and, as a self-defense measure, the allocation of supplies 
among domestic consumers has become more strict, old customers getting prefer¬ 
ential treatment, a quota being allotted on the basis of purchase in a previous key 
period. It is believed that if the volume of domestic orders continues to pour 
into the mills during the first months of 1941 in the same measure as at the 
beginning of the year, formal priorities may become an established fact. The 

tremendous amount of forward buying probably will be the basic reason for such 
action. 

(jjjp recommendation : Not alone in the steel field but also in the field of heavy chem¬ 
icals, etc., private priorities are in effect and new customers have difficulties in 
getting deliveries, whereas old customers receive supplies in proportion to previous 
purchases. If you see that such private priorities are already or may become 
effective in your industry or in a supply line which you require, assure yourself 
now of prompt delivery and put your business relations with your regular and 
reliable suppliers on as permanent a basis as possible. Personal contact should 
be cultivated. 

R*602. Significance of the various approaches. 

^observation: The Division of Priorities and the Priorities Committee of the 
Army and Navy Munitions Board are avoiding the imposition of mandatory 
prorities wherever possible and would prefer to continue using the methods of 
cooperation and allocation. Plowever, it should be carefully noted that volun¬ 
tary priorities can with a single stroke of the pen be made mandatory. One of 
the main reasons for moving items from the classification of either “allocations” 
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or “voluntary priorities” to the classification of “compulsory priorities” is the 
fact that the Priorities Division wishes to relieve manufacturers from the pressure 
of private customers. Thus, even when manufacturers are willing to cooperate 
voluntarily, they may become subject to formal or compulsory priorities. 

R * 603. Hardships created by priorities. 

(^recommendaf/on: If any person believes that undue hardship is being caused 
by reason of the priorities, he should refer such cases to the Division of Priorities 
for determination. This does not mean that the Division of Priorities will in all 
cases seek to relieve individuals from the burdens of priorities. At a matter of 
fact, it is anticipated that priorities from their very nature must create certain 
hardships for individual enterprises. However, extraordinary circumstances may 
warrant action by the Division of Priorities in order to prevent, for example, a 
cessation of production of particular articles now in process of production. In 
such cases, persons should address themselves to the Division of Priorities. 

R-604. Action in cases of doubt. Where there is doubt as to whether a 
particular order is intended for defense, the matter is referred to the Division of 
Priorities, together with all the known facts, for determination. 

(jjprecommendation: It may frequently occur that manufacturers are uncertain as 
to whether or not the particular article on which they are working is intended 
to pass to defense purposes. This will be the case very often where subcontrac¬ 
tors and sub-subcontractors are engaged in producing articles that may or may 
not go to a prime contractor and ultimately to the government as part of its 
defense program. In such cases, the subcontractor or the sub-subcontractor will 
very often be able to resolve his doubt by communicating with the prime con¬ 
tractor. If that is not feasible, he should address himself to the Division of 
Priorities. 

R • 605. How to get metals subject to allocation. 

(^precommendat/on: Since many metals have been placed under allocation (see 
V Tabs) and some of them, like copper, zinc, tungsten and lead, are available 
in pools of various kinds subject to control by the Division of Priorities or other 
government agencies, the following procedure should be followed: 

(1) Efforts should first be made to obtain materials from the regular supplier 
of copper, zinc, tungsten or lead. 

(2) If you are unsuccessful, then apply to the Priorities Division on Form 
PD-20 (MM-1) for allocation from the reserve pool. (See HR-944) 

In the case of the other metals, those for which no pools exist, the following 
procedure should be followed: 

(1) Approach your regular supplier for materials in the normal course. 

(2) If you are unsuccessful, then use Form PD-1 (see flsR-927 and R-929). 
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R*606. Three different types of allocation (M) orders. At the Priorities 
Division's conference with trade magazines and newspapers on August 26, 1941, 
Mr. Heckscher, of the Division, in replying to questions from participants, distin¬ 
guished between three different types of allocation, as follows: 

All general preference orders follow a somewhat similar pattern. I will take three different 
examples, because I think that there are three different classes of approach to the problem of 
distribution of a material. 

I. First is the most extreme type of control under a general preference order or M order. 
Take neoprene, for example. Neoprene, as you undoubtedly all know, is a synthetic rubber 
which has peculiar properties, which in turn makes that material peculiarly adaptable to cer¬ 
tain military needs, and furthermore, is produced by one company. 

So in the case of neoprene, where the supply has been obviously inadequate for all demand, 
and where control is easily had through the medium of the one producer, we have issued an 
order, the Neoprene Order, which places all shipments of neoprene directly under the control 
of the Director of Priorities. So that every dollar for the purchase of neoprene has to be 
approved by the Director of Priorities. That works very well in that kind of a situation. There 
is no delay. The systematizing of the relationship between the producer and Division of 
Priorities works well. Therefor, you have a complete control and the best possible assurance 
that neoprene will go where it is needed most. 

II. Now, take for example a second order. In the Zinc Order, there isn’t a review, order by 
order, because there are too many producers. Secondly, there are too many orders, and thirdly, 
there is more than enough zinc for military demands alone. So the Zinc Order is typical of a 
great many orders. It says, first, that all producers of zinc shall give preference to defense 
orders, and defense orders are specifically defined Army, Navy, lend-lease, Great Britain, any 
other order cariying a specific rate of A-10 or higher. Those are defense orders and a producer 
of zinc must give preference to those orders, if necessary, to permit delivery on the delivery 
date required. And in order to identify those, there is the artificial provision in the order that 
such defense order shall receive, automatically, a rating of A-10 if they do not already have a 
rating of a higher quality. 

After provisions for all defense orders that are on the books of the zinc producer, there is, 
secondly, the provision for what is best described as a “kitty.” Every producer of zinc must, 
each month, set aside a determined quantity of zinc which is used really as an emergency 
fund. During the month, perhaps, a new order is received by a consumer of zinc that must be 
filled promptly for the Army. They can’t get an order for zinc on the books of a producer 
because he is filled up. So that fabricator, that consumer comes to the O. P. M. and gets from 
the Priorities Division an actual allocation zinc out of that kitty. After the kitty has been 
taken out, and all defense orders are taken care of, then the balance of the zinc produced 
during any month is free to go as the producers determine, subject only to additional instruc¬ 
tions from time to time. 

So there is your typical middle ground M order. Defense orders first, kitties for emergen¬ 
cies, the balance for civilian use. 

III. Now you may on the other hand, taking the third category, have an entirely different 
problem. You may have a problem that doesn’t fit into complete allocation nor does it fit into 
the semiautomatic control of the second order, but rather a production problem where control 
is more readily obtainable by production control rather than distribution control. 

Rubber, for example, would seem to lend itself much better, because of the huge volume 
of orders, to a control of the usage by control of production. So another form of M order, 
general preference order, which is typical in the rubber order, says to producers of rubber not so 
much how they should distribute the rubber that they process, but more how much rubber 
they shall process. Or to use a typical term, how much rubber they should grind in any one 
month. 

So the Rubber Order says to producers of the rubber, during the coming so many months 
you shall grind only such and such a per cent of the rubber that in a historical period in the 
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past you processed. Then the Rubber Order, of course, goes on and controls distribution to 
the extent of saying defense orders shall come first, but you see the emphasis there is a 
very different emphasis from what we have heretofore had and the reason for it is because in 
zinc we want all the zinc produced that can possibly be produced, but in rubber our point of 
contact with the industry is not with the producers of the rubber, because the producers of the 
rubber are the trees in the Dutch Indies, the planters in the far Pacific. Actually, we are going 
to the fabricators. 

Our quantity of material is fixed by forces beyond the control of the fabricators. But we 
can build a stock pile. We can limit usage. We can see that defense is best served by limiting 
the processing of that material. 

So, there, in effect, are the substantive provisions of what I consider the three typical 
categories of M orders, and I will admit right away, there is probably no single order that you 
can fit exactly into any one of those three descriptions. But you all recognize, as we have 
found we had to recognize, that no one material is in its production, in its processing, and in 
its distribution system, exactly like another. 

In every M order, in addition to the substantive provisions that I have just described, 
there are, of course, a number of formal provisions—a requirement to keep records for instance. 
So many people think that this is just a good job for the paper industry, a good job for the 
ink industry, and a good job for the storage warehouses in Washington. 

But it really isn’t, because, you see, we still have to do these things legally. We still have 
to be sure, as reasonably sure as we can, that when we do these things it is essentially, under 
the language of the Act, to give preference to deliveries of material under Army and Navy 
orders, and if a producer under one of these orders did not properly follow the provisions that 
we have laid down, if there were gross abuse, we would have available for inspection his 
records, to determine that he was not fulfilling the requirements. 

So it isn’t just to collect records and data for the sake of history. It is a practical problem 
that we have to serve, when we do require the maintenance of records. 

There is also the provision that in the case of hardship , undue hardship or unusual circum¬ 
stances, appeal can be made for special treatment to the Director of Priorities. Let us say, for 
instance, that in the case of rubber, where the amount that a fabricator could grind was deter¬ 
mined by a historical experience, it might be that one rubber fabricator, during that historical 
period, had a struck plant, or a fire had destroyed some of his facilities. 

It would be obviously unfair, therefore, to have him fixed by the same percentage as others. 
So there is the opportunity, in any such case of extreme hardship, to come to Washington, or 
to appeal to Washington by letter, and make clear your case and get a preference treatment 
that is fully justified by the particular and peculiar circumstances in the case. 

I don’t believe that there are any other provisions of the general preference order that I 
need to touch on now. In addition to the M orders, the general preference orders, there are 
also E orders which are also general preference orders, and the only difference between an M 
order and an E order is that an E order controls the distribution of equipment, E for equip¬ 
ment, rather than M for materials. In other respects, the theory, the philosophy of the two 
orders is the same. They are full blood brothers. 

Mr. McCrady. There are certain M orders which place at the disposal of manufacturers 
the material needed, provided their needs are under a certain quantity, is that right? 

Mr. Heckschcr. The more recent M orders have released from the restriction of those 
orders small quantities of material. In other words, if somebody needs a few pounds of copper 
wire, to attempt to bring that demand within the broad requirements of a defense order, its 
use, and so forth, would be hopeless. So more recent orders recognizing that problem release 
from the effects of the order small commercial quantities of material. 

Question. As, for instance, 10 tons a month in rubber or something like that? 

Mr. Heckscher. I don’t want to limit myself to materials or quantities, but using that as 
a hypothetical illustration, that would be exactly that. 
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Question. Would there then be any procedure on the part of the manufacturer to obtain 
that material? 

Mr. Heckscher. He would go to a rubber manufacturer or fabricator or whatever you 
call him and say that is within the exempted amount, 10 tons, so you sell it to me, if you will, 
without regard to whether it is a defense order, what I am going to use it for, or what. 

Question. Neither the manufacturer nor supplier would have any liability if the statement 
were true? 

Mr. Heckscher. That is correct. It is theoretically possible that that fellow would go to 
10 different manufacturers and get a hundred tons. 


R-607. Negotiations preceding the issuance of an allocation (M) order. 

At the Priorities Division’s conference with trade magazines and newspapers on 
August 26, 1941, Mr. John Martin, of the Division, made the following statement 
with regard to negotiations preceding the issuance of an allocation or M order: 

Now, let’s consider a steel problem. You have a steel section. It makes up its mind 
whether there should be a form of allocation or priorities in steel. The steel section does that. 
Now, then, to carry out that decision, it is necessary that the priority de\ice be used. _ 

The legal pow'ers all rest in the Director of Priorities, so it is necessary that the steel 
section draw up its detailed plan of how it wants the allocation or the priority carried out in 
steel, present that plan to the Director of Priorities who, if he approves, issues it is a priority 
order under his powers as Director of Priorities. 1 hat is announced to the world. 

Then there is administration. Every one of these orders requires a terrific amount of 
administration. The handling of the pieces of paper, and the making up the mind each month 
to whom you should allocate, that job is performed by the steel section. T.he 3 r provide the 
manpower and make the decisions under the general framework as approved by the Directoi 
of Priorities. In other words, on all general priority matters as affecting a particular raw 
material you have two parties involved—the commodity section, which has all the problems of 
that raw material in its hand, and the Director of Priorities, who has the legal power to make 
the decision. 

The two are connected by means of what are called “priority specialists.” That is a form 
of liaison, a system of liaison between the Director of Priorities and the commodity section 
in the form of one individual who is an employee of the Priorities Division sitting and 
physically living with each of the commodity sections. Those priorities specialists have the 
job of seeing that the decisions as made through the several commodity sections are more or 
less uniform—that they use essentially the same kind of devices; in other words, to maintain 
a reasonable degree of uniformity throughout the several commodity sections; and secondly— 
and this point can’t be emphasized too much—to be sure that the commodity sections are on 
top of their job. 

To assure that there is a rounded picture, you have the “industry committees” which you 
have been hearing a lot about. In connection with each commodity section you have two 
committees. First, you have the Government committee, which is made up of the represent¬ 
atives of the Army and Navy and all the various interested agencies. 

At the same time, you have an industry committee which is made up of experts from 
the industry, and the two committees can meet at the same time. The committees don’t make 
the decisions. The section makes the decision. So that gives you your commodity section, and 
it gives you the two committees which advise the commodity section as to how it should act, 
but the responsibility is always in the head of the section. It is single responsibility; it is not 
committee responsibility. 

That in general, then, is your organization for carrying out the different devices which I 
mentioned to you—the control from the top down through preference ratings, the control 
through the bottom up through allocation of raw materials, all carried out with a substantive 
responsibility in the commodity section and the actual issuance responsibility in the Director 
of Priorities, with administration in the hands of the commodity section that made the sub¬ 
stantive decision as to whether it should be carried out or not. 
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R • 610. Typical clauses in M or E Orders. The

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Civilian Allocation Programs 

R*620. Where civilian supply problems are handled. The Civilian Sup¬ 
ply Division of the Office of Production Management is in charge of the formu¬ 
lation of policy in relation to the distribution of material to civilian industry. It 
holds conferences with representatives of consumers’ durable goods industries 
which are faced with severe curtailment of essential raw materials. It gathers 
information and works out methods of making civilian allocations consonant with 
the defense program. Thus, it has been holding meetings with users of scarce raw 
materials, such as automobiles, washing machines, oil burners, steel furniture and 
similar consumer goods. 

It is the policy of the Civilian Supply Division, once the amounts of 
scarce materials available for civilian use are ascertained, to allocate sufficient 
amounts if possible to take care of all essential public services such as transporta¬ 
tion, power and health. These uses would include such industries as railroads, 
electric power, water supply, gas, oil pipelines and such other essential needs as 
food, clothing, and health and safety requirements generally. Action has thus 
been taken, for example, for the allocation of materials so far as possible for 
manufacture of repair parts for public utilities, trucks, automobiles, agricultural 
machinery and other necessary equipment. Scarce materials are also to be allo¬ 
cated among other civilian industries in the order of need after consideration has 
been given to such matters as dislocation of labor and effects on manufacturing 
efficiency. Civilian supply problems have been treated in detail under the appro¬ 
priate industry classification in the V tabs. 

R*621. Civilian Allocation Programs are not priority orders. 

(Jjpobservat/on: A Civilian Allocation Program is in itself an authorization by means 
of which civilian supplies are actually allocated and by means of which firms may 
obtain preference. The Civilian Allocation Program merely sets forth a policy 
which the Division of Priorities of OPM will carry out. Business men are not 
eligible for priority ratings until the Division of Priorities acts. This was demon¬ 
strated in the case of the Civilian Allocation Program on freight car builders (see 
HsVk-103 et seq.) where several weeks elapsed between the issuance of the 
Civilian Allocation Program and the formal granting of ratings by the Division of 
Priorities. 
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Suspension Orders—S Orders 

R-635. Purpose of Suspension Orders. In order to punish violators of the 
regulations and priority orders, the Division of Priorities may issue a Suspension 
(S) Order. The action is intended to prevent the offender from committing further 
violations and may include provisions suspending his operations either in handling 
the commodity on which he has violated regulations or other commodities subject 
to priorities. The Suspension Order is the weapon of the Division of Priorities by 
means of which it closes off access to needed materials and thus makes further 
business operations impossible for those who have failed to comply with its 
decisions. 

R • 636. Provisions of the Suspension Order. The Suspension Order, issued 
on October 15, 1941 against the Central Pattern and Foundry Company of Chicago 
for violations of the General Preference Orders M-l, M-l-a, and M-l-c, is the first 
result produced by a large-scale investigation of approximately 1800 aluminum 
foundries throughout the country. Its significance lies in the fact that it is the first 
punitive action taken by the priority authorities and, according to the official 
announcement, will be followed by similar measures whenever violations of priority 
regulations are detected. This case may, therefore, be taken as an indication of 
what might be expected in the future. The investigation is, at present, conducted 
by the field forces of the Wage-and-Hour Division, which were put through a 
special two-weeks' training course, and it is contemplated to use personnel of the 
Federal Trade Commission, the Census Bureau, and the Procurement Division of 
the Treasury for the same purpose. We learn that the men selected for these 
investigations receive detailed instructions on the meaning of the various priority 
regulations, on how to examine books, how to detect falsified entries, what ques¬ 
tions to ask, and generally on how to prepare a case which will stand up in any 
proceedings that may follow. With its steadily growing crew of investigators the 
Priorities Division contemplates starting similar investigations in other metal and 
material industries within a few days. 

The chief charge brought against the Central Pattern and Foundry Company 
was that in its reports filed with the Division of Priorities it misrepresented its 
scheduled shipments of aluminum for July, 1941 and, in violation of the directions 
issued by the Director of Priorities, made shipments of aluminum castings in the 
amount of 41,449 pounds for non-essential uses during the month of July. Other 
violations of priority orders by the company were failure to obtain from its cus¬ 
tomers sworn statements concerning their inventories and orders placed by them 
with other producers and accepting for melting and processing deliveries of alumi¬ 
num scrap not specifically authorized by the Director of Priorities and bearing no 
preference rating. The suspension order emphasized that the company committed 
these violations “in full knowledge on its part of the requirements of these orders.” 

The suspension order prohibits all aluminum operations of the company until 
March 31, 1942 with the sole exception that the company may use aluminum 
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inventories to complete defense orders on its books as of October 1, 1941. During 
the period the order is in effect the company may neither accept deliveries of 
aluminum from any sources nor may it accept any purchase orders for delivery 
of aluminum. At the same time, the order provides that no person may deliver any 
aluminum to the company nor accept deliveries of aluminum from the company in 
violation of the terms of the suspension order. 

In connection with the suspension order it was also disclosed that the companies 
who shipped aluminum scrap or received aluminum castings from the Central 
Pattern and Foundry Company of Chicago in violation of existing priority regu¬ 
lations are being investigated and may be subjected to punitive action. 

(jflp observation: The violations by the Central Pattern and Foundry Company of 
Chicago have resulted, in the words of the suspension order, “in the diversion of 
aluminum from primary defense needs into nonessential uses and have thus 
impeded the defense of the United States.” In view of this, the action taken by 
the Priorities Division in this instance may be viewed as a yardstick for what to 
expect in cases of flagrant violations of priority regulations. Mr. Nelson’s council 
stressed, however, that any false report to any government agency in connection 
with a legitimate act of that agency is subject to the same penalties as perjury. 
Perjury, as a felony, may lead to indictment, prosecution, fine, and/or imprison¬ 
ment. But it seems that for the time being at least the Priorities Division does not 
contemplate to make use of this possibility and will attempt to enforce its regula¬ 
tions through the medium of suspension orders. It is indicated that additional 
legislation may be asked should the present punitive powers fail to achieve the 
results desired. 


observation: Representatives of the violating company in this instance were 
invited to offer arguments in their defense at a meeting with the compliance and 
field section. This indicates that any company charged with violations of priority 
regulations will be afforded an opportunity to clear itself by presenting additional 
evidence before punishment is ordered. 


(jjjprecomfnendat/on: Keep your bookkeeping inventory and sales records clear and 
up to date. It will save you much time and trouble in case of an investigation by 
the field forces of OPM. Prepare proof of the legality of all your shipments and 
receipts of priority-governed material now. Once an investigation has started, it 
may be costly and difficult if not impossible for you to gather the necessary proof. 


(jjjprecofnmenc/at/ofi: Make sure that all priority ratings and sworn statements of 
your customers are properly received and filed. If you can prove your good faith 
by presenting sworn customer statements on which you based your deliveries to 
them, you will avoid punishment even if the material shipped by you ultimately 
was diverted by your customers to nonessential uses. 
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Blanket Ratings—P Orders 

R*640. What are blanket ratings. The blanket preference rating system 
is one of the most efficient priority methods. (See R-510) Blanket ratings have 
been issued to producers of key defense items like airplane bombers, basic “indi¬ 
rect defense” projects like freight cars, and essential civilian needs like hospital 
supplies. When other priority methods are too slow for a particularly important 
industry, the Division of Priorities may issue to a group of producers a General 
Preference Order bearing the letter P and a serial number, as for instance P-1, 
P-22, etc. Listed in the order are the materials covered by the blanket rating, 
as well as the particular rating (A-l-a, A-l-b, B-l, etc.) assigned. Whenever 
one of the selected producers encounters difficulty in securing a listed item 
promptly, he has only to show his supplier his blanket preference order, and 
his contract for supplies must be fitted into the supplier’s schedule in accordance 
with the blanket rating granted under the General Preference Order. For this 
purpose a producer is ordinarily given many copies of the blanket preference 
order, or he may use photostats of the original order. The blanket preference 
order is issued to subcontractors as well as prime contractors. The blanket pref¬ 
erence rating system is more efficient than the individual preference rating certifi¬ 
cate system because the blanket ratings are issued to a group of producers in an 
industry and last a specified period of time, while the preference rating certificates 
generally accompany single orders and are issued to single producers, on the 
asis of separate applications for each. The blanket system covers a list of 
materials mentioned in the order while the Preference Rating Certificate is 
applicable only to a specific item. To use the blanket rating a producer has only 
to show his P order (which was sent him by the Priorities Division) to his sup¬ 
plier, whereas to extend a Preference Rating Certificate the producer has to get 

The blanket rating con- 
tiasts even more sharply with the industry-wide allocation system. A bfanket 

reouired Ce rat r ng orde , r . ls directed to a producer and enables him to secure his

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of importance to the defense program and cannot get materials they should con¬ 
tact the Commodities Section under which they fall. They should outline in 
detail to the Commodities Section how important they are to the defense pro¬ 
gram, and they should be explicit in outlining the difficulties which they are 
experiencing in getting materials to manufacture their products. Then the Com¬ 
modities Section, in collaboration with the Priorities Division, would examine the 
situation to determine if a blanket rating should be issued to one or more manu¬ 
facturers. All of this would be done after correspondence and perhaps confer¬ 
ences with manufacturers in the field. If it is then deemed desirable to issue a 
blanket preference rating, a P-order would be issued to such manufacturers as the 
Commodities Section and Priorities Division consider necessary. 

R • 642. What to do if you are not covered by an existing blanket rating 
(P-Order). 

(JJJPrecommendation; If a particular manufacturer is overlooked in the assignment of 
a blanket rating, he should then write to the Commodities Section under which 
he comes (for instance, for machine tools he would write to Tools and Equipment 
Section) and ask that he be assigned the rating too. In such a letter, he should 
state what his position in the industry is, what his product is, what his facilities 
are, how much defense business he is handling, the probable effect of not getting 
a rating, how many people he employs, his total volume of business, and all 
details which would show his importance to defense production. 

(^lobservaflon: While the tendency toward the use of blanket ratings is growing, the 
Priorities Division is not encouraging requests for such ratings. So far they have 
been limited to industries that bear the most intimate relationship to defense pro¬ 
duction. No formal procedure has been devised nor have any plans been prepared 
by which industries or groups of firms may make application. As a general rule, 
the granting of a blanket rating is the result of action taken by contracting officers 
and representatives of the Army and Navy Munitions Board who are in a position 
to determine when such ratings are necessary. 

Blanket ratings will not be granted merely to protect firms from the incon¬ 
venience of making individual applications for preference rating certificates or to 
grant a feeling of security to those who fear that future supplies may be cut off or 
their activities disturbed. 

(Jjj )recommendation : If you are convinced that your production will be fundamentally 
disturbed in the absence of a blanket rating, that individual applications for 
preference rating certificates will not protect your production or that the allocation 
system is not sufficient to prevent grave consequences, communicate with your con¬ 
tracting officer. Where goods are on the Priorities Critical List, the contracting 
officer can do much to see to it that a blanket rating is granted. You may be sure 
that if he cannot be convinced of its necessity, the priorities authorities in Wash¬ 
ington will not grant a blanket rating. In the event that the goods you produce are 
not on the Priorities Critical List or you are in a position where you have no contact 
with a contracting officer, but you are convinced that you can make a very strong 
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flTR-643 

case for the granting of a blanket rating, you can address yourself to the Division 
of Priorities. Here a word of caution is necessary. The Division of Priorities is 
anxious to avoid such requests and will act favorably only in extreme circum¬ 
stances. 


R*643. Explanation of blanket preference rating system (P-Orders). 

At the Priorities Division’s conference with trade magazines and newspapers on 
August 26, 1941, Mr. Heckscher, of the Division, discussed the blanket preference 
rating system, as follows: 


Let us turn from the general preference order to the preference rating order. That is, the 

other phase of controlling the distribution of a material or a piece of equipment like machine 

tools is an order that is directed to a specific company itself. It is to grant to that company or 

group of companies a rating. So you see it has nothing to do with distribution of material. 

Instead, it gives to a company a rating to procure material. And all others, the defense supply 

rating order, the project order, the P-3 order, that went for the aircraft companies, all of the 

P orders which stand for preference rating orders, are P orders of one degree of relationship 
or another. 


Now when we first started out in this complicated problem, we dealt only with preference 
or priority certificates. Then as the load grew, company after company found that they were 
employing as many stenographers to make out the PD-1 as they were to do the company’s 
business. So there was born what is commonly called the blanket order, which is the preference 
rating order. Its primary purpose is merely to do away with spot certificate for spot orders 
and, instead, to blanket in a product that is entitled to a rating. 

When originally we started out with those orders, we didn’t have what is commonly called 
the automatic re-extension feature. Thus the P-1 and the P-2 that went to crane builders 
and machine tool builders only, was a blanket order to the maker of a machine tool to rate 
his deliveries of material to make machine tools from his first supplier. 

But we found, very shortly, that didn’t get them anywhere because the supplier in turn 
was having trouble and if the supplier had to come in to use the PD-1 then the paper work 
was as great and the delay as great. So in the P-3 and P-4 orders, which are the air frame 
and air engine orders, was bom the automatic re-extension feature. 


That in effect meant just exactly what Mr. Puckett said it did. It was a check given to 
the company to be endorsed by the company to go down to his supplier; and if that supplier 
needed help to get his material to make his deliveries to the prime contractor, then he in turn 
could passi it down to the subsupplier and the subsupplier to the sub-subsupplier all the way

There was always an Army or a Navy man available. 
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In addition, just as the PD-3, the Army and Navy preference rating certificate, is limited 
to the critical list, so also the P blanket orders have to be limited in some manner. So as 
Mr. Puckett has told you in project orders, they are limited ordinarily to the critical list or to 
a subcritical list and the same is true of the other P orders. 

They may be limited to the particular critical list that is formulated for that particular 
problem. They may be limited to the Army and Navy critical list. It doesn’t matter. There 
is a review of the matter, a review of the problem, a consideration of the necessities and an 
attempt to cut off any unnecessary use of ratings which would further disturb the economics 
of the country. 

It doesn’t always work. It seems to be unavoidable that there are some, shall we say 
“overambitious” purchasing agents; and I tell you this again to get your sympathy. When 
you ask why we control these orders so closely, let me tell you that one holder of an aircraft 
air frame order, we discovered the other day, not intentionally doing wrong, had rated a 
90-cent order for pipestem cleaners. 

Now I don’t see how pipestem cleaners go into the manufacture of a bomber. Another 
one of the aircraft companies, and I am not picking them out particularly, rated an order for 
the delivery of 24 books by that well-known writer, Dale Carnegie, on how to win friends and 
influence people. Well, maybe they needed it in their public relations, but I am sure they 
don’t put one copy in each of the bombers they produce. 

So you see, we do have a problem. We have a very real problem of control and I do 
appeal for your sympathy and for your help in getting the sympathy of others when some¬ 
body can’t understand why the blankety-blank Priorities Division is so chary of their blanket 
orders, or is so careful to put along those orders so many restrictions that, in the opinion of the 
industrialists, often they say, we might as well have no order at all. There has to be a com¬ 
mon meeting ground and we are getting there fast. 

Now, there is one other approach on the P order, the preference rating order problem, 
that I think you would be interested in. We recognize that where a company is producing only 
military aircraft, that they can get an open P order, as I would call it; that is, anything that 
really goes into the manufacture of those air frames that is on the critical list and should 
be rated. 

But there are many companies that aren’t 100 per cent in defense; 60, 80, 20, 40, I don’t 
care what. 

Human nature being what it is, we found it advisable not to put too great a temptation 
before the purchasing agent. So when the Company isn’t 100 per cent in defense, isn’t 

99 44/100 per cent pure, we are going to give them, and are now giving them instead of a 

straight P order what I can best and most graphically describe as a “quota P order.” Remem¬ 
ber, that is a term, that is just a description. The quota P order is closely analogous to the 
Defense Supplies Rating Order, but it is not for inventory. . 

We say for a company, let us say a radio parts company, 60 per cent of whose product is 
going under defense orders but 40 per cent of whose product is not, we will give you a P 
order, but instead of just passing out this blank check to you we think it advisable to give 
you a quota of material; so that kind of a manufacturer comes to us, forgetting the Defense 
Supplies Rating Plan because that is an inventory order, and says 60 per cent of my business 
is defense and for that 60 per cent of my business I am going to need 1,000 pounds of copper, 

100 tons of steel, 500 pounds of lead, and so it goes. We then confer on him under the quota 
P order a rating for that quantity of material. 

It is just an attempt to limit the application of the rating conferred by the order because 
we are all coming to realize, perhaps belatedly, that the “mortgage” that has been demanded 
by the defense effort on American industiy is far far greater than anybody imagined a year 
ago, and we have got to be very chary as to how we extend the lien of that mortgage. We 
have got to be terribly careful that as little of these strategic and critical materials get outside 
the charmed circle of the defense effort. Otherwise, we are going to be too short all the way 

around.

Now, you see, with that description of the preference-rating order, I think that all of these 
other orders will fit into your understanding of the system. The Defense Supplies Rating Order 
is a rating order. It is a P order. Its purpose is to permit a limited acquisition of inventory. 
But it is still a P order to a specific company giving a rating to procure material. 

The project order, the P-19, P-19a, and so forth, are equally P orders, an order to a 
specific company for specific materials to do a specific job—build a new plant, make an expan¬ 
sion, and so forth. 

Mr. Pausner (Linen Supply News). There are some 800 organizations doing laundry work 
for hospitals, and so on, that come within indirect defense, sanitation. Now, they need certain 
products like chlorine for bleaching other things. Does each one of those organizations apply 
for its priorities or should it be funneled through the supply company of whom there may be 
only 10 or 15 who should get their priority orders? 

Mr. Heckscher. At the present moment each company has to make its own application, 
but there is in the works—I think it is no secret whatsoever—a blanket order called the Health 
Supplies Rating Plan (now issued) which will permit those who need various health supplies 
to rate their orders—hospitals and organizations of that type.

R*648. What are Limitation Orders. The Limited Preference Rating

make production capacity of the industry under a Limitation Order available to 
defense production. A Limited Preference Rating Order and a Limitation Order 
can go hand in hand—the one reducing non-defense production, the other assuring 
the same industry materials and machinery for its defense production. Passenger 
car, light truck and domestic refrigerator production were the first to be restricted 
by Limitation Orders.

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Export Clearance and Priorities 


R*655. Project Licensing Division expedites 
exports essential to friendly nations. As part 
of an effort to prevent war dislocation of the 
civilian economies of friendly foreign nations, the 
Office of Export Control operates an “export 
clearance system” through its Project Licensing 
Division. The task of the Project Licensing Divi¬ 
sion is to facilitate individual export transactions, 
particularly with Latin American countries, by 
speeding the obtaining of (1) necessary priority 
ratings, and (2) approval from government 
agencies that might have special interests in the 
transaction. The Division acts as a central clear¬ 
ing office through which the entire export proposal 
can be handled and thus saves the exporter the 
time and effort otherwise required to carry the 
transaction through a number of different offices. 


Note this important point—the Project Licens¬ 
ing Division only acts in those cases where the 
commodity being exported is deemed essential to 
the civilian economy of a friendly nation. For this 
reason, the information required by Section 8 of 
Form OEC-49A (see H R-G5G) should be furnished 
most carefully and completely. The Division will 
not assist you if your answers fail to prove the 
“essentiality” of the commodity which it is desired 
to export. 

© observation: The work of the Project Licensing 
Division does not in any way change the pro¬ 
cedure for obtaining export licenses. It acts only 
in the special instances noted and then only as a 
coordinating agency rather than one of original 
jurisdiction. 


K • 656. Instructions for filing export clearance 
proposals. The Board of Economic Warfare has 
issued Form OEC-49A which contains instructions 
for filing export clearance proposals with the 
Project Licensing Division when a priority rating 
is necessary. This form supplants (as of March

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Master Priority Regulation 

R*660. Priorities Regulation No. 1 sets up general framework for 
priorities system. A series of broad rules and regulations governing priority 
procedure was issued on August 27, 1941, in the form of a basic document desig¬ 
nated as Priorities Regulation No. 1 over the signature of E. R. Stettinius, Jr., 
Director of Priorities Division, OPM. On December 23, 1941 a complete revision 
of Priorities Regulation No. 1 was issued. 

The priorities regulation lays down the general framework for priorities 
compliance. Future orders issued by the Division will merely cite Regulation 
No. 1 and will not repeat the full text of the requirements. 

(^observation: Note that Priorities Regulation No. 1, in Section 944.21, ratifies and 

confirms all existing orders and directions of the Director of Priorities. Previous 

orders shall, therefore, remain in full force and effect until they expire on the 

dates prescribed in each individual order unless they are specifically revoked or 
amended. 

However, the specific provisions of any existing or future order issued by the 
Director of Priorities will control when it conflicts with the general provisions of 
Regulation No. 1. That means, for instance, if an order is issued putting a new 
material under priority control in which, due to the particular nature of the 
mateiial, it is necessary to keep more detailed records than those prescribed by 
Section 944.15 of Priorities Regulation No. 1, then the special provisions for that 
material will take precedence over the record requirements of Regulation No. 1. 
When, however, such conflict does not exist, Regulation No. 1 will always be 
applicable to any existing or future priorities order. 

Note also that the new regulation affects not only the allocation of materials 

such as aluminum, copper, etc. (M-orders) but also blanket priority orders issued 
to industrial groupings (P-orders). 


R-661. Summary of Priorities Regulation No. 1. The following is an 
informal summary of major provisions of Priorities Regulation No. 1: 

(1) The regulation provides a system under which any defense customer for 

any material, who is unable to place his order satisfactorily, or whose delivery 

is delayed, may bring this matter formally before the Director of Priorities who 
will take appropriate action.

(8) All records required to be kept by priority orders are to be open to audit 
and inspection by representatives of the Office of Production Management. 

(9) Any person making willful false statements may be deprived of deliveries 
of material; in cases where such action is warranted, the Director may also recom¬ 
mend prosecution under Section 35 of the Criminal Code (18 U.S.C. 80). 

R*662. Amendment of Priorities Regulation No. 1. 

Effective at once, Priorities Regulation No. 1, sections 944.1 to 944.21 inclusive, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

This Regulation is issued to promote the defense of the United States and facilitate the 
operation of the Priorities System. 

944.1 Definitions. 

(a) “Person” means any individual, partnership, association, business trust, corporation, gov¬ 
ernmental corporation or agency, or any organized group of persons, whether incorporated or not. 

(b) “Defense Order” means: 

(1) Any contract or purchase order for material or equipment to be delivered to, or for 

the account of: . . . . 

(i) The Army or Navy of the United States, the United States Maritime Commission, 

the Panama Canal, the Coast and Geodetic Survey, the Coast Guard, the Civil Aero¬ 
nautics Authority, the National Advisory Committee for Aeronautics, the Office of 
Scientific Research and Development; 

(ii) The government of any of the following countries: The United Kingdom, Canada 

and other Dominions, Crown Colonies and Protectorates of the British Empire, Belgium, 
China, Greece, The Kingdom of the Netherlands, Norway, Poland, Russia and Yugo¬ 
slavia. . 

(2) Any contract or purchase order placed by any agency of the United States Govern¬ 
ment for material or equipment to be delivered to, or for the account of, the Government of 
any country listed above, or any other country, including those in the Western Hemisphere, 
pursuant to the Act of March 11, 1941, entitled “An Act to Promote the Defense of the 
United States” (Lend-Lease Act). 

(3) Any other contract or purchase order to which the Director of Priorities assigns a 
preference rating of A-10 or higher. 

(4) Any contract or purchase order for material or equipment required by the Person 
placing the same to fill his contracts or purchase orders on hand, provided such material or 
equipment is to be physically incorporated in material or equipment to be delivered under 
contracts or purchase orders included under (1), (2) or (3) above. 

(c) “Material” means any commodity, equipment, accessory, part, assembly or product of 
any kind.* 

944.1a Certain Defense Orders Rated A-10. Every Defense Order (as defined in this Regular 
tion) for any Material which has not been specifically assigned a higher preference rating, is 
hereby assigned a rating of A-10* 

944.2 Compulsory Acceptance of Defense and Other Rated Orders. Defense Orders for any

(hereinafter called “other rated orders”) must be accepted and filled in preference to any other 
contracts or purchase orders for such Material, subject to the following provisions:

No earlier delivery date shall be specified in any Defense Order 
or other rated order than required by the production or delivery schedules of the Person placing 
such order, and each such order must bear a specific delivery date or dates. No preference rating 
will be assigned to any contract or purchase order specifying delivery dates earlier than required 
by the production or delivery schedules of the Person placing the contract or purchase order.* 

944.9 Deferred Deliveries. When deliveries under Defense Orders or other rated orders 
have been unreasonably or improperly deferred, the Person entitled to delivery may file with the 
Office of Production Management a report setting forth the facts in connection with the defer¬ 
ment. When the facts set forth justify such action, the Director of Priorities will thereupon 
direct the Person against whom complaint is made to submit a statement, setting forth the cir¬ 
cumstances concerning the deferment of deliveries. Thereafter, such action will be taken by the 
Director of Priorities as he deems appropriate* 

944.10 Allocations and Limitations. When specific allocations of a Material are made by 
the Director of Priorities, such allocations may, in the discretion of the Director, be made without 
regard to any preference ratings which have been assigned to deliveries under particular contracts 
or purchase orders. Allocation orders issued by the Director of Priorities shall take precedence 
over any preference ratings assigned to deliveries under particular contracts or purchase orders. 
In the case of any rule, regulation or Order limiting the amount of deliveries, sales, production, 
manufacture, processing, use or other transactions in any Material, transactions involved in the 
performance of defense or other rated orders shall be included in calculating the amount per¬ 
mitted by such limitation unless otherwise expressly provided. In case limitations imposed by 
two or more rules, regulations or Orders are applicable to the same subject matter, the most 
restrictive shall apply, unless otherwise expressly provided.* 

944 11 Use of Material Obtained under Allocation or Preference Rating. Any Person who 
obtains a delivery of any Material under an Order of the Director of Priorities, or a delivery of 
Material bearing a preference rating, must use such Material, or an equivalent amount thereof, 
for the purpose specified in connection with the issuance of the Order or rating.* 

944.12 Intra-Company Deliveries. When any rule, regulation or Order of the Director of 
Priorities prohibits or restricts deliveries of any Material by any Person, such prohibition or 
restriction shall, in the absence of a contrary direction, apply not only to deliveries to other 
Persons, including afliliates and subsidiaries, but also to deliveries from one branch, division 
or section of a single enterprise to another branch, division or section of the same or any other 
enterprise under common ownership or control.* 

944 13 Effect of Rule , Regulation or Order. When any rule, regulation or Order of the 
Director of Priorities prohibits or restricts deliveries or use of any Material, such prohibition 
or restriction shall, in the absence of a contrary direction, apply to all deliveries and use made 
after the effective date of the rule, regulation or Order, including deliveries under contracts or 
purchase orders accepted either prior to or subsequent to such effective date. No Person shall be 
held liable for damages or penalties for any default under any contract or purchase order which 
shall result directly or indirectly from his compliance with any rule, regulation or Order of the 

Director of Priorities* 

944 14 Inventory Restriction. Unless specifically authorized by the Director of Priorities, 
no Person shall knowingly make delivery of any Material whatever, and no Person shall accept 
delivery thereof if the inventory of such Material of the Person accepting delivery, in the same or 
other forms is, or will by virtue of such acceptance become, in excess of the practicable minimum 
working inventory reasonably necessary to meet deliveries of the products of the Person accepting 
delivery on the basis of his current method and rate of operation. Unless specifically authorized 
by the Director of Priorities, no Person shall process, fabricate, alloy or otherwise alter the shape 
or form of any Material if his inventory of such Material in its processed, fabricated, alloyed or 
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otherwise altered shape or form is, or will by virtue of such operation become, in excess of a 
practicable minimum working inventory thereof. The term “practicable minimum working 
inventory is to be strictly construed. The mere fact that the rate of turnover has increased or 
that materials are difficult to obtain does not justify maintaining inventories above the minimum 
with which operations can be continued. In the calculation of the practicable minimum working 
inventory of any Person who imports Material, either directly or through an agent, deliveries of 
such imported Material to such Person may be excluded. 

944.15 Records. Each Person participating in any transaction to which any rule, regulation 
or Order of the Director of Priorities applies shall keep and preserve for a period of not less 
than two years accurate and complete records of his inventories of the Material or Materials to 
which such rule regulation or Order relates and of the details of all transactions in such Materials, 
feuch records shall include the dates of all contracts or purchase orders accepted, the delivery 
dates specified in such contracts or purchase orders, and in any preference rating certificates

PRIORITY AND INVENTORY CONTROL 


R*663. “Defense order” defined. The term “defense order” includes 
any contract or purchase order for material or equipment to be delivered to the 
Army or Navy, the Maritime Commission, the Panama Canal, the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey, the Coast Guard, the Civil Aeronautics Authority, the National 

Advisory Commission for Aeronautics and the Office of Scientific Research and 
Development. 

Furthermore, defense orders are to be considered deliveries to the governments 
of the United Kingdom, Canada and other Dominions, Crown Colonies and 
Protectorates of the British Empire, Belgium, China, Greece, the Kingdom of the 
Netherlands, Norway, Poland, Russia and Yugoslavia. Of course, the govern¬ 
ments of Belgium, Greece, the Netherlands, Poland, Norway and Yugoslavia are 
the so-called “governments in exile” and the government of China is the Chung¬ 
king national government and not the puppet regimes. 

Orders placed on behalf of a foreign government by any agency of the United 

States Government under the Lend-Lease Act are to be considered as defense 
orders. 

Note that every order which has been given a preference rating of A-10 or 
higher is also to be considered a defense order. This means that even orders of 
a purely civilian nature, if the Director of Priorities sees fit to assign to them an 
A-10 or higher rating, are to enjoy the priority advantages enjoyed by strictly 
defense orders. 

Orders for materials used in the completion of defense orders, i.e., orders which 
the prime contractor places with subcontractors or material men are to be consid¬ 
ered defense orders if the material or equipment supplied by the subcontractor 
or material men is to be physically incorporated in material or equipment to be 
incorporated in defense orders as defined above. 

The term “materials” as used in connection with priority measures signifies 
any commodity, material, equipment, accessory, parts, assemblies or products of 
any kind. 

(jflPobsenratJon: Note that all defense orders, as defined, are assigned an A-10 
rating. The Regulations prior to December 23, 1941 required the acceptance of 
defense orders and preferred treatment for such orders, but did not specifically 
assign them a grade, so that the question was frequently raised as to how unrated 
defense orders should be treated in comparison with orders specifically rated A-10. 
The change is largely one of form rather than substance, because the answer 
which has been given to this inquiry is that they should be rated as A-10 orders. 
(Section 944.1a as amended December 23, 194V 

R*664. Civilian “B” rated orders get mandatory preference. Priority 
ratings, including B-ratings for essential civilian orders as well as A-ratings for 
defense orders, must be accepted by producers, in preference to any unrated order. 
Previously the acceptance of B-rated orders was not mandatory. The compulsory 
acceptance of B-rated orders is a further transitional step in the move toward 
allocation of scarce materials, since B-ratings are one method of designating the 
relative importance of civilian uses for materials after war requirements have 
been met. (Section 944& a $ amended December 23 , 194V 
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R*665. Compulsion to accept preference rated orders. The principle of 
compulsory acceptance of preference rated orders has been incorporated into 
Section 944.2 of Priorities Regulation No. 1. 


This is the most important provision of the regulation. It requires all manu¬ 
facturers and producers to accept preference rated orders (subject to a few specific 
limitations). 


The requirement that preference rated orders be accepted is set forth in a six- 
point formula. This formula is similar to that which appeared for the first time 
in the pig-iron priority order, but it is now provided that the requirement applies 
to all manufacturers, producers, distributors and dealers, in whatever category. 

The six-point formula provides that— 

(a) Preference rated orders must be accepted even if acceptance will render im¬ 
possible, or result in deferment of, 

(1) deliveries under non-defense orders previously accepted, or 

(2) deliveries under defense orders previously accepted bearing lower prefer¬ 
ence ratings, unless rejection is specifically permitted by the Director of 
Priorities; 


(b) Preference rated orders need not be accepted 

(1) if delivery on schedule thereunder would be impossible by reason of the 
requirements of preference rated orders previously accepted bearing 
higher or equal preference ratings, unless acceptance is specifically 
directed by the Director of Priorities. The receipt of a new, high-rated 
order should not interfere with fulfillment of the delivery date on a 
previously accepted lower-rated order. Unless the new order bears an 
AA rating or is accompanied by specific direction from the Director of 
Priorities, it will not have to be accepted if its acceptance would necessi¬ 
tate preempting material which has already been completed to fill a 
previously accepted defense order which bears a lower rating, or if it 
would preempt material which is within fifteen days of completion. Or, 
if the new order is accepted, the producer may not divert material already 

completed or about to be completed on a previous defense order for use 
in filling the new order; 

(2) if the person seeking to place the preference rated order is unwilling or 
unable to meet regularly established prices and terms of sale or payment, 
but there shall be no discrimination against preference rated orders in 
establishing such prices or terms; 

(3) if the material ordered is not of the kind usually produced or capable of 

being produced by the person to whom the preference rated order is 
offered; 

(4) if such preference rated orders specify deliveries within 15 days, and if 
compliance with such delivery dates would require the termination before 
completion of a specific production schedule already commenced. 

(pobiervatfon: Note that preference rated orders need not be accepted if delivery on 
schedule would be impossible because of defense orders previously accepted with 
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a higher or equal preference rating. This means that if you have two orders with 
the same rating you must first complete the one that you received first. However, 
the Director of Priorities may specifically direct you to put an order bearing a 
lower preference rating ahead of an order on your books bearing a higher rating. 

R # 666. Discrimination against preference-rated orders. General Prefer¬ 
ence Orders (those designated with the letter M) are being issued with clauses 
forbidding discrimination against defense orders. A typical illustration is that 
found in General Preference Order No. M-15 relating to rubber (see Tab Vm) 
which reads as follows: 

“No processor shall discriminate against defense orders in the acceptance of 
contracts or orders for rubber or products or materials of which rubber is a com¬ 
ponent. When defense orders for rubber, or products or materials of which rubber 
is a component, are offered, they shall be accepted in preference to any other 
contracts or orders offered under substantially the same terms and conditions.” 

(^observation: The discrimination clause must be read in its entirety. The effect 
of the clause is that a defense order must be accepted in preference to any other 
contract or order offered under substantially the same terms and conditions . In 
other words, you are not compelled to take a defense order merely because it is a 
defense order. It must be a defense contract or order offered under “substantially 
the same terms and conditions” as other orders which reach you. Such factors 
as credit, discounts, working relationships, and all the other ordinary conditions 
of business transactions are valid considerations in determining whether you will 
accept the order. 

(pi/fustraf/on: The X company receives a defense order from Y company offered 
at 20% under the contract price at which the X company has been doing business. 
The X company is not compelled to take the order of the Y company. 

(jjp recommendation: In such cases, however, rather than turn down the business and 
run the risk of strained relations, the subcontractor should make every effort to 
facilitate the placing of the order. He should attempt to negotiate in order to 
bring the “terms and conditions” up to his usual requirements and thus put him¬ 
self in a position where he can accept the preference-rated order. 

If you must refuse a defense order because it is not offered under substan¬ 
tially the same terms and conditions as your ordinary business dealings you 
should make a detailed memorandum setting forth all the reasons for your refusal 
of the order, the date of the order, size of the order, and have it signed by some 
responsible official of the company. Keep this memorandum in your files so that 
if the Priorities Division should attempt to cut you off under allocation orders 
because of your refusal to work on a defense order, you can show that refusal 
was made for good cause. You can then demonstrate that you did not discriminate 
against defense orders, but did exercise your privilege of turning down an order 
because it was not offered under the same terms or conditions under which you 

ordinarily do business. 

Do not, under any circumstances, invent artificial excuses for turning down 
defense orders. Justification for such a procedure will be impossible and you can 
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expect to have officials checking your records sooner or later, at which time such 
“turn-downs" might cause you embarrassment and financial difficulty. Remem¬ 
ber that if you do discriminate against defense orders without good cause, the 
Priorities Division has the power to cut you off from supplies by denying’you 
priorities under General Preference Orders on which you depend. 

u R Re i ectH ”* of defense orders lo he reported. Section 944.3 of 

Irionty Regulation No. 1 provides that if an order for any material has been 
rejected in violation of the Regulation, the person seeking to place such order 
may file with the Division of Priorities a verified report in the form which is to 
be prescribed. In this form, he must set forth the facts important in connection 
with the alleged rejection. When the facts contained in this report justify such 
action, the Director of Priorities will thereupon direct the person against whom 
such complaint is made to submit on his part a sworn statement setting forth the 
circumstances concerning the alleged rejection. After these two reports have been 
received, the Director of Priorities will take such action as he deems appropriate 

(p recommendation: If you believe yourself justified to reject an order at the time 

order.

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^recommendation: If you believe that your order is not being given the proper 

preference rating under an allocation program, apply to the Division of Priorities 
for a ruling. 

^/observation: The provision of Priorities Regulation No. 1 (Section 9U4) to the 
effect that preference ratings may be assigned to deliveries under accepted con¬ 
tracts of purchase orders and also in the case of defense orders to orders which 
have not been placed ov accepted at the time the rating is applied for was included 
in order to speed up placement of defense orders which many suppliers would not 
accept until a preference rating had been assigned. 


R*669. Sequence of deliveries. According to Section 944.7 of Priorities 
Regulation No. 1, deliveries under preference rated orders shall take preference 
over other contracts. But such preference in production need only be given within 
an enterprise if it is actually necessary to fulfill the delivery schedule provided in 
the Preference Rating Certificate. In the case of a blanket preference rating or 
allocation program or other direction of the Director of Priorities where a specific 
Preference Rating Certificate is not issued, the delivery schedule as stated in the 
contract or purchase order shall be binding for the delivery under the defense 
order. 

Deliveries bearing no preference rating or lower preference ratings shall be 
deferred to the extent necessary to assure deliveries on orders bearing higher 
ratings. This shall be the case even though such deliveries may cause defaults 
resulting from compliance with a rule, regulation, or order issued by the Director 
of Priorities. 


(pobservatjon: The sequence of deliveries bearing the same preference rating is 
determined by the delivery dates specified in the respective preference rating 
certificates, or if the ratings were assigned by rule, regulation or order of the 
Director of Priorities, but no certificates were issued, then by the dates specified 
in the contracts or purchase orders. In any case where both preference ratings 
and delivery dates are the same, and it is impossible to make all deliveries on 
schedule, the sequence of deliveries shall be determined by the respective dates on 
which the preference ratings are applied to the delivery. 


R • 670. Schedule of deliveries. A manufacturer who has a defense order 
on hand must schedule his production and delivery so that defense orders will be 
completed and delivered on the date required. 


ipobfervatJon: In accordance with Section 944.8 of Priorities Regulation No. 1, no 
earlier date shall be specified in a defense order than required by the production 
or delivery schedule of the manufacturer placing the defense order. The purpose 
of this is to avoid having manufacturers place defense orders demanding deliv¬ 
eries ahead of the time that they need the materials in order to make quite 
certain that delivery is on time. The Division of Priorities will not assign 
preference ratings to a contract in which delivery dates are specified earlier than 
required to integrate the delivery into the buyer’s production schedule. 


R-671. Deferred deliveries to be reported. It is prescribed in Section 
944.9 of Priorities Regulation No. 1 that when deliveries under defense orders 
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have been unreasonably or improperly deferred, the person is entitled to file with 
the Division of Priorities a verified report in a form to be prescribed. This report 
should explain the facts connected with the alleged deferment. A similar proce¬ 
dure is prescribed in cases where manufacturers refuse to accept orders. (See 
U R-666) The firm against which the complaint is made will thereupon be 
directed by the Director of Priorities to submit a sworn statement explaining his 
argument concerning the alleged deferment of deliveries. The Director of Prior¬ 
ities will take such action as he deems appropriate after having examined both 
sides of the question. 

R' 672. Allocation and limitation orders are controlling. 

(^observation: Note that allocation and limitation orders take precedence over 

preference ratings and that, generally speaking, the more stringent restrictions 
take precedence over the less stringent. 


. P riorit y materials for priority purposes only. Section 944.11 

of Priorities Regulation No. 1 prescribes that if a material is delivered under a 
Preference Rating Certificate, a blanket preference rating or other specific direc- 
lon of the Director of Priorities, such material or an equivalent amount thereof 

must be used for the purpose specified in connection with the issuance of the 
preference rating order or other direction. 


(^observation: The meaning of this is that a manufacturer who enjoys the advan¬ 
tages of a preference rating and obtains prompt delivery of an allocated or 
preference-rated material should use this material or an equivalent amount thereof 
for the completion of the order for the benefit of which the priority was granted. 

You cannot, therefore, take a material that is delivered to you for a specific 
purpose on the basis of a priority measure and proceed to use this material for 


^recommendation; You may, if you have an adequate stock of the required material 

an equivalent amount” of your stock material for the preffrence-rated ZZ

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^recommendation: If you use quantities of material left over after your preference¬ 
rated order or the order on which you got an allocation of this material has been 
filled, you also lay yourself open to being cut off from further priority aid. 

R-674. Intra-company deliveries not exempt from priority provi¬ 
sions. Intra-company deliveries have, according to Section 944.12 of Priorities 
Regulation No. 1, the same status as inter-company deliveries. If a priority order 
prohibits or restricts deliveries to a customer firm, such prohibition or restriction 
will, in the absence of a contrary direction, apply also to affiliate and subsidiary 
companies and to deliveries from one branch, division or section of a seller’s 
enterprise to another branch, division or section of the same enterprise, in so far 
as such enterprise is owned and controlled by the same person. In other words, 
there is no difference made between deliveries to your customers and deliveries 
to a branch or subsidiary of your own firm. 

The prohibition against intra-company deliveries except in accordance with 
prohibitions or restrictions of deliveries as ordered by the Director of Priorities 
is designed to keep large integrated companies from “hogging” all the defense 
business. The language “affiliates and subsidiaries” is clear, but the language 
“branch division or section of a single enterprise” needs some explanation. What 
this means is a genuinely different operating branch of a business or section of a 
business or division of a business. 

^illustration: Delivery of the X commodity by manufacturers to any other person 
is restricted by an order of the Director of Priorities. The restriction states that 
the orderer of the commodity X may only get 70% of his requirements as of last 
year of the same time of ordering. The A Company, a manufacturer, sells in 
general trade to other dealers the X commodity. The A Company also has a 
retail outlet at which the X commodity is sold. This new regulation requires that 
the A Company restrict its deliveries to its retail outlet by 70% just as much as 
it does to all other of its purchasers. The mere fact that its retail outlet is just a 
division branch or section of it and is still the same corporate entity does not 
remove it from the restriction imposed by the order governing the selling of the 
X commodity. 

{^Illustration: On the other hand let’s assume that the A Company has a painting 
section where the X commodity is painted. It would not restrict delivery to the 
painting section since this is merely one place in the process of manufacture and 
the X commodity was sold as a painted article. 

(jjprecommendation; A good rule to determine whether your different branches, sec¬ 
tions or divisions would be subject to this section of the regulation would be 
whether it is a different operating branch, section or division, or merely one place 
where the material is processed for final sale. If the former is true, it comes within 
the meaning of an intra-company delivery and such delivery is subject to the 
prohibitions and restrictions of orders of the Director of Priorities governing such 
delivery. If the latter is true, this section of the new regulations does not apply. 
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R*675. What deliveries are affected by a priority order. Under Sec¬ 
tion 944.13, priority orders shall apply, unless otherwise specifically provided, to 
all deliveries made after the effective date of the order, including deliveries under 

contracts or purchase orders accepted either prior or subsequent to the effective 
date of the order. 

f)observation: Note that the date of delivery is important—not the date of accept¬ 
ance. This means that if you have already accepted an order for a delivery date 
which would cut into your priority production, you must clear your production 
schedule so as to get the order subject to priority completed on time. The produc¬ 
tion schedule you have today, based on already accepted orders, may therefore 
be completely upset by a preference-rated order. You may, of course, ask the

But there exists no assurance that the 
Director of Priorities will actually do this. 


R • 676. Liability for damage due to default on other contracts. Priorities 
Regulation No. 1, Section 955.13, states that no person shall be held liable for

An exception is made, however, for inven- 
tones of materials imported from foreign countries. 

A possible loophole in the inventory restriction is closed by a provision that 
no material may be fabricated, processed, alloyed or otherwise altered if the pro- 
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ducer’s inventory of the material in its altered form would thereby be increased 
beyond a practicable working minimum, unless specific authorization is granted 
by the Director of Priorities. 

R # 678. Deliveries for export and import materials not subject to inven¬ 
tory control. Priorities Regulation No. 1 provides in Section 944.14 that deliv¬ 
eries which deliver exports out of the United States are not subject to inventory 
control provided that such exports are licensed by the Administrator of Export 
Control. (See fls Q-5 et seq. and fls Q-700 et seq.) 

Deliveries of imported materials to any person importing the same, either 
directly or through an agency, shall not be subject to inventory. 

R*679. Records, reports, audit and inspection. Most of the priority 
orders issued until the promulgation of Priorities Regulation No. 1 contain specific 
provisions as to records to be kept and reports to be made in connection with the 
administration of preference ratings, inventories, etc. The new Priorities Regu¬ 
lation No. 1 contains an over-all clause regarding records and reports. Further¬ 
more, it contains provisions regarding the audit and inspection of such reports. 
(Sections 9I^.15 y 9^.16 and 9U.17) 

Under Section 944.15 of Priorities Regulation No. 1, persons affected by a 
priority order shall keep for a period of not less than two years accurate and 
complete records of their inventories of the material covered by a priority order 
and the details of all transactions concerning such materials. The records shall 
include the dates of all contracts or purchase orders accepted. The delivery dates 
specified in such contracts shall include: 

(a) The dates of all contracts or purchase orders accepted; 

(b) The delivery dates specified in such contracts or purchase orders or in 
Preference Rating Certificates accompanying them; 

(c) The dates of actual delivery under an order; 

(d) Description of the material covered by the contract or purchase order; 

(e) Description of deliveries by classes, types, weights, quantities, and values; 

(f) The description of the parties involved in each transaction; 

(g) The preference rating (A-l, A-l-b, . . . B, B-l, etc.), if any, assigned 
to deliveries under such contracts or purchase orders; 

(h) Details of all defense orders accepted, offered, or rejected; 

(i) Other pertinent information. 

Section 944.16 provides that records required to be kept by Priorities Regula¬ 
tion No. 1 or by any order of the Director of Priorities, shall, upon request, be 
submitted to audit and inspection by duly authorized representatives of the Office 
of Production Management. 
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Regarding report forms (PD forms—see fls R-903 et seq.), Section 944.17 
provides that all persons affected by an order of the Director of Priorities shall 
file the required reports and questionnaires. No reports or questionnaires should 
be filed until forms are prescribed by the Office of Production Management. 

I^lebservatfon: Note that Section 944.17 speaks of questionnaires. Such question¬ 
naires will become increasingly important as the priority system develops. How¬ 
ever, no private questionnaire may be filed with the Division of Priorities unless 
it is made on a prescribed form. Many firms have been circulating questionnaires 
among their customers in order to establish the amount of defense business being 
done and have filed these questionnaires with the Division of Priorities for the 
purpose of obtaining preference ratings. In future only official prescribed forms 
may be filed with the Division of Priorities. Of course, firms may still send out 
private questionnaires and keep them in their own files for future reference. 

^recommendation: If you are affected by existing priorities, study the record and 
report forms in use carefully and adjust your accounting and inventory control 
system so that you have the required data available at a moment’s notice. 
Prompt filing of record and report forms may spell the difference between smooth 
operation of your business and “raw material starvation.” 


(©recommendation: If you fear that a priority system may be established for a 
material vital to your business, study the record and report forms used in 
already existing priority set-ups. Learn the procedure now. You will have a 
head-start on your competitors if you know the methods in advance and have 
prepared the data which will be required. Remember that new priority tech¬ 
niques will not differ substantially in administrative details from established 
ones, now that we have eight months of experience in priorities.

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In the same manner such persons will be penalized who obtain a delivery of 
material or preference rating by means of a substantial and wilful misstatement. 

LAW: Criminal Code, Section 35 9 (A), part , amended, (Presenting False Claims), Who¬ 
ever shall make or cause to be made or present or cause to be presented, jor payment or 
approval, to or by any person or officer in the civil, military, or naval service oj the United 
States, or any department thereof, or any corporation in which the United States of America 
is a stockholder, any claim upon or against the Government of the United States, or any 
department or officer thereof, or any corporation in which the United States of America is a 
stockholder, knowing such claim to be false, fictitious, or fraudulent; or whoever shall know¬ 
ingly and willfully falsify or conceal or cover up by any tuck, scheme, or device a material 
fact, or make or cause to be made any false or fraudulent statements or representations, or 
make or use or cause to be made or used any false bill, receipt, voucher, roll, account, claim, 
certificate, affidavit or deposition, knowing the same to contain any fraudulent or fictitious 
statement or entry in any matter within the jurisdiction of any department or agency of the 
United States or of any corporation in which the United States of America is a stockholder, 
shall be fined not more than $10,000 or imprisoned not more than ten years, or both. (As 
amended June 18, 1934, c.

R*681. Appeals for relief from hardship. If compliance with the Prior¬ 
ities Regulation or other order of the Director of Priorities works an excep¬ 
tional and unreasonable hardship upon a person or firm, such person or firm may 
appeal to the Division of Priorities by addressing a letter to the Division of 
Priorities, Office of Production Management, Social Security Building, Washing¬ 
ton, D. C. Such appeal should state the pertinent facts and reasons why the 
person or firm affected believes itself entitled to relief. 

The Director of Priorities will then take such action as he deems appropriate. 

(jjjp recommendation: In appealing to the Director of Priorities do not make vague 
statements but support every statement you make with adequate statistics and 
other data as to: 

(a) Volume of your defense business; 

(b) Amount of material needed; 

(c) Defense contracts you are working on or on which your customers are 
working giving, if possible, the order number of each contract; 

(d) Unemployment which will be caused if you do not receive the materials 
you need; 

(e) The importance of your enterprise within the local community; 

(f) Delay which would be caused if materials were not received on time. 

Make your appeal, if possible, in the form of a memorandum attached to a 
letter and break it down into separate headings so as to facilitate its reading. 
Statistics and charts should be as complete as possible and easily understandable. 
If you have many customers and it is difficult to find out what amount of defense 
work is being done, it may be to your advantage to send out questionnaires along 
the lines used in connection with the Defense Supplies Rating Plan. This form is 
known as PD-25c. It could be adapted to your purposes. However, file the 
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figures you obtain from this questionnaire and not the questionnaire itself with 
the Division of Priorities. Questionnaires may only be filed with the Division of 
Priorities if they are made on forms prescribed by the Division of Priorities. 

R*682. Notification to customers of existing priority orders. If a 

person or firm is prohibited from or restricted in making deliveries under a 
priority order, the person or firm should, as soon as practicable, notify each of 
its regular customers of the requirements of such an order (Section 9^.20 of 
Priorities Regulation No. 1). The failure to give such notification shall not 
excuse customers from the obligation of complying with the terms of the priority 
order affecting either them or their suppliers. 

(^recommendation: Notification should be made in writing and an acknowledgment 
of receipt should be asked for. It is recommended to send such notification not 
only to customers regularly buying the material in question but to all those 
customers who could directly or indirectly be affected by the order. 

(jjjprecommendatlon: Although Priorities Regulation No. 1 does not demand that 
suppliers should be notified, it is advisable to notify also suppliers and subcon¬ 
tractors of an existing priority order if the demand for materials to be delivered 
by the supplier is likely to increase. This should be done even though there is 
no immediate intention of extending a preference rating to suppliers and sub¬ 
contractors. 

R*683. All priority orders made mandatory. Priorities Regulation No. 2, 
issued September 9, 1941, makes priority preference ratings mandatory. Though 
the power to do this has always existed (see fls T*101 et seq.) preference 
ratings issued for civilian contracts, for foreign government contracts and for 
other United States Governmental contracts were based in many cases upon the 
voluntary cooperation of the persons concerned. Because of increasing shortages, 
additional powers were required to deal with the problem. These powers were 
granted in Public No. 89, 77th Congress, First Session (see flR-321) and have 
been vested in the Priorities Division. Under these powers, all priority actions 
for defense are made mandatory in nature. This will be of assistance to many 
producers who, in the past, were sometimes confronted with serious scheduling 
difficulties as a result of having both mandatory and voluntary ratings on their 
order books. 

The provision of the regulation making all preference ratings mandatory is 
of great importance. 

Under the original legislation for priorities (see fl T* 120), incorporated in Sec¬ 
tion 2(a), Public No. 671 (76th Congress, Third Session), mandatory preference 
ratings were assigned only for Army and Navy contracts. 

R-684. Ratings signed by former Priorities Director. When Donald 
M. Nelson succeeded Mr. Stettinius as Director of Priorities, a number of prefer¬ 
ence rating certificates issued by Mr. Stettinius were still in operation. A large 
•number of certificates signed in blank by Mr. Stettinius for the use of Army and 
Navy field officers continued to be available and were used in the field for the 
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time being. Because of this, it was necessary to declare specifically in Regulation 
No. 2 of September 9, 1941 that during the period of transition the certificates 
issued over the facsimile signature of Mr. Stettinius would continue to be valid. 

R • 685. Regulation No. 2 provides that stamped applications are valid 
priority certificates. A number of factors have combined so that at intervals 
the Division of Priorities is faced with a large backlog of applications for prefer¬ 
ence ratings which it often is impossible to process promptly. Lack of space, lack 

of sufficient personnel, and a marked rise in the number of applications received 
are all responsible. 

In May of 1941 preference rating applications were being received at the rate 
of about 600 a week. Recently this rate had risen to between 4,000 and 5,000 a 
week. As a result, the number of applications “in process” increased. 

The new plan announced by Mr. Nelson will permit the rapid handling of 
these delayed applications in the following way: 

Instead of processing each application as usual, and preparing individual 
preference rating certificates which require a lot of paper work, a preference 
rating—if one is to be granted—will be stamped on the face of the application 
itself. 

The blank will then be returned to the applicant, who can use it just as he 
ordinarily would use a preference rating certificate. The use of this system already 
has resulted in cleaning up thousands of applications on which action had been 
delayed. 

R # 686. Text of Priorities Regulation No. 2. The following is the text 
of Priorities Regulation No. 2, issued September 9, 1941: 

TITLE 32—NATIONAL DEFENSE 

CHAPTER IX—OFFICE OF PRODUCTION MANAGEMENT 

Subchapter B—Priorities Division 
Part 944—Priorities Division Regulations 

PRIORITIES REGULATION No. 2 

To make mandatory all preference ratings and to validate certain forms of 

Preference Rating Certificates 

The following Regulation is issued by the Director of Priorities to promote the defense 
of the United States and for the purpose of improving and facilitating the operation of the 
Priorities System. 

944.22 (a) All preference ratings heretofore or hereafter duly issued under the authority 
of the Director of Priorities shall be mandatory and legally enforceable, any provision in the 
instrument assigning the same to the contrary notwithstanding. 

(b) All Preference Rating Certificates duly issued over the facsimile signature of E. R. 
Stettinius, Jr. as Director of Priorities are valid and shall continue valid in effect until termi¬ 
nation or expiration by the terms thereof or by the circumstances or conditions of their appli¬ 
cation, or until hereafter cancelled, modified, changed or amended by the Director of Priorities. 
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(c) Preference ratings may hereafter be validly assigned by the Director of Priorities by 
means of the following endorsement (or any other form of endorsement prescribed by the 
Director of Priorities) stamped upon the face of any application for preference rating, includ¬ 
ing Form PD-1: 

“Preference Rating. is hereby assigned to deliveries of the mate¬ 

rials specified in the quantities and on the dates shown in the Schedule.

R*687. Ratings not extendable to suppliers if own inventory adequate. 

The efforts of the Priorities Division to have industry use up existing inventories 
before applying for help under the priorities system were not successful as late as 
JNovember, 1941. Many plants have maintained their inventories at above the nec¬ 
essary level and have been using the priorities system only to replenish their 
existing inventories. The Director of Priorities believes that priority help should 

only be used when required and that the right of the prime contractor to extend a 
priority rating is not an unlimited right. 


In the first place, if the producer has sufficient material on hand to manufacture 
the designated products without depleting his inventory below “a practicable work¬ 
ing minimum he is not entitled to extend the rating to his supplier. He must use 
his material on hand to fill the rated purchase order. It would be a perversion of 
the preference rating system for a producer to extend a preference rating in order 
to protect inventories accumulated for ordinary civilian business. 

Secondly, if the producer cannot manufacture the designated products without 
reducing his inventory below such minimum, he may avail himself of an authoriza¬ 
tion to extend the rating In such a case, he should proceed at once to manufacture 
the products out of stock on hand without waiting to receive the materials to the 
delivery of which he has extended the rating. When the producer receives the 
materials to which he has extended the rating, he may add such materials to stock 
in order to restore his inventory to a working minimum. 

nrJlr PraCtiC ! ble ,y° rking minimum inventory,” while not subject to exact inter- 
pretation as it will vary in different situations, must be strictly construed. The 

hnrrW t 1 & ^° duCer ! rate of turnover has increased or that materials are 
harder to obtain, does not justify using the preference rating system to maintain 

inventories above the minimum with which a company is able to operate. It is just 
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such practices that have aggravated the scarcity of materials, and caused delays 
in essential defense production. 

Thirdly, if the producer fills the rated purchase order from materials on hand 
without extending the rating, he may not later extend the rating in order to obtain 
material to replenish his inventory. 

For the above reasons, the Director of Priorities rendered an interpretation on 
September 29, 1941 relating to the use of inventory materials. In his interpretation 
Mr. Nelson made the following three points: 

1. A producer who has received a defense order may not use a preference 
rating to procure materials with which to manufacture defense articles ordered if 
his inventory is already large enough to let him fill the order and still leave him 
with a practicable working minimum inventory. 

2. If a producer’s inventory is below a practicable minimum inventory, he 
may use a preference rating to procure the needed materials if this use of the pref¬ 
erence rating is authorized. In such a case, however, he must not delay manufac¬ 
ture of the defense articles until he has received the materials, but must immedi¬ 
ately start manufacture, using materials already in his inventory. 

3. If a producer fills a defense order out of inventory materials without himself 
using a preference rating to obtain needed materials, he may not, after completion 
of the order, obtain materials to replenish inventory by use of a rating. 

R • 688. Redistribution of excess inventories. Order M-40 (see Section 
Ve) is the first order to provide for redistribution of excess inventory. This order 
states that any dealer holding an excess of 100,000 lbs. of sperm oil on the effective 
date of the order shall set aside 30% of all stocks in a special pool out of which a 
specific allocation can be made by the Director of Priorities. Such dealers are 
required to continue to set aside 30% of shipments received for the same purpose. 

This procedure can be applied to all excess inventory and in practice means 
not merely a pool of inventory but actually a commandeering of inventories and 
putting such inventories at the disposal of the government as it sees fit. 
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The Production Requirements Plan 

R # 750. Scope of Production Requirements Plan. The new Production 
Requirements Plan (Form PD-25-A) consisting of official instructions (Section A 
of the plan), Materials List No. 1, and Application Form (Sections B to H of the 
plan) was issued on December 3, 1941. Study this plan carefully. It will be 
the important priorities procedure, at least for the first two quarters of 1942, 
i.e., the period necessary to shape up the much talked about allocation program. 
Even then this machinery, with refinements and modifications, stands to remain 
in use. If you are manufacturing products for defense or for essential civilian 
purposes, try to fit it under this plan. If you were operating under the Defense 
Supplies Rating Plan, you will now switch to this new plan. 

R*751. Essential civilian production recognized. Tucked away in the 
instructions is this significant statement: “Many manufacturers may have few 
defense orders although their products may be essential to the national economy. 
These manufacturers may be entitled to a high preference rating as well as a 
company working directly on defense orders” In the picture which you are 
required to give of production for a recent three months’ period, two classifications 
are called for—a breakdown by preference ratings and a breakdown by industry 
or end use for which products were shipped. The percentage of your business 
which carries preference ratings will work in your favor when the Priorities Divi¬ 
sion determines the rating which you can use in getting required deliveries and 
the amount of materials to which this rating can be assigned. Moreover, if the 
second breakdown, that by industry or end use, shows that a large portion of your 
production is for essential civilian industries, this factor will improve your posi¬ 
tion. Orders for transportation, power, and other key civilian activities stand to 
improve your rating and to increase the quantity of scarce materials which you 
will be able to obtain. 

(^recommendation: The importance and the essentiality of the industries using your 
products will be a vital factor in determining the percentage of your scarce 
material requirements for which you can get priority assistance. Finding cus¬ 
tomers who are apt to be given a high rating in any list of essential non-defense 
industries will strengthen your position. As a guide to more essential industries, 
see fl R-109 for a list of 75 industries considered essential by the National Defense 
Advisory Commission early in 1941. For an idea as to how these industries might 
be graded in importance, see the World War industry classifications at fl R-104. 
Still another guide may be found in the aluminum directory at Vj*118, but in 
using this latter guide, check the warning at flVj*117. 

R-752. How to apply. Apply for use of the Production Requirements Plan 
by submitting five copies of Form PD-25-A to the Production Requirements Plan 
Section, Office of Production Management, Washington, D. C. Show the kind and 
volume of products you have been making, the priority ratings of orders you have 
filled during the months of July, August, September, 1941, the use of your product, 
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the inventory of materials which you have on hand and your anticipated material 
requirements for the calendar quarter from January 1 to March 31,1942. 

{^recommendation: You can’t use this rating until the first quarter of 1942, but 
note the official instructions: “The earlier the form is submitted, the earlier he 
will receive priority assistance.” 

R*753. Where to get forms. PD-25-A application forms may be obtained 
from the Priorities Division of OPM in Washington or one of the field offices listed 
at R-322. You may reproduce the form from the copy at flR-760, but only in 
its original form, size, color and phraseology. In reproducing this form for actual 
use, the three pages should be run on separate sheets. Form PD-25-c is also 
used in connection with the plan. 

R*754. How ratings will be issued. In deciding what priority rating is to 
be granted to you, the Priorities Division will consider the following: (1) the 
amount of defense, or essential civilian production involved; (2) the end use of 
the products; (3) the materials required for production; (4) the over-all policies 
of the Supply Priorities and Allocations Board; and (5) the recommendations 
of the appropriate industrial branches of the Office of Production Management. 

On the basis of 'priority ratings which your orders carry and the use of your 
pi'oduct and other data called for by PD-25-A, ratings will be issued to apply to 
all or to any specified part of your material requirements. If all the products 
covered in your application are destined for defense or essential civilian use, you 
may be given a priority rating covering 100% of your needs. In other cases, the 
rating may apply only to the percentage of your material requirements which 
will be directly incorporated in products regarded as being of basic importance 
in defense or in the national economy. Note that if you qualify under this plan 
you may not use other ratings to obtain production materials. 

(^observation; The size of your existing inventory will be a vital factor in deter¬ 
mining the quantity of materials for which you will be granted a rating. Efforts 
to substitute and subcontract will help. Any efforts which you have made to con¬ 
serve, substitute, or simplify in order to reduce the consumption of critical mate¬ 
rials or to farm out or subcontract work should be explained in a letter accom¬ 
panying the application. 

R*755. What materials may be obtained. The rating assigned under the 
Production Requirements Plan may be used in obtaining approved quantities of 
materials applied for on Form PD-25-A and approved by the Priorities Division. 
A list of critical materials known as Materials List No. 1 (see f[R-759) is part 
of the plan. The preference rating granted may be used only to obtain materials 
on this list except when other items are specifically named on the application 
form in Section F. 

(jjj) observation: Where minimum commercially procurable quantities exceed total 
anticipated requirements, the higher quantity may be requested provided you 
include a footnote to that effect.

R*756. Capital equipment and plant expansion. No machinery, machine 
tools, large equipment or other capital items may be obtained with the rating 
assigned under this plan. Continue to apply on Form PD-1 (see |[R*928) for 
delivery of these capital items. Ratings assigned under this plan may not be used 
for the improvement of, additions to, or expansion of existing property and 
equipment. For this purpose, use the usual project rating procedure (see 
fts Vc-300 et seq.) 


R*757. Maintenance, repair and operating supplies. If you operate under 
this plan, you can no longer use Order P-22 (see |{sV*716 et seq.) to obtain 
maintenance, repair and operating supplies. Under this plan you will get a specific 
rating for approved quantities of repair, maintenance and operating supplies 
which you are to use instead of the general A-10 rating made available by P-22. 

R* 757.1. Production Requirements Plan Form PD-25A revised Feb¬ 
ruary 25, 1942. The highly important Production Requirements Plan (see 
If R-750 et seq.) has been dressed up. For the second calendar quarter of 1942 a 
revised Form PD-25A is to be used, copies being available in WPB field offices. 
(See |j R-322) The outstanding change is embodied in Section D of the Applica¬ 
tion form. Unfilled orders on the applicant’s books as well as past shipments are 
to be reported—these too will be taken into consideration in determining the rat¬ 
ing to be assigned. 

Most changes are purely technical, but an amendment of PRP, incorporated 
in the revised Form PD-25A, allows a company operating under the plan to use 
ratings other than those assigned to it on the form to obtain “as required” or “spe¬ 
cial order” materials not ordinarily carried in stock. This may be done without 
any special permission from the Director of Industry Operations. AA ratings may 
also be extended without special permission. However, any company using ratings 
under this amendment must report such use to the Production Requirements 
Branch at the end of each month on Form PD-25G. 

Applicants are now required to show a breakdown of shipments by classes of 
products and priority ratings. Thus, an application covering two classes of prod¬ 
ucts must show the volume of each class shipped on orders bearing ratings between 
AA and A-l-k, between A-2 and A-9, A-10, other ratings and no ratings at all. 
Data on shipments should now cover the most recent three months for which 

figures are available, and in no case should the figures be for any period earlier 
than the quarter ended December 31. 

Applicants are advised to show separately their unrated shipments of repair 
or replacement parts and special consideration will be given to such shipments in 
determining the volume of materials for which the applicant is entitled to a rating. 
Form PD-25A will specify shipments destined for the Army, Navy, Maritime 
Commission and for aircraft or machine tools. An additional page will give the 
applicant, if he has the data, an opportunity to break down his report of materials 
requirements into the amounts required for each class of his products. 

To use the PRP, you must send an accompanying letter which includes infor¬ 
mation concerning the use of materials affected by conservation or limitation 
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orders. In using the ratings assigned to you under PRP, you must make out a 
separate purchase order for each rating used. 

Companies operating under the plan which need interim assistance urgently 
may submit the information required by Form PD-25F by telegraph or telephone 
to the Interim Assistance Section of the Production Requirements Branch, WPB.

Production Requirements Plan^—Form PD-25A 

Section A—Instructions 


Introduction .—This plan has been designed to enable the 
manufacturer to present a complete picture of his operations 
in relation to the War Program and essential civilian needs 
and to state his production material requirements for these 
purposes. The data submitted will serve as the basis for giving 
the manufacturer proper priority assistance. 

Applicants submitting Form PD-25A should report infor¬ 
mation on the basis of the smallest break-down of their 
operations which existing raw material inventory records 
permit. If records are not maintained for each separate class 
of product the form may be submitted for a department, 
division, or plant. When the form is submitted for a depart¬ 
ment, division, or plant, all of the classes of products manu¬ 
factured in that department, division, or plant should be 
included in section B. Existing raw material inventory records 
determine the number of separate applications which should 
be submitted. For example, if one inventory is maintained 
and one class of products manufactured, one application 
should be submitted. If one inventory is maintained and two 
classes of products are manufactured, one application should 
be submitted. If two inventories are maintained and two or 
more classes of products are manufactured, two applications 
should be submitted, etc. 

The plan is intended to give the applicant priority assistance 
on a calendar quarter basis. This form calls for anticipated 
requirements for the calendar quarter ending June 30, 1942. 
The earlier the form is submitted the earlier the applicant will 
receive priority assistance. On all forms submitted, regardless 
of when the application is filed, a full quarter’s requirements 
should be reported. Thus, if an application for the calendar 
quarter of April-June is filed during the month of May, the 
total anticipated production requirements should be for the 
entire quarter and not for only the unexpired portion of the 
quarter. Adjustments in quantities authorized will be made 
where necessary by the Division of Industrial Operations. 

Preference ratings authorized will be determined by the 
importance of the products in relation to the War Program 
and essential civilian needs as evidenced by preference ratings 
received directing delivery of the products, by the end use of 
the products, by the types and quantities of materials used 
in their manufacture, and by such policies as may be estab¬ 
lished from time to time by the War Production Board. 

Section B .—Shipments by Classes of Products. Show in this 
section for the quarters indicated the dollar volume of ship¬ 
ments (including transfers to other departments, divisions, or 
plants of the same parent organization) of each class of 
products for which application is made. Classes of products 
should be listed separately, according to the applicant’s cus¬ 
tomary break-down, with each group descriptive of the 
products included. If figures are not available giving ship¬ 
ments of each class of products by preference rating groups, 
as indicated on the form, the applicant may, on his first 
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application, list shipments by classes of products in total 
only. Examples of classes of products are: Iron body valves, 
brass valves, steel valves, conduit fittings, industrial lift 
trucks, portable electric tools. Unit of measure, column 3, 
means the unit customarily used in measuring output such 
as: Pieces, gallons, tons, feet, etc. Units, as well as dollar 
values should be reported where indicated if records are 
available in both units and dollar values. However, if the 
nature of the products is such that units are not significant, 
or if records of shipments are not normally maintained in 
terms of units, dollar values only may be reported in this 
section. 

Section C.— Inventory Report Covering Classes of Products 
Included in Section B. Fill in all columns in this section. If 
existing inventory records are not maintained for the classi¬ 
fications in column 1, use the classifications shown on appli¬ 
cant’s records. The figures reported here must be supported 
by book records or other data available for inspection. 

Show in the spaces indicated the basis used in determining 
the value of inventory such as cost, lower of cost or market, 
market, etc. 

Raw materials means all materials, parts, or assemblies 
owned by the applicant which have not been changed in con¬ 
dition or form by him, and which will be incorporated in the 
classes of products shown in section B. 

Work in process means material which has been changed in 
condition or form by the applicant and which will be incor¬ 
porated in the classes of products shown in section B. 

Finished goods means the classes of products shown in sec¬ 
tion B owned by the applicant which are in a completely 
finished condition, including finished goods on consignment. 

Note —Include, in all cases, material owned by the applicant, 
whether in or out of applicant's plant. Where possible, work 
in process and finished goods should be given in terms of 
material cost only—otherwise on basis of records maintained. 
Show basis used where indicated on the form. 

Supplies means all maintenance, repair, and operating sup¬ 
plies used in the department, division, or plant in which the 
classes of products included in section B are manufactured. 
Do not include materials which are incorporated in the prod¬ 
ucts shown in section B or materials which are distributed 
or transported out of the plant. If more than one applica¬ 
tion is submitted for a department, division, or plant, report 
supplies only once indicating the application on which re¬ 
ported. 

Other means any inventory maintained by the applicant for 
the production of the classes of products shown m section B 
which is not provided for in the preceding classifications. 

Section D.— Report of Analysis of Shipments and Unfitted 
Orders. Part Classification by Preference Ratings. Show 
where indicated shipments of the classes of products included 
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in section B for the most reoent 3 months for which figures 
are available, and unfilled orders as of the most recent date 
available, identified by the classifications indicated in column 
(a). 

Include opposite each of the various preference ratings only 
dollar volumes supported by preference rating certificates, 
preference rating orders, or properly endorsed purchase orders 
in the possession of the applicant. 

The larger the volume shown opposite “defense status 
undetermined" the more difficult it is to obtain a clear picj 
ture of the operations of the applicant in relation to the 
War Program. Therefore, the applicant should obtain infor¬ 
mation covering the largest possible proportion of his dollar 
volume. In those cases where information has not been ob¬ 
tained covering 100 percent of the total dollar volume of 
shipments, an explanation should be given. 

Part 2.—Classification by Industry or End Use. Many 
manufacturers may have few rated orders although their 
products may be essential to the national economy. These 
manufacturers may be entitled to a high preference rating as 
well as a company working directly on war orders. For this 
reason each applicant is required to list his shipments for 
the same 3-month period as in part 1, broken down by the 
industries to which his products were sold or the purpose for 
which his products are used. If possible the applicant should 
show a break-down of his shipments to the Army, Navy, 
Maritime Commission, and the aircraft and machine tool in¬ 
dustries, following these classifications by such others as can 
bo supplied from available records. Also show in the space 
indicated the dollar volume of shipments to distributors for 
stock. Do not include in this figure shipments made through 
distributors but shipped direct to the consumer. 

Note.—Special consideration is given to materials necessary 
for the production of service and repair parts for maintaining 
and repairing the products listed in section B. In section D, 
part 1, show as a separate figure only the unrated portion of 
the total service and repair parts. In section D, part 2, show 
as a separate classification the total volume of service and 
repair parts, both rated and unrated. 

Section E,—Report of All Materials Shown on Materials 
List No. 1, Revised. Accompanying this form is Materials 
List No. 1, Revised.

Conservation and Limitation Orders.- Conservation orders 
such as M-9-c for copper have been and may be issued froS 
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time to time, curtailing or prohibiting the use of certain 
materials for certain purposes. Limitation orders have also 
been issued limiting the production of certain products. Com¬ 
pliance with these orders is always mandatory upon all users 
of the materials covered. In reporting anticipated require¬ 
ments in columns 8 and 9 of sections E and F, do not show 
larger quantities than permitted under the provisions of any 
conservation or limitation order. (See (7) in Certification.) 

Applications containing requests for materials restricted by 
conservation orders should be accompanied by the following 
additional information concerning the use of these materials 
in the products included in section B: 

1. Part in which material is incorporated, products into 
which part enters, and use of product in which material is 
incorporated, or purpose for which material is used. 

2. Substitutions accomplished to date, amount of material 
saved per month compared with former consumption, further 
substitutions anticipated or reasons why no substitutions can 
be made including specifications number of Army or Navy. 

3. Form, grade, type, or alloy of material. 

It is absolutely essential that this information be furnished 
when submitting Form PD-25A application before quantities 
of such materials can be authorized. 

Minimum Procurable Quantities .—Minimum commercially 
procurable quantities may be shown in column 8, where this 
quantity exceeds total anticipated requirements, provided a 
footnote is made on the form to this effect. 

Capital Equipment and Plant Expansion .—No machinery, 
machine tools, large equipment, or other capital items may 
be obtained by the preference rating or ratings assigned. 
Preference ratings for the delivery of such capital items 
should bo obtained by the present Form PD-1A procedure. 
No material for the improvement of, additions to, or expan¬ 
sions of existing property or equipment may be obtained by 
using the preference rating or ratings assigned. Preference 
ratings for the delivery of such materials should be obtained 
by the usual project rating procedure. 

Reproduction .—Form PD-25A may be reproduced, but only 
in its original form, size, and phraseology. 

Supporting Data .—Records supporting data reported in all 
sections of this form must be available for inspection. 

Affiliated Sources .—If the applicant obtains his materials or 
supplies from a central stores, warehouse, or other division 
or company which is affiliated with or under common control 
with the applicant, give in an accompanying letter the name 
and address of such company, the materials customarily ob¬ 
tained from it, and state the relationship of the applicant to 
such company. Failure to make such statement will constitute 
a representation that materials and supplies are not obtained 
from any such source. 

The Accompanying Letter .—Mention has been made in 
various parts of the foregoing instructions that additional 
information be submitted in a letter accompanying the appli¬ 
cation. Such letter should be submitted in duplicate. 

Five copies of Form PD-25A must be submitted. The 
original copy must be certified by an official duly authorized 
for such purpose. 

All applications, reports, and other communications must, 
unless otherwise directed, be addressed to War Production 
Board, Washington, D. C., Ref: Production Requirements 
Branch. 


How to Operate Under the Plan 

If an application is approved a Preference Rating Order 
will be issued to the applicant sotting forth the terms on 
which ratings may be applied by the applicant to his suppliers 
and by those suppliers to their suppliers. Also one copy of 
Form PD-25A will be returned to the applicant showing the 
quantities of material and the preference ratings authorized. 

The applicant may apply the rating only to the kinds and 
quantities of material authorized on Form PD-25A. 

Use of the Rating by the Applicant .—The applicant in or¬ 
der to apply a rating assigned, places on each purchase order 
to which he wishes to apply the rating, the following state¬ 
ment manually signed by an official duly authorized for the 
purpose, specifying the rating assigned, the Preference Rating 
Order number, and the serial number:

Each purchase order carrying the above endorsement must 
include only quantities of materials to which a Preference 
Rating applies. If a purchase order is placed for unrated 
quantities of materials, a separate purchase order must be 
used. If more than one rating has been assigned, a separate 
purchase order must be used for each rating. If ratings have 
been assigned on a percentage basis, such percentages apply 
to the authorized quantities of each material unless there is 
specific indication to the contrary. Thus, if 1,000 units of a 
specified material are authorized on the basis of a rating pat¬ 
tern of 25% A-l-A, 25% A-3, and 50% A-9, the applicant 
should place separate purchase orders for each of these rat¬ 
ings.^ Thus, he may apply the rating of A-l-A to the purchase 
of 250 units, the A-3 rating to the purchase of 250 units, and 
the A-9 rating to the purchase of the remaining 500 units. Do 
not indicate the percentage rating pattern on any single pur¬ 
chase order. However, the applicant may apply the lowest 
rating assigned to the purchase of the entire quantity author¬ 
ized, and later, if necessary in order to expedite the delivery 
of a portion of the material may replace the lower rating 
with one of the higher ratings, up to the quantity covered 
by such higher rating. A preference rating may be applied 
to purchase orders which have been placed prior to the issu¬ 
ance of the Preference Rating Order by delivering to the 
supplier a duplicate purchase order carrying the above 
endorsement. 


Use of the Rating by a Supplier.—A supplier who has re¬ 
ceived a purchase order endorsed in the manner provided 
above may extend the rating in accordance with the provi¬ 
sions and subject to the limitations set forth in the Preference 
Rating Order. Printed copies of the Preference Rating Order 
may be obtained either from the applicant or from the War 
Production Board. 

Records .—In addition to the records required to be kept 
under Priorities Regulation No. 1, amended, endorsed copies 
of all purchase orders delivered or received must either be 
segregated, or kept in a form so that they can readily be 
segregated, for inspection by representatives of the War 
Production Board. 

It is the intent of the Production Requirements Plan to 
furnish a single over-all instrument to be used to purchase all 
materials to be used in the production of the classes of prod¬ 
ucts listed in section B. For this reason no preference ratings 
other than those authorized on Form PD-25A may be used 
by a producer operating under the plan to obtain deliveries 
of any of said materials, unless specific authorization is 
granted, except that the applicant may: 

(1) Extend any AA rating without specific authorization. 

(2) Extend other preference ratings to obtain any item 
which is purchased on an “as required” or “special order” 
basis if no stock is maintained or will be maintained of such 
items. 

Note.—All such extensions must be made according to the 
terms and conditions governing the extension of each of such 
ratings. 

Where materials, parts, or assemblies have been purchased 
as outlined in (1) and (2) above the applicant will be re¬ 
quired to submit a report each month on Form PD-25G, 
copies of which will be sent to the applicant with the author¬ 
ized copy of Form PD-25A. 

It is recognized that after authorization new situations may 
arise justifying changes in quantities allowed or ratings as¬ 
signed. Form PD-25F, revised, copies of which will be re¬ 
turned to the applicant with his authorized copy of Form 
PD-25A, has been designed to supply information needed to 
grant additional assistance when justified. This form is self- 
explanatory and carries its own instructions. When the appli- 
cant receives Form PD-25F, revised, he should read it 
carefullv and thoroughly familiarize himself with its pr0 X l " 
sions. Form PD-25F applications will always receive the 
promptest attention. 

In cases of emergency, information required by this fonn 
may be submitted by telephone or telegraph to the Expedit¬ 
ing Unit of the Production Requirements Branch, and action 
will be taken the same day.

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R*761. Shift from Defense Supplies Rating Plan to Production Re¬ 
quirements Plan. Producers may continue to operate under the Defense Supplies 
Rating Plan until January 1, 1941. If a producer had filed for and received per¬ 
mission before Wednesday, December 3, 1941 to use Supplies Rating Plan for 
quarter beginning January 1, 1942, he may continue to operate under this plan 
until he qualifies under Production Requirements Plan or until the quarter expires. 

R*762. Order P-90 stipulates how rating is extended. Preference Rating 
Order P-90 states the procedure which producers and suppliers will use in extend¬ 
ing the rating which they have received under the Production Requirements Plan. 
Producers who use Order P-90 must endorse each purchase order or contract. 
Before applying the order suppliers must execute an acceptance and file it with 
the Production Requirements Plan Section of OPM. As defined by the order, a 
“supplier” is one who receives from a producer a purchase order endorsed under 
the terms of P-90. Sections B-II of PD-25-A (see ft R* 760) constitute the appli¬ 
cation form which must be filed with OPM in order to obtain Order P-90. The 
rating granted under P-90 may be used only for the quantities and kinds of mate¬ 
rial indicated in Form PD-25-A and may be used only in connection with orders 
placed prior to the end of the three-month period named in the form. A supplier 
may defer application of a rating order for material which he has not in whole 
or in part physically changed until he can make such purchases or contracts for 
the minimum quantity procurable on his usual terms. 

(^observation; The right of the supplier to defer application of a rating until he 
has piled up enough purchase orders so that he, on his part, can place an order for 
a quantity usual in his trade as, for instance, a carload, barrel, etc., is one of the 
most important provisions of Order P-90. It does away with the great difficulties 
experienced under Order P-22 where manufacturers were forced to place orders 
for uneconomic small quantities.

(iii) A Supplier who supplies Material which he has not in whole or in part manu¬ 
factured, processed, assembled or otherwise physically changed may defer applications 
of a rating hereunder to purchase orders or contracts for such Material to be placed by 
him until he can place a purchase order or contract for the minimum quantity procur¬ 
able on his customary terms; provided , that he shall not defer the application of any 
rating for more than three months after he becomes entitled to apply it. 

(e) Application of Preference Rating. 

(1) The Producer or any Supplier, in order to apply a preference rating assigned here¬ 
under to deliveries to him, must endorse on each purchase order or contract which is covered 
by a rating assigned hereunder, a statement in the following form, manually signed by an 
official duly authorized for such purpose, specifying the rating assigned and the appropriate 
Serial Number or Numbers:

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Priority Forms 


A dministration of the priorities system requires the use of a great 
.many forms and the furnishing of a great deal of information by 
those applying for priorities. Since time is very often an important 
factor, it is essential to avoid mistakes in filling out the forms. Unnec¬ 
essary delays may be occasioned by errors of omission or commission 
in the preparation of forms. This Chapter discusses how to fill out the 
forms, each of which is reproduced and filled out with typical facts so 
that business men may familiarize themselves with the forms. 


R*901. Reproduction of priority forms. Reproduction of priority forms 
and orders is permitted only in accordance with the following instructions issued 
by the priorities authorities on December 12, 1941. 

(1) Any application form, including forms PD-1 and PD-1A may be repro¬ 
duced. 

(2) Any report form, including inventory report forms, may be reproduced. 

(3) Any “M” order, “L” order, or “E” order may be reproduced. 

(4) As to “P” orders, two rules are 
to be followed: 

(a) If the order is issued to a gen¬ 
eral class of persons, and does not 
name any individual as the recipient 
of the order (as is the case in P-100, 
the Maintenance and Repair Order) 
the order may be freely reproduced 
in the same manner as “M” orders. 

(b) If the “P” order has been is¬ 
sued for the use of specifically named 
firms or individuals, it may be repro¬ 
duced for use either by the individual 
producer or by his suppliers who are 
entitled to use the order, by the photo¬ 
offset or similar photographic process. 

Such copies must be identical in size 
and every other respect with the order 
as issued by WPB. Blank forms of 
“P” orders may be reproduced for in- 


Speed is essential in seeking 
priorities. Don’t fail to make 
your deliveries on due dates 
because errors in preparing 
and filing priorities forms re¬ 
sulted in unnecessay delays in 
getting materials. Familiarize 
yourself with the forms now 
so that you can make applica¬ 
tion for priority ratings with 
speed and accuracy. Learn 
what facts and circumstances 
will buttress your application 
for a high preference rating. 
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formational purposes only when they are stamped “specimen” or “sample,” so as 
to make it clear that the copy is for information only and not for use. 

(jj|pobservat?on: The above statements do not hold good for orders such as P-7, 
P-14-a, and P-14-b. In these orders specific instructions state that copies of the 
order must not be reproduced either by the manufacturer, rated subcontractor or 
supplier, all copies used must be obtained from a specific government agency such 
as the Chief of the Priorities Administration, Branch of the Maritime Commis¬ 
sion. Whenever such specific instructions are issued in an order they should be 
followed. 

R • 902. Priority Forms issued by WPB and OPA. A check-list of Priority 

Forms will be found in the last section of the Coordinator behind the Tab card, 
Check-lists. These forms can be obtained at the War Production Board, New

precommendation: If y 0 u are in a hurry to get a Form, try the local office of WPB 
(see HR-322) Local Army, Navy and Contract Distribution Branch Offices 
usually have a stock of the more frequently used Forms. 
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General Instructions Regarding Use of Application Forms 

R‘905. Follow instructions carefully when filling out forms. 

(^recommendation: These few rules should be carefully noted. Be sure that the 
forms are typewritten since handwritten forms are not acceptable. Second, give 
all the information requested. Third, distribute the copies of the forms in accord¬ 
ance with the instructions contained at the bottom of each. Some are made out 
in quintuplicate, some in sextuplicate and varying numbers of copies. The forms 
carry detailed instructions as to what is to be done with each of the copies. Be 
sure you follow those instructions carefully. 

^recommendation: Because some of the forms are long, they may appear to be 

complicated. It is therefore wise to familiarize yourself in advance with all 

phases of the forms so that you may save many hours of work at a later date 
and avoid errors occasioned by the necessity for haste. 

R*906. Notarize the application. Don’t miss up on notarizing your appli¬ 
cation. Many applications are bouncing back because they were filed without 
notarization. You will be safer if the notarial seal is on the application. 


R-907. Separate applications to be filed for different articles. 

f recommendation: File an individual application for each different kind of material 

or article on which you want priority. This will expedite the process. If a number 

of different items are put on one application they may have to be routed through 

several committees and each committee will hold up the application for some 

time. If they are separated each request will immediately be referred to the 

proper committee. Only when you are sure that a number of articles on which 

you want to request priorities will be acted on by the same committee is it 
unnecessary to split applications.

f recommendation: Your application for preference rating will receive no attention 
it is directed against a jobber. The supplier against whom an order has been 
placed or will be placed cannot be a jobber or wholesaler if you are to get a 
priority rating. Jobbers and wholesalers must be skipped as far as the priority 
application is concerned. Applications must be filed with producers. 


R-909. What to do if you encounter difficulties when making out appli-

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self-explanatory and every effort has been made by the Division of Priorities to 
achieve simplicity and clarity, but difficulties may occur. 

R*910. The priority application is not a complaint sheet. 

(jjprecommenc/af/on: When answering Question 9 of the application form, you will 
improve your position if you can show that nothing other than the requested 
priority rating is required for you to fill the contract. The presence of skilled 
labor troubles, other priority requirements, transportation tie-ups or anything else 
which might stop or check your production even if priority is granted may tend 
to weaken your application. Do not confuse the issue. 

(jjjprecommendation: If there is any other information which you may want to pre¬ 
sent, Question 10 of the priorities application is the place for your story. Build 
up the strongest possible case for your claim. 

R*911. Information to be detailed. 

(^J)recommendation: The information called for by the application form should be 
broken down as far as possible. It is particularly advisable to attach schedules 
to form, etc. 

R*912. What kind of information will help your application for a 
preference rating. The form formerly used by the Priorities Committee to obtain 
information in connection with applications (P.C. Form No. 6) is reproduced 
below. Although this form is not now in use, it indicates in great detail what facts 
and circumstances are considered important in passing on applications for 
priorities.

R-913. Inventory status reflected in priority application. 

{^recommendation: Note that Question 5a requires you to disclose the size of your 
inventory in the request of materials under priority, stating the amount you have 
in transit and the amount for delivery. This means that the size of your inventory 
will be considered, determining how much of the priority materials you will get. 
The Institute has advised against speculative accumulation of inventory. Build¬ 
ing up an over-heavy inventory of any vital materials will yield no benefits if 
later deliveries are stopped until your inventory is forced down to a more nearly 
normal level. Over-sized inventories will probably alienate defense officials 
who are already growing impatient with speculative inventory accumulation. 
Bear in mind also that decrease in the rigid price control will probably preclude 
the possibility of any spectacular gains of inventory speculation. 

(0P observation : Note that Question 5a need only be filled out on applications for 
priority on a material or commodity which is going to be processed into a com¬ 
pleted article or which would be carried as inventory. It is not to be filled out 
on applications for machine tool priority or for priority on any other type of 
capital equipment which might become subject to allocation. 

R # 914. Planning ahead will help your priority application. 

(jjjprecommendation: Work very closely with your supplier before or immediately 
upon filing applications for a preference rating. Check in advance with your sup¬ 
plier to see whether or not he expects any difficulty in obtaining other materials 
or items which he must have to produce what you want. If he expects trouble 
because of priority difficulties, have him immediately take steps to obtain a 
priority rating. Sit down at a table with your supplier and check through the 
items going into the article you will finally obtain from him. Valuable time may 
be saved by having all suppliers down along the entire chain of production who 
may require priority ratings to fill orders essential to your order undertake steps 
simultaneously and at an early date to get priority ratings. Relay your own 
priority rating to your suppliers as soon as possible and have them again pass it 
on if necessary. 

(jj) Illustration: Firm A wants some electrical equipment from Firm B. Firm B 
cannot produce this electrical equipment and deliver to A unless A obtains a 
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priority rating. However, B cannot produce unless it in turn obtains another part 
from firm C, and C can’t produce that part unless it obtains some aluminum from 
D. If A finally files application for priority rating, the priority rating will do A no 
good as far as his order with B is concerned unless B, C and D all get priority rat¬ 
ings. It is apparent that precious time can be saved by checking right through to the 
primary source materials and having all of those needing priority ratings take 
immediate steps to obtain them. 

R*915. Defense orders may help you get materials for non-defense 
orders. The importance of keying at least a portion of your activities to defense 
becomes more acute daily as material shortages mount and controls increase. 

One of the most important problems with which OPM is now wrestling dra¬ 
matically illustrates a point. If a firm has some defense business and some non¬ 
defense business, should it be given call on sufficient materials to meet both 
types of orders? If the answer is “yes,” defense production may be pinched. If 
the answer is “no,” personnel, production lines, cost schedules, may be thrown 
out of kilter. 

Illustration : Company X does 60% defense work and 40% non-defense work. To 
maintain fully its working staff, its speedy production schedules and low costs, 
Company X needs to handle both defense and non-defense work. If priorities cut 
off materials required for non-defense work, the result is a general slow-down 
and sharply increased unit cost on defense production. 

(precommendatJon: If you find yourself in this position, a request for priorities for 
all material you require both for defense and non-defense work should be filed at 
once —and put your case strongly. Show that failure to get priorities on materials 
required for non-defense work will result in loss of personnel, slow down your 
operations, increase your unit costs, etc. The government is interested in speedy 
supply and low prices. To get these, the Priorities Division may allocate to you 
sufficient materials to carry on both defense and non-defense activities. Show 
in dollars and cents how much defense and how much non-defense work you have 
and the priority ratings your defense work carries. Give detailed costs and pro¬ 
duction break-down to show what a curtailment of non-defense activities will 
mean in terms of lower operating efficiency, and slowing down of production sched¬ 
ule. Be specific. Show how many men you would be forced to lay off, how many 
machines might be kept idle, time lag which would result from slow-down of 
production schedules and what increases in unit production cost would amount 
to in dollars and cents. 

(JjPobservafJon: As the tempo of the defense program heightens, this will become 
less and less true. With direct defense needs making a greater demand for mate¬ 
rial, non-defense activities, even in plants with defense orders, will have to go 
hungry. 

R*916. Hitch your priority application to defense needs. 

(^recommendation: Under Question 4c of the application form, align your needs 
as closely to defense as possible. The next best bet is to show that your product 
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essential to the production or repair or replacement of parts of apparatus, 
equipment and devices which must function in order to preserve essential services 
and maintain maximum production of goods vital to defense or to the public 
interest or that your product is essential to the protection of public health and 
safety. Show that your use of requested items is small in relation to the dollar 
value of the articles being produced. 

R*917. If your work will alleviate unemployment. 

(jjjj) recommendation : Show as far as possible that a large amount of labor will be 
employed with the use of a relatively small amount of what you request. Trans¬ 
late into terms of unemployment what denial of your request would mean. 

R*918. If substitute plant, equipment or raw material unobtainable. 

(preconfmenc/af/on; If possible show that you have standard apparatus equipment 
or devices which cannot be redesigned to use substitutes without serious interrup¬ 
tion of current production. Show as far as possible that there is no reasonably 
satisfactory substitute for what you request. Go into some detail on the avail¬ 
ability of substitutes under Question 7 of the questionnaire of the application 
form. Under 7d where you are asked to state the effect of using substitutes in 
terms of price, quantity, etc., you can strengthen your application if you can 
show that you can’t keep the contract with the substitutes, that the price at an 
increasing cost will make it impossible for you to meet the price fixed on the 
contract, that the customer will not be required to accept the finished article 
made up with a substitute material, your machines are not suited to the use of 
substitutes, that the use of substitutes would slow you down so that you could 
not meet an important delivery date and raise costs of production prohibitively, 
etc. 

R*919. Order for article or material should precede priority applica¬ 
tion. 

(jj[p observation: Note that the Priorities Division of OPM prefers that a purchase 
order is actually placed before an application for preference rating is filed. 

R*920. Try several supply sources. Before applying for priority ratings, 
make efforts to obtain what you want from a number of sources. The more sources 
of supply you have contacted the stronger your application for a priority rating 
becomes. Submit a detailed account of your efforts in this direction, under Ques¬ 
tion 6a of the priorities application form. 

R # 921. Your efforts to subcontract count. 

((gj)recommendation : You will further strengthen your application if you can show 
that you made strenuous efforts to farm out parts of the contract which you are 
trying to fill and were unable to. Give a complete account of these efforts at 
Question 6b of the form. 

R*922. Revised procedure for PD-1 preference rating applications. 

Effective December 1, 1941, applications for preference rating on Form PD-1 are 
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to be directed to the industrial branch which handles the product manufactured 
or the service rendered. The branch, after considering the importance of the 
particular product or service, will indicate the dates on which delivery is required 
and the preference rating to be assigned. From here the application is forwarded 
to the branch in charge of the product or service for which the applicant’s product 
is to be used and to the branches handling the required materials. If the branch 
in charge of the required material agrees with the recommendation of the initiat¬ 
ing branch, the application goes to the Priorities Division for final action. If the 
material branch disagrees, a reconciliation of the two points of view is attempted 
and, should these attempts fail, the matter is submitted to the Priorities Division 
for final decision. 

R*923. Collecting data for priority applications. Before proceeding to 
fill out priority or PD forms you must have certain information available. An 
analysis of all PD forms shows that the following data will help in seeking priority 
returns or allocations of priority-controlled materials: 

(1) Inventory 

(a) Your stock on hand of the scarce material. 

(b) Orders placed by you for such material and scheduled shipments. 

(c) Shipments of such material received by you or en route to you. 

For the most part, this information is to contain details regarding the kind or shape 
of the material or the content of the scarce material in the product. 

(2) Consumption 

(a) Your past rate of operation (consumption) specifying the proportion of defense 
business in your total business. 

(b) Orders placed with you by your customers, giving priority ratings of such orders 
and the intended ultimate use to be made of your product. 

(c) Shipments you propose to make, specifying priority ratings and intended ultimate 

use. 

(3) Requirements 

(a) Kind and quantity of the scarce material you require to fill the orders on your 
books (again specifying rating and ultimate use) and expected orders. 

(4) Supporting evidence 

(a) Proportion of defense business in your total business. 

(b) Proportion of the scarce material to the total value of your product.

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Applications for Preference Ratings 

R* 925. Application on Form PD-1 for preference rating on products for 
civilian use. Form PD-1 is the designation for the Application for Preference 
Rating. It is essentially a request by the applicant that an order placed or to be 
placed with a supplier be given a preference rating. It consists of two sheets (or 
four pages) in quintuplicate. A third sheet (or two additional pages) is also 
included as a statement of a supplier. After filling out Form PD-1, the applicant 
retains the quintuplicate and submits the other copies in quadruplicate to the 
Director of Priorities, Office of Production Management, Washington, D. C. 

This form is used where an applicant engaged in supplying products for 
domestic civilian use is unable to get materials which go into these products. 

(^recommendat/on: Despite the fact that this form is used only on domestic civilian 

orders, it will be noted that Question 5 (3) requests information regarding the 

relationship of the use of the material to the national defense program. You 

should make as good a showing as possible in this paragraph in attempting to 

convince the Priorities Division that a favorable preference rating should be 
extended to you. 


R"926. Common errors in filling out Form PD-1. The Priorities Division 

is attempting to streamline the actual mechanics of getting out form preference 

rating certificates when they have been applied for on PD-1 Forms. To insure 

the most speedy handling, all blanks on the form should be filled in with pertinent 
data where necessary. 

^recommeHdatlo*: Following are the most common errors of omission in filling out 

t'D-l Forms. Be sure to check your own form and see that you are not guilty of 
these common omissions. 


(1) The applicant forgets to put in his address. 

rp, Th ® applicant fails to put any delivery date at all on the application, 
this is quite serious and will cause innumerable delays. 

. . Where the supplier’s name is asked for, it is common for the applicant to 
put m hi s own name instead of the supplier’s name; or in many cases, the applicant 
lists his procuring agent rather than his supplier.

Omissions or errors in any one of these items may hold up applications for 
weeks. Since these are the most frequent, it is advisable that you check for these 
specific errors on your own applications. It would save you money and time if 
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you would set up a little unit to check all priority forms as to inconsistencies, 
omissions and other errors before you send them out of your office. 

R-927. Letters no substitute for Form PD-1. Up until August 1, 1941, the 

Priorities Division had been accepting letters applying for preference rating 
certificates and dealing with them in the same manner as with applications on 
the standard PD-1 Form. In an effort to channelize procedure and speed up 
issuance of certificates, the Priorities Division now refuses to accept letters as 
applications. If the Priorities Division gets a letter requesting a preference rating, 
it will merely return the letter with a blank application form. This, naturally, 
will cause a delay of several days or weeks. It is therefore advisable to use Form 
PD-1 and not merely write letters requesting the preference rating certificate. 

R * 928. Application on Form PD-1 for machine tool preference rating. 

Manufacturers requiring plant equipment, such as machine tools, have different 
priority needs from those requiring certain raw materials. Form PD-1, as repro¬ 
duced on the following page, has been filled out with the needs of a medium-sized 
machine tool manufacturer in mind. The facts are fairly typical. The presentation 
is intended to serve as a guide in weaving your own peculiar facts into the strongest 
possible priority application.

Preference Rating Certificates for Army and Navy subcontract¬ 
ors. Form PD-3 is used for the extension of a Preference Rating Certificate for 
Army and Navy subcontracts. In such cases it is filled out as follows: On the 
first line of the certificate’s first page the name of the supplier is placed. (This 
is the person against whom the Preference Rating Certificate is being filed.) 
In the space where the name of the person with whom the Army or Navy has 
contracted is to be placed, the name of the prime contractor will be put. This 
is true no matter how far down the line the preference rating is extended; the 
same name will be placed in this space on all Preference Rating Certificates, Form 
PD-3. The space under paragraph 1 of the form, wherein the name and descrip¬ 
tion of items, etc., are to be placed, should be identical with that of the Preference 
Rating Certificate on the prime contract. 

The biggest difference in filling out a subcontract Preference Rating Certifi¬ 
cate is that paragraph 2 of the form is not made void by marking with a rubber 
stamp but filled in.

This body then makes an investiga¬ 
tion as to the importance of assigning a higher priority to relieve the choke point, 
including the adverse effect which this higher priority will have on other higher 
rated items. If the merits of the case justify it, a higher rating is authorized and 
its use limited to the circumstances decided by the Committee.

It is not possible to set forth 
here a uniform and detailed prescription for 
all the internal difficulties that will come up 
in operating under priorities, but a basic blue¬ 
print can be laid down and a number of reo- 
omendations made. 

If your business is large enough, set up a

special priorities division. If the size of your 
business does not permit this, designate one 
man for the job of studying and clearing, if 
not actually handling, all priority problems. 
In many businesses several, if not all, execu¬ 
tives are spending a good deal of their time 
and energy in trying to keep up to date on 
priority regulations and to solve all priority 
problems arising in the business. This not 
only interferes with and disrupts the regular 
work but frequently the pressure of other du¬ 
ties deprives priority problems of the atten¬ 
tion they require and deserve. Haphazard, 
decentralized handling of priority problems 
itself not only increases administrative ex¬ 
penses unnecessarily and impairs executive 
efficiency but may lead to costly errors and 
omissions in handling priorities. By assigning 
the study of priority regulations and the han¬ 
dling of priority problems to one person in one 
department, the other executives are left free 
to perform their regular assignments and the 
firm will benefit by a more efficient and expert 
handling of priority problems. 

R* 6,004. Getting geared for priority 
problems. 

recommendation: Whether you create a 
priority department, designate a man to give 
his full time to priority problems, or merely 
assign one man to handle priority problems 
together with his other work, the importance 
of selecting the right man for the job cannot 
be overestimated. The qualifications to look 
for are briefly these: 

(1) Ability to understand and grasp the 
basic pattern, principles and philosophy of 
priorities. 

(2) Ability to understand and to absorb 
quickly and thoroughly a large amount of 
printed matter. 

(3) A broad knowledge of your business, 
the operation of the various departments of 
the company, the materials you need, your 
buying, scheduling, selling and delivery prac¬ 
tices and procedures. 

(4) An intelligence which will permit him 
to spot quickly those priority developments 
which affect your business. 

(6) An imaginativeness which will enable 
him to recommend accurately adjustments and 
adaptations of your buying, selling produc- 
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tion, scheduling, inventory and shipping prac¬ 
tices to make them conform with priority 
rules. 

(6) An ability to enlist the cooperation of 
other executives in other departments to co¬ 
ordinate and analyze information obtained 
from them and to coordinate their activities 
to meet priority problems. 

(7) An ability to explain accurately and 
clearly to the departments and to customers 
what priorities require and why and how regu¬ 
lar policies, processes and procedures must be 
changed. 

R • 6,005. What your priorities depart¬ 
ment should do. 

^recommendation: (1) Keep posted on all 
priorities regulations, instructions and inter¬ 
pretations which affect your business. 

(2) Explain these regulations to your pur¬ 
chasing, production and other department 
heads, and answer all inquiries on priorities 
problems. 

(3) Constantly check to see that all depart¬ 
ments are complying with priorities regula¬ 
tions. 

(4) Take whatever steps are necessary to 
obtain maximum quantities of scarce mate¬ 
rials which priorities regulations permit. 

(5) Keep purchasing, production and sales 
departments posted on quantity of scarce 
materials which will be available so that they 
can make the proper adjustment. 

(6) Advise department heads of scheduling 
steps which are necessary to comply with 
priorities regulations. 

(7) Handle all priorities applications and 
certificates in dealing with government agen¬ 
cies, suppliers and customers. 

(8) Check to see that records and other 
data which priorities require are readily avail¬ 
able. 

(9) Supervise the filing of all reports and 
other papers required by defense agencies. 

(10) Advise customers of delays in their 
orders which are caused by necessity of han¬ 
dling orders bearing higher ratings and work 
with customers to schedule delivery dates in 
a manner which will best solve the production 
and priorities problems of both parties. 

(11) Check with suppliers and subcontrac¬ 
tors to see that they have taken whatever 
steps priorities regulations require to assure 
the reliable flow of scarce materials to your 
plant. 
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R • 6,006. "What the sales department can 
do. 

® recommendation: Each department in your 
firm may be able to contribute something to 
solve your priorities problems. The central¬ 
ized priorities department will take a large 
part of the heat off other departments, reliev¬ 
ing them of paper work, keep them informed, 
coordinate their activities into the priorities 
pattern, etc. The sales department can best 
be assigned the job of gathering reports, other 
papers and information which must be ob¬ 
tained from your customers. Among the du¬ 
ties which can be assigned the sales depart¬ 
ment are the following: 

(1) The securing of customers’ sworn state¬ 
ments whenever required by priorities regula¬ 
tions. 

(2) The obtaining of preference rating cer¬ 
tificates when these are available and needed. 

(3) Securing affidavits and other data nec¬ 
essary to establish the defense status of an 
unrated order. 

(4) Obtaining data on the status or the 
use to which your product is to be put and 
whether it qualifies under a civilian classifica¬ 
tion or use which is accorded preferential 
status. 

(5) Establish the principle in your sales 
department that no order may be filed away 
until all the information, papers, etc., needed 
have been received. 

Have someone connected with your sales 
staff follow up these matters. You will find 
it necessary to address your customers repeat¬ 
edly to obtain data, papers, etc., which prior- 
ties call for. In some cases it may be worth¬ 
while to mimeograph or multigraph form 
letters requesting certificates, statements of 
use, etc. When a preference rating certificate 
comes in, its number and rating should be 
stamped on the order which it covers, and 
this information passed on to the production 
department. The original certificate custom¬ 
ers’ statements, etc., may be handed over to 
your priorities man for filing purposes. You 
may want to use your sales department to 
assist in establishing the exact proportion of 
defense and non-defense business handled for 
your company. You want to be able to show 
quickly to what extent you are engaged in 
work for defense and essential civilian orders. 
If you collect this information currently and 
keep it readily available you will save time 
and expense when you want to produce these 
data. You want to keep the same kind of 
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figures on the ratio of various types of ratings 
carried by incoming orders. You may want to 
revise your sales journal or whatever books 
of original entry you may use to give you a 
current breakdown of your defense and non¬ 
defense operations, your A-l, A-3, A-8 ratings, 
etc. 


R* 6,007. What your shipping depart¬ 
ment can do. 

^recommendation: In most firms the ship¬ 
ping department works under close supervi¬ 
sion or closely with the sales department. 
Shipping records should be adjusted to show 
a clear breakdown of shipments according to 
preference ratings. This kind of data, too, 
will help to prove compliance with priorities 
regulations. 

R* 6,008. Production department. 

(0) recommendation: All releases from the sales 
and schedule department to the production 
department should carry the number of the 
preference rating, certificate and the priorities 
rating (if any). The production department 
in all its requests to the stock control depart¬ 
ment should repeat this number and rating 
and consider the material released on the basis 
of such a request as “ear-marked” for the 
specific order. In many cases unintentional 
violations of the priorities regulations result 
because the production department uses avail¬ 
able material without considering preference 
ratings. Unless careful control is exercised at 
this point, scarce materials which have been 
obtained for use in priorities rated orders may 
find their way into production lines turning 
out non-defense articles. By using the most 
exact identification you find practical to en¬ 
sure that materials taken out of inventory for 
preference-rated orders are actually used in 
those orders, you will facilitate the work of 
your production men and guard against pos¬ 
sible penalties for violating priorities rules. 

$ observation: When priorities strike, or better 
still, before priorities strike the particular 
materials used, the production department 
should take steps to conserve the scarce mate¬ 
rials or to find substitutes. Detailed memo¬ 
randa. on efforts made in this direction may 
help in obtaining future allocations of scarce 
materials. 


R* 6,009. How stock control should be 
handled. 


^recommendation: This is perhaps the vital 
spot in complying with priorities rules. Your 


stock control man should be carefully in¬ 
structed in the new obligations priorities place 
upon him, and impressed with the importance 
of complying with priorities regulations. The 
employees in charge of scheduling and pro¬ 
duction should notify the stock control men 
of all scarce material requirements, giving the 
number of the preference rating certificates 
and the priorities rating (if aUy) carried by 
the order into which those scarce materials 
are to go. In requests to the purchasing de¬ 
partment, the stock control men will repeat 
these numbers and ratings so that each order 
for scarce materials can be properly supported. 
When the material obtained with preference 
ratings is received the stock control men 
should release it to the production men only 
on the basis that it will go into production 
carrying that preference rating. 

In storing scarce materials you will be re¬ 
quired to enforce more control than normally. 
Separate stock control cards should be kept 
for each of the various kinds and shapes of 
priorities control materials. If you store your 
raw material in several warehouses or several 
parts of one warehouse, use master control 
cards to show changes in your various stock 
piles and thus give a complete picture of all 
of your inventory. Entries on your inventory 
control cards or books should be made daily 
wherever feasible. For all scarce materials 
they should show the preference rating cer¬ 
tificate number and rating under which the 
material was obtained, and the number of the 
order for which it is to be used. Material 
entering work in progress should be shown 
clearly, separated from your unused inven¬ 
tory. 

R* 6,010. What the purchasing depart¬ 
ment can do. 

^recommendation: In most firms the pur¬ 
chasing department has been saddled with the 
priorities job. A separate priorities depart¬ 
ment will relieve this important department 
of a vast amount of detail. Purchase orders 
calling for material under priorities can be 
turned over to the priorities department to 
be cleared. The purchasing department can 
stamp the order with a statement identifying 
the order number, preference rating certificate 
number of priorities rating, for which the 
material to be purchased is to be used. The 
priorities department can get required exten¬ 
sions of priorities ratings, prepare and file 
customers’ statements, customers’ certificates 
and any other papers required. It is advisable 
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to stamp on the original and all copies of the 
purchase orders involving priorities-controlled 
materials instructions to contact the priorities 
man who is handling the order for further 
information. This will ensure that all inquir¬ 
ies by your supplier, your production depart¬ 
ment, your stock clerk, etc., will be directed 
to the proper place. No amount of decentral¬ 
ization will entirely relieve your purchasing 
department of the important priorities re¬ 
sponsibilities. This department will have to 
work very closely with any priorities depart¬ 
ment you are able to set up. As a matter of 
fact, it may be best to set up the priorities 
department within the purchasing department. 
Where one man is assigned to the priorities 
job, he can perhaps be best placed with the 
purchasing department. Likewise, if one man 
is assigned the priorities job in addition to 
other work, a member of the purchasing de¬ 
partment will frequently be the logical can¬ 
didate. 

The purchasing department will have to 
carry out its regular shopping job with priori¬ 
ties trouble in mind. 

Orders will have to be placed in those firms 
not loaded up and least likely to be loaded up 
with orders from other customers carrying 
ratings higher than yours. Your purchasing 
department will have to maintain the closest 
kind of contact with suppliers to learn when 
an influx of orders carrying higher ratings has 
pushed your orders so far into the background 
that delivery dates cannot be met. You will 
have to use your past record as a customer, 
your future stability and just plain good sales¬ 
manship in getting suppliers to make generous 
deliveries of scarce materials left over after 
defense needs have been taken care of where 
those deliveries may be made at the discre¬ 
tion of the seller. The purchasing department 
will have to keep an eye out for places where 
priorities control will strike next and take 
steps to develop and buy substitutes, and will 
have to line up subcontractors where subcon¬ 
tracting work will fill the gap created by the 
fact that you cannot procure priority-con¬ 
trolled machine tools. 


R* 6,011. Inspection of records. When the 

priorities inspectors come around, they will 
want to check carefully through all of your 
purchasing, sales, and inventory records. In 
some cases they will want to make at least 
physical spot checks of inventories. To sum¬ 
marize briefly they will look for: 

(1) Data on all contracts or buying or pur¬ 
chasing orders made by you. They want to 
know when orders were placed, what ratings 
and priorities certificates, if any, were as¬ 
signed to those orders, when deliveries were 
promised and when deliveries were actually 
received. 

(2) Data on all contracts and purchase 
orders placed with you by your customers— 
what priorities certificates and preference rat¬ 
ings were assigned by your customers to these 
orders, delivery dates promised, and when 
deliveries were actually received. If deliveries 
under defense orders were not filled on sched¬ 
ule, they may want to compare the time in 
filling defense orders with that in filling non¬ 
defense orders. They may want to check pro¬ 
duction schedules to see whether you gave 
preference-rated orders the required priority. 

(3) Details of all defense orders accepted, 
offered, or rejected. If you found it necessary 
to reject defense orders, you should be in a 
position to show in detail just why you re¬ 
jected those orders. 

(4) Data on your inventory—quantities of 
materials on hand. Receipts may be com¬ 
pared with your purchasing records. With¬ 
drawals may be checked against your deliver¬ 
ies on defense orders, rated non-defense or¬ 
ders, etc. Your use of preference ratings to 
replenish inventories will be carefully scru¬ 
tinized. 

(JJJ recommendation: If a priority system may 
be established for a material vital to your 
business, study the record and report forms 
used in already existing priority set-ups. 
Learn the procedure now. You will have a 
head start on your competitors if you know 
the methods in advance. 
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R * 6,012. Allocation of material for Latin Amer¬ 
ica for first quarter 1942.

R* 6,013. Priorities Regulation No. 3. 

The following Regulation is issued by the Director of 
Priorities to promote the defense of the United States and 
for the purpose of improving and facilitating the operation 
of the Priorities System. 

Sec. 944.23 (a) Adoption of Revised Forms of Preference 
Rating Certificates. On and after Februaiy 2, 1942, preference 
ratings to be assigned by Preference Rating Certificates may 
be assigned and on and after March 1, 1942, shall be as¬ 
signed, in the manner and subject to the provisions herein¬ 
after set forth, by revised forms of Preference Rating Cer¬ 
tificates hereby designated as Preference Rating Certificate 
PD-1 A and Preference Rating Certificate PD-3A, copies of 
which are hereto attached and made a part hereof, and 
hereby adopted in place of the Preference Rating Certificates 
Forms PD-1, PD-2, PD-3, PD-4 and PD-5; provided, that 
all Preference Rating Certificates Forms PD-1, PD-2, PD-3, 
PD-4 and PD-5 duly issued prior to March 1, 1942, are valid 
and shall continue valid in effect until termination or expira¬ 
tion by the terms thereof or by the circumstances or condi¬ 
tions of their application, or until hereafter cancelled, modi¬ 
fied, changed or amended by the Director of Priorities.

(3) A Supplier or Subsupplier who has received two or 
more contracts or purchase orders bearing ratings of the same

(e) Restrictions on Extension of Ratings Assigned by a 
Preference Rating Certificate PD-1 A or PD-3 A. 

(1) A Supplier or Subsupplier may extend the preference 
rating only to: 

(i) deliveries of material which will be physically incor- 
porated into material to be ultimately delivered by him or 
by another Supplier to the original recipient of the prefer- 
ence rating, or to deliveries of material which will itself be 
ultimately delivered by him or by another Supplier to the 
original recipient of the preference rating, or which will bo 

within the limitations of paragraphs (e) (1), (2) and 
(3) hereof, to replace in inventory material 60 delivered; 

(ii) material which is neither greater in quantity nor to be 
delivered on dates earlier than required to make on schedule 
a rated delivery or, within the limitations of (2) and (3) 

in’ X ? , repl ? ce m inventory material so delivered. Material 
shall not be deemed to be so required if the rated delivery 
may be made and a practicable working minimum inventory 
thereof still retained; and if, in making such delivery, the 
inventory :s reduced below such minimum, the rating may be 
oxtended only to the extent necessary to restore the inven¬ 
tory to such minimum. 


UJ A bupplier or Subsupplier who supplies material which 
ho has in whole or in part manufactured, processed, as¬ 
sembled or otherwise physically changed, may not extend 
the rating to restore his inventory to a practicable working 
minimum unless ho extends the rating before completing the 

rated delivery which reduces his inventory below such 
minimum.

his inventory to a practicable working minimum, defer ex 
tensions of the rating originally assigned by a Preferenc

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quantity procurable on his customary terms; provided, that 
he shall not defer the extension of any rating for more than 
three months after he becomes entitled to apply it. 

(4) The extension of preference ratings assigned by Pref¬ 
erence Rating Certificate PD-3A may be made subject to 
such additional provisions and conditions as may from time 
to time be prescribed by the appropriate Supply Arm or 
Bureau of the Army or Navy, with the approval of the Army 
and Navy Munitions Board and of the Director of Priorities. 

(5) Any Supplier or Subsupplier who extends the prefer¬ 
ence rating shall be subject to all of the terms and condi¬ 
tions of this Regulation. 

(f) Records, Audit and Inspection, and Reports. Any per¬ 
son who applies for or extends a preference rating or to 
whom a preference rating certificate is issued, and any Sup¬ 
plier or Subsupplier who receives a contract or purchase 
order bearing a rating, shall maintain such records and shall 
be subject to such audit and inspection as are provided by 
Priorities Regulation No. 1 as the same may be amended or 
supplemented from time to time; and shall make such re¬ 
ports as may be required by the Director of Priorities from 
time to time hereafter. 


(g) Violations. Any person who wilfully violates any pro¬ 
vision of this Regulation or of Preference Rating Certificates 
PD-1A or PD-3A or who, by any act or omission, falsifies 
records to be kept or information to be furnished pursuant 
to this Regulation, may be prohibited from receiving further 
deliveries of any material subject to allocation, and such 
further action may be taken as is deemed appropriate, in¬ 
cluding a recommendation for prosecution under Section 
35 (A) of the Criminal Code (18 U.S.C. 80). 

(h) Reproduction of Forms. Preference Rating Certificate 
Form PD-1A may be reproduced in blank by or for the user 
thereof but Preference Rating Certificate Form PD-3A may 
not be reproduced. Preference Rating Certificate Form 
PD-1A may be procured from the Priorities Division of the 
Office of Production Management or any of the field offices 
thereof; Preference Rating Certificate Form PD-3A may be 
procured from the duly authorized contracting and procure¬ 
ment officers and inspectors of the Army and Navy. 

(i) Effective Date. This Regulation shall take effect the 
2nd day of February, 1042.

R* 6,014. OPM priority orders remain in force 
under Priority Regulation No. 4. All preference 
rating certificates issued by the Division of Prior¬ 
ities of the Office of Production Management were 
formally validated by Priorities Regulation No. 4 
issued January 26, 1942:

To validate certain forms of preference rating certificates

R* 6,015. Requirements Plan AA ratings may 
be extended. Producers operating under the Pro¬ 
duction Requirements Plan are permitted to ex¬ 
tend AA ratings without special permission from 
the Bureau of Priorities, pursuant to an amend¬ 
ment to Preference Rating Order P-90 issued Jan¬ 
uary 30, 1942 by the Division of Industry Opera¬ 
tions. Producers operating under the Production 
Requirements Plan have been forbidden to make 
use of any preference ratings except those assigned 
on PD-25A application forms. The amendment 
makes an exception to this rule in the case of AA 
ratings, to avoid delay in the handling of rush 
military contracts. 


Amendment to Preference Rating Order No. P-90 
Production Requirements Plan 

Paragraph (d) (1) (iii) of Preference Rating Order No. 
P-90 is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“ (iii) The Producer may not after the effective date of 
this Order apply any preference ratings other than those 
authorized on said Form to obtain deiveries of any produc¬ 
tion Materials or any maintenance, repair, and operating 
Supplies, except (a) where specific authorization for such 
application is obtained from the Director through the Pro¬ 
duction Requirements Branch, or (b) in the case of prefer¬ 
ence ratings of AA received after the filing of said Form.

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ond application for that period along with the first 
one. Or they may file this second application at 
a later date. Application blanks in a new form, 
PD-25-X, may be obtained from the Small Busi¬ 
ness Section of the Production Requirements 
Branch War Production Board, in Washington, or 
from the Branch Offices of the War Production 
Board located in principal cities throughout the 
country. A small manufacturer in applying for 
priority assistance under this plan is required to fill 
out only a one-page blank, Form PD-25-X. With 
the application blank the manufacturer will be 
furnished a list of raw materials called Materials 
List No. 2. If the manufacturer is unable to supply 
all of the information indicated by the applica¬ 
tion form, he may nevertheless submit his applica¬ 
tion with such information as he can furnish and 
the application will be given full consideration. 
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An important feature of the plan is the oppor¬ 
tunity it gives an applicant to report the power- 
driven equipment and machinery in his plant. A 
copy of the application containing this information 
will be given to the Division of Industry Opera¬ 
tions. Each applicant under the plan must fill out 
five copies of Form PD-25-X. He will retain one 
copy and send the other four to the Small Business 
Section, Production Requirements Branch, War 
Production Board, Washington, D. C. If the prior¬ 
ity assistance is granted, a certified copy will be 
returned to him, specifying the kinds and quanti¬ 
ties of materials for the purchase of which he may 
use the priority rating or ratings assigned to him. 
Applications for additional priority assistance may 
be filed during any quarter if the pattern of orders 
filled by a manufacturer or his volume of business 


changes substantially during the quarter. When 
priority ratings are assigned on Form PD-25-X, 
they may be used to obtain the authorised quan¬ 
tities of materials simply by writing a prescribed 
endorsement on purchase orders signed by a desig¬ 
nated official of the applicant company. The rating 
may be extended by suppliers and sub-suppliers of 
the original applicant to obtain delivery of mate¬ 
rials which are to be physically incorporated in the 
applicant's products. However, manufacturers who 
operate under this plan may not use any prefer¬ 
ence ratings other than those authorized on Form 
PD-25-X, without specific permission from the 
Director of Priorities, except when they use the 
A-10 rating assigned by Preference Rating Order 
P-100 to obtain repair, maintenance and operating 
supplies. 
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SECTION A—'Instruction* for Preparing and Filing Application Form PD-2S-X 


Introduction 

This Plan has been established to give priority assistance to 
manufacturers whose annual volume is less than $100,000. 

Information submitted on this form must be for manu¬ 
facturing operations only, and does not apply to any mer¬ 
chandise for resale in the same form in which it is purchased. 

If the information submitted justifies it, a preference rating 
will be given to obtain the quantities of materials authorized. 

This rating and the quantities of materials authorized will 
be determined by (1) the essentiality of the products to the 
War Program, os shown by preference ratings received, (2) 
the purposes for which the products are used, and (3) the 
proportion between the quantities of scarce materials re¬ 
quested and the amount of employment which will be stabi¬ 
lized. The scarcity of the materials used will likewise be con¬ 
sidered, os will elforts to conserve and make substitutions for 
known scarce materials. 


How to File an Application 

Five (5) copies of Form PD-25-X moke a complete set. 
Fill in all five copies. Retain the fifth copy. Send the other 
four copies, with the letter referred to in "General" and a 
catalog or other complete description of the products, to the 
War Production Board, Production Requirements Branch, 
Small Business Section, Washington, D. C. 

Priorities assistance is extended for Calendar Quarters 
(Jan.-Mar. ; Apr.-June; July-Sept.; Oct.-Dec.). The Quar¬ 
ter for which assistance is requested should be specified, in 
the spaces provided, (1) at top of form, (2) Section B, 
Part 2, Item 4, and (3) box at top of Section D. Insert the 
same period in all three places. 

The original copy must be certified by the owner, proprie¬ 
tor, or a duly authorized official. All information must be 
typewritten or written in ink. 


Section B. 

Part l .—List separately each class of product manufac¬ 
tured in 1941, according to customary descriptions. Examples 
of classes of products are: Iron body valves, brass valves, 
conduit fittings, portable electric tools, incandescent lighting 
fixtures. Opposite each class of product enter in Column 3 
the dollar volume of sales for the year 1941. 

Part 2 .—Figures reported here are for the total of all the 
products manufactured and which are listed in Part 1. Fig¬ 
ures for Columns 2 and 3 of Items 1 and 2 (years 1939 and 
1940) are readily found in Federal income tax returns for 
those years. "Value of Shipments” is "Item 1" in income tax 
returns for both years. "Value of Materials Used" appears 
on Schedule B-l in the 1939 return and Schedule A in the 
1940 return. In both cases the figure may be computed from 
—"Inventory at Beginning of Year” plus "Material or Mer¬ 
chandise Bought for Manufacture or Resale" minus “Inven¬ 
tory at the End of the Year." 

If applicant is engaged in wholesaling or retailing, in addi¬ 
tion to manufacturing, he should deduct from the foregoing 
figures the values of materials so wholesaled or retailed 

Report in Item 3 figures for 1941 gathered in same method 
as for previous years. 

Report in Item 4 expected shipments for the calendar quar¬ 
ter for which priority assistance is requested. 

In reporting “Volume of Shipments" in Item 4, reference is 
made to shipments as represented by billings or invoicings. 
If, however, certain jobs require a long production period 
to complete, figures entered may be for "Value of Produc¬ 
tion instead of "Shipments." If this method is used, explain 
in letter. 1 

"Average Number of Wage Earners" means the average 
number of people employed during each of the periods re- 
ferred to. This information is generally available on reports 
to the Social Security Board.

Part 3 .—This part is intended for those industries whose 
business is subject to seasonal variation.

2. Capital Equipment and Plant Expansion.—Any rating 
received as a result of this application may not be used to 
buy any machinery, machine tools, large equipment or other 
capital items. Preference ratings for the purchase of such 
capital items can be obtained only by submitting Applica¬ 
tion for Preference Rating Form PD-1 or PD-1A, properly 
filled out, to the War Production Board, Washington, D. C. 

How to Operate Under the Plan 

If the application is approved, a Preference Rating Order 
will be issued, setting forth the terms on which ratings may 
be applied on orders to suppliers and by those suppliers to 
their suppliers. One copy of PD-25-X will be returned to 
the applicant showing the quantities of materials authorized 
and the preference rating assigned. 

The rating may be applied only to the purchase of the 
kinds and quantities of materials authorized on PD-25-X 
in Section D, Column 8. 

Use of the Rating by the Applicant. 

In order to apply the rating assigned, place on each pur¬ 
chase order to which the rating is to be applied the follow¬ 
ing statement, manually signed by an official duly authorized 
for the purpose, specifying the rating assigned and the serial 
number:

Purchase orders carrying the above endorsement must in¬ 
clude only materials for which the Preference Rating has 
been authorized. If it is desired to place orders for unrated 
quantities of materials, separate purchase orders must be 
used. A Preference Rating may be applied to purchase or- 
deis which have been placed prior to the issuance of the 
P-90 Preference Rating Order by delivering to the supplier a 
duplicate purchase order carrying the above rating endorse¬ 
ment. 


Use of the Rating by a Supplier. 

A supplier who has received a purchase order endorsed in 
the manner provided above may extend the rating in ac¬ 
cordance with the provisions and subject to the limitations 
set forth in Preference Rating Order P-90. Suppliers may 


obtain printed copies of the Preference Rating Order either 
from the manufacturer operating under the Plan or from the 
War Production Board. 

Records. 

In addition to the records required to be kept under 
Priorities Regulation No. 1, as amended December 23, 1941 
(a copy of which may be obtained from the War Produc¬ 
tion Board, Washington, D. C.), and Priorities Regulation 
No. 3, endorsed copies of all purchase orders delivered or 
received must either be segregated or kept in a form so that 
they can readily be segregated for inspection by representa¬ 
tives of the War Production Board. 

Use of Other Preference Ratings. 

If a manufacturer operates under this Plan, he may not 
obtain deliveries of production materials through the use of 
any preference rating other than that authorized on Form 
PD-25-X, unless specific authorization is granted by the 
Director of Priorities, through the Production Requirements 
Branch, Small Business Section. Sole exception to this is use 
of A-10 rating under P-100 (Repair, Maintenance and Op¬ 
erating Supplies). 

Extension of Preference Rating Certificates received by the 
applicant, such as PD-3 or PD-3A, and Preference Rating 
Orders of all types, is prohibited as is the filing of PD-1 or 
PD-1 A, Application for Preference Rating, except in the 
case of capital equipment previously explained. 

Requests for authorization to extend other preference rat¬ 
ings will be considered if a letter is submitted to the Pro¬ 
duction Requirements Branch, Small Business Section, giving 
full particulars concerning the quantity of material involved, 
use to be made of it, and preference rating carried by the 
certificate which applicant desires to extend. 

Relief Provisions. 

The following procedure is available whenever special situ¬ 
ations arise within a quarter which require further assistance. 

1. To obtain materials not previously authorized. —Submit 
a new application filling in only Section D, covering the 
materials for which assistance is needed. Explain why the 
additional materials are required. 

2. To obtain greater quantities than those previously 
authorized— Submit a new application, filling in only the 
section (s) affected. If the total requirements have increased, 
show the new total requirements in Column 0 and explain. 
The explanations should be based on increases in orders 
scheduled for shipment within the quarter, increases in 
capacity, additional man-hours, etc. If the total anticipated 
requirements are unchanged but a greater portion of the vol¬ 
ume is going into Defense, enter in Columns 1 through 7 the 
same quantities shown on the original report. In addition, 
enter in Section C, Parts 1 and 2 the information for any 
month which demonstrates the change.

R* 6,018. Forms PD-1A and PD-3A introduced 
by Priorities Regulation No. 3. Two new forms, 
PD-la and PD-3a, were introduced January 12, 
1942 by Priorities Regulation No. 3. From Febru¬ 
ary 2 until March 1, 1942, you have a choice of 
methods in obtaining or applying for a preference 
rating certificate on an individual contract. Each 
of the two methods provides for a different set of 
forms. Under the old method, Forms PD-1, PD-2, 
PD-3, PD-4 and PD-5 are used. Under the new 
method these forms are superseded by Forms PD- 
la and PD-3a. Until February 2, 1942, you must 
use the old forms. From February 2 to March 1, 
1942, either the new or the old forms may be used, 
and after March 1,1942, only the new forms, PD-la 
and PD-3a, may be used. However, any Forms 
PD-1, PD-2, PD-3, PD-4 and PD-5 duly issued 
prior to March 1, 1942, are valid until they 
normally terminate or are terminated by special 
Priorities Division order. 

recommendation: You will do well to use the 
new method starting February 2, 1942, as the paper 
work necessary in extending the preference rating 
to your supplier under the old method may hold 
you up considerably. The old Form PD-1 is not 
extendible; the new Form PD-la is. Priorities 
Regulation No. 3, effective February 2, 1942, pro¬ 
vides for the following method of obtaining and 
extending preference ratings for military items: If 
your customer is the Army, Navy, Coast Guard or 
any of the other agencies mentioned above, your 
contracting officer will give you Form PD-3a, re¬ 
placing Form PD-3, PD-4 or PD-5 of the old sys¬ 
tem. You will normally get your PD-3a certificate 
immediately when the government places the 


order. (Formerly preference ratings for military 
items were issued only if the item was on the 
Priorities Critical List, a compilation of items of 
particular importance to the Army and Navy. 
However, under the new method the need for such 
a list is eliminated. As a matter of fact, the list 
had become cumbersome and there were few neces¬ 
sary items not on it. A “negative critical list” will 
probably require less revision.) The PD-3a cer¬ 
tificate is authenticated by the contracting officer 
and bears the signature of the Director of Prior¬ 
ities. It specifies the name and description of the 
item to which the rating applies, the unit quan¬ 
tities, their approximate value and the required 
delivery dates. If you should run into a snag get¬ 
ting materials or in any other way finishing jobs, 
place your difficulty before your contracting officer. 
He will assist you in obtaining a rating. In the 
case of a sale to a foreign government, your rating 
may be issued on application to the foreign govern¬ 
ment liaison officer of OPM. 

Preference rating for other than military ordeis 
—that is, orders of a civilian nature or of govern¬ 
ment agencies other than those listed above—are 
given on Form PD-la, replacing Form PD-1. Form 
PD-la is designed to serve both as an application 
and as the rating certificate itself. The Priorities 
Division grants the rating by making an appro¬ 
priate entry at the end of the PD-la application. 
The new form is much simpler than the old PD-1 
and is to be used generally in making specific ap¬ 
plications for materials or supplies when general 
preference orders do not provide the required 
priority assistance. 


R • 6,019. How you can replace your inventory. 

An important feature of the system established by 
Priorities Regulation No. 3, mandatory after 
March 1, 1942, is that it allows the recipient of a 
rating, or his suppliers and sub-suppliers, to use 
the rating for replacement in inventory of mate¬ 
rials used in filling the rated order, provided that 
replacement does not increase stocks above a 
practicable working minimum. If materials to be 
replaced are in whole or in part manufactured, 
processed, assembled, or otherwise physically 
changed by the supplier, the rating mifet be ex¬ 
tended before the rated delivery is made; in other 

words, while the materials are in process of fabrica¬ 
tion. 

If you are a pure-and-simple distributor and do 


not process or othenvise alter the supplies, you 
may defer extension of the rating up to three 
months, until an order can be placed for the mini¬ 
mum quantity procurable on customary terms. 
Under the system provided by Priorities Regula¬ 
tion No. 3, a supplier or sub-supplier who has re¬ 
ceived two or more purchase orders bearing ratings 
of the same grade is allowed to include in a single 
purchase order or “basket” any or all of the mate¬ 
rial which he requires to make deliveries in accord 
ance with the rated purchase orders which have 
been served on him. In such case, he must specify 
m the certification on his own purchase order all 
of the preference rating certificate form numbers 
and serial numbers referring to the orders in con¬ 
nection with which he is extending the ratings. 


R* 6,020. When in doubt use PD-la. PD-la is 
a catch-all application form. If you are having 
procurement difficulties, if you are baffled and 
don't know how to proceed, you won’t go wrong 


by filing a PD-la. It will in every case get your 
effort to obtain a priority rating or a supply of 
allocated material under way. • 
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R* 6,021. Prove your case on PD-la. When you 
try to get a priority rating for non-military busi¬ 
ness, you do so because you feel that for some 
reason your activity is important to defense or 
national health and welfare. Sell this to the Divi¬ 
sion of Industry Operations on the PD-la applica¬ 
tion you file. Build your case up. If necessary, file 
riders, supporting statements, schedules, and other 
data. 

^recommendation: File an individual application 
for each different kind of material or article on 
which you want priority. This will expedite the 
process. If a number of different items are put on 
one application they may have to be routed 
through several Commodity Sections and each will 
hold up the application for some time. If they are 
separated each request will immediately be referred 
to the proper section. Only when you are sure 
that a number of articles on which you want to 
request priorities will be acted on by the same sec¬ 
tion is it unnecessary to split applications. 

(®) recommendation: You will improve your posi¬ 
tion if you can show that nothing other than the 
requested priority rating is required for you to fill 
the contract. The presence of skilled labor troubles, 
other priority requirements, transportation tie-ups 
or anything else which might stop or check your 
production even if priority is granted may tend to 
weaken your application. Do not confuse the 
issue. 

recommendation: In filling out the application 
form, align your needs as closely to defense as 
possible. The next best bet is to show that your 
product is essential to the production or repair or 
replacement of parts of apparatus, equipment and 
devices which must function in order to preserve 
essential services and maintain maximum produc¬ 


tion of goods vital to defense or to the public inter¬ 
est or that your product is essential to the protec¬ 
tion of public health and safety. Show that your

Such a record may refer to several purchase orders 
or contracts as to which use of the facsimile signature has 
noon approved at the same time, but each such purchase 
order or contract must be separately indicated thereon. Such 
record need not accompany the purchase order or contract (or 
document referring thereto) on which the facsimile signature 
is used, but must be preserved for not less than two years 
for inspection by representatives of the Director of Industry 
Operations. 


(b) Each such endorsement shall be deemed to constitute 
a representation to the Director of Industry Operations by 
(I) the party placing the purchase order or contract, (2) the 
individual whose signature is used, and (3) the individual 
approving the use of the same, that the statements contained 
in the endorsement are true. 


(c) The provisions of this Regulation shall supersede any 
inconsistent provision contained m any Regulation or Order 
heretofore issued concerning the manner in which signatures 
must or may be made on any such endorsement.

purports to assign to another producer his quota for use of 
a specific material or for production of a particular product 
is prohibited and invalid unless specifically authorized by the 
Director of Industry Operations. 

In appropriate cases, the Director of Industry Operations 
may permit the assignment of quotas when it is deemed to 
be desirable for the prosecution of the war or for the essen¬ 
tial civilian economy. In cases where such permission is 
granted the Director may specify the same limitations under 
which the predecessor operated or such other limitations as 
he may deem appropriate in the particular case. Applica¬ 
tions for such permission will be regarded as appeals from 
the applicable orders. They should be made in writing ad¬ 
dressed to the War Production Board and referring specifi¬ 
cally to the limitation or conservation orders involved. Such 
appeals may be made jointly by the parties to a proposed 
transfer. In every case the effect of the existing restrictions 
on the producer or producers in question should be precisely 
stated, together with the essential terms of the proposed 
transaction and the amount of any consideration to be paid. 
Where a cash consideration is to be paid, it is not expected 
that the Director will approve a transfer involving merely 
the assignment of a quota as such, < without assignment of 
the business as a going concern, “farming out" for the account 
of the assignor, licensing or some similar arrangement.

R* 6,033. Interpretation No. 1 to Regulation 
No. 1 defines working inventory for wood pulp. 

A practicable working minimum inventory of wood 
pulp is defined as not in excess of a 60-day supply, 
by Interpretation No. 1 of Section 944.14 of Prior¬ 
ities Regulation No. 1, issued February 21, 1942. 
The 60-day supply, as used in the interpretation, 
is to be based on current method and rate of 
operation during any period of 90 continuous 
working days of the previous six months. Inven¬ 
tories of pulp held for the manufacture of products 
for Ordnance purposes or for delivery under the 
Lend-Lease Act, are exempt from the restrictions 
imposed by this interpretation. 


Interpretation No. 1 of Section 94-1.14 of Priorities 

Regulation No. 1 as Amended 

Sec. 944.14 The following official interpretation is hereby 
issued by the Director of Industry Operations with respect to 
Section 944.14 of Priorities Regulation No. 1 as amended 
December 23, 1941. 

Any inventory of any grade of wood pulp in excess of sixty 
days supply of that grade, on the basis of current method 
and rate of operation during any ninety continuous working 
days of the previous six months, stored either at a plant or 
in separate warehouses, shall be deemed to be in excess of a 
“practicable minimum working inventory”: provided, how¬ 
ever, that this interpretation shall not apply to pulp held for 
the manufacture of products for Ordnance purposes or to 
pulp held for delivery under the Lend-Lease Act of March 
11, 1911.

R • 6,034. Liability on private orders delayed by 
voluntary priority. 

® recommendation: A contractor willing to give 
voluntary priority to a government order my find 
himself embarrassed by orders from private cus¬ 
tomers. In order to avoid legal liability, the con¬ 
tractor or subcontractor should get in touch with 
such customers and notify them of all the facts. 
If such private customers refuse to cooperate, the 
contractor or subcontractor should communicate 
the situation to the Priorities Division or the 
Priorities Committee which, it should be remem¬ 


bered, have the power to invoke compulsory 
priorities. 

($)observation : It should, however, be pointed 
out that even under a voluntary system a manu¬ 
facturer may not be held chargeable with a breach 
of contract because of late delivery caused by 
voluntarily giving defense orders preference if it 
appears that if preference were not granted vol¬ 
untarily the goods or the seller’s plant might be 
commandeered. (Sec Roxjord Knitting Co. v. 
Moore Ac Tierney , referred to in the following 
paragraph.) 


R • 6,035. Liability for delayed private orders 
under compulsory priorities. The National De¬ 
fense Act of June 3, 1916 (c. 134 Section 120, 30 
Stat. 213, 214) is, with regard to priorities, nearty 
entirely identical in wording to Section 9 of the 
Selective Service Act of 1940 and differs only 
insofar as it applies to the method of compensat¬ 
ing firms whose manufacturing plants are used by 
the United States. Where the National Defense 
Act of June 3, 1916 applied, and government work 
delayed the execution of contracts with civilians, 
such delay was excused in law, and the Act was a 
defense to an action against the manufacturer for 
breach of contract. 

A manufacturer of underwear, who had con¬ 
tracted to furnish a stated quantity of his goods 
to be delivered at intervals, was held not charge¬ 
able with breach of contract because of his failure 
to deliver within the time fixed, the failure having 
been caused by the taking of his entire supply for 
the Army and Navy on orders given through the 
Advisory Commission of the Council of National 
Defense. This, although such orders were in form 
voluntary contracts, signed by both parties. The 
form was that customarly used by purchasing de- 
partments when prices were agreed on, and it was 
understood by both parties, as shown by the nego¬ 
tiations, that if the contracts were not accepted 
the goods or the seller’s plant would be com-

mandeered. (Roxjord Knitting Co. v. Moore & 
Tierney, 265 Fed. 177, affirming 250 Fed. 278, and 
250 Fed. 283. Certiorari denied, 40 S. Ct. 588, 253 

U. S. 408) 

A manufacturer who was unable, by reason of 
orders given by the United States Government, to 
comply with the provisions of a contract with an¬ 
other for the manufacture and delivery of certain 
goods, was relieved from the ordinary rule of rea¬ 
sonable time for deliveries after sale, by virtue of 
a clause in the private contract calling for ship¬ 
ment of certain quantities except as prevented 
“through acts uncontrollable by said manufac¬ 
turer.” It was also held that the purchaser under 
the private contract was not entitled to cancel it 
on account of the delay in deliveries so caused. 
(A. L. Young Machinery Co. v. Lee Loader & 
Body Co., 218 III. App. 427) 

On the other hand, a seller, having contracted 
to make deliveries of woolen goods, was not re¬ 
lieved from liability for failure to do so by reason 
of the fact that the United States government had 
pre-empted practically the entire woolen goods 
supply on account of war. (Salembler, Levin & 
Co. v. North Adams Mjg. Co., 178 N. Y. S. 607) 
Impossibility of performance by operation of 
law—in that performance would have subjected 
sellers to prosecution and fine and imprisonment 
was a good defense in a buyer’s action for non- 
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delivery, notwithstanding that the sellers could 
have performed prior to the expiration of the time 
within which they were required to deliver. 

In an action for nondelivery of woolen cloth 
which the defendants had agreed to manufacture 
for the plaintiff, the answer alleging that delivery 
of yarn to the defendants by yarn mills was pro¬ 
hibited by the War Industries Board under the 
National Defense Act, thus making performance 
of the contract impossible, but not alleging that 
performance of the particular contract was for¬ 
bidden, or that defendants could not have obtained 
yarn within a reasonable time after the contract 
was made and before such action was taken by the 
War Industries Board, was held not to state a good 
defense. 

Where a contract to manufacture woolen cloth 
was entered into, the seller’s failure to perform 
because of inability to obtain yarn under the reg¬ 
ulations of the War Industries Board, which did 
not take effect until long after the contract was 


made, was no defense in an action for nondelivery, 
if the yarn was not obtained within a reasonable 
time after the contract was made. The sellei 
might have foreseen such regulations and provided 
itself with the yarn necessary to perform the con¬ 
tract. (Crown Embroidery Works v. Gorden, 
180 N. Y. S. 158, 190 App. Div. 472) 

During the last war, when the government made 
contracts for uniform cloth, and requested through 
its proper Army officers that delivery be made as 
speedily as possible and that precedence be given 
over all civilian business, such orders came within 
the spirit and meaning of Section 120 of the 
National Defense Act, making compliance with all 
such precedence orders obligatory on a contractor 
with the government, so that the contractor obliged 
to furnish uniform cloth which complied with the 
orders and neglected civilian business is not liable 
for breach of contract to civilian customers. 
(Mawhinney v. Millbrook Woolen Mills, 281 N. Y. 
290, 132 N. E. 93, reversing 176 N. Y. S. 910) 


R • 6,036. Liability on government orders de¬ 
layed because of priorities. Army and Navy 

officials have been instructed, pursuant to a letter 
from the President dated October 8, 1940 “to re¬ 
frain from taking any action pursuant to the liqui¬ 
dated damage clause of any contract over which 


they have supervision whenever they find that 
delay in delivery by the contractor became neces¬ 
sary in order to meet delivery dates on Army and 
Navy contracts bearing preference ratings.” (See 
Us H* 105 and H*105a) 


R • 6,037. WPB Regulation No. 1 delegates pri¬ 
orities powers to Division of Industry Operations 
Director. Authority to operate the priorities sys¬ 
tem and to administer regulations under requisi¬ 
tioning acts was officially vested in James S. 
Knowlson, Director of the Division of Industry 
Operations, by Regulation No. 1 of the War Pro¬ 
duction Board issued January 26, 1942. These 
regulations delegate to the Director of Industry 
Operations the powers conferred upon the chair¬ 
man of the War Production Board by Executive 
Order No. 9040. The Executive Order abolished 
the Office of Production Management and trans¬ 
ferred to the Chairman of the War Production 
Board the powers and functions previously exer¬ 
cised by OPM and by the Supply Priorities and 
Allocations Board. The authority delegated to 
the Director of Industry Operations includes power 
to issue priority orders and regulations; to com¬ 
pel the acceptance of war orders by producers 
and manufacturers; and to approve requisitions of 
other federal agencies. The power to ration prod¬ 
ucts at the retail level is, however, reserved to 
the Office of Price Administration by Directive 
No. 1 of the Chairman of the War Production 
Board which was also issued January 26, 1942. 
The powers conferred upon the Director of In¬ 


dustry Operations may be further delegated by 
him to any officials he may designate in the Divi¬ 
sion of Industry Operations or to other designated 
government officials including contracting and pro¬ 
curement officers of the War and Navy Depart¬ 
ments.

R • 6,038. Priorities Directive determines your 
PD-3A rating. The current “Army and Navy 
Munitions Board Priorities Directive” is a confi¬ 
dential list of various items, projects and group 
procurement objectives, each classified according 
to the various preference ratings, A-l-a to A-l-j, 
which may be automatically assigned to contracts, 
orders, awards and letfers of intent relating to it. 
The AA rating is not included in the Directive 
and therefore may only be assigned by coni raft¬ 
ing or procurement officers with specific authori¬ 
zation of the ANMB (Priorities Committee) and 
the Division of Industry Operations, WPB. Upon 


receipt oi the authorization by the requesting 
source (prime contractor), a PD-3A preference 
rating certificate, bearing the AA rating and coded, 
will be issued to the firm or individual in whose 
favor the AA rating was requested. A supplier 
who receives an order bearing an AA rating which 
he can fill out of inventory on hand or in process, 
however, may extend only an A-l-a rating for 
replacement and only as specified by ANMB. 
Opposite each item, project or group procurement 
objective listed in the Directive is a code number, 
used for identification. It has no urgency or pref¬ 
erence significance. 


R • 6,039. Removal of “Critical List” does not 
authorize PD-3A for every material. The aboli¬ 
tion of the Priorities Critical List which limited 
issuance of rating to items on that list, is not to 
be considered as authorization for indiscriminate 
assignment of preference ratings for materials 
which by their nature may be obtained without 


such certificates, and which common sense dic¬ 
tates do not need preference rating assistance. 
Moreover, certain classes of material are not usu¬ 
ally assigned ratings, and the Army and Navy may 

refuse to assign ratings when they consider the 
assignments unwise. 


R • 6,040. Ratings which may be assigned on 
PD-3A for repair, maintenance and operating 
supplies. The following are the only ratings 
which will be assigned to necessary repair, main¬ 
tenance and operating supplies: 

An A-l-a will be applied in cases of actual break¬ 
down or suspension of operations due to lack of 
necessary parts. The rating will be assigned only 
when the contracting official is assured that the 
required supplies are not available in the plant, 
that all similar machinery is operating to capacity 
on rated orders, that requested supplies are not 
in excess of the actual need, and that machinery 
for which the supplies are needed was working on 


prime contracts at the time of the breakdown. 

An A-l-c will be assigned when a break-down 
or suspension of operations is obviously imminent. 
It may not be used to replace parts worn down 
by normal wear and tear and for which normal 
in\ entoiies can bo built in advance. 

An A-2 will be assigned for acquisition of sup- 
plies up to a minimum working inventory.

itate the procedure by sending the contracting 
or inspecting official a copy of the preference 

rating certificate PD-3A or certified purchase 
order. 


R* 6,041. Issuance of PD-3A for prime contrac¬ 
tor or subcontractor machine tools. Form PD-3A 
will be issued to prime contractors and subcon¬ 
tractors for machine tools whether or not they are

on the Numerical Master Preference List The 
Numerical Master Preference List is included in 
the provisions of Order E-l-a for machine tools 
and a full explanation of its function may be 
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found at flsVh-612 and Vh-613. This list is di¬ 
vided according to preference ratings; however, 
between firms whose deliveries have the same 
rating, distinction is made according to their 
urgency standing on the list. If a firm is not on 
the Numerical Preference List it will receive the 
rating only after detailed investigation is made by 
inspecting officers of the Army or Navy. However, 
requests for machine tools not on the Master 
Preference List will generally not be given an 


urgency standing. However, in exceptional cases, 
where it is justified by the Supply Arm or Bureau 
concerned, the contracts and contractors may be 
added to the list by ANMB. In cases where the 
subcontract and subcontractor are not on the 
List, but the prime contractor and contract are, 
the latter’s urgency standing may be applied to 
the PD-3A of the former by the Army and Navy 
Munitions Board if requested. 


R* 6,042. Issuance of PD-3A for machine tools 
purchased directly by the Army and Navy and 
not included in a construction project. The 

preference rating assigned on an original PD-3A 
certificate will be determined from the Priorities 
Directive, according to the final use of the tools. 
If the machine tools are to have two or more uses, 
the lowest rated purpose will be the basis of 
rating, unless the contracting or procurement offi¬ 
cial considers a higher rating necessary, in which 


case he will apply to the Army and Navy Muni¬ 
tions Board. If the contract contains two or more 
groups of tools or equipment, and each group is 
to be used for just one purpose, then the prefer¬ 
ence ratings applicable to each group will be 
assigned. If a direct purchase of tools is accorded 
an urgency standing and a preference rating by 
the Numerical Master Preference List, this will 
be shown in Section 7 of PD-3A. 


R* 6,043. When will PD-3A be used for apply¬ 
ing for repair, maintenance and operating sup¬ 
plies. Form PD-3A may be issued for direct gov¬ 
ernment purchases of repair and maintenance 
supplies. In all other cases, however, it should 
be used only when plants or departments are 
operating on prime supply contracts of the Army 
and Navy. When working on subcontracts, or 
having less than 100% prime contracts, contractors 
should secure preference ratings by the Produc¬ 
tion Requirements Plan, Form PD-1A or the 
proper blanket preference rating order. This plan 
is mandatory June 1, 1942, except for supplies 
needed by the prime contractor to fulfill Army 
and Navy prime contracts in his plant. Until June 
1, subcontractors and less than 100% prime con¬ 
tractors may use PD-3A. Use of PD-3A for re¬ 


pair, maintenance and operating supplies is lim¬ 
ited to supplies needed by a supplier whose dollar 
volume of orders on hand is 50% or more in Army 
or Navy contracts or subcontracts. Those with 
less must use PD-1A or an applicable blanket 
order except for the portion of orders represented 
by Army and Navy contracts or subcontracts. If 
such a supplier needs repair, maintenance or 
operating supplies to produce the end item called 
for in a prime contract, or to produce material, 
assemblies or accessories supplied by a subcon¬ 
tractor to be incorporated in the end item, and he 
cannot get them under the Production Require¬ 
ments Plan or any other blanket order, he may 
use an original Form PD-3A. Upon receipt of the 
certificate, the firm may extend the rating by 
endorsing the certified purchase order. 


R • 6,044. Use of PD-1 A to replace inventory. A 

prime contractor or a subcontractor, who has 
heretofore depleted his inventory below a prac¬ 
ticable working minimum in completing Army 
and Navy orders before extending a preference 
rating to replace inventory, or who for any 
reason is not in possession of enough materials 

R • 6,045. What constitutes material to be “physi¬ 
cally incorporated” under a PD-3A. Material to 

be physically incorporated includes all commodi¬ 
ties, accessories, parts or assemblies, or other 
products which are physically or chemically incor¬ 
porated in the end item described in Section 5 of 
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for a practicable working inventory, may apply 
to the Division of Industry Operations for special 
consideration in replenishing or establishing such 
inventory. Application should be on Form PD-1 A 
and should bear the endorsement of an Army or 
Navy contracting, procurement or inspecting offi¬ 
cial. 


the PD-3A. This includes those chemicals used 
in processing the end item, or any part thereof 
and packaging and containers specifically required 
by terms of the prime contract. Excluded are 
facilities, machine tools, capital equipment, and 
repair, maintenance, and operating supplies. 
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R # 6,046. When may you use PD-1A. You may 

use PD-1A to apply for a priority rating on any 
material or supplies which you cannot obtain 
either without a rating or by use of a rating to 
which you are entitled. It may not be used, how¬ 
ever, to apply for a rating on construction work, 
since this is covered by P-19-h and the related 
forms, PD-200 and 200A. PD-1A applications may 
be made for machine tools or other capital equip¬ 
ment if their use does not involve any physical 
expansion of your plant. When you must en¬ 
large your plant to accommodate additional tools, 
you should apply for a project rating for the 
expansion, accompanied by a letter requesting a 
rating for the required tools. When you are order¬ 
ing different kinds of supplies or supplies to be 


used for different purposes, you should make out 
a separate application for every order to be placed 
with each of your suppliers. Otherwise, you may 
use the one rating for each supplier. 

(0>observaf/on: If you are assigned a rating to 
cover 100 tons of steel which is all to be used 
for the same purpose, you may use the rating on 
orders for 50 tons from one company, 25 tons 
from each of two others, etc. You may not use 
it, however, to obtain a larger total quantity than 
the amount approved on the certificate. Further, 
use ol the PD-1A is to apply for a higher rating 
than the rating you have. You must accompany 
such application with evidence that you have made 
every attempt to obtain the material with the 
rating originally assigned. 


R* 6,047. P-19-h to be used for construction 
projects expanding facilities. Construction proj¬ 
ects to expand existing facilities or provide new 
facilities by which prime contractors or subcon¬ 
tractors may fulfill supply contracts of the Army 
Supply Arms or Bureaus will be assigned ratings 
on P-19-h. The prime contractor must apply for 
such a rating on Forms PD-200 and PD-200-A, 
the application to be submitted to the contracting 
officer having jurisdiction over the contract for 
which the facilities will be used. (This will be 
endorsed to the Army and Navy Munitions 
Board.) Similar construction projects of subcon¬ 
tractors will be assigned ratings on P-19-h by 
WPB. However, the subcontractor is to make ap¬ 
plication on PD-200 or 200-A to the Supply Arm 
or Bureau concerned, in the same way as the 


prime contractor. Other project rating applica¬ 
tions should be made directly to WPB. If the 
installation of machine tools or other capital 
equipment for use in the completed project is 
included in the prime construction contract, or 
government-owned capital equipment, for use in 
constructing the project, the rating applied to the 
project by PD-3A may also be extended to such 
tools or equipment, provided they are listed in 
the certificate with urgency numbers, if applicable. 
Machine tools or other capital equipment, when 
used in connection with construction or expansion 
of facilities under prime supply contracts, may be 
included in P-19-h. The only construction work 
which may be covered by PD-3A is that which will 
be owned by the Army or Navy upon completion. 


R • 6,048. When may you extend PD-3A. Exten¬ 
sions may be made only for materials to be physi¬ 
cally incorporated in the end product or to replace 
inventory. They are made by proper endorse¬ 
ment on the purchase order. Any prime or sub¬ 
contractor who receives two or more contracts or 
purchase orders with the same rating (originally 
assigned by PD-1A or PD-3A) may include mate¬ 
rials for all such orders in one purchase order to 
his supplier. If the contracts bear different pref¬ 
erence ratings he may also include materials for 
their fulfillment in a single purchase order to 
each of his suppliers, provided that each of the 
different ratings shall be extended to the pur¬ 
chase of such materials in that ratio which the 
quantity of materials applicable to each rated 
order bears to the total quantity of materials so 
purchased. Whenever contracts or orders are 
grouped and extended on a single purchase order, 
the endorsement must be the same as the reverse 
of the PD-3A form and must show all of the 
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preference rating certificate serial numbers re¬ 
ceived by the contractor pursuant to which the 
rating is being extended. The contractor must 
also supply such information as: prime contract 
numbers; initiating Supply Arm Service, or 
Bureau; the prime contractors; code numbers. 
On each purchase order issued under PD-3A, the 
purchaser should place a summary by unit quan¬ 
tities and dollar value of the materials listed 
therein.

R • 6,054. Interpretation of Priorities Regula¬ 
tion No. 1 cases inventory position of seasonal 
producers. An official interpretation of Priorities 
Regulation No. 1, issued March 9, 1942, provides 
that companies engaged in seasonal operations 
will not be considered in violation of the regula¬ 
tion if they refrain from hoarding and if the de¬ 
liveries which they receive for inventory are no 
greater and no further in advance than those 
normally accepted in the normal course of busi¬ 
ness to meet anticipated requirements. 

Priorities Regulation No. 1 Interpreted 

The following interpretation is hereby issued by the Di¬ 
rector of Industry Operations with respect to Section 944.14, 


“Inventory Restriction/' of Priorities Regulation No. 1, as 
amended: 

The question has been raised, in connection with various 
seasonal industries, whether a company which is engaged 
in such an industry and which normally stocks up inventory 
in advance of the season, is forbidden by the foregoing 
Regulation from doing so. 

The prohibition against accepting delivery of inventory 
“in excess of the practicable minimum working inventory 
reasonably necessary to meet deliveries of the products of 
the Person accepting delivery, on the basis of his current 
method and rate of operation,” does not prevent the accept¬ 
ance of delivery by such Person of his requirements of the 
inventory in question provided, (a) that such Person is not 
guilty of hoarding, and (b) that the deliveries accepted are 
no greater and no further in advance than those which he 
would normally accept in the ordinary course of his busi¬ 
ness to meet reasonably anticipated requirements.

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CHAPTER HI 


How Prices Are Controlled 


T he administration of price control got under way at a time when 
there was no existing legislation which had for its primary purpose 
the control of all commodity prices. However, certain agencies, useful 
for government control of prices, were in existence. First, there was the 
old-line agency, the Department of Justice, which enforces the Sher¬ 
man Act. Second, there was the Temporary National Economic Com¬ 
mittee which was engaged in making studies of the upward spiraling 
of prices. In addition, a Price Stabilization Division was set up within 
the National Defense Advisory Commission for the analysis of price 
movements and for the development and application of controls. The 
Price Stabilization Division was succeeded by the Office of Price 
Administration and Civilian Supply, later subdivided into two agencies 
—the Office of Price Administration and OPM’s Division of Civilian 
Supply. This Chapter discusses the price operations of these agencies. 

Antitrust Enforcement as Price Control

S-2. Cooperation of Antitrust Division with other governmental agen¬ 
cies. A program of cooperation has been drawn up by which the Antitrust Divi- 

• | • • • 9 agencies in the attempt to prevent 

unjustified price rises. The scope of the program drawn up by the Antitrust 
Division is as follows: 

The Antitrust Division must not work in a vacuum. It must maintain a 
liaison with the War and Navy Departments, the Department of Agriculture, 
the Department of Commerce, the Treasury Department and with the War 
Resources Board. This liaison may avoid duplication of work, it may permit 
the^joint use of personnel, and finally, it should prevent conflicts of policy. 

“2* Plans are already under way in the various departments to coordinate the 
agencies with business or statistical information. Out of this may come a War 
Industries Statistical and Research Committee. Such a service is essential in the 
determination of what complaints and what industrial situations the Antitrust 
Division can most effectively attack. It should supply much of the research which 
the Antitrust Division has had to do in the past in the preparation of its cases. 

“3. Plans are under way for a closer coordination of the personnel of the Fed¬ 
eral Trade Commission with that of the Antitrust Division. These two agencies 
should supplement each other. A definite policy for more effective cooperation 
with the Federal Trade Commission is being worked out. 

“4. Nationwide effort must be made to coordinate the work of the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice with the work of the state authorities. The Governors of 
Wyoming, Texas, California, and Missouri have already signified their willing¬ 
ness to tie state laws with federal laws dealing with restraints of trade. We 
need to work out a plan by which we may obtain orderly reports from local 
state enforcing units if we are to police the economic traffic of America during 
the difficult times ahead. 

“5. And finally, we must seek to organize consumers so that reliable com¬ 
plaints may reach us in an orderly way. The Consumers Council now attached 
to the Department of Agriculture may be made an important organization center 
and clearing house for consumer reporting in widely scattered localities.” 

S*3. Arnold’s statement on the purposes of the antitrust law. In an 
address on October 10, 1939, Mr. Thurman Arnold, Assistant Attorney General, 
stated the purposes of the antitrust law as follows: “The Antitrust Division is 
primarily concerned in seeing that the legal privileges granted to groups in a highly 
organized society are not unreasonably used. It does not seek to destroy any com¬ 
binations which can justify their existence in the interest of wide or cheap distri¬ 
bution of goods. The reasonable use of collective bargaining by labor, or farm 
cooperatives by farmers, or trade associations by small business, or the corporate 
franchise by great industrial organizations should not be attacked. Some of the 
privileges are established by the legislature, others by common law. Our task it not 
to stem the tide of progress, but to see that the use of such privileges is restricted 
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to the purposes for which they were granted. None of them, not even patents, were 
granted to be principally used in the restraint of trade.” 

(jjJJ)observation: The Antitrust Division’s prosecutions and investigations are con¬ 
ducted with the following ends in view: (1) To insure freedom of economic action 
wherever such freedom is possible without destroying efficiency; (2) To slow T down 
industrial concentration on a scale larger than the circumstances in any industry 
will justify; (3) To prevent cooperation between independent enterprises from de¬ 
generating into profiteering. 

(^observation: An essential part of the antitrust laws is the application of the “rule 
of reason.” This broadly means that only undue or unreasonable restraints violate 
the Sherman Act. In applying this test, the particular conditions in each cast 
will determine the legality of the practice. 

S # 4. How Antitrust Division will prevent unjustified increases. If the 

Antitrust Division finds that an unjustified price increase is the result of a 
combination, it can ordinarily make out a case that such combination is unreason¬ 
able. The test of whether the combination is unreasonable will be determined by 
the results. In the case of such an unreasonable combination, the organization will 
be found to be one that is not increasing efficiency of production or marketing; it is 
not passing the saving on to consumers. The Antitrust Division can in this way 
check any possible tendency of associations and organizations dealing with pro¬ 
duction and distribution to take advantage of situations where profiteering is 
possible. 

To prevent unjustified price increases from developing the Antitrust Division 
relies largely on the pressure of potential enforcement rather than on actual indict¬ 
ments. The Division has its investigators in all sections of the country analyzing 
specific situations. The result has been that in no industry which the Division is 
actively investigating has there been any price rise due to war conditions. 

S* 5. Penalties for antitrust law violations. The Antitrust Division has 
two tools to work with—the civil and the criminal procedure. The Division has 
found, however, that the criminal procedure is the only effective measure of pre¬ 
vention. The civil procedure has been found to be useless in making violations of 
the antitrust laws sufficiently hazardous so that they will not be carelessly or 
lightly undertaken. It has been found that without the imposition of penalties 
under the criminal indictment business men have everything to gain and nothing to 
lose in seeking profits through aggressive combinations. 

^recommendation: If you see that your competitors are getting together to fix 
prices at present levels, to raise them to increased levels or are in any way com¬ 
bining to affect prices, you should immediately complain to the Justice Depart¬ 
ment’s Antitrust Division which will investigate and take appropriate action. 
The Division operates largely on cases arising from complaints of businessmen. 
It keeps the name of the complainant confidential. You should bring what you 
consider to be unwarranted price increases in your industry to the attention of 
the Division. By so doing you may check a general price rise which would seri- 
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ously hinder your getting defense business. It is the function of the Division to 
check all such rises, and it is usually rather speedy in its action along these lines. 

S-6. Antitrust Division cooperates with OPA. Because the national 

defense program may require industry-wide cooperation and the carrying out of 
uniform policies by all sections of an industry, the Department of Justice has 
recognized that certain acts performed by industry to promote the public interest 
and not to achieve private purposes do not constitute violations of the antitrust 
laws. Business men who are asked to comply with government plans for increased 
production and for the prevention of inflation will not be penalized on charges of 
violating the antitrust laws because of cooperative action. The Department of 
Justice has, therefore, formulated a policy to assure business against any uncer¬ 
tainties. It should be noted, however, that the immunity thus given depends on 
the performance of the acts in question under the direction of public authority. 
The important points of this policy as set forth in a letter by the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral to the Office of Production Management and the Office of Price Administra¬ 
tion and Civilian Supply, since changed to the Office of Price Administration, are 
as follows: 

(1) Meetings of the industry with the Office of Production Management and 
the Office of Price Administration or their representatives are not illegal. Industry 
committees may be formed at the request of the Office of Production Management 
or the Office of Price Administration to work with representatives of such offices 
on problems involving defense. There is nothing unlawful in the industry co¬ 
operating in the selection of its representatives or in selecting members for com¬ 
mittees, or in the activities of such committees, provided that they are kept within 
the scope of this letter. 

Questions as to whether there is need for such a committee, and if so, how it 
shall be chosen, and by whom constituted, are the sole responsibility of the Office 
of Production Management or the Office of Price Administration. The Depart¬ 
ment of Justice does not participate in these decisions beyond the suggestion that 
any such committee should be generally representative of the entire industry and 
satisfactory to the Office of Production Management or the Office of Price 
Administration. 

(2) Each industry committee must confine itself to collecting and analyzing 
information and making recommendations to OPM or to OPA and must not 
undertake to determine policies for the industry. It must not attempt to compel 
or to coerce anyone to comply with any request or order made by a public 
authority. 

All requests for action on the part of any unit of an industry must be made to 
such unit by OPM or OPA and not by the industry committee. That is to say, 
the function of determining what steps should be taken in the public interest 
should in each case be exercised by the public authority which may seek the 
individual or collective advice of the industry. But the determination must not 
be made by the industry itself or by its representatives. 

(3) Requests for action within a given field, such as the field of allocation of 
orders, must be made only after the general character of the action has been 
cleared with the Department of Justice. If the general plan is approved, there- 
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after each request for specific action in carrying out such plan roust be made in 
writing and must be approved by the Office of the General Counsel of OPM or 
the office of the General Counsel of OPA but need not be submitted to the 
Department of Justice. In case of any change in the personnel of such offices or 
if serious practical difficulties arise, this latter arrangement may be revoked upon 
notice from the Attorney General. 

(4) Acts done in compliance with specific requests made by OPM or OPA 
and approved by their General Counsel in accordance with the procedure out¬ 
lined above will not be viewed by the Department of Justice as constituting a 
violation of the antitrust laws and no prosecutions will be instituted for acts 
performed in good faith and within the fair intendment of instructions given bv 
OPM or OPA pursuant to this procedure. 

^observation: It i s important to note that in the case of all plans or procedure 

the Department of Justice reserves complete freedom to institute civil actions to 

enjoin the continuing of acta or practices found not to be in the public interest and 
persisted in after notice to desist. 


S ‘ 7 ' Enfor cement of OPA’s orders by Antitrust Division. The activi- 
tresof the AntRrust Division of the Department of Justice have been coordinated 
with efforts by the Office of Price Administration to achieve enforcement of price 
orders The President has approved the following arrangement, set forth in a 
etter from the Attorney General to the Price Administrator, dated May 16, 1941: 

1. Whenever you find that prices are being driven up or held up bv anv 
method or device which is a probable violation of the antitrust laws, you may 
certify the case with such information as you have in support of it to this Depart¬ 
ment. The Department of Justice will give such cases priority of investigation 
and prosecution and will at once begin investigation by the Federal Bureau of 

Investigation, the staff of the Antitrust Division and, in appropriate cases by 
grand juries. ^ ’ y 

"2. Proposals of civil or criminal proceedings under the antitrust laws may 
before authorization by me, be submitted to you for advice as to whether the 
proposed action would have any adverse effect on your price-stabilizing efforts 
and if not, as to whether because of its effect on your work, the case should be 
conducted as a preferred case.

The Office of Price Administration was pre¬ 
ceded first by the Price Stabilization Division of the National Defense Advisory 
Commission, then by the Office of Price Administration and Civilian Supply which 
was then divided into the Office of Price Administration, on the one hand and 
the Division of Civilian Supply of OPM, on the other.

Division of the National Defense Advisory Commission under the direction of 
Commissioner Leon Henderson preceded the Office of Price Administration and 
Civilian Supply as the mam defense price control agency. It had the duty of 
observing price trends in basic commodities, making studies of all problems affect¬ 
ing prices and recommending legislation, policy or procedures to prevent unwar¬ 
ranted price increases such as occurred in the World War.

to the Office of Price Administration when OPACS was divided in two. 
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S*13. Establishment of the Office of Price Administration and Civilian 
Supply. On April 11,1941, the President established by Executive Order 8734 the 
Office of Price Administration and Civilian Supply as part of the Office of Emer¬ 
gency Management in the Executive Office of the President. It combines the price, 
consumer and in part the agricultural divisions of the National Defense Advisory 
Commission in a single organization, coordinate with the Office of Production 
Management, responsible directly to the President through the Office of Emergency 
Management, and equipped with all necessary authority. The Office is commonly 
designated by its initials as OPACS. 

S • 14. Purpose and responsibilities of OPACS. The purpose of the order 
setting up the Office was to prevent profiteering and unwarranted price increases, 
to insure the necessary supply of goods for civilian requirements after military 
needs have been met, and to see that there is an equitable distribution of the mate¬ 
rials and commodities which are available for civilian use. 

Four major responsibilities were given the Office of Price Administration and 
Civilian Supply. They are: 

1. Control over prices. 

2. Provision for the necessary supply of materials and commodities for civilian 
use once military needs have been met. 

3. Equitable distribution of those materials and commodities among compet¬ 
ing civilian groups. 

4. Protection of consumer interests. 

S*15. Structure of OPACS. The Office of Price Administration and Civil¬ 
ian Supply is divided into six sections: (1) The Price Division; (2) the Consumers 
Protection Division, headed by Harriet Elliott and carried over from the Defense 
Commission; (3) the Civilian Supply Division; (4) the General Counsel's Office; 
(5) the Defense Economics Service, which will deal with refinements of estimates 
of productive capacity and demand; and (6) the Defense Finance Section, which 
will study war finance techniques in other nations and recommend any tax or bor¬ 
rowing programs thought necessary to absorb buying power and check inflationary 
price trends. The Defense Finance Section will operate in close cooperation with 
the Securities and Exchange Commission. 

S • 16. Duties of the Administrator. The Administrator of OPACS is Leon 
Henderson who functioned as head of the Price Stabilization Division of the 
National Defense Advisory Commission. Full responsibility is invested in the 
Administrator, who is made head of the Office of Price Administration and Civilian 
Supply. To discharge the responsibilities vested in him, the Administrator will 
make the necessary studies and will conduct investigations and hold hearings. 
He will also consult and advise with other agencies of the government, especially 
the Office of Production Management, with regard to prices, supply, and their 

other activities which may affect prices. # 

Internal organization and management of the Office of Price Administration 

and Civilian Supply will be provided for by the Administrator, who is authorized 
to appoint such advisory committees as he may find necessary. 
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S*17. Price Administration Committee. The Administrator may of his 

own authority determine and publish maximum price schedules. It is also pro¬ 
vided, however, that he may convene a Price Administration Committee, created 
by executive order, and ask it to submit to him findings and recommendations in 
regard to maximum prices and other elements of costs. 

This Committee is composed of the Administrator, as chairman, and the Secre¬ 
tary of the Treasury, the Secretary of Agriculture, the Federal Loan Adminis¬ 
trator, the Chairman of the Federal Trade Commission, the Director General and 
Associate Director of the Office of Production Management, or such alternates as 
each may designate, and any other members whom the President may appoint. 

S*18. Powers of the Administrator. Broad powers are vested in the 
Administrator. These derive from the following statutes: 

(1) Section 9 of the Selective Training and Service Act of 1940 which provides 

for the placing of compulsory orders and for the requisitioning of plants in the 

event of failure or refusal to comply with such orders. The Administrator would 

recommend to the President the exercise of the authority vested in him whenever, 

in the opinion of the Administrator, such action by the President will enable the 

Administrator to carry out and secure compliance with any proper exercise of 
authority. (See U T -101) 

(2) Section 120 of the National Defense Act which contains the same provi¬ 
sions and would be used for the same purpose and in the same manner as Section 9, 
above. However, it is not operative in the absence of a full emergency. Its provi¬ 
sions are broader than those of Section 9, in that the President can exercise his 
powers through any department or officer of the government rather than being 
restricted to War and Navy. (See ffT-102) 

(3) Section 1 (15) of Title 49, U. S. C., which authorizes the President, in time 
of war or threatened war, to certify to the Interstate Commerce Commission that 
certain traffic shad have preference or priority in transportation. This power may 
be used as a sanction to secure compliance with maximum prices by withholding 
transportation facilities from violators. (See ffT-114) 

(4) The Act of October 10,1940 which authorizes the President to requisition 
materials denied export. The Administrator would recommend this procedure to 
the President in order to get an increased supply of materials and commodities and 
also to get compliance whenever such action is necessary. (See If Q-716) 

(5) Section 336(a) of Title III of the Tariff Act which authorizes the President 
to request the Tariff Commission to investigate differences in costs of production 
of any domestic article and of any like or similar foreign articles. The Adminis¬ 
trator will, thus get the aid of the Tariff Commission in conducting such studies 
and investigations as will enable him to discharge his responsibilities. As a matter 

of fact, the Tariff Commission has already undertaken a study of the co«ts of 
mining copper. " 


LAW: Act of June 17, 1930 (Tariff Act). Sec. 336(a), Tide III, 46 Slat. 701. In order 
to put into force and effect the policy of Congress by this chapter intended, the commission 
(1) upon request of the President, or (2) upon resolution of either or both Houses of 
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Congress, or (3) upon its own motion, or ( 4 \) when in the judgment of the commission there 
is good and sufficient reason therefor, upon application of any interested party, shall 
investigate the differences in the costs of production of any domestic article and of any like 
or similar foreign article. In the course of the investigation the commission shall hold hear¬ 
ings and give reasonable public notice thereof, and shall afford reasonable opportunity for 
parties interested to be present, to produce evidence, and to be heard at such hearings. The 
commission is authorized to adopt such reasonable procedure and rules and regulations as 
it deems necessary to execute its functions under this section. The commission shall report to 
the President the results of the investigation and its findings with respect to such differences 
in costs of production. If the commission finds it shown by the investigation that the duties 
expressly fixed by statute do not equalize the differences in the costs of production of the 
domestic article and the like or similar foreign article when produced in the principal com¬ 
peting country, the commission shall specify in its report such increases or decreases in rates 
of duty expressly fixed by statute (including any necessary change in classification) as it finds 
shown by the investigation to be necessary to equalize such differences. In no case shall the 
total increase or decrease of such rates of duty exceed 50 per centum of the rates expressly 
fixed by statute. 

S • 19. Power to release stockpile materials. An additional power that is 
vested in the Administrator is that of releasing stockpile materials. The authority 
of the President would be exercised by the Administrator in order to increase the 
available supply of materials and commodities and thereby to avoid shortages 
with potential price increases. Such action, of course, will be subject to our military 
defense needs as defined by the Secretary of War or the Secretary of the Navy. 

The following statutes involve the release of stockpile materials: 

( 1 ) Section 4 of the Act approved June 7,1939, which authorizes the President 
to permit, by order, the use from stockpiles of strategic and critical materials. 
These stockpiles are acquired by the Secretary of the Treasury upon direction of 
the Secretaries of War, Navy and Interior, acting through the Army and Navy 
Munitions Board. 

(2) Section 5 of the Reconstruction Finance Corporation Act which authorizes 
the Reconstruction Finance Corporation to finance the acquisition of strategic or 
critical materials “as defined by the President.” 

(3) Section 713(a)-7 of Title 15, U. S. C., Supp. x V, which provides that 
reserve stocks of strategic and critical materials acquired under a treaty, in ex¬ 
change for surplus agricultural commodities “shall be made available or disposed 
of by the Commodity Credit Corporation or other governmental agency only 
upon order of the President in accordance with the terms of the applicable treaty.” 

LAW: Section 713(a)-7 of Title 15, V.S.C., Supp. x V., 53 Slat. 1407. Notwithstanding 
any other provision of law, whenever the President, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate, has concluded a treaty involving the exchange of surplus agricultural commodi¬ 
ties produced in the United States which are held under loans made or made available by 
the Commodity Credit Corporation for stocks of strategic and critical materials produced 
abroad, the Commodity Credit Corporation is authorized, upon terms and conditions pre¬ 
scribed by the Secretary of Agriculture, to accept such strategic and critical materials in 
exchange for such surplus agricultural commodities; and for the purpose of such exchange, the 
Secretary of War, the Secretary of the Navy, and the Secretary of the Interior acting joint y 
through the agency of the Army and Navy Munitions Board shall determine which matena s 
are strategic and critical and the quantity and quality of such materials. In order to carry 
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out the provisions oj this section, the Commodity Credit Corporation is authorized, upon 
terms and conditions prescribed by the Secretary of Agriculture, to procure, convey, trans¬ 
port, handle, store, maintain, or rotate such surplus agricultural commodities, and such 
reserve stocks of strategic and critical materials, as may be necessary to accomplish the 
purposes of this section. 

The Commodity Credit Corporation is authorized and directed to transfer to ware¬ 
houses in or near cotton manufacturing centers in New England not to exceed three hundred 
thousand bales of cotton, to which it now has title or may hereafter acquire title, having 
regard for the grades and staples customarily required by manufacturers in that area: 
Provided, That all necessary costs in connection with such transfer will not result in addi¬ 
tional net cost to the Corporation. 

In determining specific cotton to be exchanged under this section, the determination shall 
be made by sampling and selection at the place where the cotton is stored on the date of 
ratification of a treaty providing for such exchange, and no cotton shall be exchanged under 
such treaty which, after such date, is transported to another place and there sampled and 
selected. Such reserve stocks of strategic and critical materials shall be stored on military or 
naval reservations or in other locations approved by the Secretary of War and the Secretary 
of the Navy. The Commodity Credit Corporation is authorized to transfer such reserve 
stocks of strategic and critical materials, upon such terms and conditions as the Secretary 
of Agriculture shall approve, to any other governmental agency. Such reserve stocks or 
strategic and critical materials shall be made available or disposed of by the Commodity 
Credit Corporation or other governmental agency only upon order of the President in 
accordance with the terms of the applicable treaty; when necessary to prevent deterioration 
the Commodity Credit Corporation or other governmental agency is authorized to replace 
those quantities of the reserve stocks of such strategic and critical materials subject to 
deterioration with equivalent quantities of the same materials. The funds now or hereafter 
made available to the Commodity Credit Corporation are hereby made available to carry 
out the purposes of this section. There is hereby authorized to be appropriated such addi¬ 
tional sums as may be required to carry out the provisions of this section. All funds for 
carrying out the provisions of this section shall be available for allotment to bureaus and 
o$ces of the Department of Agriculture, and for transfer to such other agencies of the 
Federal Government as the secretary of Agriculture may request to cooperate or assist in 
carrying out the provisions of this section. 

S • 20. Price policy of the Administrator. 

(0) observation : The creation of OPACS did not alter the basic policy in price con¬ 
trols. It is the purpose of the Administrator to apply a philosophy of flexible 
voluntary control where possible and of compulsory restraint only when absolutely 
necessary. Basically, the Administrator hopes to achieve stability in prices 
through maintaining a fair balance between supply and demand. As the Admin¬ 
istrator sees it, the problem of preventing sharp price increases will be tackled 
from the supply standpoint. If output can be expanded to keep pace with rising 
demand, the price problem is solved. There are three possible methods of combat¬ 
ing price increases: supply can be increased, demand can be curtailed, rigid con¬ 
trols can be applied. Rigid controls are apt to bog down the entire productive 
system if supply and demand are not kept in line. Henderson believes that co¬ 
operative efforts, education and persuasion should be sufficient until maximum 
output is attained. By that time, there is a good possibility that help will appear 
on the demand side of the picture as high taxes or government borrowing from low 
income groups begins to tap purchasing powers. 

The price control technique employed thus far by Leon Henderson is best 
described as price management or price administration. That it has been success- 
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ful is attested by the accomplishment of keeping a price index starting at 78 at 
the outset of the emergency from rising any higher than 82 while the production 
index was rising from 110 to 145. In price administration, the attempt is to check 
all factors going into price, keeping them as stable as possible and leveling out 
humps as they appear. Essentially the job is that of keeping demand from run¬ 
ning too far ahead of supply. In price control, the job is that of setting ceilings 
and checking to see that these are not violated. During the last war, drastic con¬ 
trols were made necessary because supplies fell so far behind demand. One lesson 
to be learned from Canadian war experiences is that the concentration of effort on 
expanded supply will avoid or at least postpone rigid controls. 

S*21. Relation of OPACS to other defense controls. The order estab¬ 
lishing the Office of Price Administration and Civilian Supply empowers it to “pro¬ 
vide, through the determination of policies and the formulation of plans and pro¬ 
grams, for the equitable distribution of the residual supply of such materials and 
commodities among competing civilian demands.” Activities of this nature neces¬ 
sarily involve an overlapping of OPACS and the activities of the Priorities Divi¬ 
sion of the OPM and the Priority Committee of the Army and Navy Munitions 
Board. OPACS definitely has a voice in the allocation of rationed material to non¬ 
defense manufacturers on the basis of the language in the order. 

In order to minimize the confusion occasioned by overlapping of responsi¬ 
bilities, OPACS and the Division of Purchases of the OPM have worked out the 
following formula: 

The Division of Purchases will inform OPACS of the procurement plans and 
proposals of government purchasing agencies and departments coming within its 
scope which might influence price stability or affect the supply of goods for civil¬ 
ians. Recommendations which OPACS may make in regard to such plans will be 
made through the Division of Purchases. OPACS will keep the Division of Pur¬ 
chases informed of all price investigations and proposed regulations which might 
influence procurement for defense. The Division of Purchases will not clear pro¬ 
posed contracts in which the prices do not conform to regulations set by OPACS, 
unless OPACS approves such contracts. All facilities and information of each 
agency will be made available to the other, and staff members will consult freely 
on matters coming within the range of their activity. Each agency will appoint 
a liaison officer to maintain close contact and to facilitate consultation with the 
other agency. 

(jjjp observation: OPACS and OPM are co-equal, independent arms of the Office of 
Emergency Management. Under the old set-up, the Price Stabilization. Commis¬ 
sioner was merely a member of the National Defense Advisory Commission but 
had no definite status in the OPM. As Price Stabilization Commissioner, however, 
Mr. Henderson was a member of the advisory Priorities Board of the OPM. With 

the establishment of OPACS Mr. Henderson's office becomes much more important.

S • 22. Text of Executive Order establishing OPACS. The following is 
the text of Executive Order No* 8734 establishing the Office of Price Administra¬ 
tion and Civilian Supply, dated April 11, 1941: .... 
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EXECUTIVE ORDER 

ESTABLISHING THE OFFICE OF PRICE ADMINISTRATION AND CIVILIAN 
SUPPLY IN THE EXECUTIVE OFFICE OF THE PRESIDENT AND DEFINING 

ITS FUNCTIONS AND DUTIES 

By virtue of the authority vested in me by the Constitution and the statutes, and in 
order to define further the functions and duties of the Office for Emergency Management with 
respect to the national emergency as declared by the President on September 8, 1939, for the 
purpose of avoiding profiteering and unwarranted price rises, and of facilitating an adequate 
supply and the equitable distribution of materials and commodities for civilian use, and finding 
that the stabilization of prices is in the interest of national defense and that this Order is 
necessary to increase the efficiency of the defense program, it is hereby ordered: 

1. There shall be in the Office for Emergency Management of the Executive Office of the 
President an Office of Price Administration and Civilian Supply, at the head of which shall 
be an Administrator appointed by the President. The Administrator shall receive compensa¬ 
tion at such rate as the President shall determine and, in addition, shall be entitled to 
actual and necessary transportation, subsistence, and other expenses incidental to the 
performance of his duties. 

2. Subject to such policies, regulations, and directions as the President may from time 
to time prescribe, and with such advice and assistance as may be necessary from the other 
departments and agencies of the Federal Government, and utilizing the services and facilities 
of such other departments and agencies to the fullest extent compatible with efficiency, the 
Administrator shall: 

a. Take all lawful steps necessary or appropriate in order (1) to prevent price 
spiraling, rising costs of living, profiteering, and inflation resulting from market condi¬ 
tions caused by the diversion of large segments of the Nation’s resources to the defense 
program, by interruptions to normal sources of supply, or by other influences growing 
out of the emergency; (2) to prevent speculative accumulation, withholding, and hoarding 
of materials and commodities; (3) to stimulate provision of the necessary supply of 
materials and commodities required for civilian use, in such manner as not to conflict 
with the requirements of the War, Navy and other departments and agencies of the 
Government, and of foreign governments, for materials, articles, and equipment needed 
for defense (such requirements are hereinafter referred to as “military defense needs”); 
and (4) after the. satisfaction of military defense needs to provide, through the deter¬ 
mination of policies and the formulation of plans and programs, for the equitable dis- 
tnbution of the residual supply of such materials and commodities among competing 
civilian demands. 

b. Make studies of the Nation’s civilian requirements for materials and commodities, 
the supply of goods and services, the status and trend of prices and factors thereof, and 
the impact of the defense program upon civilian living standards; exercise the powers 
of the President in requesting such studies pursuant to Section 336(a) of Title III of the 

(Title 19, U.S.C., Sec. 1336(a)); and conduct such investigations, hold 

such hearings, and obtain such reports as may be necessary or desirable to carry out this 
Order. 

. D®termine an d publish, after proper investigation, such maximum prices, com¬ 
missions, margins, fees, charges, or other elements of cost or price of materials or com¬ 
modities, as the Administrator may from time to time deem fair and reasonable; and 
take all lawful and appropriate steps to facilitate their observance. 

, d* Advise and make recommendations to other departments and agencies, whenever 
tlie Administrator deems it appropriate, in respect to the purchase or acquisition of 
materials and commodities by the Government, the prices to be paid therefor, and in 
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respect to such of their other activities as may affect the price of materials and com- 
modities. 

e. Inform the Office of Production Management of the amount, character, and 
relative importance of materials and commodities needed for civilian use; and advise and 
consult with the Office of Production Management with reference to its procurement, 
production planning, priority, and other actions the effect of which may be to diminish 
the supply of materials and commodities available for civilian use. 

f. Establish and maintain liaison with such departments and agencies of the Govern¬ 
ment and with such other public or private agencies and persons as the Administrator 
may deem necessary or desirable to carry out the provisions of this Order. 

g. Formulate programs designed to assure adequate standards for, and the most 
effective use of, consumer goods; stimulate the utilization of substitutes by civilians for 
consumer goods and commodities of limited supply; develop programs with the object 
of stabilizing rents; and promote civilian activities which will contribute to the purposes 
of this Order. 

h. Recommend to the President the exercise of the authority vested in him by the 
following named Acts, whenever, in the opinion of the Administrator, such action by the 
President will enable the Administrator to carry out and secure compliance with the 
provisions of Section 2a and 2c of this Order: 

(1) Section 9 of the Selective Training and Service Act of 1940 (Public No. 783, 76th 

Congress). 

(2) Section 120 of the National Defense Act (Title 50, U.S.C., Sec. 80). 

(3) Section 1 (15) of Title 49, U.S.C. 

(4) The Act of October 10, 1940 (Public No. 829, 76th Congress). 

i. Perform the functions and exercise the authority vested in the President by the 
following named Acts, in so far as and only to the extent that the authority conferred 
by such Acts will, in the opinion of the Administrator, enable him to carry out and secure 
compliance with the provisions of Section 2a and 2c of this Order: Section 713(a)-7 of 
Title 15, U.S.C., Supp. V; Section 4 of the Act approved June 7, 1939 (Title 50, U.S.C., 
Supp. V., Sec. 98c); and Section 5 of the Reconstruction Finance Corporation Act, as 
amended by the Act approved June 25, 1940 (Public No. 664, 76th Congress): subject 
to the disapproval by the Secretary of War or the Secretary of the Navy of each proposed 
action thereunder. 

j. Advise upon proposed or existing legislation, and recommend such additional 
legislation as may be necessary or desirable, relating to prices, rents, or the increase in 
supply and the equitable distribution of materials and commodities for civilian use. 

k. Keep the President informed in respect to progress made in carrying out this 
Order; and perform such other related duties as the President may from time to time 
assign or delegate to him. 

3. The Administrator may provide for the internal organization and management of the 
Office of Price Administration and Civilian Supply, and may appoint such advisory com¬ 
mittees as he finds necessary to the performance of his duties and responsibilities. The 
Administrator shall obtain the President’s approval for the establishment of the principal 
subdivisions of the Office and the appointment of the heads thereof. 

4. There shall be in the Office of Price Administration and Civilian Supply a Price 
Administration Committee consisting of the Administrator as Chairman, the Secretary of 
the Treasury, the Secretary of Agriculture, the Federal Loan Administrator, the Chairman of 
the Tariff Commission, the Chairman of the Federal Trade Commission, the Director 
General and Associate Director General of the Office of Production Management, or such 
alternate as each may designate, and such other members as the President may subsequently 
appoint. The Committee shall from time to time, upon request by the Administrator, make 
findings and submit recommendations to the Administrator in respect to the establishment ol 
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maximum prices, commissions, margins, fees, charges, and other elements of cost or price of 
materials or commodities as provided under paragraph 2c above. 

5. Within the limits of such funds as may be appropriated to the Office of Price Adminis¬ 
tration and Civilian Supply or as may be allocated to it by the President through the Bureau 
of the Budget, the Administrator may employ necessary personnel and make provision for 
necessary supplies, facilities, and services. However, the Office of Price Administration and 
Civilian Supply shall use such statistical, informational, fiscal, personnel, and other general 
business services and facilities as may be made available to it through the Office for Emergency 
Management or other agencies of the Government.

S*23. OPACS ratifies actions of Price Stabilization Division. The first 
action taken by Leon Henderson, as Administrator of OPACS, was to ratify the 
decisions, price schedules and other orders adopted by the Price Stabilization 
Division of the National Defense Advisory Commission, its predecessor. He did 
so in a ruling issued on April 16, 1941, which read as follows: 

“All price schedules, instructions, announcements, forms and notices heretofore 
issued, promulgated or adopted, and all committees formed, by the Advisors on 
Pi ice Stabilization and Consumer Protection, members of the Advisory Commis¬ 
sion to the Council of National Defense, or by the Price Stabilization and Con¬ 
sumer Divisions of the Advisory Commission to the Council of National Defense, 
are hereby ratified, adopted and continued in effect, until modified, terminated or 
superseded, as price schedules, instructions, announcements, forms, notices and 

committees, of the Office of Price Administration and Civilian Supply and the 
Administrator thereof.” 

S*24. OPACS uses other government agencies. OPACS is not content 
with using its own instruments. It is determined to utilize other government 
agencies wherever possible. For example, in April, 1941, it submitted to the Inter¬ 
state Commerce Commission a protest against the increase in rates proposed by 
steamship companies for transporting lumber. This is believed to be the first 
instance in which one government agency has appeared before another govern¬ 
ment agency to oppose an action on the ground that it would be harmful to the 
defense program. 

S*25. OPACS utilizes research facilities. A central Bureau of Research 
and Statistics was organized in OPM under the direction of Stacy May as a clear¬ 
ing house for information required by the various divisions of the OPM, partic- 
ularly in respect to information developed from other government agencies. Much 
of this information deals with the determination of materials and facilities re- 

? U1 inuxt. the . 1 armed forces and the nature of the ^sources of the nation available 
to nil both military and civilian requirements. 

Analysis of both the materials and resources have been coupled with con¬ 
sideration of measures for control and price stabilization. Numerous proposals 
for price regulation are being studied with great care. The Division is giving

special consideration to the application of priorities from the viewpoint of their 
impact on prices. Surveys are also being made by this Division of the economic 
organization and controls within the belligerent countries. 

Standards are being formulated to guide procurement agencies in connection 
with recent legislation authorizing negotiated contracts in lieu of competitive 


bidding. 

The domestic price structure is under constant surveillance. When price 
increases appear unjustified conferences have been held and will continue to be 
arranged. Voluntary agreement is sought in this connection, and thus far business 
has evidenced its desire to cooperate. 


S • 26. OPA succeeds OPACS. In connection with the establishment of the 
Supply Priorities and Allocations Board, it was determined that the function of 
price fixing be placed in the Office of Price Administration. The name of the 
existing Office of Price Administration and Civilian Supply was changed to the 
Office of Price Administration. The personnel, records, etc. of the Office of Price 
Administration relating to civilian allocation were transferred to the Office of 
Production Management to be located in the Division of Civilian Supply in the 
Office of Production Management. In this way, the general policy governing 
civilian supply allocation was placed in SPAB and the function of price adminis¬ 
tration was left in the old office of OPACS, with Leon Henderson as Administrator 
of OPA. Mr. Henderson was also designated as the head of the Division of 

Civilian Supply of OPM. 
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Price Control Methods 

S*35. Policing of individual commodities. One of the basic principles in 
the approach used by the Office of Price Administration and Civilian Supply is 
that price control can be most effective on the basis of surveillance of individual 
commodities. As a result, OPACS has usually observed the following steps in 
policing prices: 

(1) Announcement that it is studying a particular commodity. 

(2) Issuance of a request that prices be stabilized. 

(3) Issuance of a warning that a price ceiling will be imposed. 

(4) Imposition of a price ceiling by means of a price schedule. 

The issuance of a price schedule is usually preceded by a period in which 
various official agencies inform those circles likely to be affected by the establish¬ 
ment of a price ceiling that a situation exists demanding a limitation of price 
increases. Sometimes such warnings are made without the intention of issuing a 
price schedule. In such cases, it is hoped that the warning will deter producers, 
wholesalers and retailers from raising their prices above the limitation considered 
reasonable within the defense economy. Such elastic and informal voluntary con¬ 
trol is preferred to a rigid price schedule. OPA officials have issued warnings either 
through official statements made in the course of conferences between OPA officials 
and representatives of the pertinent industry or through press releases. 

Certain measures, such as the creation of stockpiles and the purchase and sale 
of stocks held by RFC corporations, may also be either preliminary steps to a 
price schedule or may be intended to avoid the imposition of a price schedule. 

S*36. Devices used by OPA as price control measures. The following 
is a list of weapons which OPA can bring to bear, in addition to the establish¬ 
ment of price schedules, on situations which threaten price dislocations: 

(1) Publicity for unwarranted price increases. 

(2) Threat of withholding freight car space, and even commandeering and 
government operation if prices are not held in check. 

(3) Use of substitute materials, e.g., corrugated paper boxes for lumber pack¬ 
ings. This is one of the techniques which have a double purpose. The members of 
an industry are reluctant to see business diverted to another industry and will 
therefore think twice about price increases which might result in such a diversion. 
Secondly, use of a substitute material helps to absorb an existing demand. 

(4) Round table agreements to hold prices in line. 

(5) Negotiating contracts at lower than bid prices. Power to place com¬ 
pulsory orders at a price fixed by the government is in the background here. 

(6) Accumulation of government-owned stockpiles through RFC and other 
agencies and either threatening to release materials in these stockpiles or actually 
throwing them into the market to combat shortages. 
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(7) Slack season buying to stabilize operations and curtail costs. 

(8) Removal of restrictions on farm production. This technique may be used 
to hold food prices down. 

(9) Compulsory farming out of defense work to utilize idle facilities, boost 
output and avoid shortages. 

(10) Suspension of trading in futures on commodity exchanges and raising 
margins to prevent speculation. 

(11) Threatened or actual antitrust prosecution. 

(12) Giving cargo priority to imported commodities which are rising in price 
because a shipping bottleneck is diminishing the supply. 

(13) Recommendng tariff adjustments. 

(14) Recommending checks on installment buyers to reduce demand. 

(15) Fighting cost increases. OPA is empowered to hold hearings on cost. 
Thus, Administrator Henderson has succeeded in getting charter rates lowered 
through Maritime Commission cooperation. 

S*37. Round table agreements. Price control by round table agreements 
is one of the techniques of checking run-away price possibilities to come into use. 
Voluntary agreements entered into between producers, and maintenance of an 
adequate supply of sensitive commodities will be used to control upward price 
movements. Export control directed at certain strategic and essential materials, 
e.g., mercury, is another important price control move. When these fail, the 
more drastic controls contemplated by the Industrial Mobilization Plan will be 
the next resort. It is to be noted that even in an economy as fully geared for war 
as that of Canada, the maintenance of an adequate supply of items which appear 
likely to experience an upward price movement has proven adequate to keep 
prices in line. Thus, until the upward pressure on prices becomes more severe, 
price control efforts will probably be confined to this three-point program. 


1. Voluntary agreement. 

2. Export control. 

3. Acquisition of stocks of sensitive commodities 

UobservatJon: The foregoing three-point program, while not making up a formal 
price control program such as that contemplated by the Industna o * 

loose price control moves which have been made up to 

are anti-nrofiteering publicity, and gestures by the Antitrust Division of the 
Department of Justice. The reduction of import quotas, which halted a rising 
price movement in sugar last fall, was a step in the direction of maintaining ade¬ 
quate supply. 

^observation: That the national defense program will not serve as an ex- 

bv Leon Henderson, then in charge of the Price Stabilization Division of the Na¬ 
tional Defense Advisory Commission. Mr. Henderson s statements were d rected 
primarily at the lumber industry, but his views are considered equally applicab 
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to all industries playing a prominent part in construction and other defense work 
Mr. Henderson’s statement follows: 

“The defense statement does not justify any increase in lumber prices, and 
recent advances have been due to unfounded rumors of actual defense needs in 
the next twelve months. The fact that several contracts for cantonments were 
recently awarded by the War Department has given rise to rumors of defense 
requirements far beyond the government’s actual needs. These requirements are 
well within the bounds of the normal capacity of the industry.” 

S*38. Publicity as a price control. 

(p Illustration : An illustration of the manner in which the price control authorities 
check what they consider to be unwarranted price increases by publicity, is fur¬ 
nished by the attack against unfavorable price situations in the copper, zinc and 
lead industries by the NDAC. It stated flatly that there was “no justification for 
the recent unfavorable price situation in the copper, zinc and lead industries” in 
a release issued by the Defense Commission on September 27, 1940. Though going 
into little detail, Commissioner Leon Henderson stated that the profit situation 
in the industry was good, stocks on hand ample, and smelting facilities sufficient. 
An attempt of the manufacturers using these metals to cover all their long-term 
requirements at current prices was one of the major reasons, according to Com¬ 
missioner Henderson, for the price flurries. 

Mr. Henderson requested a conference of the representatives of producers and 
consumers be held and warned that if the artificial price rise was not stemmed as 
a result of this conference, he should make suggestions to the President on steps 
to be taken, under existing laws, to check this tendency. 

(jjjp observation: Such statements as these are ordinarily sufficient to check price situ¬ 
ations considered unhealthy price authorities. It should be noted that cognizance 
was taken of the fact that the increase was apparently due to an artificially created 
demand which affected price. 

(^recommendation: Any attempt to jack up market prices through manipulating a 
temporary heavy influx of new orders or by attempting to create a psychological 
fear of shortage will be spotted and attacked immediately through the type of 
publicity used in the copper, lead and zinc industry situation. 

S*39. The commodity inventory problem. It is apparent that with the 
terrific expansion in industrial activity due to defense, a seller’s market will exist. 
This does not mean that prices will skyrocket to impossible heights. It does mean 
that there will be a rising price tendency, although there will probably be no uni¬ 
form increases in commodity prices. The machinery for price control which the 
government now has available and which has been outlined in preceding para¬ 
graphs will be used when necessary. As in the case of zinc and copper prices, 
publicity will be given to unwarranted price increases. 

(^precommendation: Your buying policy today can be one of greater certainty than 
it has been for a number of years. You should purchase the basic commodities 
which you need to operate your business for a reasonable period, but it is unwise 
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and ccjiRraiy to good business operation for you to buy more than you will need 

in the hope of making a profit on this commodity speculation rather than on the 

production of finished articles which you manufacture. Leave the gambling in 

commodities to the commodity speculator and do not build up huge inventories 
because you fear a drastic price inflation. 

Vrr* 0 --* In the lon 8 run > speculation by manufacturers in the commodities 
which they need to produce their finished articles would mean inevitably a gen- 

eral trend or pattern toward such speculation on the part of all business generally. 
An inflationary movement of price levels would be started by this process and 
would inevitably result in kicking your own expenses upward, necessitating a 
cut in production, and sabotaging completely the defense program. 

(|JP observation. This does not mean that where price levels are now at an abnormal 
low, price rises in such cases will be immediately jumped upon by the price author¬ 
ities. It is only where OPA feels that such rises are unjustified that it will 
step in with the weapon of publicizing the increases and letting public opinion take 
its course. Compulsory price controls appear to be some distance away so long as 
business is vigilant in checking commodity speculation among the family of indus¬ 
tries. Voluntary controls appear sufficient, but it must be remembered that with 
many billions being poured into defense purchases, it is necessary to check con¬ 
stantly against unwarranted price increases. You may be sure that unwar¬ 
ranted price rises will receive prompt attention and have the glare of publicity 
turned on them. 

S • 40. Study of commodity margins. The effort to introduce price stabil¬ 
ity for the various commodities necessarily involves the counteracting of specula¬ 
tive influences which may effect price rises. Consequently, OPA has been en¬ 
listing the cooperation of commodity exchanges. It has brought about increases in 
margin requirements in relation to commodity futures and even suspension of all 
trading in zinc futures in order to cut down excessive speculative activity. Among 
matters which it has been raising in the course of conferences with the Boards of 
Governors of various exchanges is the initiation of steps to discourage solicitation 
of speculative accounts. In some cases, it has asked the exchanges to shorten trad¬ 
ing hours and to review all circulars, general market letters, telegrams and charts 
with a view to preventing speculative rises. 

S*41. Pricing practices studied. The practices indulged in by business 
men in establishing their prices are further factors which affect ultimate price. In 
a period when efforts are being made to keep prices in line, defense agencies are 
concerned with the observance of pricing practices which will not tend to drive 
price levels out of bounds. Consequently, OPA and its Consumer Division are 
engaged, particularly in the case of retail business, in attempting to establish prin¬ 
ciples of pricing practice which will not cause dislocation in the price structure. 

S • 42. Control of rent. In order to prevent undue rent increases, the Office 
of Price Administration has sponsored the organization of Fair Rent Committees 
in local communities. Since July 23, 1941, when Mr. Henderson announced that 
Fair Rent Committees had been organized in 21 municipalities in 10 States, 35 
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additional committees have been formed. This number is increasing daily as 
public sentiment against rent gouging in defense areas increases. A list of cities 
and communities in which committees have been formed follows:

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S'65. Control of consumer prices. The Consumer Division of the Office 
of Price Administration and Civilian Supply, headed by Miss Harriet Elliott, 
was given charge of the aspects of the broadened defense program insofar as con¬ 
sumers are affected and was given the duty of making recommendations for con¬ 
sumer protection. The Consumer Division is required to know the needs of con¬ 
sumers and insure adequate supplies to them to fit these needs at an adequate 
price. 


(^observation: The method by which the Consumer Division keeps check of con 
sumer needs and price increases in those fields is through the operation of an 
Economic Section. This Section is engaged in studies of the problems which affect 

the supply of goods to consumers, consumer requirements, commodity inventories, 
industrial locations, raw material prices and similar subjects. 


S-66. Problems in consumer prices. Roughly, one of the problems with 
which OP A is coping in price control matters is to prevent a tremendous price 
increase in consumer goods due to the huge government purchasing under 
the defense program. OPA as an agency of the government is naturally 
interested in keeping the prices of commodities which the government pur¬ 
chases at as low or fair a level as possible. It wants no profiteering on gov¬ 
ernment contracts or government purchases. But it is better able to take care of 
this situation than of the situation where consumer prices are affected by govern¬ 
ment purchases. It can commandeer factories which control industrial output 
if the manufacturers refuse to produce under government contracts at fair price 
levels. Where a large order of certain materials for defense creates a shortage or 
a fear of shmtage of that same material for ordinary consumer purchasing, it is 

extremely difficult for the government to check unwarranted price increases. This 
then, is the problem of the Consumer Division. 

The speed with which the defense money is being allocated to industry natu¬ 
rally stiffens the market as far as price is concerned. The function of the Con¬ 
sumer Division is to see that the direct and indirect effects of defense business do 
not cause the day-to-day necessities of the civilian population to jump to price 
levels out of reach of the average wage earner. Heavy buying by defense pur! 

can easily throw all prices out of line unless cooperative efforts 
e made to check this tendency. At the present time retail groups are policing 
their own consumer prices in an effective manner and are receiving vigorous sud- 
port from the Consumer Division. Cooperation between all cLZer-seZ, 
groups and the Consumer Division is evidenced by the appointment of ninf

price increases. If the latter were the case, it would be suggested that it might 

be better to let prices take a normal course rise than be raised artificially. 


S-67. Retailers’ program to check price rises. The Department of Jus¬ 
tice approved the four-point program of the Retailers’ Advisory Committee for 
price reporting at the pre-retail level to curb unjustified price increases on con¬ 
sumers goods. Representing more than fifty national retail trade associations, 
the committee was chosen at the meeting called in August, 1940, by Miss Harriet 
Dlliott, head of the Consumer Division. 


Thurman Arnold, Assistant Attorney General, in a communication to the com¬ 
mittee declared the Justice Department saw no objection to the plan from the anti¬ 
trust law standpoint and suggested that the results of all invesigations made under 
it be forwarded to the Department. 


The text of Mr. Arnold’s communication follows: 

"I have your letter of October 7, 1940, submitting the plan of the Retailers’ 
Advisory Committee to assist in preventing unwarranted price increases on con¬ 
sumers’ goods. 

“The plan does not appear to present any problem under the antitrust laws. 
Accordingly, this Department sees no objection to giving the plan a trial. 

“I note that under item 2(g), situations will be referred to the Department 
of Justice which cannot be disposed otherwise. I would suggest that the Depart¬ 
ment also be furnished with the results of all investigations which may be under¬ 
taken under the plan.” 


The four phases of the plan, as given out by the committee, are: 

(1) To obtain and distribute, through trade organizations, information about 
prices at the pre-retail level and to refer seemingly unjustified increases to the 
associations involved and to collect and coordinate the results of such investiga¬ 
tions. 


(2) To watch for and discourage the use of “scare” advertising based on “buy 
now” arguments and to discourage both retailers and consumers about speculative 
buying and to distribute to the press information about buyers who, in the past, 
suffered losses in commodity speculation. 

(3) To publicize examples of purchases made by retailers or by government 
agencies for defense purposes in such a way that production facilities and the 
retail market suffer no disturbances. 
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(4) To urge retailers to give full information to the public about changes in 
the quality of goods. 

S-68. Policy for calculating prices. Miss Harriet Elliott has proposed 

a retail price policy, which if carried out, she believes, would make it unnecessary 

to establish any system of licensing control involving a fixing of profit margins 

over retail and wholesale businesses. Miss Elliott made the following recom¬ 
mendations: 

(a) Anticipated cost increases which have not yet materialized should not be 
made the basis for price advances; 

(b) When prices of new goods advance, inventory should be averaged out— 
not marked up to the new level; 

(c) Mark-ups should not be fixed on the basis of percentage of cost unless it 
can be shown that costs have advanced by an equivalent amount. 

{^Illustration: This last is the most significant. An item costs $1 a unit. Traditional 

mark-up is 50%, making the retail sales price $1.50. If the cost of this item 

should advance to $1.50, percentage mark-up system would fix the retail price at 

$2.25. Miss Elliott feels that the retail price should be held at $2, unless it can be 

shown that the $.50 mark-up is no longer sufficient to cover overhead and operat¬ 
ing cost. 


S-69. “Price prevailing” system denounced. Miss Harriet Elliott has 

f,^ demi ! ed thc systein of selling consumer goods on a “price prevailing” basis 
the refusal of manufacturers to quote a specific price at the time of sale, and 
their insistence that goods be sold on the basis of prices prevailing at the time of 
shipment, is harmful in three important respects,” she said. 

(1) “The uncertainty concerning future prices has a disruptive effect on 
markets and may lead to the hoarding of supplies and speculative price increases. 

(2) “On the manufacturing side, there is the danger of inefficiency in produc¬ 
tion resulting from the knowledge that cost increases can more easily be passed

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ment of price ceilings for particular commodities, as the needs arise. Certainly, 
price inflation is the one evil of a defense-generated boom which you can be sure 
will be prevented. 

“Maintain quality. This brings me to another specific recommendation. Not 
only is it essential to maintain reasonable prices, but it is equally important to 
maintain quality. Any hidden advances in prices brought about by an unneces¬ 
sary reduction in quality, or any failure to indicate clearly to consumers the exact 
quality of the merchandise offered for sale, is contrary to the national interest at 
this time. Furthermore, it may be taken for granted that any price control pro¬ 
gram which may have to be initiated by the government will most certainly 
include some recognition of the quality problem. 

“Maintain supplies. A third recommendation is the necessity of maintaining 
adequate supplies of those consumer goods which are available and to provide 
suitable substitutes for those which are scarce. It is, of course, your natural func¬ 
tion as retailers to study the wants of consumers in your communities, and to fore¬ 
cast them as accurately as possible. This function will become increasingly com¬ 
plicated as we move into an 'all-out' defense effort. Increasing responsibilities 
will rest upon the shoulders of buyers to familiarize themselves with the sources 
of supply for the goods and substitutes required by their communities. 

“Avoid scare selling. A final recommendation is one we have made repeatedly: 
avoid scare advertising. To that I should like to add, avoid scare selling of all 
sorts. The retailers of the country, in cooperation with the better business bureaus, 
and the Consumer Division of the National Defense Advisory Commission, have 
succeeded quite well in eliminating printed scare advertising. They have not 
succeeded, however, in getting the idea across to their clerks and sales people that 
scare selling is equally taboo. Efforts to encourage the consumer to buy more 
than he or she intended to on the grounds that scarcities are coming and prices 
are going to be higher must be stopped. It is part and parcel of the ‘business as 
usual' philosophy which Donald Nelson has said repeatedly is out of the window 
for the duration. Not only does such selling contribute to unnecessary hoarding, 
but it has the same inflationary effect as though it were printed in the newspapers 
over the name of your store.” 

S*71. Powers of compulsion. When a price movement is discovered, there 
is not available to the OPM or to any other government agencies any specific 
price-control authority which gives the government agency direct compulsory 
power except as indicated in the possible punitive action of the Antitrust Division 
of the Department of Justice under the Sherman Act. However, there is a very 
definite power of compulsion inherent in the possibility of industrial commandeer¬ 
ing. This has already been brought to bear in the case of the lumber industry. 
Confronted with a situation where some grades of lumber had risen in price by 
52%, Administrator Leon Henderson warned the industry that if it did not reduce 
prices voluntarily so that the government could get the lumber it needs for military 
purposes, he would recommend a draft of the industry. He said: “We can get 
lumber. The government can get all it wants by having the Commander-in-Chief 
of the Army and Navy fix a price and forbidding buyers to pay more. And then 
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if not enough comes out, we can use the Selective Service Act to draft lumber the 
same as we are drafting men. I am going to make that recommendation unless the 
situation improves. The situation cannot go on as it has.” 

By using the power given to the President under the Draft Act, the government 
can compel industry to provide materials “at a reasonable price as determined by 
the Secretary of War or the Secretary of the Navy, as the case may be” under pen¬ 
alty of having the industry taken over by the government and those responsible 
punished by fine or imprisonment. (See T-101) 

S*72. Use of substitutes to offset price rises. One method of offsetting 
price rises is to use substitutes. The Army moved to restrain high lumber prices 
when the Quartermaster Corps changed the specifications for the packaging of 
clothing and other equipage now being bought for the Army. Corrugated cardboard 
and solid-fiber boxes are to be substituted for the wooden containers previously 
used on Army shipments of shirts, v:ork clothing, socks, underwear, mosquito bars, 
field caps and gloves. It was forecast that cash savings, as a result of this decision, 
would amount to 8$ on each blanket purchase and $57,750 on a shipment of a 
million Array overcoats. Studies made by the Army showed that only 22% of the 
potential corrugated and fiber box manufacturing capacity of the country is being 
used today, indicating that ample supplies of the containers could be obtained 
without delay. 

(^observation: The resort to these methods to bring down lumber prices is an 
attempt to discipline the lumber industry without recourse to the serious measure 
of commandeering threatened by Leon Henderson. (See S-71) It is an applica¬ 
tion of an important principle involved in avoiding the effects of price increases, 
namely, the shift to substitutes when prices on commodities begin to mount too 
high. 

(jjjPrecommendation: Businessmen will do well to take a leaf out of the government’s 
book in this respect. Whenever there is danger of any material moving out of 
reach—due either to price increases or actual shortage—it is wise to seek substi¬ 
tutes. A campaign of exploration for substitutes w r ell in advance of the appear¬ 
ance of any such condition is worthwhile. Businessmen cannot begin at too early 
a date to explore all the possibilities of finding substitutes for the commodities they 
now use. When the situation actually appears, it may then be too late to seek 
escape through other avenues. Advance planning is one of the best safeguards. 

S*73. Business practices to be policed in relation to prices. 

(^observation: A further phase of the Administrator’s policy is the policing of busi¬ 
ness practices which relate to prices. To protect consumers against price increases 
by indirection, OPA is drawn more and more into a supervision of construc¬ 
tion and quality as well as price tags. This was true in the preliminary announce¬ 
ment of a schedule establishing price ceilings for tires and tubes at both whole¬ 
sale and retail levels. (See flVm* 1,150) Tire manufacturers were not to be 
permitted to make any changes in construction quality or lines of tires and tubes 
except after conference with OPA. 
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In addition, indirect price increase can be accomplished by methods other 
than quality reduction. Trade-in allowances can be juggled. Service can be 
reduced. Sellers can compel customers to buy services or other items in order 
to get the price-fixed article at OPA’s price tag. OPA fully recognizes that it 
cannot police prices without policing the buying-selling practices. When bakers, 
for example, were asked (see flVe-150) to check advancing bread prices, OPA 
asked that there be no change in (1) volume discounts; (2) cash discounts; (3) 
credit practices; (4) stale bread allowances; (5) other practices. 

S*74. Policing changes in quality. Methods of advising the American 
consumer of quality changes in consumer goods resulting from substitutions, cost 
increases and manufacturing simplification programs during the defense emer¬ 
gency are being explored by a newly formed advisory panel on Consumer Goods 
Distribution and Use, set up to work with the Standards Section of the Consumer 
Division of the Office of Price Administration according to a statement issued by 
OPA on September 17, 1941. This panel, consisting of representatives of manu¬ 
facturers, retailers, women’s organizations and consumer cooperatives, will supple¬ 
ment two other standards panels previously announced by Miss Harriet Elliott, 
Associate Administrator in charge of the Consumer Division of OPA. These 
groups will advise the Consumer Division on the use of standards, grades and 
quality-identifying labels as measures for consumer protection and conservation 
of industrial resources during the emergency. The distribution and use panel will 
concentrate on ways of providing consumers with more adequate advice on the 
goods they buy. With more detailed buying information, the Consumer Division 
believes, household buyers will be able to contribute to the defense program by 
purchasing goods which will give maximum service. It is pointed out that this 
will prevent the waste of consumer dollars and manufacturing resources vital to 
defense. The panel will seek to bring together the experience of the organizations 
which have been helping consumers get better buying information, such as the 
National Consumer-Retailer Council, large department stores, mail order houses 
and various manufacturers. It will undertake specific studies, like investigation of 
simplification proposals for household refrigerators, washing machines and electric 
hand irons. 

The Governmental and Institutional Purchasing Agents’ Panel will continue 
its study of the use of specifications and testing in institutional purchasing to 
determine how standards can be best used during the emergency to save strategic 
materials and to prevent waste. 

S • 75. Warning against “pyramiding” of excise tax. The Administrator 
of the Office of Price Administration made the following statement regar ing 
excise taxes on October 1, 1941: 

“The increased prices paid by consumers as the result of the new levies should i in no case 
reflect more than the actual dollar amount of the manufacturers’ total excise tax. this po icy 
should be applied to cases where excise taxes are continued and increased as well as w ere 
taxes are now being levied for the first time. 

“Pyramiding of these taxes must be carefully guarded against.. Where a m^ n ^ a f c ^ u . r ,^ 
sells an article for $100 and passes on the 10% excise tax it results m a price o $ o 
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wholesaler. Should the latter compute his regular mark-up price on the $110 price, instead of 
on the $100 base, the price to the retailer will be raised by more than the amount of the tax. 
If the retailer in turn calculates his mark-up, on this total, the final cost of the article to the 
ultimate consumer will be raised considerably in excess of the actual excise tax. 

“Properly figured, the tax should be left out of all mark-up calculations. The threat to the 
general price structure if ‘Pyramiding’ of the new tax is resorted to by distributors of 
merchandise is real and dangerous. I am sure that American business men will take steps to 
avert this threat.” 
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Analysis of the Emergency Price Control Act of 1942 


S*1G0. Why price control. To understand price control one must keep in 
mind that price constitutes one of the pillars on which the business structure 
stands. Price fluctuations cause a rise or fall in the waves that flow through all 
the channels of your business life. As a general rule, a period of rising prices has 
meant an expansion of production as business responds to the appeal of higher 

profit. On the other hand, falling prices have always tended to discourage expan¬ 
sion and increased production. 

In a period of war, however, when the government’s first concern is an ever- 

increasing production of armament, new problems enter into the price picture. 

Shortages begin to appear in areas where plenty formerly existed. War industries 

begin to drain off the stream of available supplies, leaving civilian industry high 

and dry. The law of supply and demand, if left to operate freely, begins to push 

prices up as the demand outstrips supply. Inflation may threaten. There has 

been much talk about the danger of an inflation in this country. Despite every 

indication that such a danger will be avoided, various devices, including price 

and credit control and taxes, are being applied to check any dangerous tendencies. 

True, prices have risen and are likely to continue to rise, but no danger of a 

runaway inflation like that which Germany experienced from 1919-23 exists in 
this country. 


(jjjPreeommencfatfon: Private individuals, as contrasted with business firms, are to be 
cautioned against maintaining a consistent policy of advance buying. It is more 
likely to bring loss than gain. Commodities bought in advance as a rule lose much 
m0 j ei " value from being stored than would be represented by a price increase even 
of 10% or 20%. During the past few months waves of advance buying have 
rapidly led to recessions—temporary at leastr-such as were experienced in the 
ur trade and certain other luxury industries. Even without price measures,

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S-101. Purposes of the Price Control Act. The Act sets forth definite 

objectives to be accomplished. Most important among them are: 

(1) To stabilize prices and prevent unwarranted increases. 

(2) To secure adequate production. 

(3) To eliminate profiteering, hoarding and other disruptive practices. 

(4) To protect persons with relatively fixed and limited incomes, consumers, 
wage earners, etc., from undue impairment of their standard of living. 

(5) To prevent hardships resulting from abnormal price increases. 

(6) To prevent a post-emergency collapse of values. 

(7) To permit voluntary cooperation between the government and producers, 
processors and others to accomplish these purposes. 

(jjpobservation. These objectives are important. The Price Administration is certain 
to cover large sectors because of the vast business area that is bound to be 
affected. Aside from the limitations which are specifically contained in the Act, 
the Administrator may only be required to prove that the particular measure 
falls within one or several of these objectives. 

S • 102. What the law covers. The area in which prices may be fixed is 
deliberately made very broad. The term “commodity” is defined by the Act to 
mean not only the tangible material itself but services rendered in connection 
with the processing, distribution, storage, installation, repair or negotiation of 
purchases or sales of commodities, or in connection with the operation of any 
service establishment for the servicing of a commodity. The Act also gives the 
Price Administrator the authority to establish a ceiling over rents in defense 
areas. In.the case of agricultural products, certain minimum levels or “floors” 
are established below which no ceiling may be imposed. (See jfS*119). Certain 
very important elements are excluded from the jurisdiction of the Price Adminis¬ 
trator: no ceiling may be set on wages, on rates of public utilities, common car¬ 
riers and insurance, on interest or on rents on property outside of defense housing 
accommodations in defense areas. Where other agencies are in charge of prices, 
as in the case of public utilities, the Price Administrator will have no jurisdiction 
but will undoubtedly maintain close contact with the proper authorities. Similarly, 
there is no intention to interfere with such legislation as the Guffey Act, which 
sets minimum prices for coal. No regulation may be imposed on publishing as 
such, radio, motion pictures, advertising and professional services. 

(jjjpobservation: There is no distinction in the Act between commodities essential for 
war and civilian use, and other commodities. Almost certainly, however, those 
commodities most essential for war and for basic civilian needs will be watched 
more carefully and their prices fixed more rigorously than those of other com¬ 
modities. Luxury goods may, in many instances, be permitted to rise, since such 
price rises will either discourage consumption or will produce additional profits 
which will find their way back to the government till. 

S*103. Wages under price control. The Senate inserted into the Act a 
declaration that it shall be the policy of the departments and agencies of the 
government dealing with wages to work toward a stabilization of prices, fair and 
equitable wages and costs of production. 
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(^observation: This is merely a statement of policy and does not give the Price 
Administrator any authority to interfere with wage problems. The stated policy, 
however, may have a definite effect on the handling of wage disputes by other 
government authorities. 


S • 104. Requests temporarily freezing prevailing prices. All of the meth¬ 
ods applied by OPA to control prices prior to the enactment of the law have now 
been legalized. As in the past, price freezing requests will continue to be a 
potent weapon in the hands of the Administrator to stop price rises temporarily 
until a complete study of a cost and price situation can be made. Under the 
terms of the Act, the Administrator may freeze prices either at the prevailing 
level or at the level prevailing within five days prior to the issuance. Such an 
order shall be effective for not more than 60 days, during which period it 
should be replaced with a permanent regulation. 

{$)recommendation: The 60-day period provided here serves two purposes. The 
Price Administrator is able to undertake all investigations necessary to decide 
on the most desirable form of control in the particular case. Secondly, business 
affected by the temporary freezing has an opportunity to make all representa¬ 
tions necessary and to furnish exact information on cost and price conditions in 
the industry to the Price Administration. This is your chance to suggest all 
modifications, the necessity of which you are able to prove by factual data 
available to you or to other members of your industry. 


S • 105. OPA studies and investigations. The Administrator is empowered to 
make all studies and investigations necessary for his task. He may require the 
furnishing under oath or affirmation of any data which he considers necessary or 

proper, may serve subpoenas and may enforce the attendance and testimony of 
witnesses and the production of documents. 


(jpobservat/on. Except for the immunity provisions of the Compulsory Testimony 
Act, the powers of the Administrator under this section are sweeping. Not even 
the privilege against self-incrimination will serve to excuse an individual from 
complying with a request from OPA. Seemingly the only restriction applies in 
those instances in which the “Administrator is satisfied that the production of 
particular documents would result in undue hardship for the person from whom 
such documents have been requested." Even here, judgment as to what consti¬ 
tutes undue hardship is placed with the Administrator. What influence this far- 
reaching provision will have on trade secrets, secret specifications and formulae 
of various companies is an open question. It still seems good business judgment 
to work toward a compromise with OPA in all instances where the disclosure 
of intunate production details might appear dangerous despite the obligation of

nd to enter into voluntary agreements with producers, processors, manufacturers, 
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retailers, wholesalers and other groups, representatives and associations thereof 

A copy of each such arrangement must be promptly furnished to the Attorney 
General. 

, . . Even though the enforcement provisions of the Act do not con- 

ain any reference to voluntary agreements, it is clear that such agreements will 
be regarded by the Price Administration as on a par with formal price schedules. 
Voluntary agreements based on industry cooperation have proved considerably 
more advantageous to the businesses involved than formal price actions. It is 
therefore in your interest that this method be employed whenever possible and 

you can pave the way for it by working individually and through your associa¬ 
tions for this sort of arrangement. 

f observation: The wording of the law does not limit the application of agreements 
to the fixing of maximum prices but extends it to “other regulations by order or 
other wise.” The Price Administrator is also empowered to negotiate not only 
with individual companies but also with associations and groups. This provision 
can be expected to be used by the Administration to achieve simplification and 
standardization as well as any other form of arrangement benefiting the national 
war effort. Arrangements approved and officially submitted by the Price Adminis¬ 
tration will not be subject to anti-trust legislation even though the original sug¬ 
gestion may have originated among business men. 

{^recommendation: With war conditions imposing a heavy strain on many a busi¬ 
ness line, consider the desirability of improving your industry’s position through 
voluntary agreements. Where such measures demonstrably would benefit the 
economy as a whole in the war effort or essential civilian demand, you may be 
able to avail yourself of the opportunities offered through this provision of the 
Price Control Law. 

S*107. Formal price schedules. The fixing of maximum prices through 
formal order or regulation will still remain the big stick in the hands of the 
Price Administration. The Act requires that every permanent price regulation 
contain a statement of the considerations involved in its issuance and that the 
maximum prices established shall be generally fair and equitable in the Adminis¬ 
trator’s judgment. 

(pobservat/on; The provision requiring a statement of reasons for the issuance of 
a schedule does not apply to the temporary 60-day orders. For permanent price 
schedules, however, it seems as important a feature as any. Introductory para¬ 
graphs of the price schedules so far issued by OPA always outline the reasons for 
the regulation, and it is in those sections that cause for protest may frequently be 
sought. 

(^j) iilustration: If ; for instance, a price schedule affecting your industry states 
that this action was prompted by rapid price increases which did not seem justified 
by increased production costs and, if you feel that this statement is based on 
erroneous information, you might try to seek relief. The approach to be taken 
would be to supply proof that cost items have risen and the extent to which they 
have advanced, or to show the decline in the rate of operations and to demon- 
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strate in concrete figures the effect this decline has on unit costs of production. 
Such proof will only be convincing, however, if it applies to the industry as a 
whole or to a majority of the companies engaged therein, and not just to an 
individual company. 

({^recommendation: Court proceedings are always a costly and lengthy way of 
accomplishing things. The Price Administration, on the other hand, will also be 
inclined to prefer voluntary arrangements and modifications to those enforced 
by court order so that government and industry interests in this respect are 
parallel. In all instances where an order appears unjust and unfair, make a sincere 
effort to obtain relief from OPA first before jumping into court proceedings. 

(jjjprecommendation; The stipulation that maximum prices should be fair and 
equitable should not be misunderstood. Whether a particular price ceiling is 
fair can never be determined on the basis of the effect it has on one individual 
enterprise or section of an industry; over-all consideration of the effect of the 
ceiling on the industry as a whole will be the guide. For this reason it would 
seern futile to fight a bill merely on the grounds that it does not enable you as 
an individual to operate profitably. You may, however, be entitled to separate 
treatment, for instance by being granted exception from a particular provision 
of a schedule, if you can show good cause. Should your application for exemption 
be denied by OPA, you might appeal the case, basing it on your particular situa¬ 
tion rather than by attempting to fight the regulation as a whole. The only pos¬ 
sibility of contesting a schedule in its entirety appears to lie with a group repre¬ 
sentative of the industry as a whole. 


S*108. October 1-15, 1941 as a base period. In establishing maximum 
prices the Administrator is expected, “so far as is practicable/’ to consider the 
prices prevailing between October 1-October 15, 1941. If there were no prevailing 
prices during that period, or the prevailing prices are not representative because 
of abnormal or seasonal market conditions or other reasons, then the nearest 
representative two-week period may be used. 

i i , .. i.. This provision, when read in conjunction with other parts of the 

Act, has little meaning in the long run. It does not apply where “abnormal market 
conditions prevailed during that period. The Administrator is to make adjust¬ 
ments for such relevant factors as speculative fluctuations, general increases or 
decreases in production costs, distribution and transportation and profits earned 
by the sellers during and subsequent to the year ending October 1, 1941. For 
a practical purposes this means that the Price Administrator is in no way bound 
by October 1-October 15 prices and may fix the legal maximum at any other 
level. Of particular significance is the mention of past and current profits as it 
seems to indicate that price regulation may and will be used to cut income in 
those industries which had experienced large profits in the past. 

a price schedule > an y argument based on the fact 

i e i , The wire t and cable schedule, for instance, permits adjustments for lead 
n o an extent not sufficient to cover actual increases in the cost of this 
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component part. In the explanation, the Administrator stated in this case that 

e expected the industry to be able to absorb part of this price advance. It appears 

that only proof that the maximum prices are confiscatory in character or do not 

leave any profit margin for the bulk of the industry would carry any hope of 
success. r 

S*109. Keep these cost data. 

f recommendation: Since October 1-October 15, 1941 is taken as a possible starting 

point for calculations as to price ceilings, it would be well for you to maintain 

records of the conditions prevailing during that period. Keep the following 
information available: 

(1) Price levels prevailing during that period. 

(2) Any increases in your cost of production or transportation since that date. 

(3) Your total sales or production volume in 1940 and 1941 up to that date. 
(This is important for the measurement of your overhead costs which may vary 
inversely with your sales volume.) 

(4) The composition of your main cost elements at that date, including wages 
and salaries, transportation costs, insurance rates, losses caused by delay in deliv¬ 
eries, increased risks. 

(5) The assortment of commodities processed or handled by you. (Distinguish 
between your “price leaders” and your “money-makers.”) 

(6) Allowances received by and granted to you. 

(7) Net profit realized in the preceding year broken down into the net profit 

for the main groups of commodities as well as for the business as a whole. And 

do not overlook evidence as to any abnormalities characteristic of that price level 
due to speculation. 

S*110. Which prices will be fixed. The Emergency Price Control Act em¬ 
bodies the so-called principle of selective or piecemeal price fixing so that the 
price or prices of one commodity or commodity group will be fixed at one time, 
after consideration has been given to cost and price conditions prevailing in the 
industry. During the infancy of price control in 1941 the “basic commodity” 
idea was stressed, i.e., the idea that by fixing the prices of certain basic com¬ 
modities all other prices could be kept in line all the way down to the ultimate 
consumer. This theory had to be abandoned, since it was found that despite fixed 
prices on raw materials, certain processed or manufactured goods which became 
scarce advanced rapidly in price. When the Price Control Act became law there 
were price ceilings affecting all stages of production and distribution, including 
the retail end. 

This practice discloses that there is no definite rule as to where price control 
will strike. Generally, it can be said that wherever considerable price increases 
occur or threaten to occur, the Price Administrator will take steps to prevent 
prices from rising unless cost increases justify rising price levels. In individual 
instances, however, the Price Administrator may even encourage price rises as 
was shown in the example of the butanol and acetone schedules. In these cases 
higher prices are used to encourage high-cost production so as to increase the 
total output of materials that are vitally needed for war or essential civilian uses 
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(f$recommendation: Consider your operating conditions in relation to war and essen¬ 
tial civilian needs. If you feel that your output could be substantially increased 
if you were permitted to charge higher prices, and your production is essential, 
you might be able to obtain a modification or exception from OPA permitting 
you to assume such higher costs and to pass them on in the price of your product. 
This will be true, however, only if you can actually bring proof that an increase 
in your production would benefit either the national war effort or essential civilian 
users and if there is no possibility to obtain such higher output at regular prices. 

S'lll* Ceilings on margins in distribution trades. In determining the 
price for an individual commodity the Act specifically mentions the cost of 
production and transportation but not the cost of distribution, which in this 

• _ ^ ^ one-half the consumer’s dollar. Distribution, 

is not left unconsidered and untouched. But here, instead of fixing the price, the 

margin allowable will, in many instances, be fixed. Commissions and brokerage 
fees can be “ceiled” but not wages and salaries. Since the Act enables the fixing 
of distribution margins as well as so-called mill margins—margins of gross 
profit—it seems to be possible that only a part of a price may be “ceiled” while 
other price elements are free to move. Thus, while farm prices may change, the 
mill margins for grinding, spinning or other processing may be fixed. 


S-112. How margins may be fixed. The fixing of distribution margins will 
be extremely difficult because wages make up more than 50% of all distribution 
costs and under the Act wages remain untouched. The determination of mill 
margins, however, will not prove as ticklish, and it can be expected that mill 
margins will be fixed in industries where the raw material or service prices cannot 
be “ceiled.” These industries include (a) processing of farm products; (b) proc¬ 
essing imported commodities, the prices of which are dependent upon foreign 
markets and widely varying transportation rates; (c) service establishments. 

But mill margins, too, involve differences between businesses within industry 
that make price-fixing politically embarrassing as well as technically difficult 
Differences of wages, power costs, rents and taxation make for wide variations 
within an industry In some business activities, like flour milling, cotton spinning, 
and others, the mill margin is an established standard. But in the great bulk of 
industries it is not. For this reason any wild use of this method is not to be 
contemplated within the reasonably near future. 

Practical application of mill margin fixing can be found in the textile industry 
where the price of cotton yam and cotton goods has been keyed to the price of 

isTontrnll hw” °? c , dat ? ° f the contract ' Thus - the P Hce of Pressed cotton 
is controlled but not fixed; it is permitted to fluctuate with changes in the price 

of cotton itself. y 


^observation: This method might conceivably be used with regard to other com¬ 
modities processed or manufactured from agricultural products which have not 
yet reached a price level which will permit the establishment of ceilings. When- 
ever an agricultural commodity is the main component part of a certain product 

and the agricultural material itself has not or cannot be price-ceiled, this method 
will be an effective means to control prices. 
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S-113. Classifications and differentiations in a price schedule. The Act 

specifically states that orders and regulations may contain classifications and 

differentiations, adjustments and reasonable exceptions considered necessary or 
proper by the Administrator. 

f oJbservaf/on: This provision guarantees the continuation of the present practice 
of OPA to provide differentials between various regions, different users or sellers, 
and so on. The Price Administration, of course, is interested in having as uniform 
a price ceiling as possible but at the same time it has been proven that the Ad¬ 
ministration is willing to make all adjustments that are necessary to facilitate 
production if the necessity for such adjustments was effectively demonstrated 
to the officials. A good example is the iron and steel scrap schedule, when several 

amendments were made to facilitate the buying from remote scrap centers or by 
remote scrap consumers. 

(jjjp recommendation; The best time to obtain the necessary modifications is before a 
foimal schedule is issued. Whenever you feel that conditions in your region or 
in your particular plant are so different as to require special treatment, have 
all pertinent data presented to the appropriate section of OPA. If you failed 
to do so before the price schedule is issued, you may still be able to obtain a change 
by presenting the facts afterwards with a view toward a possible amendment 
of the schedule or a special exception in your case. 

S* 114. Business practices affecting prices. The Price Control Act does not 

limit itself to the policing of prices alone, but aims at regulating business practices 
which have an intimate influence on prices. When he finds it necessary, the Price 
Administrator may regulate or prohibit: 

(1) Speculative or manipulative practices, including practices relating to form 
or quality. 

(2) Inventory practices, hoarding. 

(3) Other practices likely to affect prices. 

(jjp observation: OPA and the Office of Civilian Supplies are deeply concerned with 
the preservation of the quality of the goods offered for sale and are determined to 
prevent hidden price rises by selling lower quality goods at the ceiling price meant 
for the original high quality. A number of price schedules specifically prohibit 
changes in specifications without the express approval of OPA, such as the rug 
and carpet, stove and other schedules. This attitude does not mean, however, that 
no changes whatsoever will be permitted. In the schedules previously mentioned, 
changes not affecting the quality of the goods are specifically permitted if they are 
made for certain stated reasons: if the material previously used is unavailable or 
prohibitive in cost, restricted by allocation order, or if the change is desirable 
because it would result in conservation of strategic material. 

(jjjj)observation; The principle of prohibitive costs, introduced for the first time in 
the schedules, may become of increasing importance whenever the pressure to turn 
to substitutes becomes great. To prove that the cost of the particular item is 
prohibitive, you will most likely not only have to bring evidence that those costs 
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have risen considerably but also that the margin on which you are operating makes 
it impossible for you to absorb this increase. 

(^observation: It is not very simple to decide what actually constitute determining 
factors in the quality of a commodity and what are “frills” or extraneous and 
advertising extras. The bakery industry provides a good example where, with 
the express approval and encouragement of OPA, costs are being reduced by cut¬ 
ting out such items as fancy wrapping materials. In the field of consumer goods 
an advisory panel on Consumers Goods, consisting of representatives of manu¬ 
facturers, retailers, women’s organizations and consumers’ cooperatives, cooper¬ 
ates with two other existing bodies in supervising qualitv and advising ’the con¬ 
sumer. 


recommendation: With shortages growing more acute and campaigns to save and 

economize on the use of scarce material being strongly promoted, there is a 

possibility that elimination of extras such as wrapping material, resulting in a 

cut in production costs, will not be objectionable as long as it does not materially 
alter the quality of the products sold. 


Advertising and other normal practices to be preserved. The Act 

specifically states that the powers grunted shall not be used to compel changes in 

ill* ^ : ns, or aids to distribution 

established in any industry except to prevent circumventions or evasion ” In the 

Committee Reports released with the Act, it was explained that this provision was 
inserted primarily for the purpose of safeguarding advertising. 

(^observation: Even though advertising is the first item to be preserved under this 
piovision the wording is so broad as to include a great deal of other practices as 
wetl. On the o her hand, the Administrator is empowered to prevent evasive prac¬ 
tices (see jf S-113). The answer as to what practices OPA will be able to abolish 
and what Practices will stay can be found in this rule: accepted business or cost 
practices which have been usual in the trade in pre-emergency times will be 
continued. Practices newly introduced during the emergency and particularly 
ose designed to evade or avoid some of the effects of war regulation will be 
subject to close scrutiny by the government and may be forced out of the 


S • 116. Subterfuges to evade schedules won’t work. With new, verv drastic 
weapons at its disposal, the Price Administrator can be expected to take effective

(1) Falsification of records or failure to record all transactions, with the object 
of completing sales at prices above the established maximums.

above the ceiling. Bonuses,” “premiums” or “service charges” for locating clean 
mg or classifying material. meaning, ciean- 

(3) Unwarranted freight charges arrived at by computing haulage from some 
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point other than the dealer’s yard or actual and final place of shipment to the 
buyer. 

(4) Sale of dirty or contaminated scrap at the maximum prices established 
for clean and dry scrap. 

(5) Sale at maximum prices of admixtures of metals, for which ceiling prices 
have been established, and cheaper materials. 


{^recommendation: The price-fixing authority wants and must have the facts which 
govern the calculation of a price schedule. It will therefore become highly 
important for you to have accurate data concerning prices, costs and margins 
always available. You may be called to meetings with OPA in which the facts 
that you present may be decisive. 

Another important matter with which you must be concerned now is to 
establish your position as a member of the industry in which you operate. Maxi¬ 
mum price ceilings generally go hand in hand with rationing or at least a licensing 
system. In both cases it is important for you to be known as a seller of the 
rationed commodity or the item subject to licensing. Prepare immediately a com¬ 
plete list showing the whole range of articles you manufacture or handle in your 
concern and establish it as a matter of record either in your advertising or trade 
journal or trade association. 


S*117. What is a violation. Section IV of the Price Control Act, listing the 
prohibitions, states in unmistakable terms that not only the seller but the buyer 
as well is prohibited from exceeding prices or departing from terms set by any of 
the regulations issued by the Price Administration. 


(jjjp observation: There are two important points which should not be overlooked: 
(1) The prohibitions apply and customary penalties threaten the buyer only if 
he purchased or received the commodity in the course of trade or business. The 
determining factor here lies in the circumstances under which the purchase was 
made. All the buying done by a business man or a company in the course of its 
operations is subject to all the provisions of the law. This holds true even in those 
instances where a company undertakes an independent transaction, extraneous 
and not connected with its normal operations. The criterion is that the particular 
transaction was made for and in the course of the particular business.. 

(2) The Act does not confine its prohibitions to selling or delivering, buying 
or receiving a commodity, but extends to the act to “offer, solicit or agree to do/' 
This means that not only completed transactions and definite contracts entered 
into may be classed as violations but that the same holds true of all steps leading 
up to such an illegal contract or transaction. The clear intent of the lawmakers 
is to make action by the Price Administrator possible at an early stage, i.e., at 
the moment OPA receives notice of a sales offer at higher than ceiling prices, for 

instance 

In the field of defense area housing, it is declared unlawful to remove or attempt 
to remove from housing accommodations a tenant or occupant or to refuse to renew 
leases because the tenant proposes to take action under the Price Control Ac .. 

(|jp observation: This provision was included for the exclusive purpose of protecting 
tenants in defense areas in their exercise of legitimate rights under the rice 
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Control Act. It does not mean that all leases are frozen and must be renewed re¬ 
gardless of other considerations involved. The only action prohibited here con¬ 
sists in evicting a tenant because of action he has taken or intends to take against 
a landlord for a violation of maximum rent provisions. 

S*118. Prevention of hoarding. Price control requires that hoarding be 
prevented. In addition to the Price Control Bill, other legislation is aimed at pre¬ 
venting hoarding. The term has not yet been defined in any precise, mathematical 
form. Roughly it means buying and storing excessive quantities of any commodity. 

{^recommendation: To avoid any possibility of being accused of hoarding, prepare 
the following data. Figure the normal ratio between your stocks and your normal 
net sales in 1938-40 and in the month preceding October 1, 1941. It is also possible 
to compare your ratio with the average ratio for your whole industry between 
total sales and stocks on hand as indicated in the last census. The following 
factors may also be examined in this connection: 

In many balance sheets the value of the stocks contains reserves. You may for 
the purpose of establishing your ratio include the full value of your stocks. 

Because of the emergency, certain additions to the needed quantities of stock 
may be justified. In normal times when surpluses exist, hand-to-mouth buying is 
the general practice, but in a time of emergency transportation difficulties, the 
rejection of orders by suppliers, delays in deliveries caused by priorities and other 
defense measures, demand larger stocks if a plant is to be kept going. A certain 
margin for this purpose is certain to be permitted. 

S*119. Agricultural prices. The Price Control Act sets four “floors” for 
agricultural prices below which no price ceilings may be established: 

(1) 110% of parity, possibly adjusted by the Secretary of Agriculture: 

(2) the market price of October 1,1941 ; 

(3) the market price on December 15,1941; 

(4) the average price July 1, 1919-June 30, 1929. 

Maximum prices established for goods processed or manufactured from such agri¬ 
cultural commodities are to reflect these minimum standards. In addition, no 

maximum prices may be fixed by the Price Administrator without the approval 
of the Secretary of Agriculture. 

(^pobservation: Restrictions imposed here on the Price Administrator appear to be 
very stringent. To what extent the actual administration will be hampered by 
these provisions remains to be seen. Both the President and the Secretary of Agri¬ 
culture have come out with statements favoring the maintenance of parity 

prices rather than pushing agricultural commodity prices up to the limits set by 
the Act. J 

(^recommendation: The rule that price administration should take into consideration 
specific considerations affecting each commodity individually will be applied to 
if* ^cultural field as well. This means that prices of those commodities of 
which there is plenty, such as cotton or corn, may be held below the floors with¬ 
out price ceilings for quite some time. Consider the situation in each particular 
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commodity in which you are interested separately before drawing any over-all 
conclusions. 

S • 120. Rent control in defense areas. The Act contains specific reference 
to rent control. The Price Administrator is to issue recommendations for the 
stabilization or reduction of rents in defense areas. If, within 60 days, state or 
local authorities have not been successful in accomplishing results, the Price Ad¬ 
ministrator may establish maximum rents for accommodations in such defense 
areas. As in the case of the provision regarding maximum prices (see flS-108) the 
Administration is asked to give consideration to rents prevailing on April 1, 1941 
or the nearest normal date before that time, but no earlier than April 1, 1940. 
By directing the Administrator to consider other relevant factors in determining 
the maximum level applicable to the community, his reference to a past date loses 
much of its importance. In the administration of rents in defense areas the 
Administrator shall, as far as practicable, consider recommendations by state and 
local officials. 

(precommendaffon: In housing, to a greater extent than in other fields, local admin¬ 
istration is certain to play an important part. If you have a legitimate interest in 
preventing rent legislation in your area which might be injurious to private as 
well as public local interests, enlist the support of the local authorities in impress¬ 
ing OPA with the problems confronting your region and in making suggestions 
for the proper form of rent controls. 

(pobservat/on: Despite the acute rent situations in almost all defense areas, gov¬ 
ernment rent-fixing, made possible by the Act, is apt to be used warily. New con¬ 
struction will be badly needed, but few private contractors will risk the building 
investment when rents are fixed and building costs are not. Yet the pressure to 
fix rents will be tremendous and if rents are fixed, either the defense industries will 
find it necessary to build the houses for the expanding personnel themselves, or 
the government itself will have to undertake the expansion of housing by direct 
action or through subsidies. 

S* 121. The power to buy and sell. The Administrator is given power to 
buy, use, store or sell any commodity without competitive bidding. These powers 
are granted to obtain the maximum necessary production by purchases from 
marginal or high-cost producers and may be implemented by the granting of 
subsidies to such high-cost producers. The Act contains, however, several limi¬ 
tations: # . 

(1) The buying and selling power with regard to agricultural commodities 

is restricted by the provisions of the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938 and 

by the other sections of this Act having reference to agriculture. 

(2) The Administrator may not buy and sell strategic and critical materials 
and supplies which will remain in the hands of corporations organized under 
the Reconstruction Finance Corporation Act but may make recommendations 

with regard to such commodities. 

(p observation: These corporations are specifically authorized to buy at higher than 
ceiling prices and to sell below ceiling and below purchase prices. A recent an- 
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nouncement of a quota system for copper, zinc, the lead production under which 
producers of these materials are assigned quotas based on 1941 output and are 
promised a price considerably above ceiling for all their above-quota output for 
two and one-half years is an example of the procedure to be employed under 
this authorization. By having the government absorb the higher cost, an increase 
in the total available quantity of such materials is accomplished without dis¬ 
turbing the general price level. Look for an extension of this policy to other than 
the three above-mentioned metals. 

S*122. Rationing and commandeering. In the past, the defense author¬ 
ities have been concerned over the fact that owners of “price-ceiled” commodities 
have succeeded in defeating the intent of the price schedules by simply standing 
pat and just refusing to sell. The Price Control Act forbids the Administrator to 
compel the selling, but other laws make it possible to control the flow of commodi¬ 
ties by rationing or commandeering. In effect, all priority provisions constitute a 
system of rationing and virtually place the whole existing supply of a commodity 
in the hands of government agencies. Rationing and commandeering serve as 
devices by means of which hoarding can be prevented. It should not be overlooked 
that the government has the power to conscript industry and to commandeer sup¬ 
plies under the Draft Property Law and the Selective Service Act. 

S • 123. Centralized government buying and selling offices. Commandeer¬ 
ing and rationing take place when scarcity exists in vital commodities. Price con¬ 
trol is likewise a child of scarcity. The inter-relation between these methods is 
evident from the fact that the prices of rationed commodities cannot be left free. 
Because it is desirable to maintain uniform prices in as large an area as possible 
thus assuring greater ease in enforcement and control—centralized government 
buying and selling offices are likely to make their appearance. 

On the basis of experience abroad, it is clear that such agencies function along 
the following lines: they either purchase (under the government stockpile plan) 
or commandeer the basic raw materials so that the central agency is in a position 
bo impose the maximum prices as the only buyer. The sellers are paid on a 
cost-plus” basis. “Wind-fall profits” become impossible. The central agency sells 
the whole quantity at an average uniform price, freight prepaid. The result is 
complete ease in policing prices. 

5JP ommendatlon. It is the cost-plus factor in the situation that makes it important 

for you to keep careful records, as has been recommended above. Watch for the 

expansion of existing government buying agencies like the Metal Reserve and 

Rubber Reserve Companies into such central government buying and selling 

agencies. Trade associations and manufacturers' groups will undoubtedly be 

given the opportunity to gain representation in such companies and should 
accept. 

, S ", 1 . 24, Equalization of cost elements. Transportation is always a price- 
disturbing element m an emergency. Higher freight rates mean higher prices. Uni¬ 
form price fixing must include the rates for carrying the goods over the longest 
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distances. One method by which prices are regionalized is the “basing point sys¬ 
tem. In the past, the Administration has opposed the basing point system But 
m fixing several of his price schedules, Administrator Henderson declared that he 

was following the practice of the industry in using this system and that it was not, 
therefore, to be concluded that he approved of it. 

^ i . • On the basis of World War experience, it is possible to anticipate 
future policy. Freight costs can be pooled for special regions or for entire indus¬ 
tries. Deliveries can be made freight prepaid. The industry itself would accumu¬ 
late freight receipts in one fund or the government could create and handle such 

funds. Certain emergency expenses and risks could also be equalized by different 
devices. 

S • 125. Relief from price ceilings. Price schedules that have been issued 
in the past have always contained a provision for relief from undue hardship. In 
some cases a period has been allowed in which existing commitments at higher- 
than-schedule rates could be carried out and goods bought at higher prices before 
the ceiling could be sold. In all cases the Price Administrator has left room for 
individual appeals for relief on the ground that the schedule would cause undue 
hardship. No formal procedure was set up. It is sufficient to address a letter to 
the Administrator setting forth the facts and indicating any inequities in the 
operation of the price schedule. 

(precommendation; Under the existing price ceilings, if a schedule threatens to upset 
your balance sheet this is what you can do. You must, first of all, comply with 
the price ceiling established; then, if you find it necessary to increase prices for 
legitimate reasons, as for increased labor and raw material costs, you must ask to 
be relieved from the special hardships which the regulations put upon you. The 
sequence is first compliance, next the collection of sufficient facts concerning costs 
and profits, then application for relief. 

S • 126. How to justify a higher ceiling. 

^recommendation: On the basis of past policies pursued by OPA, it is quite clear 
that a factual presentation of conditions in the industry will be effective. Here 
are some of the things which OPA has taken into account and on the basis of 
which it has raised price ceilings: 

(1) Cost of third-shift operations. 

(2) Training of learners. 

(3) Costs incidental to power shutdowns. 

(4) • Increase in raw material costs. 

(5) Increase in unit costs because of curtailed production brought about by 
priorities. 

(6) Increase in costs due to the use of substitute materials and changes in 
methods of operation required by the defense emergency. 

(7) Delays in deliveries caused by shortage or other bottlenecks. 

(8) Premium for emergency risk in certain cases. 

(jflj) observation: One problem on which attention will be focussed more and more 
is whether the seller is to be permitted to figure his resale price on the basis of the 
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original value or the replacement value. A seller who disposes of his goods accord¬ 
ing to the original price at a time when the price of replacement must increase 
may “win in dollars and lose in value” and ultimately sell himself out of business 
because he will not be able to replace his stock. Heretofore, however, OPA has 
taken the view that an increase in raw material cost will not justify an immediate 
price rise if the trade has heavy stocks on hand. It argues that the original price 
must be the basis of cost and profit calculation. It does admit, however, that 
average prices may constitute a proper basis for determination when quantities 
of the same commodity are bought at different prices. 

(jjjp//lustration; Assume that purchases are made on the following basis: 


100 units at $2 per unit equals. $ 200 

200 units at 2.50 per unit equals. 500 

250 units at 4.00 per unit equals. 1,000 


Total units 550 $1,700 


The average price on which the calculation should be based is $1,700 550 which 

equals $3.09. 

An increase in production costs will not justify an increase in wholesale or 
retail prices beyond that occasioned by the producer's price increase. This means 
that wholesalers and retailers will not be permitted to apply the customary prac¬ 
tice of percentage markups where the manufacturer's price has been increased, 
unless there is a general increase in the cost of distributing the product. Thus, 
although tire and tube manufacturers were allowed a 5% price increase, tire 
wholesalers and retailers were not permitted to add more to new tire and'tube 
prices than the present dollar mark-up. Similar provisions were made for plumb¬ 
ing supply houses. 

S' 127. How to file protests. Any person subject to provisions of an OPA 
regulation, order or price schedule is given an opportunity to file a protest within 
60 days of the effective date of such regulation. Subsequent to the 60-day period 
protest may be made only on grounds arising after that time. 

Qjp)observat/on. The opportunity to file protest is restricted to persons required to 
obey the provisions of regulations. It is not the interest you may have in the 
particular commodity or the way a particular regulation may affect you that 
is the determining factor. If, for example, a price schedule imposes maximum 
prices on sellers, without making any reference to buyers of the commodity, 
and you, as a remote purchaser, have cause to fear detrimental effects of uniform 
prices on your business operations, you cannot act directly through a protest 
to alleviate the situation. Your two alternatives are: either you induce your 
regular supplier to file a protest based on and supported by your statements, to 
obtain an adjustment or a differentiation in the terms of the schedule; or you 

f a r S r can take informal action with OPA by presenting the facts and asking 

pi.orffA h;( yIio * * I ^ . the form of a permission to sellers to 

a nrSninm her PnCeS m *f e particular case > or b Y giving you permission to pay 
a premium on your purchases. P y 
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S*128. How the Administrator handles protests. Within 30 days after 
filing of the protest, or 90 days after issuance under the regulation, the Adminis¬ 
trator must grant the protest, deny it, notice it for hearing, or provide an oppor¬ 
tunity to present further written evidence. In denying the protest in whole or 
in part, the Administrator is required to disclose the grounds on which a decision 
was based and the economic data and other facts of which he has taken official 
notice in this connection. 

[jjjj)recommendation: The Price Administrator is given a choice of holding oral hear¬ 
ings or limiting proceedings to the filing of affidavits, briefs or other written 
evidence. In most instances you may expect that the written procedure will be 
preferred so as to facilitate the handling at OPA. To expedite the procedure and 
to avoid complications you will do well to start at the earliest possible date to 
prepare any evidence which might conceivably be of value or which may possibly 
be called for under protest proceedings. There is no definite requirement that 
the Price Administrator grant adequate time for the preparation of lengthy sup¬ 
plementary statements or documents which might be called for and you might 
find yourself in a precarious position if you are unable to produce the evidence 
as soon as requested. 

S • 129. Court review of denied protests. Within 30 days after the denial 
of the protest, the protestant may file a complaint with the Emergency Court of 
Appeals. A copy of the complaint is to be served on the Administrator. All the 
evidence presented to the Administrator and the data brought out by the Ad¬ 
ministrator in the protest proceedings are to be included. Both the complainant 
and the Administrator are given an opportunity to add any additional evidence 
which could not reasonably be offered at the time of the original proceeding. 
The complainant, in addition, may supply any data which were offered to the 
Administrator but were rejected by him. 

(jjjp recommendation; Do not rely on the possibility of inserting additional data at 
the time of court proceedings. Should the Administrator, however, decide to 
bring additional evidence at that stage, this would most likely entitle you to 
bring up any evidence to counteract or to disprove the contentions of the Ad¬ 
ministrator. 

The Emergency Court may set aside and enjoin OPA regulations if it is con¬ 
vinced that they are not in accordance with law or are arbitrary and capricious. 
Although the court may not substitute its own judgment for that of the Adminis¬ 
trator on questions of fact, it may, for all practical purposes, review all of the 
facts presented and the entire procedure involved before the case was brought to 
court. The procedure for such broad additional review in the Emergency Court 
of Appeals is therefore essentially the same as that provided for three-judge 
district courts in reviews of orders of the Interstate Commerce Commission and 
other federal administrative agencies. 

Within 30 days after entry of a judgment or order, interlocutory or final, 
by the Emergency Court of Appeals, a petition for a writ of certiorari may be 
filed in the Supreme Court of the United States, with a similar review procedure 
provided for as in the case of the Emergency Court. Judgments of the Emergency 
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Court enjoining or setting aside in whole or in part any regulation of the Price 
Administrator do not become effective until 30 days from the entry. This 30-day 
period is provided to prevent price rises during the time the Administrator is 
modifying the existent regulations in accordance with the judgment of the court 
or preparing a petition for the Supreme Court. 

S • 130. Suit for treble dan iages. The purchaser of a commodity for use or 
consumption other than in the course of trade or business, or the tenant of the 
defense housing accommodation, is given the right to bring action against the 
seller violating maximum prices or maximum rent for $50 or treble the amount 
by which the applicable maximum was exceeded, whichever is greater, plus a 
reasonable return of fees and costs. Suit must be brought within one year after 
delivery of the commodity is completed or the rent paid, in any court of compe¬ 
tent jurisdiction. 

(]JP observation: The order specifically excludes buyers in the course of business 
from the right to sue for treble damages. In such instances only the Administrator 
is given an opportunity to bring suit on behalf of the United States. Don’t count, 
therefore, on getting scarce material at any price now and bringing suit for 
damages later on. If your purchase was for business purposes the amount paid 

above the maximum will, in most instances, be lost and you will not be able to 
recover the excess amount. 


S * 131. The Administrator’s power of enforcement. The most effective 
and immediate enforcement measure at the disposal of the Price Administrator 
is the injunction in the face of commodity violations. But even where no such 
violation has yet been committed and the Price Administrator merely believes 
that there is a danger of such violations, he may apply to the appropriate court 

Tf F rf n orc ^ er en i° inin g such acts or practices or for an order enforcing compliance. 
If OPA can bring proof that the particular business is engaged or about to engage 
m any acts violating price regulations, the court may grant a temporary or per¬ 
manent injunction, a restraining order, or any other order, without bond, to 
compel compliance or to prevent violations. 

In all instances where records and reports are to be kept or filed for price 
regulatory purposes, the violator exposes himself to the threat of fines up to $5,000 
and imprisonment of not more than one year, or both. This part of the enforce¬ 
ment powers which is in line with provisions pertaining to other reports to the 
government will be subject to supervision and control by the Attorney General. A 
special penalty of imprisonment up to two years is in this case provided for 
government employees violating the provision that all information and data 
obtained in exercise of price control functions is not to be disclosed. Criminal

he Act specifically protects persons from suits for damages or penalties with 
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regard to anything they have done or submitted in good faith under the terms 
of the Act or of any order, schedule or regulation issued on this basis. This applies 
even to such provisions which have been rescinded, modified or held invalid. In 
all cases where the defendant bases his defense on any of the provisions of the 

Act or on the regulation issued by OPA, the Administrator is authorized to inter¬ 
vene in the proceedings. 

(^observaf/on: This provision itself offers additional protection for all agreements, 
particularly those pertaining to simplification and standardization, instituted 
under and with the cooperation of OPA. It assures you of immunity from anti¬ 
trust proceedings provided requirements mentioned in fl S • 106 have been met. 

S • 132. Licensing of business. The Law authorizes the Price Administrator 
to license businesses subject to one or several of his regulations. This power is 
restricted in several respects: 

(1) Only where the particular business is subject to existing regulations or 
orders; 

(2) No license may be required of sellers or distributors of newspapers, 
periodicals or books, printed or written material (other than waste or scrap), of 
sellers of radio time, or of farmers or fishermen; 

(3) The Administrator does not have the right to deny a license unless the 
person had his license suspended or already has a license. 

The most important limitation imposed upon the Administrator is the denial 
of the power to suspend licenses. He is restricted to issuing a warning on evidence 
of any violations. If, after having given the first warning the Administrator finds 
proof of new violations, he may then petition the court for an order suspending 
the license for a period of no more than one year. The court decides in equity 
proceedings whether or not the request of the Administrator is to be granted. 

(pobservar/on: The authority to license business will not be exercised in all in¬ 
stances. It is a potential weapon to be used where the scarcities are so acute or 
the control of sellers is so difficult as to require additional safeguards. Fields 
in which licensing may possibly be applied to supplement existing controls are 
scrap metals and some of the essential consumer goods. 


S* 133. The procedure to be prepared for. 


^recommendation: The heavy penalties provided in the Law, the threat of loss of 
license to do business in those industries that will be licensed and the disgrace of 


carrying a label “profiteer” in a sensitive war atmosphere make it of the highest 
importance for industry to prepare intelligently its adjustments to price-fixing. 


(jjjp re commendation: In many industries and a number of trade associations, there 
has thus far been no attempt to accumulate adequate cost data or adequate statis¬ 
tical information concerning the operation of the industry. It is not too early to 
begin to accumulate this information now. It will not only be vital in the months 
to come but will continue increasingly so during the balance of the emergency 
and for many months after the emergency officially ends while the price law still 
remains in effect. On the basis of this information, these are the intelligent steps: 
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(1) In anticipation of price-fixing, or on any indication that a ceiling is being 
considered for your industry, your trade association should give complete, accurate 
and convincing information to the Administrator. 

(2) If the price fixed or rationing order seems unjust, then file a protest within 
60 days after the issuance of the price order, and, if necessary, as indicated before, 
appeal still is available to the “Emergency Court of Appeals” and finally by a writ 
of certiorari to the Supreme Court. 

The basic economic elements in the overwhelming majority of these cases will 
be the question of cost. That is why it is necessary to collect constantly informa¬ 
tion concerning costs and changes in cost elements in all business lines liable to be 
put under price ceilings. The same holds good for the quantities of supply and 
demand, for transportation or storage difficulties, etc. For a number of years 
business has had to contend with regulation and barriers created by law; now the 
problems will arise as a result of economic rather than legislative factors. And the 
government will attempt to meet them on an economic plane in which your 
economic information will be of primary importance. 


S*134. Will there be an over-all “fair price”? In most foreign countries 
price legislation has been supported by a “fair price” clause so as to exercise a 
certain amount of control over the sellers of necessary commodities on which no 
price ceiling has been imposed. The Price Control Act does not expressly con¬ 
tain any such provision. But should prices threaten to get out of line and should 
the selective price control system make it impossible for the Administration to 
step in effectively to curb such price advances, it can be assumed that some form 
of “fair price” legislation will be invoked. 

. If and when “ fair Price” regulation comes, the responsibility for maintaining 

fair prices will be shifted from the Price Administrator to each individual seller. 

1 he seller in each case will have to determine, on the basis of his costs and what 

can be considered a fair profit, how much to charge for his goods. The elements 
m calculating a fair price are: 


(1) Purchasing prices of all commodities, including all 
materials.

It is very likely that OPA, when 
examining distribution margins, will take this data as a primary source of 
information. In addition the Price Control Act will authorize OPA to utilize 
a large number of experts to compile original data. 

S • 135. First Procedural Regulation issued by OPA. The first regulation 
to govern the procedure in issuing price schedules, filing and handling of protests 
and petitions for amendment as well as interpretations was issued by OPA on 
February 12, 1942. The highlights of the regulation are: 

(1) Whenever practicable, the Administrator will hold pre-issuance hearings 
before a maximum price regulation is made. (See ffs S-104-109) 

(2) The right to protest is limited to persons who are subject to a maximum 
price regulation, i.e., if such provision prohibits or requires action by them, and 
must be filed within 60 days after issuance except where the reason for the protest 
arises at a later date. The regulation contains all the information which protests 
must contain, including affidavits and other written evidence in support of protests. 
The procedure in handling protests and holding hearings is outlined. (See 
tfsS-127-129) 

(3) Persons who are affected by maximum price regulations but are not subject 
to them in the meaning outlined above may file a petition for amendment which 
will be handled by the Price Administrator in an informal way. This applies also 
to persons who failed to file a protest within the 60-day period provided. 

(precommendatlon: This provision particularly applies to buyers who may not be 
directly subject to a price regulation but whose interests might be hurt by its 
operations. If you are a buyer of a price-ceiled commodity and you feel that by 
the operations of the regulation with regard to freight differentials, for instance, 
you may be cut off from your regular source of supply, you may petition OPA in 
the form prescribed in the regulation. 

(4) Persons who request individual adjustment or exception may file an appro¬ 
priate petition containing specified information. Such petitions will be acted upon 
by the Price Administrator in an informal way. (See fl S-125) 

(5) Interpretations will be given only upon written inquiry which must con¬ 
tain specific information and may not be based on a hypothetical case.

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LAW: Text of the Emergency Price Control Act of 1942 

To further the national defense and security by checking speculative and excessive price rises, 
price dislocations, and inflationary tendencies, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled . 

TITLE I—GENERAL PROVISIONS AND AUTHORITY 

Purposes; Time Limit; Applicability 

Section 1. (a) It is hereby declared to be in the interest of the national defense and security 
and necessary to the effective prosecution of the present tear, and the purposes of this Act are, 
to stabilize prices and to prevent speculative, umcarranted, and abnormal increases in prices 
and rents; to eliminate and prevent profiteering, hoarding, manipulation, speculation, and 
other disruptive practices resulting from abnormal market conditions or scarcities caused by or 
contributing to the national emergency; to assure that defense appropriations are not dissi¬ 
pated by excessive prices; to protect persons with relatively fixed and limited incomes, con¬ 
sumers, wage earners, investors, and persons dependent on life insurance, annuities, and pensions 
from undue impairment of their standard of living; to prevent hardships to persons engaged

The Administrator shall from time to 
time, at the request of the committee, advise and consult with the committee with respect to 
the regulation or order, and with respect to the form thereof, and classifications, differentia¬ 
tions, and adjustments therein. The committee may make such recommendations to the 
Administrator as it deems advisable. Whenever in the judgment of the Administrator such 
action is necessary or proper in order to effectuate the purposes of this Act, he may, without 
regard to the foregoing provisions of this subsection, issue temporary regulations or orders 
establishing as a maximum price or maximum prices the price or prices prevailing toith respect 
to any commodity or commodities within five days prior to the date of issuance of such tempo¬ 
rary regulations or orders; but any such temporary regulation or order shall be effective for 
not more than sixty days, and may be replaced by a regulation or order issued under the fore¬ 
going provisions of this subsection. 

(b) Whenever in the judgment of the Administrator such action is necessary or proper in 
order to effectuate the purposes of this Act, he shall issue a declaration setting forth the neces¬ 
sity for, and recommendations with reference to, the stabilization or reduction of rents for 
any defense-area housing accommodations within a particular defense-rental area. If within 
sixty days after the issuance of any such recommendations rents for any such accommodations 
within such defense-rental area have not in the judgment of the Administrator been stabilized 
or reduced by State or local regulation, or otherwise, in accordance with the recommendations, 
the Administrator may by regulation or order establish such maximum rent or maximum rents 
for such accommodations as in his judgment will be generally fair and equitable and will effec¬ 
tuate the purposes of this Act.

Prohibitions

in the course of trade or business to buy or receive any commodity, or to demand or receive any 
rent for any defense-area housing accommodations, or otherwise to do or omit to do any act, 
in violation of any regulation or order under section 2, or of any price schedule effective in 
accordance with the provisions of section 206, or of any regulation, order, or requirement under 
section 202 (b) or section 205 (f), or to offer, solicit, attempt, or agree to do any of the foregoing. 

(b) It shall be unlawful for any person to remove or attempt to remove from any defense- 
area housing accommodations the tenant or occupant thereof or to refuse to renew the lease or 
agreement for the use of such accommodations, because such tenant or occupant has taken, or 
proposes to take, action authorized or required by this Act or any regulation, order, or require¬ 
ment thereunder. 

(c) It shall be unlawful for any officer or employee of the Government, or for any adviser 
or consultant to the Administrator in his official capacity, to disclose, otherwise than in the 
course of official duty, any information obtained under this Act, or to use any such information, 
for personal benefit. 

(d) Nothing in this Act shall be construed to require any person to sell any commodity or 
to offer any accommodations for rent. 

Voluntary Agreements 

Seo. 5. In carrying out the provisions of this Act, the Administrator is authorized to confer 
with producers, processors, manufacturers, retailers, wholesalers, and other groups having to do 
with commodities, and with representatives and associations thereof, to cooperate with any 
agency or person, and to enter into voluntary arrangements or agreements with any such persons, 
groups, or associations relating to the fixing of maximum prices, the issuance of other regula¬ 
tions or orders, or the other purposes of this Act, but no such arrangement or agreement shall 
modify any regulation, order, or price schedule previously issued which is effective in accord¬ 
ance with the provisions of section 2 or section 206. The Attorney General shall be promptly 
furnished with a copy of each such arrangement or agreement. 

TITLE II—ADMINISTRATION AND ENFORCEMENT 

Administration 

Sec. 201. (a) There is hereby created an Office of Price Administration, which shall be, 
the direction of a Price Administrator (referred to in this Act as the “Administrator"). The 
Administrator shall be appointed by the President, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, and shall receive compensation at the rate of $12,000 per annum. The Administrator may, 
subject to the civil-service laws, appoint such employees as he deems necessary in order to carry 
out his functions and duties under this Act, and shall fix their compensation in accordance wt 
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the Classification Act of 19tS, as amended. The Administrator may utilize the services of 
Federal, State, and local agencies and may utilize and establish such regional, local, or other 
agencies, and utilize such voluntary and uncompensated services, as may from time to time be 
needed. Attorneys appointed under this section may appear for and represent the Administrator 
in any case in any court. In the appointment, selection, classification, and promotion of officers 
and employees of the Office of Price Administration, no political test or qualification shall be 
permitted or given consideration, but all such appointments and promotions shall be given and 
made on the basis of merit and efficiency. 

(b) The principal office of the Administrator shall be in the District of Columbia, but he or 
any duly authorized representative may exercise any or all of his powers in any place. The 
President is authorized to transfer any of the powers and functions conferred by this Act upon 
the Office of Price Administration with respect to a particular commodity or commodities to 
any other department or agency of the Government having other functions relating to such 
commodity or commodities, and to transfer to the Office of Price Administration any of the 
powers and functions relating to priorities or rationing conferred by law upon any other depart¬ 
ment or agency of the Government icith respect to any particular commodity or commodities; 
but, notwithstanding any provision of this or any other law, no powers or functions conferred 
by law upon the Secretary of Agriculture shall be transferred to the Office of Price Administra¬ 
tion or to the Administrator, and no powers or functions conferred by law upon any other 
department or agency of the Government with respect to any agricultural commodity, except 
powers and functions relating to priorities or rationing, shall be so transferred. 

(c) The Administrator shall have authority to make such expenditures (including expendi¬ 
tures for personal services and rent at the seat of government and elsewhere; for lawbooks and 
books of reference; and for paper, printing, and binding) as he may deem necessary for the 
administration and enforcement of this Act. The provisions of section S709 of the Revised Statutes 

shall not apply to the purchase of supplies and services by the Administrator where the aggre- 
gate amount involved does not exceed $ 250 . 

(d) The Administrator may, from time to time, issue such regulations and orders as he may 
deem necessary or proper in order to carry out the purposes and provisions of this Act.

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(f) Witnesses subpenaed under this section shall be paid the same fees and mileage as are 
paid witnesses in the district courts of the United States. 

(g) No person shall be excused from complying with any requirements under this section 
because of his privilege against self-incrimination, but the immunity provisions of the Com¬ 
pulsory Testimony Act of February ll, 1898 (U. S. O., 193k edition, title 1,9, sec. 1,6), shall apply 
with respect to any individual who specifically claims such privilege. 

(h) The Administrator shall not publish or disclose any information obtained under this 
Act that* such Administrator deems confidential or with reference to which a request for 
confidential treatment is made by the person furnishing such information, unless he determines 
thaft the withholding thereof is contrary to the interest of the national defense and security. 

Procedure 

Sec. 208. (a) Within a period of sixty days after the issuance of any regulation or order 
under section 2, or in the case of a price schedule, within a period of sixty days after the 
effective date thereof specified in section 206, any person subject to any provision of such regu¬ 
lation, order, or price schedule may, in accordance with regulations to be prescribed by the 
Administrator, file a protest specifically setting forth objections to any such provision and affi¬ 
davits or other written evidence in support of such objections. At any time after the expira¬ 
tion of such sixty days any persons subject to any provision of such regulation, order, or price 
schedule may file such a protest based solely on grounds arising after the expiration of such 
sixty days. Statements in support of any such regulation, order, or price schedule may be 
received and incorporated in the transcript of the proceedings at such times and in accordance 
with such regulations as may be prescribed by the Administrator. Within a reasonable time 
after the filing of any protest under this subsection, but in no event more than thirty days after 
such filing or ninety days after the issuance of the regulation or order (or in the case of a price 
schedule, ninety days after the effective date thereof specified in section 206) in respect of which 
the protest is filed, whichever occurs later, the Administrator shall either grant or deny such 
protest in whole or in part, notice such protest for hearing, or provide an opportunity to present 
further evidence in connection therewith. In the event that the Administrator denies any such 
protest in whole or in part, he shall inform the protestant of the grounds upon which such 
decision is based, and of any economic data and other facts of which the Administrator has 
taken official notice 

(b) In the administration of this Act the Administrator may take official notice of eco¬ 
nomic data and other facts, including facts found by him as a result of action taken under 
section 202. 

(c) Any proceedings under this section may be limited by the Administrator to the filing of 
affidavits, or other written evidence, and the filing of briefs. 

Revieio 

Sec. 201,. (a) Any person who is aggrieved by the denial or partial denial of his protest may, 
within thirty days after such denial, file a complaint with the Emergency Court of Appeals, 
created pursuant to subsection (c), specifying his objections and praying that the regulation, 
order, or price schedule protested be enjoined or set aside in whole or in part. A copy of such 
complaint shall forthwith be served on the Administrator, who shall certify and file with such 
court a transcript of such portions of the proceedings in connection with the protest as are 
material under the complaint. Such transcript shall include a statement setting forth, so far as 
practicable, the economic data and other facts of which the Administrator has taken official 
notice. Upon the filing of such complaint the court shall have exclusive jurisdiction to set aside 
such regulation, order, or price schedule, in whole or in part, to dismiss the complaint, or to 
remand the proceeding: Provided, That the regulation, order, or price schedule may be modified 
or rescinded by the Administrator at any time notwithstanding the pendency of such complaint. 
No objection to such regulation, order, or price schedule, and no evidence in support of any 
objection thereto, shall be considered by the court, unless such objection shall have been set forth 
by the complainant in the protest or such evidence shall be contained in the transcript. If appli¬ 
cation is made to the court by either party for leave to introduce additional evidence which 
was either offered to the Administrator and not admitted, or which could not reasonably have 
been offered to the Administrator or included by the Administrator in such proceedings, and 
the court determines that such evidence should be admitted, the court shall order the evidence* 
to be presented to the Administrator. The Administrator shall promptly receive the same, ana 
such other evidence as he deems necessary or proper, and thereupon he shall certify ana fi e 
with the court a transcript thereof and any modification made in the regulation, order, or price 
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schedule as a result thereof; except that on request by the Administrator, any such evidence 
shall be presented directly to the court. 

(b) No such regulation, order, or price schedule shall be enjoined or set aside, in whole or 
in part, unless the complainant establishes to the satisfaction of the court that the regulation, 
order, or price schedule is not in accordance with law, or is arbitrary or capricious. The effec¬ 
tiveness of a judgment of the court enjoining or setting aside, in whole or in part, any such 
regulation, order, or price schedule shall be postponed until the expiration of thirty days from 
the entry thereof, except that if a petition for a writ of certiorari is filed with the Supreme 
Court under subsection (dj within such thirty days, the effectiveness of such judgment shall be 
postponed until an order of the Supreme Court denying such petition becomes final, or until 
other final disposition of the case by the Supreme Court. 

(c) There is hereby created a court of the United States to be known as the Emergency Court 
of Appeals, which shall consist of three or more judges to be designated by the Chief Justice 
of the United States from judges of the United States district courts and circuit courts of 
appeals. The Chief Justice of the United States shall designate one of such judges as chief 
judge of the Emergency Court of Appeals, and may, from time to time, designate additional 
judges for such court and revoke previous designations. The chief judge may, from time to 
time, divide the court into divisions of three or more members, and any such division may render 
judgment as the judgment of the court. The court shall have the powers of a district court with 
respect to the jurisdiction conferred on it by this Act; except that the court shall not have 
power to issue any temporary restraining order or interlocutory decree staying or restraining, 
in whole or in part, the effectiveness of any regulation or order issued under section 2 or any 
price schedule effective in accordance with the provisions of section 206 . The court shall exer¬ 
cise its powers and prescribe rules governing its procedure in such manner as to expedite the 
determination of cases of which it has jurisdiction under this Act. The court may fix and 
establish a table of costs and fees to be approved by the Supreme Court of the United States, 
but the costs and fees so fixed shall not exceed with respect to any item the costs and fees 
charged in the Supreme Court of the United States. The court shall have a seal, hold sessions 

at such places as it may specify, and appoint a clerk and such other employees as it deems 
necessary or proper.

(c) The district courts shall have jurisdiction of criminal proceedings for violations of sec¬ 
tion k of this Act, and, concurrently with State and Territorial courts, of all other proceedings 
under section 205 of this Act. Such criminal proceedings may be brought in any district in which 
any part of any act or transaction constituting the violation occurred. Except as provided in 
section 205 (f) (2), such other proceedings may be brought in any district in which any part of 
any act or transaction constituting the violation occurred, and may also be brought in the district 
in which the defendant resides or transacts business, and process in such cases may be served 
in any district wherein the defendant resides or transacts business or wherever the defendant 
may be found.

(e) If any person selling a commodity violates a regulation, order, or price schedule prescrib¬ 
ing a maximum price or maximum prices, the person who buys such commodity for use or con¬ 
sumption other than in the course of trade or business may bring an action either for $50 or for 
treble the amount by which the consideration exceeded the applicable maximum price, whichever 
is the greater, plus reasonable attorneys fees and costs as determined by the court. For the 
purposes of this section the payment or receipt of rent for defense-area housing accommodations 
shall be deemed the buying or selling of a commodity, as the case may be. If any person selling 
a commodity violates a regulation, order, or price schedule prescribing a maximum price or 
maximum prices, and the buyer is not entitled to bring suit or action under this subsection, the 
Administrator may bring such action under this subsection on behalf of the United States.

That no license may be required of any farmer 
as a condition of selling any agricultural commodity produced by him, and no license may be 
required of any fisherman as a condition of selling any fishery commodity caught or taken by 
him: Provided further.

(h) The term “person” includes an individual, corporation, partnership, association, or any 
other organized group of persons, or legal successor or representative of any of the foregoing, 
and includes the United States or any agency thereof, or any other government, or any of its 
political subdivisions, or any agency of any of the foregoing: Provided, That no punishment 
provided by this Act shall apply to the United States, or to any such government, political sub¬ 
division, or agency. 

(i) The term “maximum price”, as applied to prices of commodities means the maximum 
lawful price for such commodities, and the term “maximum rent” means the maximum lawful 
rent for the use of defense-area housing accommodations. Maximum prices and maximum rents 
may be formulated, as the case may be, in terms of prices, rents, margins, commissions, fees, 
and other charges, and allowances. 

(j) The term “documents” includes records, books, accounts, correspondence, memoranda, 
and other documents, and drafts and copies of any of the foregoing. 

(k) The term “district court” means any district court of the United States, and the United 
States Court for any Territory or other place subject to the jurisdiction of the United States;

Separability 

Sec. 303. If any provision of this Act or the application of such provision to any person or 
circumstances shall be held invalid, the validity of the remainder of the Act and the applicability 
of such provision to other persons or circumstances shall not be affected thereby. 

Appropriations Authorized 

Sec. SOJf. There are authorized to be appropriated such sums as may be necessary or proper 
to carry out the provisions and purposes of this Act. 

Application of Existing Law 

Sec. 305. No provision of law in force on the date of enactment of this Act shall be construed 
to authorize any action inconsistent with the provisions and purposes of this Act.

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Procedure for the Issuance, Protest and Amendment of Maximum Price Regulations 

Pursuant to the authority of Sections 201(d) and 203(a) of the Emergency Price Control Act of 
191/2 (Public No. 1/21, 77th Cong., 2d Sess., Jan. 30, 191/2), the following Rules are hereby 
prescribed for the issuance, protest and amendment of maximum price regulations, price 
schedules, and temporary maximum price regulations, and for adjustment or exception pur¬ 
suant thereto and interpretation thereof: 

Rule 1. Definitions. As used in this Regulation unless the context otherwise requires — 

a. The term “Act” means the Emergency Price Control Act of 191/2. 

b. The term “Administrator” means the Price Administrator of the Office of Price Adminis¬ 
tration or such person as he may appoint or designate to carry out any of the duties delegated 
to him by the Act. 

c. The term “Federal Register” means the publication provided for by the Act of July 26, 
1935 (1/9 Stat. 500), as amended. 

d. The term “maximum price regulation” means any regulation or order establishing a 
maximum price or prices as defined in Section 302(i) of the Act, except that the term shall not 
include a “price schedule” or “temporary maximum price regulation” as defined beloto. 

e. The term “price scheduled* means any price schedule establishing a maximum price or 
prices issued by the Administrator of the Office of Price Administration or the Administrator 
of the Office of Price Administration and Civilian Supply, prior to February 11 , 191,2 the date 
upon which the Administrator took office under the Act. 

f. The term “temporary maximum price regulation” means any temporary regulation or order 
issued pursuant to Section 2(a) of the Act, establishing as a maximum price or prices the price 
or prices prevailing with respect to any commodity or commodities within five days prior to 
the date of issuance of such temporary regulation or order.

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. Rule 6. Statement of Considerations . Every maximum price regulation shall he accompa- 
nted by a statement of the considerations involved in its issuance. Such statement may include 
economic data and other facts of which the Administrator has taken official notice and facts 
found by the Administrator as a result of action taken under Section 202 (a) of the Act. 

Rule 7. Notice of Provisions of a Maximum Price Regulation. Notice of the provisions 
of a maximum price regulation shall be given by filing such regulation with the Division of the 
Federal Register. As soon as possible after the filing of such regulation, the Administrator shall 
make copies thereof available to the press. 

Rule 8. Effective Date. A maximum price regulation shall become effective five days after 
the date of its issuance, unless an earlier or later date is specified therein. 


Protests 

Rule 9. Right to Protest. Any person subject to any provision of a maximum price regular 
tion may file a protest against such provision in the manner set forth below. A person is, for 
the purposes of this Regulation, subject to a provision of a maximum price regulation only if 
such provision prohibits or requires action by him. Any protest filed by a person not subject 
to the provision protested may be dismissed by the Administrator. 

Rule 10. Action by Representative. Any action which by this Regulation is required of, 
or permitted to be taken by, a protestant may, unless otherwise expressely stated, be taken on 
his behalf by any person whom the protestant has by written power of attorney authorized to 
represent him. Such power of attorney, signed by the protestant, shall be filed with the protest. 

Rule 11. Time and Place for Filing Protests. Any protest against a provision of a maximum 
price regulation shall be filed with the Secretary, Office of Price Administration, Washington, 
D. C., within a period of 60 days after the date of issuance of such regulation, regardless of the 
effective date prescribed therein: Provided, however, that any protest based solely upon grounds 
arising after the expiration of 60 days after the date of issuance of a maximum price regulation 
may be filed at any time after the grounds for such protest arise. 

Rule 12. Form of Protest. Every protest shall contain, upon the first page thereof, the 
number and the date of issuance of the maximum price regulation against a provision of which 
the protest is made. One original and four copies of the protest and of all accompanying docu¬ 
ments and briefs shall be filed. Each copy shall be printed, typewritten, mimeographed or pre¬ 
pared by a similar process, and shall be plainly legible. Copies shall be double spaced, except that 
quotations shall be single-spaced and indented. 

Rule 13. Assignment of Docket Number. Upon receipt of a protest it shall be assigned a 
docket number, of which the protestant shall be notified, and all further papers filed in the pro¬ 
ceedings shall contain on the first page thereof the docket number so assigned and the number and 
date of issuance of the maximum price regulation protested. 


Rule 14. Contents of Protest. Every protest shall set forth the following: 

a. The name and the post office address of the protestant, the nature of his business, and the 
manner in which the protestant is subject to the maximum price regulation protested. 

b. The name and post office address of the person filing the protest on behalf of the prot 
estant and the name and post office address of the person to whom all communications from e 
Office of Price Administration relating to the protest shall be sent. 

c. A clear and concise statement of all objections raised by the protestant against the provi¬ 
sion or provisions protested, each such objection to be separately stated and numoere . 

d. A clear and concise statement of all facts alleged in support of the objections . 

e. A statement of the relief requested by the protestant including, if the l^feeks 

modification of a provision of the maximum price regulation, the specific change 

to have made in the provision. . 

f. In cases where the protest is filed on grounds arising after the expiration of 60 ays a 
the issuance of the maximum price regulation, a clear and concise statemen of f 


time when such grounds arose. . ..

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the protest. Each such affidavit shall state the name, post office address, and occupation of the 
affiant; his business connection, if any, with the protestant; and whether the facts set forth »n 
affidavit are stated from personal knowledge or on information and belief.

Rule 24. Conference Prior to Oral Hearing. At any time prior to the commencement of the 
oral hearing, the Administrator may request the protestant to appear at a conference to consider: 
(a) the simplification of issues; (b) the possibility of obtaining stipulations of fact and of docu¬ 
ments which will avoid unnecessary proof; and (c) such other matters as may expedite the 
conduct of the oral hearing. No transcript of such conference shall be kept, but the Adminis¬ 
trator shall incorporate in the record of the proceedings any written stipulations or agreements 
made at, or as a result of, the conference. If the circumstances are such that an oral conference 
is impracticable, the Administrator may direct that such negotiations be conducted by cor¬ 
respondence. 


Rule 25. Continuance or Adjournment of Oral Hearing. The oral hearing shall be held 
at the time and place specified by the notice of hearing but may be continued or adjourned to a 
later day or to a different place. Notice of such adjournment or continuance may be by announce¬ 
ment at the oral hearing. 

Rule 26. Conduct of the Oral Hearing. 

a. The oral hearing shall be conducted by the Administrator or such officer or employee of 
the Office of Price Administration (hereinafter referred to as the presiding officer”) as the 
Administrator may appoint or designate for that purpose.

(2) The presiding officer, having due regard to the need for expeditious decision and 
for fair treatment to all protestants, may restrict oral argument and the examination and 
cross-examination of witnesses; Provided, however, that in no event shall this section be 
taken to limit the right of any protestant to submit affidavits or other written evidence 

or arguments 

Rule 27. Filing of Briefs. The presiding officer shall allow the protestant to file briefs or 
written arguments within such time as he shall designate. 


Rule 28. Subpoenas. 

a. Applications for subpoenas, when made prior to the oral hearing, may be filed by the 
protestant with the Secretary. The Administrator may grant or deny the application or refer 
it to the presiding officer appointed or designated under Rule 26, who may thereof er gran or 
deny the application. Applications for subpoenas made during the oral hearing s a e 
mitted to the presiding officer, who may grant or deny such application. 

b. All applications for subpoenas shall specify the name of the witness and the nature of the 
facts to be proved by him and, if calling for the production of documents, shall specify them 
with such particularity as will enable them to be identified for purposes of production . . 

c. Service of a subpoena upon a person named therein shall be made by’ d . elivertn ^ a 
thereof to such person and by tendering to him the fees and mileage specified in Section 202(7/ 
of the Act. When the subpoena is issued at the instance of the Administrator fees and m g 

need not be tendered. 

Rule 29. Witnesses. Witnesses summoned before the presiding officer at any protest n 
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ing shall he paid the fees and mileage specified hy Section 202(f) of the Act. Witness fees and 
mileage shall he paid hy the person at whose instance the witness appears. 

Rule 30. Contemptuous Conduct. Contemptuous conduct at any oral hearing shall he ground 
for exclusion from the hearing. The refusal of a witness to answer any question ichich has been 
ruled to he proper shall, in the discretion of the presiding officer, be ground for the striking out 
of all testimony previously given by such witness on related matters. 

Rule 31. Stenographic Report of Oral Hearing. A stenographic report of the oral hearing 
shall he made, a copy of which shall he available for inspection during business hours in the 
office of the Secretary, Office of Price Administration, Washington, D. C. 

Opinion and Transcript 

Rule 32. Opinion Denying Protest in Whole or in Part. In the event that the Adminis¬ 
trator denies any protest in whole or in part, he shall inform the protestant of the grounds upon 
which such decision is based, and of any economic data and other facts of ichich the Adminis¬ 
trator has taken official notice. 

Rule 33. Treatment of Protest as Petition for Amendment or for Adjustment or Exception. 
Any protest filed against a provision of a maximum price regulation may, in the discretion of 
the A drninistrator, be treated not only as a protest but also as a petition for amendment of the 
regulation protested, or as a petition for adjustment or exception pursuant thereto, when the facts 
produced in connection with the protest justify such treatment. 

Rule 34 .^ Transcript for Judicial Review. The transcript for judicial review shall include: 
(1) the maximum price regulation against a provision of ichich the protest was filed; (2) the 
statement of considerations accompanying such regulation ; ( 3 ) the protest; (/,) a statement setting 
forth, as far as practicable, the economic data and other facts of ichich the Administrator has 
taken official notice; and ( 5 ) such other portions of the proceedings in connection with the pro¬ 
test as are material under the complaint.

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Recent Developments 


S* 6,001. Don’t withhold earning records from 
OPA. The Secretary of the Treasury has ruled that 
OPA officials have the right to inspect and to copy 
corporation statistical transcript cards prepared by 
the Bureau of Internal Revenue from corporation 
income and declared value excess profits tax returns 
from 1935 up to 1941. The only restriction imposed 
on OPA is that the name or address of the corpo¬ 
rate taxpayers may not be disclosed. 


^recommendation: Business men have hesitated 
to volunteer information to OPA about their profit 


and loss statements for past years. In connection 
with voluntary agrements, the Price Administrator 
has almost always requested that they be submitted 
as a basis for further investigations and studies. 
It is good business judgment to cooperate and sub¬ 
mit all statements required by OPA. If you feel, 
however, that statements for past years do not 
properly reflect your operating conditions, you 
may file additional detailed statements showing 
cost and operating conditions which give the true 
picture. 


S • 6,002. Exceptions to voluntary price agree¬ 
ments. In requesting manufacturers of certain 
paper products to sign voluntary agreements to 
maintain prices at October 1 to October 15, 1941 
levels, the Price Administrator has pointed out that 

manufacturers may note exceptions to their agree¬ 
ment. 

recommendation: If your industry is requested 
to sign a voluntary price agreement and you find it

S • 6,003. Conditional Agreements. All tempo¬ 
rary maximum regulations issued so far expressly 
prohibit the inclusion of conditional agreements 
under which price adjustments can be made in case 
the regulation is amended or held invalid by a 
court. Almost all temporary regulations prescribe 
that prices prevailing during a 5-day period prior 
to the issuance of the regulation must not be ex¬ 
ceeded. Under certain conditions, this might mean 
undue hardship for you, particularly if you have to 
replenish your inventory at higher cost or your

In this way, you will 
have expressed your willingness to cooperate, while 
at the same time opening the door to further nego- 
tions with OPA for special treatment to fit your 
unusual conditions. 


recommendation: The temporary price regula¬ 
tions provide a definite procedure by which you 
can obtain relief in such cases: 

(1) File a petition for amendment or exception 
with OPA setting forth your reasons in detail. 
(See Us S-135 and S-175) 

(2) Include in your petition the request that 
OPA permit you to sell at whatever prices OPA 
determines in acting on your petition. 

(3) When OPA grants your petition, you may 
then make the necessary price adjustments with 
j r our customers.

Under an order effective March 13, 1942, provisions 
requiring the filing of affirmations of compliance 
have been removed from all price schedules.

schedules are enforceable under the new statute. 
Affirmations of compliance must, however, con¬ 
tinue to be filed where they are called for by in¬ 
dividual agreements, “freeze” letters or other in¬ 
formal actions or arrangements of OPA.

S • 6,010. Voluntary price agreement not in vio¬ 
lation of antitrust laws. With the enactment of 
the Emergency Price Control Act the threat of 
antitrust prosecution against voluntary agreements 
made by industries and OPA has been removed. 
The previous requirements that such action must 


be taken only under consultation with the Attorney 
General is now eliminated. The Attorney General 
will merely be furnished with a copy of the agree¬ 
ment after it has been entered into. The Adminis¬ 
trator pointed out that the protection afforded to 
voluntary agreements is now statutory. 
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General Comment 

Vf*l. Iron and steel and ferrous alloys in defense. All branches of the 
iron and steel industry are very deeply involved in defense. Pig iron and steel 
are under strict priority control. Tungsten, vanadium and calcium-silicon, all 
important in production of ferrous alloys, are under allocation. Nickel bearing 
steel is also under allocation. 

A new demand generated by defense and priority control makes widespread 
price control in the iron and steel industry inevitable. Iron and steel scrap and 
iron and steel products are under price ceilings. 

Priority and price control in the iron and steel industry is an exceedingly com¬ 
plicated matter. Unusual and peculiar trade practices have to be taken into con¬ 
sideration. For example, the iron and steel product priority program has made 
special provision for warehousing, and price control schedules in the iron and 
steel industry have taken cognizance of the basing point system. In order fully 
to control the prices of this industry, a very elaborate schedule of differentials, or 
prices for products which vary from the basic types, has to be worked out. The 
place of middlemen in this industry is a delicate problem in price control as well 
as priorities. 

Vf *2. Antitrust Division charges steel scrap monopoly on prices. Acting 
Attorney General Francis Biddle announced August 4, 1941, that an immediate 
investigation into possible violations of the antitrust laws in the scrap iron and 
steel industry would be undertaken as the result of information certified to the 
Department by OPACS. This information was certified to the Department under 
the procedure established by the Attorney General in his letter to Mr. Henderson 
dated May 16, 1941 (see US-7). The investigation will be conducted by the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation and the Antitrust Division. 

In information made available to the Department, it was alleged that approxi¬ 
mately 15 large brokers have secured control of 90% of the supply of iron and 
steel scrap and that in some instances a single broker has secured a virtual 
monopoly of all iron and steel scrap in certain large areas. As a consequence of 
this control, it is alleged that the prices of iron and steel scrap have been arti¬ 
ficially increased, the orderly flow of scrap has been seriously impaired, and unnec¬ 
essary difficulties have been placed in the way of making the existing supply of 
scrap readily available. 

This investigation is the first instance of cooperation between the Office of 

Price Administration and Civilian Supply and the Department of Justice under 

the procedure established in the letter which the Attorney General sent to Mr. 

Henderson on May 16, 1941. It is believed that such cooperation will afford a 

method of preventing alleged artificial price increases in important defense 
materials.

Dear Mr. Attorney General: 

Your letters of April 29, 1941, and May 16, 1941, formulate the policies which your 
Department proposes to follow m your relations with this Office in order that coordination 
of effort may be obtained in carrying out the policy of the President to avert undue price 

™ es ’ iai the e ^ Tt i ° f each may su PP Iement the other. To this end, your letter of 
May 16, 1941, suggested the method by which the enforcement machinery of the Department 

of Justice could be utilized in appropriate cases. According to information in our possession, 

methods and devices are being utilized by dealers and brokers in iron and steel scrap which 

are probable violations of the antitrust laws and related statutes. These abuses have, in our 

opinion^ artificially raised prices above those established under Price Schedule No. 4, issued by 

this Office on April 3, 1941, and have curtailed the supply of scrap. I am, therefore, writing 

this letter to certify the information, summarized below, as to probable violations of the 
antitrust laws. 


We are informed that there are approximately fifteen large brokers of iron and steel 
scrap who supply all the steel mills, the principal consumers of scrap, with approximately 
90% of their needs. These brokers in turn obtain their scrap supply through dealers who 
purchase from sub-dealers and so on down the line to the producer of the scrap. It is my 
understanding that certain of these brokers and dealers have subsidized secretly other 
dealers and sub-dealers, sometimes as many as a hundred or more. In this way a single 
broker has, in some instances, achieved a monopoly over all of the scrap produced in an 
entire region. This control over the supply of scrap has been utilized as a means for 
enhancing scrap prices. Inasmuch as the increased production for defense has been a serious 
drain upon the supply of iron and steel scrap, these subsidies, secretly maintained, have 
enabled certain brokers and dealers to impose upon the consumer scrap at these excessive 
prices. Such a dealer or broker has thus been able to create a structure which permits 
arbitrary control over price, manipulation of scrap supply and degradation of its quality. 
Furthermore, the control thus exercised through these combinations has, by inviting the 
expectation of increased prices, encouraged the hoarding of iron and steel scrap, and thus 
seriously shortened an already reduced supply. 

I request that, in accordance with your letter, you will, through the Department of 
Justice, give this matter priority of investigation, and will at once begin investigation by the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, the staff of the Antitrust Division and, if appropriate, by 
grand jury. This will aid our joint effort to strengthen civilian protection and achieve a 
greater stability for our economic structure during this period of exceptional strain.

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Vf*100. Importance of pig iron. Pig iron is the term applied to iron pro¬ 
duced by the reduction of iron ore in a blast furnace. The iron so produced 
may be used to make iron castings or other pig iron products, or may be converted 
into steel by the usual refining and purification processes. Steel making, of course, 
is the major use for pig iron. When used for making steel, the pig iron is usually 
mixed in the furnace with varying quantities of steel scrap. Pig iron is absolutely 
essential for the steel industry and steel could not be produced successfully in 
sufficiently large quantities without it. In the iron and steel industry, pig iron 
is produced both by some steel companies and by merchant blast furnaces. The 
merchant furnaces do not make steel themselves but sell the pig in the open 
market, as do some other producers. 

During recent months, however, following the impact of the defense program, 
the demand for pig iron has greatly increased, both for foundry purposes and 
for steel-making purposes, and the amount available on the open market has 
diminished. Scrap also has become scarce. The net result of this trend is that 
some steel plants and foundries which have to buy pig iron on the market have 
not been able to obtain enough of the product to meet their defense requirements 
and their most essential civilian needs. This is the basic reason for the order regu¬ 
lating pig iron. It is essential that the product be distributed in such a way that 
any steel plant or foundry with defense work gets enough to fulfill its defense 
and essential civilian requirements, whether these requirements are for steel prod¬ 
ucts or for cast iron products. Under the order, by directing the deliveries of 
certain amounts of iron each month, by controlling shipping schedules between 
suppliers and customers, and by requiring that defense orders be filled first, the 

Director of Priorities can make sure that all defense orders are given adequate 
priority. 

Vf-101. Full priority control on pig iron by General Preference Order 

No. M-17. Pig iron was put under full priority control on August 1, 1941, in 

General Preference Order No. M-17. The order was designed as a further step 

by the Priorities Division to make sure that iron and steel products flow promptly 

to defense channels. The order states that producers will be required to set aside 

stipulated quantities of pig iron each month in an emergency pool, for special 

allocation, and also provides that schedules of pig iron shipments to customers 

must be approved by the Priorities Division. By directing deliveries of pig iron, 

both from the emergency pool and in accordance with the usual priority ratings* 

the Director can make sure that pig iron goes to iron foundries and steel plants 

and other consumers in quantities necessary to fulfill defense requirements. While 

the order does not constitute any additional priority control over steel, it does 

provide control over the pig iron which is the major part of that steel. At present 

the pig iron a n( j st eel scrap used in the production of steel are divided about as 
follows: 56% pig iron and 44% scrap. 
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(jjjp observation: The new control will make it possible to do two things: 

(1) To see to it that foundries get enough pig iron to produce their defense 
orders for castings and other products; 

(2) To regulate the distribution of pig iron among steel plants in such a way 
as to make sure that all steel plants with defense orders can fill them. 

Yf • 102. Provisions of General Preference Order No. M-17. The pig iron 

order (M-17 to “Conserve the Supply and Direct the Distribution of Pig Iron”) 
has seven main points: 

T All defense orders (Army, Navy, British, etc.) carry a preference rating 
of A-10 unless higher ratings are specifically assigned. 

2. Defense orders must be accepted in preference to and given priority over 
non-defense orders. 

3. During each month, beginning with September, 1941, each producer of pig 
iron must set aside a quantity to be specified by the Director of Priorities. The 
total amount thus set aside will form an emergency pool, out of which the Direc¬ 
tor may make allocations for the following month to meet emergency needs. 

4. Beginning on August 1, 1941, any customer ordering pig iron must do so 
on a special form in accordance with instructions from the Director. 

5. Each producer of pig iron is required to submit before the fifteenth of each 
month a proposed shipment schedule of pig iron for the following month, not 
including the pig iron withheld for allocation. Beginning September 1, 1941, no 
shipments may be made to any person unless these shipments have been approved 
on the schedule or unless special provisions have been made by the Director of 
Priorities. 

6. In regulating the distribution of pig iron for non-defense purposes, the Direc¬ 
tor of Priorities will be guided by any Civilian Allocation Program promulgated 
by the Office of Price Administration and Civilian Supply. 

7. The order contains provisions designed to prevent the building up of excess 
inventory. 


(jj[p observation: It is the intention of the order that all persons using pig iron and 
scrap in their products shall hereafter maintain substantially the same ratio of 
iron and scrap as has been their former practice so that no undue burden will 
be put on the available supply of pig iron. Any radical departure from past pro¬ 
duction practices in this respect, which cannot be justified, may be subject to 
further action by the Director of Priorities. 


(jjjpobservat/on: The portion of all producers’ monthly output, which under this order 
is to be delivered only upon specific directions of the Director of Priorities, will 
be held to a minimum compatible with defense needs. In practically every 
instance it will be very much less than the amount of pig iron which those pro¬ 
ducers known as integrated steel companies have regularly sold in the open 
market. It is not to be inferred by the producers that the percentage of pig iron 
so withheld is to represent the total amount of pig iron which they will offer for 
sale on the open market. It is intended that all integrated companies will continue 
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to carry their regular merchant load as in past years and thereby eliminate the 
necessity of directing the pig iron withheld away from any of these producers. 

(jjjprecommendation: Any question which may arise in connection with compliance 
with the terms of the pig iron priorities order should be addressed to: Mr. A. D.

Any person who wilfully falsifies any records required to be kept 
by the provisions of this Order, or who otherwise wilfully furnishes false information to the 
Director of Priorities or to the Office of Production Management, and any person who 
obtains a delivery or a preference rating for a delivery by means of a material and wilful 
misstatement, may be prohibited by the Director of Priorities from making or obtaining 
further deliveries of pig iron. The Director of Priorities may also take any other action 
deemed appropriate, including the making of a recommendation for prosecution under 
section 35 of the Criminal Code (18 U.S.C. 80). 

(k) Appeal. Any person affected by this Order who considers that compliance herewith 
would work an exceptional and unreasonable hardship upon him, may appeal to the Division 
of Priorities by addressing a letter to the Division of Priorities, Office of Production Man¬ 
agement, Social Security Building, Washington, D. C., setting forth the pertinent facts and 
the reasons such person considers that he is entitled to relief. The Director of Priorities may 
thereupon take such action as he deems appropriate. 

(l) Notification of Customers. Any person who is prohibited from or restricted in, 
making deliveries of pig iron by the provisions of this Order shall, as soon as practicable, 
notify each of his regular customers of the requirements of this Order but the failure to give 
such notice shall not excuse any customer from the obligation of complying with the terms 
of this Order. 
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(m) Effective Dates. This Order shall take effect on the 1st day of August 1941 and 
unJeas sooner terminated by direction of the Director of Priorities, shall expire on fhe 30th

Maximum prices which may be charged 
for pig iron, a major raw material in the production of steel, were established in 
a schedule issued June 24, 1941, by the Office of Price Administration and Civilian 
Supply. This is the third major factor in the iron and steel industry on which 
action has been taken by OPA in order to avoid inflationary tendencies. Pre¬ 
viously ceilings had been established for iron and steel scrap and for iron and 
steel products. (See flsVf-250 et seq. and fis Vf-500 et seq.) 

Vf*151. Price levels in the schedule. The schedule sets forth basing point 
base prices for the five major grades of pig iron at various cities; such prices for 
three minor grades; differentials based on silicon, phosphorus, and manganese 
content; and two minor exceptions. The basing point prices are generally those 
prevailing during the second quarter. The domestic ceiling prices will be the 
aggregate of the basing point base price at the governing basing point; differen¬ 
tials according to content of the iron; and transportation charges from the govern¬ 
ing basing point to the place of delivery as customarily computed.

Cast iron soil pipe and fittings are extensively used in the 
construction industry to carry off drainage and waste. In the 
defense program they are widely employed in housing proj¬ 
ects, cantonments and all types of factories and industrial 
plants. The increased need for cast iron soil pipe and fittings 
has prompted Government efforts to secure expanded produc¬ 
tion by allocating needed pig iron to the industry, but the 
supply has failed to keep pace with the augmented demands 
stemming from the defense program and the accompanying 
economic expansion. As a consequence, inflationary pressure 
has caused price increases which outstrip advances in costs, 
and which will serve no purpose in bringing out appreciably 
increased production. Issuance of a price schedule accordingly 
is necessary to protect consumers, the industry, and the 
national economy. 

In this Price Schedule the Office of Price Administration is 
utilizing the Birmingham, Alabama, single basing point sys¬ 
tem, presently in effect in the soil pipe industry. Such accept¬ 
ance of this system, merely as a vehicle for determining maxi¬ 
mum prices, should not be regarded as approval thereof, nor 
should this reservation be regarded as indicating disapproval.

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Iron and Steel Scrap—Allocation 

Vf *200. Full priority control of iron and steel scrap. Facing a situation 
that threatened to shut down or curtail the operations of steel mills working at 
full capacity on defense orders, the Director of Priorities, in Order No. M-24, 
issued October 11, 1941, placed iron and steel scrap under full priority control. 
The order, designed to relieve serious day-to-day shortages, authorizes the Direc¬ 
tor of Priorities to issue specific directions for deliveries of scrap. 

Among the more important provisions of the order are the following: 

(1) The provisions and controls of Priorities Regulation No. 1 are specifically 
extended to the iron and steel scrap industry. It requires the acceptance and 
preferential treatment of defense orders, prescribes the sequence in which deliv¬ 
eries shall be made, and establishes certain requirements for the keeping of rec¬ 
ords, etc. These provisions are effective at once. (See flsR-660 et seq.) 

(2) Monthly reports are required of producers, consumers, dealers, and bro¬ 
kers, who are defined in the order. Forms of reports with complete instructions 
will be furnished shortly. These forms may be reproduced by persons for their 
own use or additional copies may be obtained from the Iron and Steel Branch, 
Office of Production Management. Note that the order requires the filing of reports 
on the 15th day of each month, covering the preceding month. The first report 
is due on November 15, 1941. 

(3) The Director of Priorities is given broad powers to control deliveries of 
scrap. This provision is effective at once. 

(jjjpobservat/on; Producers of scrap will be notified from time to time of rulings 
and interpretations under this order. Any questions which may arise under the 
terms of this order should be addressed to Mr. A. D. Whiteside, Chief, Iron and 
Steel Branch, Office of Production Management, Washington, D. C.

General Preference Order No. M-24 

To Conserve the Supply and Direct the Distribution of Iron and Steel Scrap 

WHEREAS, the national defense requirements have created a shortage of iron and steel 

scrap for defense, for private account, and for export, and it is necessary in the public interest 

and to promote the defense of the United States to conserve the supply and direct the dis¬ 
tribution thereof. 


NOW, THEREFORE, IT IS HEREBY ORDERED:

with the same effect as if specifically set forth herein, except as otherwise specifically provided 
herein. 

(b) Additional Definitions. For the purposes of this Order: 

(1) “Scrap” means “all ferrous materials, either alloyed or unalloyed, of which iron 
or steel is a principal component, which are the waste of industrial fabrication, or objects 
that have been discarded on account of obsolescence, failure or other reason.” 

(2) “Producer” means any person who produces Scrap in the conduct of a business 
or other enterprise. 

(3) “Dealer” and/or “Broker” means any person who, as principal or as agent, buys 
and sells Scrap in the regular course of his business. 

(4) “Consumer” means any person who uses Scrap in the production of iron, steel or 
ferro-alloy material or products. 

(c) Provisions relating to Producers. On or before the 15th day of each month, beginning 
November 15, 1941, Producers who have during the preceding month produced 20 gross tons 
or more of Scrap shall file reports as prescribed by the Director of Priorities showing Scrap 
inventory, production and sales, and such other information as the Director may from time 
to time require. 

(d) Provisions relating to Dealers and Brokers. On or before the 15th day of each 
month, beginning November 15, 1941, Dealers and Brokers shall file reports as prescribed by 
the Director of Priorities, showing Scrap inventory, purchases and sales, and such other 
information as the Director may from time to time require. 

(e) Proirisions relating to Consumers. On or before the 15th day of each month, begin¬ 
ning November 15, 1941, Consumers shall file reports as prescribed by the Director of Priori¬ 
ties, showing Scrap inventory, production, receipts and consumption, and such other infor¬ 
mation as the Director may from time to time require. 

(f) Special Instructions. The Director of Priorities may from time to time issue specific 
directions to any person as to the source, destination, or amount of Scrap to be delivered or 
acquired by such person. 

(g) Violations. Any person affected by this Order who falsifies records or reports which 
he is required by this Order to keep or file, or who violates any other provision of this 
Order or any other Order, regulation, or other directive issued by the Office of Production 
Management may be prohibited by the Director of Priorities from making or receiving 
deliveries of Scrap, or may be subjected to such other or further action as the Director may 
deem appropriate. 

(h) Effective Dates. This Order shall take effect immediately, and, unless sooner ter¬ 
minated by direction of the Director of Priorities, shall expire on the 30th day of June, 1942.

Vf • 202. Scrap price and priority forms merged. A merger of iron and steel 
scrap reporting requirements was announced jointly November 12, 1941 by the 
United States Bureau of Mines, the Office of Production Management and the 
Office of Price Administration. Forms PD-149, 150 and 151 were issued to cover 
the entire field of iron and steel scrap reporting. 

Form PD-149 applies to producers. Any person or corporation producing at 
least 50 gross tons of iron and steel scrap during October, 1941, must file a return. 
Figures on stocks, shipments, estimated production, sales and unfilled orders, all 
by grade, must be reported for each plant or location. If the producer is also a 
consumer of scrap, he files only a consumer’s form (PD-150). 

Form PD-150 applies to consumers. It combines the former OPA Form 104:8 
revised and the Bureau of Mines Form 6-830a MC. It calls for figures on stocks, 
production, receipts, delivered prices and consumption, all by grades. 

Form PD-151 applies to dealers and brokers. It replaces the Bureau of Mines 
suppliers’ Form 6-830a MD, and covers stocks, shipments, purchases, sales, unfilled 
orders and shipments, all by grade. 

All three forms are returnable to the Bureau of Mines, at Pittsburgh, Penn¬ 
sylvania, and not to either the OPM or OPA. 

Questionnaires sent out during November, 1941, are designed to cover the 
October operations of scrap producers, dealers, brokers and consumers. The former 
survey of alloy steel scrap provided in Form 144 has been put on a monthly basis 
by including all alloy scrap grades in the revised questionnaires. They must be 
returned to the Pittsburgh bureau by November 20. Further monthly report 
forms will originate in the Bureau of Mines. 

Purposes of these reports are twofold: 

(1) To develop a general policy for the distribution of scrap under General 
Preference Order M-24. 

(2) To assist in price control of scrap. 

Failure to receive forms does not mean exemption from reporting but rather 
places an obligation on the producer, broker or consumer to obtain them on his 
own initiative. They may be obtained from the Office of the Bureau of Mines at 
Pittsburgh, or from any Field Office of the Division of Priorities, Office of Produc¬ 
tion Management. 

All forms may be reproduced. They are returnable to the Bureau of Mines 
at Pittsburgh and all inquiries concerning them should be addressed to that office. 

(^observation: Probably the most important feature of this merger of priorities 

and price forms is that it indicates the forthcoming integration of the price and 
allocation administrations.

Vf *250. Price ceiling on iron and steel scrap. 

Since its issuance on April 2, 1941, the iron and 
steel scrap schedule, No. 4, has undergone a 
number of amendments and revisions. On Decem¬ 
ber 23 another major revision was made. For this 
reason we are summarizing here the developments 


leading up to that date, and are reproducing below 
the price schedule as of December 24, 1941. Should 
you have occasion to refer to prices in existence 
prior to that date, we suggest that you write to us 
and we will be glad to forward to you price lists 
and terms in effect during the particular period. 


Vf*251. Outline of main changes in Price Schedule 
No. 4 for Iron and Steel Scrap. 


Apr. 2, 1941: Schedule issued, maximum prices 6et up 
for three classes—iron and steel scrap of non-railroad origin, 
railroad scrap, and scrap destined for export—based on $20 
per gross ton at Pittsburgh for No. 1 heavy melting steel, 
with differentials for various points of consumption. Prices 
computed by basing point formula. 

Apr. 9, 1941 Amendment: Provision relating to contracts 
made before April 3, 1941 modified to make possible exten¬ 
sion beyond May 10, 1941. 


May 7, 1941 Revision: More classificatipns or scrap added 
to original 16; maximum prices established for 34 con¬ 
suming points as against 13. New formula provided allow¬ 
ing consumer outside of a consuming point to pay $1 more 
under certain conditions. Maximum prices based on all-rail 
shipments to consumers. Off-the-line consumers who have 
bought scrap from a railroad in the past may pay $1 nmre 
than on-the-line consumers, or price for nearest consuming 
point. Railroad scrap of unknown origin to be sold at 
prices for similar grades of non-railroad scrap. The 3% 
brokerage commission changed to 50tf per ton. Stipulation 
that railroads must serve regular on-the-line consumers first. 


Juno 18, 1941 Amendment: Consumers allowed to pay $1 
more for semi-remote scrap. Provision made for bringing 
in remote scrap located beyond zones where railroad freight 
rate to Pittsburgh is $11.20 per ton. Shipping point prices 
defined and method of computation explained. Export prices 
redefined differentiating between railroad scrap and other 
scrap. Stipulation that dealers must have acted as brokers 
before Juno 18, 1941 to receive commissions. Several changes 
in basing points. New formula for maximum prices for 
scrap originating on railroads not operating through a basing 
point. 


Juno 21, 1941 Amendment: Switching charges for 6crap 
originating from railroads operating in Chicago changed in 
favor of Chicago consumers. 


July 12, 1941 Amendment: Price adjustment for copper 
companies buying precipitation scrap. 

Aug. 8, 1941 Amendment: Export ceiling prices estab¬ 
lished on the basis of domestic prices. Six basing points 
added to Appendix A; Minnequa, Colo., eliminated in 
Appendix B. Basing point prices at 12 cities changed. 


Separate provisions for shipping point prices (a) at shipping 
points located within basing points, and (b) shipping points 
located outside basing points. 

Aug. 26, 1941 Amendment: Cincinnati added as a basing 
point. Net f.o.b. prices for “re-rolling” rail on certain 
railroads established. Shipping point prices at various Gulf 
ports made uniform. 

Sept. 5, 1941 Amendment: Railroad rail for re-laying 
purposes removed from the scrap schedule. 

Sept. 22, 1941 Amendment: Shipping point price within 
Cincinnati basing point made 80(f per ton below basing point 
price for all grades of scrap except 6 casting grades. Prices 
for railroad scrap sold by logging roads and mines need not 
bo less than $13.50 per ton for scrap rails and $15.00 per ton 
for ro-rolling rails. 

Sept. 25, 1941 Amendment: Remote scrap given preferential 
treatment for contracts completed up to December 31, 1941. 
Considerably higher shipping point prices set for “remote 
scrap” and consumers permitted to pay greater transporta¬ 
tion charges to bring "remote scrap” to their plants. 

Oct. 10, 1941 Amendment: Cincinnati established as basing 
point for scrap of railroad origin. 

Nov. 24, 1941 Amendment: Adjustments made for West 
Coast area: basing point prices for scrap used in open hearth 
furnaces and for No. 1 cupola cast iron scrap at San Fran¬ 
cisco and Los Angeles increased. Several California basing 
points redefined. Portland, Oregon, eliminated as a basing 
point for “steel making” grades. $1 increase in basing point 
price of low phosphorus scrap at three Ohio and one 
Kentucky points. 

Dec. 23, 1941 Revision: The various types and grades of 
scrap grouped in four classifications according to use, maxi¬ 
mum prices set for each type of consumer so as to direct 
scrap to the most advantageous use. Method of computing 
maximum shipping point prices based on “most favorable” 
basing point. Cast iron scrap placed in a separate schedule, 
prices to be computed on a regional basis. Four new basing 
points added in Pittsburgh district, and Pittsburgh basing 
point re-defined. Two new grades added, placed in electric 
furnace and foundry classification. Differentiation in ship¬ 
ping point price between shipments by rail or vessel or both, 
and shipments solely by motor vehicle. Provisions regarding 
brokers redefined. 


Vf *252. Digest of Price Schedule No. 4—Iron 
and Steel Scrap—revised as of December 24, 
1941. (All cross references below apply to the 
text of Price Schedule No. 4.) 

Subject: All kinds and grades of imported and 
domestic iron and steel scrap including railroad 
scrap. 

Effective date: April 3, 1941, amended up to 
December 24, 1941. 

Persons affected: Buyers and sellers. 

Price limitations: Five groups of scrap are 
established and maximum prices set up for them 
in Appendices A to E: other than railroad scrap, 
railroad scrap, cast iron scrap, scrap for export, 
and imported scrap. The various types and grades 


of non-railroad scrap are classified and defined 
according to use: 

A. For other than railroad scrap, basing point 
prices are fixed in Appendix A. To compute ship¬ 
ping point prices, the “most favorable basing 
point,” that is, that point, the use of which will 
yield the highest shipping point price is to be 
applied. Provision is made for points located 
inside and outside of basing points. (See Appendix 
A(c)(l) and (2)) Exceptions are made for a few 
shipping points including the provision that the 
maximum shipping point price for No. 1 Heavy 
Melting Steel except in the state of Washington, 
need not be less than $13.00 per ton; in the Gulf 
ports $14.00 per ton (St. Louis differentials appli¬ 
cable for other grades).

The delivered price is to be computed on the basis 
of the shipping point price plus freight up to $1.00: 
higher freight additions are permitted in a num¬ 
ber of cases, including remote scrap, where up to 
$5.00 may be added.

B. Appendix B deals with railroad scrap. It 
establishes maximum base delivered prices for 
scrap orginating from a railroad, delivered to con¬ 
sumers’ plants located on the line of the railroad 
from which the scrap originated. It specifies the 
method of computing the price for unlisted grades 
(See Appendix A(b)(l)(ii)), scrap delivered to 
off-the-line consumers (See Appendix 8(a)(2)), 
and scrap originating from railroads not operating 
at any of the basing points named in the schedule. 
(See Appendix 8(b)) Prices for railroad scrap 
of unknown origin may not exceed Appendix A 
prices for corresponding grades. (See Appendix 8 
(c)) A specific provision for No. 1 Heavy Melting 
Steel, scrap rails and rails for rerolling originating 
from mines and logging roads states that in no case 
nec?d the maximum shipping point price be less 
than $13 for No. 1 Heavy Melting Steel, $14 for 
scrap rails, and $16 for rails for rerolling.

O. Cast iron scrap is placed in a separate group 
in Appendix C. These provisions are in the nature 
of an experiment, and shipping point prices are 
established on a regional basis for three geographi¬ 
cal groups, delivered price to be computed by add¬ 
ing transportation charges. (See Appendix C (b) 

(i)) In case of transportation by motor vehicle, a 
certificate from OPA is necessary to add freight 
charges. (See Appendix C (b)(ii)) 

D. Exports of scrap are treated in Appendix D 
setting maximum prices (1) for non-railroad scrap 
at the domestic shipping point price plus transpor¬ 
tation charges to the point of export. (See Ap¬ 
pendix D(a)) (2) for railroad scrap, with similar 
provisions, and with differentiation for basing 
point railroads and railroads which do not oper¬ 
ate at a basing point. (See Appendix D (b)) In 
both cases brokerage commissions may be added. 

E. For imports of scrap Appendix E specifies 
that only consumers and persons acting as brokers 
for specific consumers may import scrap, a sworn, 
detailed statement on the intended transaction 
must be filed and approved by OPA; certified 
copies of bills of lading are to be submitted upon 
delivery. (See Appendix E) 


Differentials: (1) For scrap dealt with in Ap¬ 
pendices A, B and C a deduction of $2.50 from the 
maximum price shall be made for unprepared 
scrap. (See Appendices A(e), B(j), C(d)) 

(2) Scrap covered in Appendices A and C of in¬ 
ferior grades must be sold at differentials existing 
September 1 , 1940, to December 31, 1941. (See Ap¬ 
pendix A(a) footnote 6 and Appendix C(a) foot¬ 
note 1)) For superior grades premiums may be 
charged only with permission of OPA. Special 
preparation charges may in no case be added. 

(3) Brokers’ commissions of 50^ per gross ton 
may be charged by those who are brokers before 
April 3, 1941, under listed conditions. (See Section 
1304.6) 

Exemptions: (1) Besides the exceptions speci¬ 
fied in the various appendices, the schedule states 
that, regarding specific tonnage of scrap allocated 
by the Director of Priorities prior to November 
23, 1941, and not delivered on December 23, 1942, 
the provisions of the “schedule as of the date of 
the allocation order” are to apply. (See Section 
1304A) 

(2) In cases of hardship or inequity, application 
must be made under oath and in a separate docu¬ 
ment “Application for Relief from Price Schedule 
No. 4—Iron and Steel Scrap.” (See Section 1304-9) 

Records, reports , etc,: Sellers and buyers must 
keep for one year detailed records of each purchase 
and sale, showing separate transportation charges 
and supported by freight documents, and stock on 
hand and on order, as of the close of each month. 
(See Section 1304S) 

^observation: Although the new schedule adjusts 
ceiling prices upwards, provisions restricting the 
purchase of specific types of scrap and diverting 
their use are more severe, to accomplish the aim 
of directing the flow of scrap to its most advan¬ 
tageous use. Electric furnace and foundry grades, 
for instance, are priced somewhat higher than the 
open hearth grades, to allow for the added costs 
of preparation. The difference, however, is not 
high enough to encourage the cheaper scrap being 
used by electric furnaces and foundries and conse¬ 
quently depleting the supply for open hearth op¬ 
erators. Conversely, the schedule specifically re¬ 
stricts open hearth operators from paying more for 
electric furnace and foundry grades than the ceil¬ 
ing price for comparable open hearth or blast fur¬ 
nace scrap. (See Appendix A(a) footnote 7)

Sec. 1304.6 Coinmi&siona. No commission shall be payable 
hereunder, except by a consumer to a broker for brokerage 
services rendered to the consumer. In the event that a con¬ 
sumer shall employ a broker to purchase iron and steel 
scrap, such consumer may pay such broker a commission 
not exceeding 50 cents per gross ton. No commission shall 
be payable unless (a) the broker guarantees the quality 


and delivery of an agreed tonnage of scrap; (b) the scrap 
is purchased by the consumer at a price not higher than 
the maximum applicable herein; (c) the broker sells the 
scrap to the consumer at the same price at which he pur¬ 
chased it; (d) the broker does not split or divide the com¬ 
mission with the seller or sellers of the scrap, with another 
broker or subbroker, or with the consumer. No commission 
shall be payable to a person for scrap which he prepares. 

A person who has not acted as a broker prior to April 3, 
1941 shall, in no case, be allowed a brokerage commission.* 

Sec. 1304.7 Evasion. The price limitations set forth in 
this Schedule shall not be evaded whether by direct or 
indirect methods, in connection with the purchase, sale, de¬ 
livery or transfer of iron and steel scrap, alone or in con¬ 
junction with any other material, or by way of any com¬ 
mission, cross-billing, service, transportation, or other charge, 
or discount, premium or other privilege, or by tying-agree- 
ment or other trade understanding, or by upgrading, or 
otherwise.* 


Sec. 1304.8 Record-keeping and reporting requirement*. 

Every dealer in, and every maker, smelter, processor, broker, 
or consumer of, and every other person purchasing or selling 
iron and steel scrap shall keep for inspection by the Office 
of Price Administration for a period of not less than one 
year, complete and accurate records of: 

(a) Each such purchase or sale, the date thereof, the 
name and address of the buyer or the seller, the shipping 
point price, the price paid, or received at the point of de¬ 
livery, and the quantity in pounds and quality in grades, as 
defined in the applicable appendix. In the case of scrap for 
which maximum prices have been established under Appen¬ 
dices A, C, D and E, hereof, the record, with respect to 
prices, must contain the shipping point price, the mode or 
modes of transportation used from shipping point to point 
of delivery, the transportation charges involved, the bills 
of lading and other documents evidencing the movement 
from shipping point to point of delivery, the price at the 
point of delivery and the commission, if any involved, on 
the transaction. In the case of scrap for which maximum 
prices have been established under Appendix B, the record, 
with respect to prices, must contain comparable data to 
that required for Appendices A, C, D and E. 

(b) As of the close of each month, the quantity in 
pounds and quality by grades of iron and steel scrap (1) on 
hand and (2) on order. 


Persons affected by this Schedule shall submit such reports 
to the Office of Price Administration as it may from time to 
time require.* 


Sec. 1304.9 Modification of the Schedule Persons com¬ 
plaining of hardship or inequity in the operation of this 
Schedule may apply to the Office of Price Administration for 
approval of any modification thereof or exception therefrom: 
Provided, That no application under this section will be 
considered unless filed by persons complying with this 
Schedule and all other Schedules issued by the Office of 
Price Administration. Such applications must be submitted 
under oath and in a separate document captioned: “Applica¬ 
tion for Relief from Price Schedule No. 4—Iron and Steel 
Scrap, ’ and shall not be contained in any filing of informa¬ 
tion, or prices required to be filed under this Schedule.* 


In the event of refusal or fail¬ 
ure to abide by the price limitations, record requirements, 
or other provisions of this Schedule, or in the event of any 
evasion or attempt to evade the price limitations or other

Sec. 1304.11 Definitions. 

(a) “Person" means an individual, corporation, associa¬ 
tion, partnership, trustee in bankruptcy, receiver or other 
entity. 

(b) “Iron and steel scrap" means all kinds and grades of 
imported and domestic iron and steel scrap including iron 
and steel railroad scrap. 

(c) “Iron and steel scrap other than railroad scrap" means 
the kinds and grades of imported and domestic iron and 
steel scrap referred to in Appendices A, C, D and E. 

(d) “Iron and steel railroad scrap" means iron and steel 
scrap having a railroad origin and includes the kinds and 
grades of imported and domestic iron and steel scrap re¬ 
ferred to in Appendices B, D and E. 

(e) “Railroad" means steam and electric railroads, street, 
suburban, and interurban electric railways and local trolleys, 


and mines, logging roads and similar sources of iron *nd 
steel scrap. 

(f) “Consumer” means a purchaser, for its own con- 
sumption, of iron or steel scrap, i.e. smelter, foundry, steel 
mill, etc. 

(g) “Imported scrap" means iron and steel scrap which 
does not originate in and is not shipped from one of the 48 
States or the District of Columbia.* 

Sec. 1304.12 Effective date. This Schedule shall become 
effective December 24, 1941, except as otherwise specifically 
provided herein.*

(f) Definitions of grades referred to in paragraph (a). 

Item 1 — “No. 1 Heavy Melting Steel”: 

Steel scrap Yi inch and over in thickness, not over 18 inches 
in width, and not over 5 feet long. Individual pieces must be 
cut into such shape that they will be free from attachments 
and will lie flat in a charging box. Cut boiler plate must be 
practically clean and free from stay bolts and not over 3 
feet long and lie reasonably flat in charging box. No piece 
may weigh less than 5 pounds. This grade may include 
structural shapes, angle bars and plates, steel castings, 
heavy chain, carbon tool steel, heavy forgings, forge butts, 
and similar heavy material. This grade may also include 
new mashed pipe ends, original diameter 4 inches and over, 
thoroughly flattened, sheet bars, billets, blooms, rail ends, 
railroad steel, and wrought scrap, such as angles, splices, 
couplers, knuckles, short rails, draw-bars, cut cast-steel 
bolsters, coil and leaf springs (all coil springs to be % inch 
or larger in diameter). No needle or skeleton plate scrap, 
agricultural shapes, annealing pots, boiler tubes, grate bars, 
cast iron, malleable iron, or curly or unwieldy pieces, will be 
accepted. This grade must bo free from dirt, excessive rust 
or scale, or foreign material of any kinds. 

Item £ — “No. 1 Hydraulic Compressed Black Sheet Scrap”: 

New black steel sheet clippings, shearings, skeleton stamp¬ 
ing scrap, side and end sheet scrap, hydraulically com¬ 
pressed into compact, rectangular packages not to exceed 
20 inches longest dimension, weighing not less than 75 pounds 
per cubic foot; must be clean and free from excessive rust, 
paint, or protective coating of any kind. No detinned 6crap, 
electrical sheets, or material over 0.5 percent of silicon may 
be included. 

Item S — "No. £ Heavy Melting Steel”: 

Plate scrap, such as car sides, automobile frame stock, 
tank, and skelp crops, % inch and heavier, steel parts of 
agricultural implements, wagons, buggies, and scrapped 
automobiles, auto and buggy springs cut apart, rods and 
bars, Yi inch and heavier, punchings, Y* inch and over in 
thickness, heavy clippings, new unmashed pipe ends, under 
4 inches in diameter, horseshoes, and similar material. Car 
sides and all light plates to bo sheared 15 by 15 inches or 
under and all tires and light rods to be 12 inches and under 
in length. Any curved or twisted pieces must bo sheared 
into such shape that they will lie flat in a charging box and 
not tangle in handling with a magnet, all to be free from 
brass, copper, lead, zinc, tin, torneplato, cast iron, malle¬ 
able iron, burnt scrap, dirt, or foreign material of any kind. 

Maximum size is 15 inches wide by 3 feet long, excepting 
car sides. 

Item 4—“Dealers' No. 1 Bundles”: 

Now, black steel sheet clippings, shearings, skeleton stamp¬ 
ing scrap, sido and end sheet scrap, hydraulically com¬ 
pressed into compact, roctnngular packages not to exceed 20 
inches longest dimension, weighing not less than 75 pounds 
por cubic foot; must bo clean and free from excessive rust, 
paint, or protective coating of any kind. No detinned scrap, 
electrical sheets, or material over 0.5 percent of silicon may 
be included. 

Item 5 —“Dealers' No. £ Bundles”: 

New, black steel clippings, shearings, skeleton stamping 
scrap, sido and end sheet and tin-mill scrap, securely tied.

This grade must be free from 
burnt material, hard steel, cast, malleable, and galvanized 
or metal coated stock of any kind. 

Item 7—“Machine Shop Turnings”: 

New, clean steel or wrought-iron turnings, free from 
lumps, badly tangled or matted material, cast-iron borings, 
other metals, excessive oil, dirt, or foreign material of any 
kind. Badly rusted or corroded stock may not be included. 

Item 8—“Mixed Borings and Turnings”: 

Clean, short, steel and wrought-iron turnings, drillings, 
screw cuttings, and cast or malleable iron borings and drill¬ 
ings, free from stringy, bushy, tangled, corroded material, 
lumps, excessive oil, scale, other metals, dirt, or foreign 
material of any kind. 


Item 9—“Shoveling Turnings”: 

Clean, short, steel and wrought-iron turnings, drillings, or 
screw cuttings free from stringy, bushy, or tangled material, 
corroded or rusty lumps, excessive oil, 6cale, other metals, 
dirt, or foreign material of any kind. 

Item 10 — “No. 2 Busheling": 

Cut hoops, netting, cotton ties, sheet, and similar mate¬ 
rial lighter than No. 12 gage, no dimension over 8 inches. 
This grade must be free from hard steel, cast,. malleable, 
and galvanized or metal coated material of any kind. 


Item 11—“Cast Iron Borings”: 

New, clean cast-iron borings and drillings, free from 
steel turnings and from badly corroded or rusty material, 
lumps, oil, scale, other metals, dirt, or foreign material ot 
any kind. 

Item 12—“Low Phos. Billet, Bloom and Forge Crops : 

Billet, bloom, axle, heavy forge, or bar crops not over 
0.04 percent of phosphorus or sulphur, not over 0.5 percent 
of silicon, free from alloys. Not less than 2 inches square 
or diameter, not over 18 inches wide and sheared to lengths 
not over 36 inches. No piece to weigh less than 10 pounds 
nor more than 500 pounds. Must be new material and tree 
from excessive rust. 


Item IS—“Low Phos. Bar Crops and Smaller”: 

Bar crops not over 0.04 percent of phosphorus or sulphur, 
not over 0.5 percent of silicon, free from alloys.

(ii) The average price per gross ton as determined in Sub- 
paragraph (i) hereof, minus the amount by which the aver¬ 
age price of No. 1 Railroad Grade Heavy Melting Steel 
scrap, as determined in (i), exceeds the price of No. 1 Rail¬ 
road Grade Heavy Melting Steel scrap at the Basing Point 
nearest, in terms of transportation charges, to the consum¬ 
er’s plant. 

In the case of Rails for Rerolling, the maximum price of 
such scrap f.o.b. the line of the railroad originator thereof 
shall be the average price per gross ton at which the rail¬ 
road originator sold such grade f.o.b. its line during the 
period commencing September 1, 1940, and ending January 
31, 1941. The maximum price of Rerolling Rails shall be the 
f.o.b. line price thus established plus transportation charges 
from the railroad’s line to the rerolling mill’s point of 
delivery. 

This exception for Rails for Rerolling applies only to 
railroads not operating in a Basing Point named in para¬ 
graph (a), (1), (i) hereof. 

(c) Scrap which cannot be identified as to origin. The 
maximum price per gross ton at which a consumer may 
purchase any grade of railroad scrap which cannot be iden¬ 
tified as to origin, shall not exceed the maximum price 
established under Appendix A for No. 1 Heavy Melting 
Steel. 

(d) Railroad scrap for which average price information is 
inadequate or unrepresentative. 

Where scrap originates from a railroad, and the average 
price information required under paragraph (l)(ii) or (b) 
above, is inadequate or unrepresentative with respect to 
any grade of scrap, the Office of Price Administration shall 
establish such maximum price therefor as it shall deem 
reasonable. In such case, whenever feasible, due regard 
shall be given to the maximum prices established for 
nearby railroads, or the price at the Basing Point nearest 
the railroad’s place of accumulation, or both. 

(e) Maximum shipping point and delivered prices for No. 

I Heavy Melting Steel, scrap rails and rails for rerolling 
originating from mines, and logging roads. 

The most favorable basing point. The “most favorable 
basing point” is the basing point, which when used to com¬ 
pute the shipping point price in the manner set forth in 
subparagraphs (1) and (2) below, will yield the highest 
shipping point price. 

(1) Where shipment to the consumer is wholly or par¬ 
tially by rail, or vessel, or combination of rail and vessel. 
Where the shipment of such scrap to the consumer is by 
rail, or vessel, or combination of rail and vessel, the scrap 
is at its shipping point when it is placed f.o.b. railroad 
car or f.a.s. vessel for shipment to the consumer. In such 
cases, the maximum shipping point price shall be the price 
listed in paragraph (a) hereof for the scrap at the most 
favorable basing point, minus the lowest established charge 
for transporting scrap from the shipping point to such 
basing point by rail or water carrier, or combination thereof. 
Where such transportation includes vessel movement, the 
tariffs establishing charges at the dock or, in case no such 
tariffs are published, 75 cents per grass ton must be in¬ 
cluded as part of the deduction in computing the shipping 
point price. 

(2) Where shipment to the consumer is solely by motor 
vehicle. Where the shipment of such scrap to the consumer 
is solely by motor vehicle, the scrap is at its shipping point 
when it has been loaded on such vehicle. In such cases, 
the maximum shipping point price shall be the price listed 
in paragraph (a) hereof or the scrap at the most favorable 
basing point minus the lowest established charge for trans¬ 
porting scrap by common carrier from the shipping point 
to such basing point. Where such transportation includes 
vessel movement, the tariffs establishing charges at the 
dock, or in case no such tariffs are published, 75 cents per 
gross ton must be included as part of the deduction in 
computing the shipping point price. If no established trans¬ 
portation rate exists for all or a portion of the movement 
from shipping point to basing point, the actual charge or 
cost customarily incurred by the shipper in such portion 
of the movement shall be included as part of the deduction 
in computing the shipping point price. 


Provided, however, that the shipping point price as com¬ 
puted in subparagraphs (1) and (2) above, need in no case 
be less than $13.00 per gross ton for No. 1 Heavy Melting 
Steel, $14.00 per gross ton for Scrap Rails and $16.00 per 
gross ton for Rails for Rerolling. 

The maximum delivered price of such rails shall be the 
shipping point price thus established, plus transportation 
charges from the shipping point to the point of delivery. 
In no case shall such transportation charges include any 
charge or cost incurred in placing the scrap at its shipping 
point. If shipment is by water, and tariffs establishing 
charges at the dock are published, charges incurred at the 
dock, but not to exceed the published tariffs, may be in¬ 
cluded as part of transportation charges. Where no such 
tariffs are published, actual charges incurred at the dock, but 
not to exceed 75 cents per gross ton, may be included as part 
of transportation charges. In either case such charges must 
be shown as a separate item on the invoice. 

(f) Unprepared Scrap. The maximum prices established 
hereinabove are maximum prices for prepared scrap. For 
unprepared scrap, maximum prices shall be $2.50 less than 
the maximum prices for the corresponding grade or grades 
of prepared scrap. 

Where scrap is to undergo preparation prior to its arrival 
at the point of delivery, such scrap is not at its shipping 
point, ns that phrase is defined in paragraph (c) hereof, 
until after such preparation has been completed.*

Only consumers, and persons acting as brokers on behalf 
of specific consumers, may enter into contracts to import 
iron and steel scrap. 

Imported scrap is at its point of delivery to a consumer 
when it hns arrived for unloading at the consumer’s plant. 

No such purchase of imported scrap may be made until 
after the consumer has filed with the office of Price Admin¬ 
istration, Washington, D. C., a fully detailed statement 
under oath setting forth the name and address of the seller, 
the grade and quantity of the scrap, a detailed breakdown 
of all factors of which the price at the point of delivery is 
comprised; and until such application has been approved. 

Immediately upon delivery of such scrap, the consumer 
must file certified copies of bills of lading covering the 
shipment of such scrap.* 


Maximum prices of inferior grades shall continue to 
bear the same differential below the corresponding schedule 
grade as existed during the period September 1, 1940 to 
January 31, 1911. In no case shall any grade deemed by 
buyer, or seller, or both to be superior to any grade listed 
above bo sold at a premium above the corresponding sched¬ 
ule grade except upon prior approval by tho Office of Price 
Administration.

Vf*254. Crackdown against violators of scrap 
schedule. Following the announcement by the 
Price Administrator that he will by the use of “all 
necessary sanctions” at his command compel strict 
compliance with the scrap schedule, a number of 
violators have signed stipulations to the effect that 
they will refund all amounts collected since Sep¬ 
tember 2, 1941, in excess of the maximum prices 
established by OPA. The Price Administrator has 
pointed out that his office is devoting particular 
attention to two prohibited practices: The “up¬ 
grading of scrap and the charging of “commis¬ 
sions” by brokers and dealers selling scrap out of 


their own yards. In several instances a supposedly 
new grade “No. 1 industrial heavy melting scrap” 
was sold as the equivalent of No. 1 railroad grade 
heavy melting scrap at a premium of $1 a ton over 
the so-called ordinary No. 1 heavy melting scrap. 
OPA insisted that this newly improvised grade is 
the same as the ordinary No. 1 heavy melting 
scrap and may not be sold at a premium over the 
maximum set in the schedule.

(6) The maximum price for No. 1 heavy melting 
steel within the Boston switching district is rede¬ 
fined to eliminate the former advantage of persons 
with dock facilities. 

(7) Definitions of certain grades have been clari¬ 
fied. Bundles containing tin-coated material must 
be priced in accordance with the percentage of tin- 
coated material included.

Unprepared scrap ex¬ 
cludes objects requiring dismantling such as bridges 
or graveyard automobiles.

No commission shall be pay¬ 
able unless (a) the broker guarantees the quality and de¬ 
livery of an agreed tonnage of scrap; (b) the scrap is pur¬ 
chased by the consumer at a price not higher than the maxi¬

complete and accurate records of: 

(a) As of the close of each month, the quantity in pounds 
and quality by grades of iron and steel scrap, (1) on hand 
and (2) on order; 

(b) In the case of transactions for which maximum prices 
are established in this Schedule, each such purchase or sale, 
the date thereof, the name and address of the buyer or the 
seller, the shipping point price, the quantity in pounds and 
quality in grades, us defined in the applicable appendix, the 
mode or modes of transportation used from shipping point to 
point of delivery, the transportation charges involved, the 
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bills of lading and other documents evidencing the movement 
from shipping point to point of delivery, the delivered price 
and the commission, if any, involved in the transaction. The 
record shall also contain such further requirements as are set 
forth in the applicable appendix (see especially Sec. 1304.15, 
<b) (2) (in) ). 

(c) In the case of transactions including purchases of sales 
of used material which is to be made into iron and steel 
scrap, e.g., a box car, locomotive, graveyard automobile or 
the like lor which no maximum prices are established here¬ 
under, each such purchase or sale, tlie date thereof, name 
and address of the buyer or seller, the type of material in¬ 
volved, the purchase or sales price, and the terms of such 
price (i.e., whether the material is purchased or sold as is, 
where is, or delivered to the dealer's yard, or otherwise). 

(d) Persons affected by this Schedule shall submit such 
reports to the Office of Price Administration as it may from 
time to time require.

Where vessel move¬ 
ment is involved in the computetaion, in lieu of any estab¬ 
lished charges at the dock or of any charge or cost cus¬ 
tomarily incurred at the dock, 75 cents per gross ton must be 
included as part of the deduction in computing the ship¬ 
ping point price: Provided, however. At Memphis, Tenn., the 
deduction shall be 50 cents per gross ton, at Great Lakes 
ports $1.00 per gross ton, and at New England ports $1.25 
per gross ton.

Lake ports delivery at which the seller was selling 
during the shipping season of 1941. Unexpired 
contracts made during the shipping season of 1941, 
on which some deliveries had been made during 
that year must remain in force, but no price in¬ 
crease may be effected through an escalator clause 
or otherwise.

(3) Persons who did not sell iron ore during 
the shipping season of 1941 may not exceed the 
weighted average spot price of a substantially 
similar seller. Such average prices may be ob¬ 
tained from OPA on application. (See Sec. 

1369.3) 

Transportation: To determine prices delivered 
at the mine, deduct Upper Lake rail freight and 
lake freight from the Lower Lake price. To 
determine delivered price at Upper Lake ports 
lake freight must be deducted from Lower Lake 
prices. (See Sec. 1369.1 and 13692(b)) 

Records and reports: (1) Persons who have 
sold iron ore during the shipping season of 1941 

must submit reports on their sales. (See Sec. 

1369.4) 

(2) Sellers and buyers must keep for two years 
detailed records of sales, purchases, stocks on 
hand and on order as of the close of each month 
(See Sec. 1369.7) 


Maximum Price Regulation No. 113-Iron Ore Produced 

In Minnesota, Wisconsin and Michigan 

™I n w e ^ udgment of the Price Administrator the pricea of 
market iron ore produced in Minnesota, Wisconsin and 
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Michigan have threatened to rise to an extent and in a man¬ 
ner inconsistent with the purposes of the Emergency Price 
Control Act of 1942. The Price Administrator has ascer¬ 
tained and given due consideration to the prices of market 
iron ore prevailing between October 1 and October 15, 1941 
and during the shipping season of 1941, and has made ad¬ 
justments for such relevant factors as he has determined and 
deemed to be of general applicability. So far as practicable, 
the Price Administrator has advised and consulted with 
representative members of the industry which will be affected 
by this Regulation. 

In the judgment of the Price Administrator the maximum 
prices established by this Regulation are and will be gen- 
orally fair and equitable and will effectuate the purposes of 
said Act. A statement of the considerations involved in the 
issuances of this Regulation has been prepared and is issued 
simultaneously herewith. 1 


Therefore, under the authority vested in the Price Admin¬ 
istrator by the Emergency Price Control Act of 1942, and in 
accordance with Procedural Regulation No. 1,2 issued by 
the Office of Price Administration, Maximum Price Regula¬ 
tion No. 113 is hereby issued. 

Sec. 1369.1 Maximum Prices for Iron Ore Produced in 
Minnesota, Wisconsin and Michigan.

(6) “classification of standard ore” means one of the fol¬ 
lowing classes: Mesabi non-Bessemer, Mesabi Bessemer, Old 
Range non-Bessemer, Old Rrange Bessemer, and High Phos¬ 
phorus. 

(7) “grade of special ore” means one of the following 
grades: lump, manganiferous, siliceous, or off-grade ores. 

(8) "weighted average spot price” means that figure stated 
in dollars and cents which is computed by dividing the num¬ 
ber of dollars received by the seller on his spot sales of each 
classification of standard iron ore or grade of special iron 
ore during the 1941 shipping season by the total number of 
gross tons of such classification or grade sold at spot by said 
seller during said season. Such prices shall be calculated to 
the base price at Lower Lake ports for 51.50 percent Mesabi 
non-Bessemer iron ore according to adjustments hereafter set 
forth and when same are not applicable, the basis of adjust¬ 
ment as applied to such special grades as were in effect dur¬ 
ing the 1941 season shall be employed. 

Adjustments 

(i) The differentials for adjusting prices on a basis of 
natural iron content to a base price for Mesabi non-Bessemer 
ore shall be the established differentials, (the unit value is 
obtained by dividing the applicable maximum price by 51.50) 
namely:

(ii) Silica. The same penalties for silica which each seller 
incurred during the 1941 season shall continue in force. 

(iii) Structure. The same penalties for fine structure which 
each seller incurred during the 1941 season shall continue in 
force.

1306.8(h)) and principal established basing points 
for selected products are listed (see Sec. 1306.12). 

(2) Specialty and other products for which there 
are no basing point prices must be sold at a price 
that would have been charged by the seller on 
April 16, 1941 (see Sec. 1306.10(e)). For all new 
products or substantial variations, producers must 
file prices for approval by OPA (see Sec. 1306.10 
(h)). 

(3) Maximum base price for carbon steel ingots, 
rerolling quality, standard analysis is $31 per gross 
ton, f.o.b. mill (see Sec. 1306.10(g)). 


(4) All seconds and off-grade products may not 
be sold above the maximum for prime quality (see 
Sec. 1306.10(f)). 

(5) All customary or general privileges and al¬ 
lowances in effect on April 16, 1941 must be main¬ 
tained except where reductions were made on that 
date from published or quoted prices due to com¬ 
petitive conditions (see Sec. 1306.10(i)). 

Exports: Export maximum prices shall consist 
of the governing or emergency basing point price 
plus applicable export extras and transportation 
charges as customarily computed. The export base 
prices of the U. S. Steel Export Company f.a.s. 
seaboard in effect on April 16, 1941 may be sub¬ 
stituted (see Sec. 1306.10(c)). Note that these ex¬ 
port base prices are listed in Sec. 1306.13. 

Exemptions: (1) Contracts made before April 
16, 1941 may be completed up to March 15, 1942 
(see Sec. 1306.4). 

(2) Contracts for future delivery may be made 
at the maximum price in effect and approved by 
OPA at time of shipment (see Sec. 1306.1). 

(3) A number of exceptions specifically granted 
by OPA are listed (see Sec. 1306.14). 

Records , reports , etc,: (1) Producers must keep 
for one year copies of all invoices from January 1, 
1941 on (see Sec. 1306.58). 

(2) By February 16, 1942 producers are to file 
all charges, terms and discounts, etc., published or 
quoted as of April 16, 1941.

The price limitations set forth in this 
Schedule shall not be evaded whether by direct or indirect 
methods in connection with a purchase, sale, delivery or 
transfer of any iron or steel product, alone or in conjunction 
with any other material, or by way of any commission, serv¬ 
ice, transportation, or other charge, or by tying-agreement 
or other trade understanding. Without limiting the gen¬ 
erality of the foregoing, the price limitations set forth in

of this Schedule, may be completed on the contract terms

Sec. 1306.5 Records and Reports, (a) Every producer of 
iron or steel products shall keep for inspection by the Office 
of Price Administration, for a period of not less than one 
year, copies of all invoices dated January 1, 1941 or later, 
relating to sales of such products, including sales to ware¬ 
housemen, jobbers, brokers, and all other persons purchas¬ 
ing for resale. Every such invoice shall clearly indicate the 
price actually paid, together with all discounts or other credit 
terms. 

(b) Every producer of iron or steel products shall file with 
the Office of Price Administration, Washington, D. C., on 
or before February 10, 1942, all charges, terms and discounts, 
including base prices published or quoted as of April 16, 
1941, and extras which were (1) published and quoted and 
(2) actually and customarily charged as of April 16, 1941, 
insofar as such filing was not made prior to the effective date 
of this Amended Schedule. On and after February 10, 1942, 
except as provided in Section 1306.10 (b) or as specifically 
authorized by the Office of Price Administration, no prices,

Sec. 1300.6 Enforcement. In the event of refusal or fail¬ 
ure to abide by the terms and provisions of this Price Sched¬ 
ule, the Office of Price Administration will use its full pow¬ 
ers of enforcement to compel remedial action and future 
compliance by any such violator. These powers may include 
steps in an appropriate court of law, such administrative 
remedies as mav be proper, as well as the informing of the 
Congress and the public, and the enlisting of the cooperation 
of the various state or federal governmental agencies, in¬ 
cluding the procurement services of the Government.

(d) “governing basing point” means that established 
basing point the use of which results in the lowest delivered 
price at the place of delivery. 

(e) “emergency basing point” means the established bas¬ 
ing point at or nearest the place of production or of origin 
of shipment. 

(f) “usual market area” of any mill with respect to a 
shipment of any product means that area into which the 
particular iron or steel product had, in the course of the 
two years prior to April 10, 1941, been customarily shipped 
by such mill in quantities comparable to the shipment being 
made. 

(g) “basing point base prices” means: 

(1) The prices announced prior to December 31, 1940, or 
customarily quoted by Carnegie-Illinois Steel Corporation, 
American Steel & Wire Co., Tennessee Coal, Iron & Rail¬ 
road Co., National Tube Co., and Columbia Steel Co., as 
base prices effective during the first quarter of 1941, or in 
effect on April 10, 1941, and applicable at designated basing 
points for iron or steel products; or 

(2) In the case of an individual producer, the prices an¬ 
nounced or customarily quoted by such producer during the 
first quarter of 1941, or in effect on April 10, 1941, as base

Subject: Resale of all iron and steel products 
excluding pig iron but including seconds, wasters 
and all other off-grade and used products. 

Effective date: December 15, 1941. Amended 
effective February 2, 1942. 

Persons affected: Sellers and buyers. 

Price limitations: Maximum prices, delivered, 
are established at April 16, 1941 levels. The prices 
to be used by a reseller are the lower of (1) the 
prices charged by him on April 16, 1941 or (2) 
the price lists in effect on April 16, 1941, for heavy 
lined and merchant wire products of leading dis¬ 
tributors in 23 cities in metropolitan free delivery 
zones. Extras and deductions which were in effect 
on April 16 are to be maintained. Special provi¬ 
sions apply to Pacific Coast and export sales and 
to specific products such as nails, smooth wire, 
pipe and tubing. 

Exceptions: Sales by retail dealers of nails in 
quantities of 25 kegs or less, of merchant wire 
products in quantities of 2,500 pounds or less, of 
five standard lengths of pipe are not covered by 
the Schedule. 

Price modifications: (1) A seller who is located 
in one of the listed cities or areas to which listed 
prices are applicable and who has been charging 
lower than listed prices on April 16, 1941 may 


apply to OPA for permission to raise his prices to 
those of the price list. 

(2) Sellers in unlisted cities may make applica¬ 
tion to OPA that their city be included among the 
listed cities and that their prices be put into effect 
as the maximum.

(e) “published listed price” or “published list price” 
means a price for resole of iron or steel products publicly 
circulated in the trade, and is confined, except as stated 
below in Sec. 1306.159 (m) (3) , to price lists issued for the 
cities named and the persons stated in Appendix B, incorpo¬ 
rated herein as Sec. 1306.160. If not otherwise stated, the 
term is meant to apply only to price lists effective as of 
April 10, 1941. In any “Listed City ” in which there are 
several such published listed prices for any product or quan¬ 
tity, the highest of such prices shall be the published list 
price herein referred to; 

(f) “dislocated tonnage” means any shipment to which the 
terms of Sec. 1306.159 (f) of this Schedule are applicable; 

(g) “governing basing point” means the basing point 
producers of iron or steel products included in Price Sched¬ 
ule No. 6, which results in the lowest delivered price to the 
mill customer; 

(h) “mill ba6e price” means the price at the basing point 
which governs a sale from a mill by producers of iron or 
steel products included in Price Schedule No. 6;

(j) "Unlisted City” means any city or place other than 
those in Appendix B; 

(k) “lowest combination” means the lowest delivered 
price that is the result of a combination of (1) country 
price of any seller located in any Listed City and (2) less- 
than-carload freight from such Listed City;

(m) “Mixed carload” means a bona fide “mixed carload 
containing not less than three items of steel of substantial 
quantity and of different type, such as strip, plates, sheets, 
bars. (Hot Rolled and Cold Finished bars or Hot Rolled ana 
Cold Rolled sheets shall be considered ns examples of differ¬ 
ent types of steel products in this definition.) 

(n) “Pacific Coast” means any place within the State* 
of California, Oregon, or Washington; 

(o) “Gulf Ports” means all cities and other places located 
on or near the Gulf of Mexico in the States of xexas, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, Alabama, and Florida. 
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(p) “Export agent" means any exporter who acts di¬ 
rectly for a foreign purchaser in a sale between any seller 
in the United States and such foreign purchaser, and who 
does not (1) take title to the goods being exported, or (2) 
assume a risk of loss because of demurrage, failure to 
secure shipping space, or otherwise.

(2) Extras which were customarily charged as of 
April 16, 1941, may bo computed in the maximum delivered 
price: Provided, That such extras do not exceed those es¬ 
tablished and charged on April 16, 1941, by sellers listed in 
Appendix B of this Schedule.

Deductions customarily granted as of April 16, 1941, shall 
be deducted in computing the maximum delivered price.

(b) Maximum Delivered Prices in Places Other Than the 
City or Free Delivery Area in Which the Seller is Located. 

(1) In any place other than a city or free delivery area 
in which the seller is located, the maximum delivered price 
for that seller shall be the lowest delivered price that is the 
result of a combination of (i) country price of any seller 
named in Appendix B herein (or as may hereinafter be is¬ 
sued under “General Provisions," Sec. 1306.159 (m) (3)] lo¬ 
cated in any Listed City and (ii) less-than-carload freight 
from such Listed City.

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Vf # 700. All steel, including alloys, under full priorities. With the 
demand for steel for all purposes increasing, and with total demand for imme¬ 
diate delivery being greater than the ability of the steel industry to produce and 
deliver to the satisfaction of all customers, it became necessary that action be 
taken to insure deliveries for defense above all other deliveries. Steel in all forms, 
including alloy steel, was therefore placed under full priority control on August 
10, 1941 by General Preference Order No. M-21. With this action, all iron and 
steel products were put under priority control, so that defense needs could be 
put uncompromisingly ahead of non-defense needs. 

Since steel was thus fully covered by specific priority regulations, it was 
removed from the terms of General Metals Order No. 1 which provided for inven¬ 
tory control, and furthermore, the General Steel Preference Delivery Order No. 1 
(see fls Vf *450 et seq.) was revoked. 

(jpobservat/on: While alloy steels are included under the present order, a separate 
order will give details of the regulations applying to alloys. Note also that pig 
iron has been subject to full priority control since August 6, 1941. (See 
Us Vf • 100 et seq.) 

Vf*701. Summary of General Preference Order No. M-21. A basic 
provision of the order is that all defense orders must be filled ahead of non¬ 
defense orders. It is also stipulated that defense orders must be accepted by 
steel companies, subject to certain exceptions, even if this acceptance means the 
deferment of non-defense orders or orders bearing lower ratings already on the 
books. Other basic provisions of the steel order are: 

(1) Steel as defined in the order means “all carbon and alloy steel castings, 
ingots, blooms, slabs, billets, forgings, and all other semi-finished and finished 
rolled or drawn carbon and alloy steels.” 

(2) Defense orders include contracts or orders for the Army or Navy, for 
certain other government agencies, for Great Britain or any other lend-lease 
country, or any order to which a preference rating of A-10 or higher is assigned. 

(3) Defense orders which do not bear a higher rating are assigned a preference 
rating of A-10. 

(4) The order contains a six-point formula providing for the acceptance of 
defense orders. 

(5) A producer must file monthly reports with the Division of Priorities, 
summarizing by group and by product classification, orders received and ship¬ 
ments made during the month, and unfilled orders as of the last day of the month. 

(6) If defense orders are rejected or delivery is delayed, unreasonably the 

customer may bring this to the attention of the Priorities Division for appropriate 
action. ^ 

(7) After the satisfaction of all defense orders, deliveries under non-defense 
orders may be made. 

(8) The terms of the order apply to intra-company deliveries. 

(9) It is provided that “no person shall be held liable for damages or penalties 
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for any default under any contract, commitment, or purchase order which results 
directly or indirectly from his compliance with the terms of this order.” 

(10) The order contains provisions designed to prevent the building up of 

excess inventories. . , 

(11) Beginning September 1, 1941, purchase orders for steel must be accom¬ 
panied by a special form (PD-73) obtainable from steel producing companies 
setting forth the purposes for which the ordered material will be used. 

(12) The Director of Priorities may issue special directions to producers, 
requiring them to make deliveries of steel in fulfillment of special defense needs. 
The Director may require producers to modify or adjust production schedules. 
The Director may also allocate purchase orders to particular producers.

TITLE 32—NATIONAL DEFENSE 

CHAPTER IX—OFFICE OF PRODUCTION MANAGEMENT 

Subchapter B—Priorities Division 
Part 962—STEEL 

GENERAL PREFERENCE ORDER M-21 

TO CONSERVE THE SUPPLY AND DIRECT THE DISTRIBUTION OF STEEL 

WHEREAS, the national defense requirements have created a shortage of steel, as here¬ 
inafter defined, for defense, for private account, and for export and it is necessary, in the public 
interest and to promote the defense of the United States, to conserve the supply and direct 
the distribution thereof; 

NOW, THEREFORE, IT IS HEREBY ORDERED THAT: 

962.1 GENERAL PREFERENCE ORDER (a) Definitions. For the purposes of this 
Order: 

(1) “Steer' means all carbon and alloy steel castings, ingots, blooms, slabs, billets, 
forgings, and all other semi-finished and finished rolled or drawn carbon and 
alloy steels. 

(2) “Person” means any individual, partnership, association, corporation, or other 
form of enterprise. 

(3) “Producer” means any person who produces steel, as herein defined. 

(4) “Defense Order” means: 

(i) Any contract or order for material or equipment to be delivered to, or for 
the account of: 

1. The Army or Navy of the United States, the United States Maritime Com¬ 
mission, the Panama Canal, the Coast and Geodetic Survey, the Coast 
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Guard, the Civil Aeronautics Authority, the National Advisory Commission 
for Aeronautics, the Office of Scientific Research and Development; 

2. The Government of Great Britain and the government of any other 
country whose defense the President deems vital to the defense of the 
United States under the Act of March 11, 1941, entitled “An Act to Promote 
the Defense of the United States.” 

(ii) Any other contract or order to which the Director of Priorities assigns a 
preference rating of A-10 or higher. 

(iii) Any contract or order placed or offered by any person for the delivery of 
any material or equipment needed by him to fulfill his contracts or orders 
on hand, which material or equipment is required for the fulfillment of any 
contracts or orders included under (i) and (ii), above. 

(b) Directions as to Deliveries. Deliveries of steel by any producer or any other person 
shall be made only in accordance with the following directions: 

(1) A-10 Assigned to Certain Defense Orders. Deliveries under all Defense Orders 
to which a preference rating of A-10 or higher has not been specifically assigned 
are hereby assigned a preference rating of A-10. 

(2) Sequence of Preference Ratings. Preference ratings in order of precedence are: 
A A, A-l-a, A-l-b, etc., . . . A-l-j; A-2, A-3, etc., . . . A-10, etc., AA being the 
highest rating presently assigned. 

(3) Doubtful Cases. Whenever there is doubt as to the preference rating applicable 
to any delivery, or as to whether a particular order is a Defense Order, the matter 
is to be referred to the Division of Priorities for determination, with a statement 
of all pertinent facts. 

(4) Sequence of Deliveries. 

(i) Every delivery under a Defense Order shall be made in preference to deliv¬ 
eries under other orders whenever, and to the extent, necessary to fulfill the 
delivery schedule provided in the Preference Rating Certificate covering 
such delivery, or in the contract, commitment, or purchase order if no 
Certificate has been issued. Deliveries bearing no preference rating or lower 
preference ratings shall be deferred to the extent necessary to assure these 
deliveries bearing higher preference ratings, even though such deferment 
may cause defaults under existing contracts, commitments, or purchase orders. 
Each person who has Defense Orders on hand must so schedule his production 
and deliveries that deliveries under Defense Orders will be made on the dates 
required, giving precedence in case of unavoidable delay to deliveries bearing 
the higher preference ratings. 

(ii) The sequence of deliveries bearing the same preference ratings shall be 
governed by the delivery dates specified in the respective Preference Rating 
Certificates assigned thereto, or if the ratings were assigned by order or 
direction of the Director of Priorities, but no Certificates were issued, then 
by the dates specified in the contracts, commitments, or purchase orders. 
In any case where preference ratings and delivery dates are the same, and it 
is impossible to make all deliveries on schedule, the matter is to be referred 
to the Division of Priorities for determination. 

(5) Delivery Schedules. No earlier delivery date shall be specified in any Defense 
Order than required by the production or delivery schedules of the person placing 
the Defense Order. No preference rating will be assigned to any contract, com¬ 
mitment, or purchase order specifying delivery dates earlier or quantities greater 
than required by the production or delivery schedules of the person placing the 
contract, commitment, or purchase order. 

(6) Use of Material Obtained Under Allocation or Preference Rating. Any person 
who obtains a delivery of steel under an order or specific direction of the Director 
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of Priorities, or a delivery of such material bearing a preference rating, must use 
such material, or an equivalent amount thereof, for the purpose specified in con¬ 
nection with the issuance of the order, direction, or rating. 

(7) Acceptance oj Defense Orders. Defense Orders for steel, whether or not accom¬ 
panied by a Preference Rating Certificate, must be accepted and fulfilled in 
preference to any other contracts, commitments, or purchase orders for such 
material, subject to the following provisions: 

(i) Defense Orders shall be accepted even if acceptance will render impossible, 

or result in deferment of: 

(A) Deliveries under non-defense orders previously accepted; or 

(B) Deliveries under Defense Orders previously accepted bearing lower pref¬ 
erence ratings, unless rejection is specifically permitted by the Director 
of Priorities. 

(ii) Defense Orders need not be accepted: 

(A) If delivery on schedule thereunder would be impossible by reason of 
the requirements of Defense Orders previously accepted bearing higher 
or equal preference ratings, unless acceptance is specifically directed by 
the Director of Priorities; or 

(B) If the steel ordered is not of the kind usually produced or capable oi 
being produced by the person to whom the Defense Order is offered; or 

(C) If the person seeking to place the Defense Order is unwilling or unable 
to meet regularly established prices and terms of sale, but there shall be 
no discrimination against Defense Orders in establishing such prices or 
terms of sale; or 

(D) If such Defense Orders specify deliveries within twenty-one days, and 
if compliance with such delivery dates would require the termination or 
alteration before completion of a specific production schedule already 
commenced, but this provision shall not authorize rejection when such 
schedule can be terminated or altered without substantial loss to the 
producer. 

(8) Rejected Orders and Deferred Deliveries. When a Defense Order for steel has 
been rejected or delivery thereunder has been unreasonably or improperly 
deferred in violation of this Order, the person seeking to place such order or 
obtain such delivery may file with the Division of Priorities a verified report in 
the form to be prescribed by the Division of Priorities, setting forth the facts in 
connection with the rejection or deferment. When the facts set forth justify such 
action, the Director of Priorities will thereupon direct the person against whom 
complaint is made to submit a sworn statement, setting forth the circumstances 
concerning the alleged rejection or deferment. Thereafter, such action will be 
taken by the Director of Priorities as he deems appropriate. 

(9) Civilian Deliveries. Subject to the limitations and restrictions contained in this 
Order and after satisfaction of all Defense Orders, deliveries under any other 
contracts, commitments, or purchase orders may be made. 

(10) Intra-Company Deliveries. The prohibitions or restrictions contained in this 
Order shall, in the absence of a contrary direction, apply not only to deliveries 
to other persons, including affiliates and subsidiaries, but also to deliveries from 
one branch, division, or section of a single business enterprise to another branc , 
division, or section of the same or any other business enterprise owned or con¬ 
trolled by the same person. 

(11) Effect of Order: Damages. The prohibitions or restrictions contained in this Order 
shall, in the absence of a contrary direction, apply to all deliveries ma e a er 
effective date of this Order, including deliveries under contracts, commitments,

or purchase orders accepted either prior to or subsequent to such effective date. 
No person shall be held liable for damages or penalties for any default under any 
contract, commitment, or purchase order which results directly or indirectly from 
his compliance with the terms of this Order. 

(12) Inventory Restriction. Unless specifically authorized by the Director of Priorities, 
no person shall, after the effective date of this Order, knowingly make delivery 
of steel, and no person shall accept delivery thereof, in an amount, quantity, or 
number which will increase for any current month the inventory of such steel of 
the person accepting delivery, in the same or other forms, in excess of the 
amount, quantity, or number necessary to meet required deliveries of the prod¬ 
ucts of the person accepting delivery, on the basis of his current method and 
rate of operation. 

(13) Special Instructions. 

(i) Beginning September 1, 1941, no producer of steel shall make, and no person 
shall accept delivery of steel from a producer unless and until such person 
shall have filed with the producer at the time of placing his purchase order 
or contract, a statement on Form PD-73, hereto attached, or in such other 
form as may from time to time be prescribed by the Division of Priorities, 
setting forth the purposes for which the material ordered will be used. In 
the case of orders or contracts placed prior to September 1, 1941 such state¬ 
ment shall be filed before October 15, 1941. 

(ii) The Director of Priorities may from time to time issue specific directions to 
producers requiring them to make deliveries of steel during specified periods 
in fulfillment of contracts, commitments, or purchase orders for particular 
purposes or to particular persons. Such directions will be made primarily to 
insure satisfaction of all defense requirements of the United States, both 
direct and indirect, and they may be made, in the discretion of the Director 
of Priorities, without regard to any preference ratings assigned to particular 
contracts, commitments, or purchase orders. When necessary to assure ful¬ 
fillment of such directions, the Director may also require any producer to 
modify or adjust particular production schedules. The Director may also 
require a person seeking to place a purchase order for steel to place the same 
with a particular producer. 

(iii) For the month of August, 1941, and for each month thereafter, each producer 
shall make at the time requested by the Director of Priorities, a report in 
the form to be prescribed by the Director, which shall set forth all records 
of the orders received and shipments made during such month, and the 
unfilled orders as of the last day of such month in group and product classi¬ 
fications according to the instructions of the Director, together with such 
other information as the Director shall from time to time require. 

(14) Any allocations made or any preference ratings or other directions issued by the 
Director of Priorities with respect to the residual supply of steel after the satis¬ 
faction of all defense requirements, direct or indirect, shall be in accordance 
with such Program as the Office of Price Administration and Civilian Supply 
may determine. 

(c) Records. All persons affected by this Order shall keep and preserve for a period of 
not less than two years accurate and complete records of their inventories of steel, and of 
the details of all transactions in such material. Such records shall include the dates of all 
contracts, commitments, or purchase orders accepted, the delivery dates specified in such 
contracts, commitments, or purchase orders, and in any Preference Rating Certificates accom¬ 
panying them, the dates of actual deliveries thereunder, description of the material covered 
by such contracts, commitments, or purchase orders, description of deliveries by classes 
types, quantities, weights, and values, the parties involved in each transaction, the preference 
ratings, if any, assigned to deliveries under such contracts, commitments, or purchase orders, 
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details of all Defense Orders either accepted or offered and rejected, and other pertinent 
information. 

(d) Audit and Inspection. All records required to be kept by this Order shall, upon 
request, be submitted to audit and inspection by duly authorized representatives of the Office 
of Production Management. 

(e) Reports. All persons affected by this Order shall execute and file with the Office of 
Production Management such reports and questionnaires as said Office shall from time to 
time request. No reports or questionnaires are to be filed by any person until forms therefor 
are prescribed by the Office of Production Management. 

(f) False Statements. Any person who wilfully falsifies any records which he is required 
to keep by the terms of this Order or by the Director of Priorities, or who otherwise wilfully 
furnishes false information to the Director of Priorities or to the Office of Production Manage¬ 
ment, and any person who obtains a delivery or a preference rating for a delivery by means 
of a material and wilful misstatement, may be prohibited by the Director of Priorities from 
inaiang or obtaining further deliveries of steel. The Director of Priorities may also take any 
other action deemed appropriate, including the making of a recommendation for prosecution 
under Section 35 of the Criminal Code (18 U.S.C. 80). 

(g) Appeal. Any person affected by this Order who considers that compliance herewith 
would work an exceptional and unreasonable hardship upon him may appeal to the Division 
of Priorities by addressing a letter to the Division of Priorities, Office of Production Manage¬ 
ment, Social Security Building, Washington, D. C., setting forth the pertinent facts and the 
reasons such person considers that he is entitled to relief. The Director of Priorities may 
thereupon take such action as he deems appropriate. 

(h) Notification of Customers. Any person who is prohibited from, or restricted in, 
making deliveries of steel by the provisions of this Order shall, as soon as practicable, notify 
each of his regular customers of the requirements of this Order but the failure to give such 
notice shall not excuse any customer from the obligation of complying with the terms of 
this Order. 

(i) Revocation of General Steel Preference Delivery Order. General Steel Preference 
Delivery Order issued May 29, 1941, as amended, is hereby revoked, effective as of the effec¬ 
tive date of this Order. 

(j) Effective Dates. This Order shall take effect on the 9th day of August, 1941, and, 
unless sooner terminated by direction of the Director of Priorities, shall expire on the 30th 
day of November, 1941. (O.P.M. Reg. 3, Mar. 7, 1941, 6 F.R. 1596; E.O. 8629, Jan. 7, 1941, 

6 F.R. 191; Sec. 2(a), Public No. 671, 76th Congress, Sec 9, Public No. 783, 76th Congress.)

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Vf*704. No exemption from prohibition to complete non-rated deliv¬ 
eries. 

(jjp observation: Steel mills will not be permitted to complete delivery of non-defense 
or non-rated orders now on their books if the delivery conflicts with defense orders, 
under the terms of the steel priority order. Millmen have held the opinion that 
work now in process for civilian use would be exempt from the provisions of the 
order, as was the case in the nickel-steel priority order of May 1, 1941, but the 
official word is that the two orders are not comparable. 

The Priorities Division says that, while special cases should be brought to the 
attention of OPM, the answer in general to requests for permission to make such 
deliveries is “no,” except where the 21-day clause can apply. This clause stipulates: 

“(ii) Defense orders need not be accepted: 

“(D) If such defense orders specify deliveries within twenty-one days, and if 
compliance with such delivery dates would require the termination or alteration 
before completion of a specific production schedule already commenced, but this 
provision shall not authorize rejection when such schedule can be terminated or 
altered without substantial loss to the producer.” 

Vf *705. Effective date of steel priorities. 

(^)observaf/on: It should be noted that the effective date of the steel priority order 
was August 9, 1941, not September 1, 1941, as erroneously reported in the trade. 
September 1 was designated only as the date for filing PD-73 forms. The provi¬ 
sions of the order are in full force and effect and steel mills are obligated to con¬ 
form on current activity. 

Vf *706. Priorities for steel drum and container manufacturers. For 

a system of blanket ratings for manufacturers of steel drums and containers, see 
flVf-900. 

Vf*707. Steel warehouse men to receive priority. Steel warehouses, 
which constitute the normal source of supply for small civilian orders of steel and 
are also important cogs in the defense machinery, have been given the benefit of 
priority treatment in obtaining stocks of steel for resale in a Supplementary 
Order M-21-b of September 4, 1941, signed by Donald Nelson, Director of Prior¬ 
ities. This order amends the steel priority order (M-21). 

Previously warehouse men and other wholesale middlemen had received scant 
consideration in the priority set-up. Inasmuch as warehouse steel is a very im¬ 
portant item to many local manufacturers who buy in small lots not handled by 
the steel companies, the priority status embodied in this order represents a new 
trend in Office of Production Management policy. The warehouse priority is 
expected to substantially aid manufacturing plants working on defense subcon¬ 
tracts and civilian industries who are dependent on the warehouses for small 
quantities of steel. 
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The highlights of the priority order are an A-9 rating for supplies of steel and 
a required report by the warehouse men on their retail sales for the first quarter 
of this year. The priority order takes the form of a supplement to General Prefer¬ 
ence Order M-21. 

A quota is to be established for each warehouse buying steel directly from a producer. 

When this has been done, a preference rating of A-9 will be assigned to deliveries of steel 
within the limits of the quota. 

All steel warehouses should file with the Priorities Division on or before September 15th 
a report on form PD-83-a setting forth deliveries made during the first quarter of 1941 of 
steel from stocks owned and on consignment. Copies of this reporting form are being 
mailed to approximately 3,000 warehouses. 

From these reports, the Director of Priorities will determine what percentage of first- 
quarter sales should be set as the quota for delivery to the warehouse during the last 
quarter of 1941. On or before October 5, he will notify each warehouse what its quota is to be. 
Quotas established for the last quarter of this year will remain in effect for each subsequent 
quarter until further notice. 

The order permits until October 5 deliveries to a warehouse of all types of steel under 
the A-9 rating to the extent of one-third of its receipts from mills of such types of steel 
during the first quarter of 1941. 

Deliveries of steel from warehouses are limited by the terms of the order. Except for 
small sales, in amounts specified in the order, warehouses may not make deliveries of alloy 
steel for any but defense orders. Orders for carbon steel for non-defense purposes may be filled 
after provision has been made to care for present and anticipated defense orders. 

Exemptions from these requirements permit monthly deliveries of alloy steel on small 
non-defense orders up to 10% of the average monthly deliveries of such material during the 
first quarter of 1941. 

Small orders, as defined in the order, are for materials in the following amounts: 

Alloy Tool Steel, 50 lbs. per item. 

Stainless Steel, 50 lbs. per item. 

Other Alloy Steel, 300 lbs. per order. 

Vf*708. Text of Supplementary Order M-21-b relating to steel ware¬ 
houses, September 4, 1941. The following is the text of Supplementary Order 
M-21-b relating to steel warehouses, issued September 4, 1941: 

SUPPLEMENTARY ORDER M-21-b 

RELATING TO STEEL WAREHOUSES 

962.3 SUPPLEMENTARY ORDER, (a) Definition. For the purpose of this Supplementary 
Order, “Warehouse” means any person who receives physical delivery of steel from a pro¬ 
ducer for sale or resale in the form received. 

(b) Limitation of Deliveries to Warehouses. 

(i) After October 5, 1941, no Warehouse shall accept from a Producer any delivery 
of steel on consignment or otherwise until a quota has been established for such Ware¬ 
house, pursuant to paragraph (c), and no such delivery shall be made or accepted except 
within the limits of such quota. 

(ii) For the period between the effective date of this Supplementary Order and Octo¬ 
ber 5, 1941, no Warehouse shall accept from a producer and no producer shall make to a 
Warehouse any delivery of any type of steel product in excess of one-third of the deliv¬ 
eries of such type of product by such producer to such Warehouse d?iring the first quarter 

of 1941. 
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(c) Quota. On or before September 15, 1941, each Warehouse desiring to obtain a quota 
shall file in quadruplicate with the Director of Priorities a report in form prescribed by the 
Director. After such filing, the Director shall establish a quota for such Warehouse and shall 
notify such Warehouse as to the amount of such quota. The Director may from time to time 
establish a quota for any type of steel product and may vary the amount of any quota estab¬ 
lished for any product or group of products. 

(d) Assignment of Preference Rating to Deliveries to Warehouses. The Director of Pri¬ 
orities will issue to each Warehouse for which a quota is established pursuant to paragraph (c) 
a certificate assigning a preference rating of A-9 to deliveries of steel to such Warehouse, within 
the limits of such quota. Such preference rating may be changed from time to time by the 
Director of Priorities. 

(e) Limitation of Deliveries by Warehouses. Except as permitted by paragraph (f), no 
Warehouse shall make deliveries of alloy steel from its stock except on defense orders. After 
making provision for present and anticipated defense orders, and subject to the terms of Gen¬ 
eral Preference Order M-21, a Warehouse may make deliveries of carbon steel from its stock 
to non-defense customers. 

(f) Exemption of Small Sales by Warehouses. A Warehouse may, during any calendar 
month, make deliveries of the materials in the quantities specified below, on any rated or 
unrated order, provided that the total amount of each such material delivered to all cus¬ 
tomers in this manner during any calendar month shall not exceed ten per cent (10%) of the 
average monthly deliveries of each such material by the Warehouse to all customers during the 
first calendar quarter of 1941, and further provided that nothing contained in this paragraph 
shall be construed to excuse any person from complying with the applicable provisions of 

General Preference Order M-14, to conserve the supply and direct the distribution and use of 
tungsten in high speed steel. 

Material Deliveries Not to Exceed 

(1) Alloy Tool Steel. 50 lbs. per item 

(2) Stainless Steel. 50 lbs. per item 

(3) Other Alloy Steel. 300 lbs. per order 

(g) Special Instructions. The Director of Priorities may from time to time issue specific 
directions to Warehouses requiring them to earmark stocks or to make deliveries during speci¬ 
fied periods in fulfillment of contracts, commitments, or purchase orders for particular purposes 
or to particular persons. Such directions will be made primarily to insure satisfaction of all 
defense requirements of the United States, both direct and indirect, and they may be made, 
in the discretion of the Director of Priorities, without regard to any preference ratings assigned 
to particular contracts, commitments or purchase orders. 

(h) Effective Dates. This Supplementary Order shall take effect on . day of 

--.» 1941 > and » unless sooner terminated by direction of the Director of Priorities 

shall expire on the 30th day of November, 1941. ’

Vf’709 and Vf*710 have been deleted. 

Vf’711. Filing of all orders in one classification on one PD-73 per¬ 
mitted. An amendment to General Preference Order M-21, making less burden¬ 
some the filing of forms by producers and purchasers of steel, has been announced 
by Donald M. Nelson, Director of Priorities. The amendment makes some 
procedural changes. One change permits the War and Navy Departments, and 
warehouses, to file reports of all orders in a single group classification placed 
during a single month on one PD-73, instead of filing a form at the time of placing 
each order. In each case, the form must be filed with the producer on or before 
the fifth of the following month. Another paragraph in the amendment provides 
that when steel is shipped by a producer direct to a customer of a warehouse,

IRON, STEEL AND ALLOY METALS 


The plan is based on a formula which will govern shipments of the merchant 
products listed to steel warehouses during the months of October, November and 
December. It is set forth in a directive which lists certain steel products widely 
sold by warehouses and stipulates the quantities of those products which may be 
delivered to them during the coming calendar quarter. 

The order governing steel warehouses defines a warehouse as “any person who 
receives physical delivery of steel from a producer for sale or resale in the form 
received.” This definition includes certain hardware stores, dealers and jobbers 
who buy from producers. These small business firms, therefore, will be able to get 
the merchant products listed—such as wire and nails—with the assistance of the 
plan. 

In all cases covered, the rated shipments to be made in the October-December 
period are lower than the quantities shipped by the same producers to the same 
warehouses for the similar period of 1940, although total shipments to the ware¬ 
houses may be as high as 110% of 1940 shipments if these higher deliveries do 
not conflict with the fulfillment of defense orders by producers. In other words, the 
shipments facilitated by a preference rating are lower than those received by the 
warehouses in 1940 but higher shipments can be made if the material is available. 

The rated shipments permitted under the directive will carry ratings of A-9. 

The formula announced in the directive applies only to shipments of the so- 
called merchant products listed. Quotas for the delivery of other steel warehouse 
products are now being prepared and will be distributed to the industry within a 
short time. 

Major purpose of the steel warehouse plan is to provide assistance to the thou¬ 
sands of warehouses which perform an important service in the distribution of 
small quantities of steel to all kinds of customers, many of them engaged in 
defense work. These warehouses had been experiencing some difficulty in obtain¬ 
ing adequate supplies but the new plan grants definite quotas so that these dis¬ 
tributors may receive the products they need. 

Vf’710. Text of directive helping small distributors and warehouses. 

The following is the text of a Priorities Division directive with respect to small 
distributors and warehouses of certain merchant steel products. 

September 26,1941 

DIRECTIVE WITH RESPECT TO CERTAIN WAREHOUSE SHIPMENTS 
TO ALL PRODUCERS OF STEEL: 

Dear Sirs: 

Pursuant to the provisions of General Preference Order M-21 and Supplementary Order 
M-21-b, it is deemed advisable to establish a rated quota for certain types of steel products 
distributed through Warehouses, including those products commonly referred to as “merchant 
products.” This will be done as follows: 

(1) Until further notice, for each calendar quarter, beginning October 1, 1941, a prefer¬ 
ence rating of A-9 is hereby assigned to deliveries to be made by a producer to any Warehouse 
(as defined in Supplementary Order M-21-b), now conducting business as a Warehouse, ot 
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( 1 ) 

Persons Who Musi File PD-73 and Time of Filing 

(a) On all orders placed after September 1, 1941, Form PD-73 shall be filed with the 
producer when the order is placed. 

(b) On all orders placed prior to September 1, 1941, with deliveries to be made after 
September 1, 1941, Form PD-73 shall be filed with the producer on or before October 15, 
1941. ( However, we are earnestly requesting that every purchaser of steel file with his 
producer, as soon as possible, PD-73 to cover all orders placed prior to September 1. We 
are asking for all customers’ cooperation in this matter, because we are demanding that 
the steel producers give us a report covering their September shipments on the basis of 
the Group Classifications, and it will be necessary for the producers to have the proper 
classifications on orders placed prior to September 1, if they are to give us a true picture 
of their shipments for the month of September.) 

(c) Where steel is shipped by a producer direct to a customer of a warehouse or 
jobber, Form PD-73 is to be filed with the producer by the customer, not by the ware¬ 
house or jobber. 

(d) A customer may file one Form PD-73 to cover more than one order placed on the 
same date with a producer if all material is for the same group classification. 

(e) Warehouses. A warehouse may file with a producer a single Form PD-73 cover¬ 
ing all orders in a single group classification placed with such producer during any 
calendar month. Each such Form PD-73 must be filed with the producer on or before the 
fifth day of the following month. 

(f) Army and Navy. A similar procedure may be followed when the purchaser is the 
United States Army or Navy. 

(g) Export Sales. On export orders (except Canadian) now on the books of a pro¬ 
ducer or placed prior to December 1, 1941, Form PD-73 may be filed by the accredited 
agent or export division of the producer in the United States. On orders placed on or 
after December 1, 1941, Form PD-73 must be filed by the purchaser with his order. 

( 2 ) 

For further clarification, listed below is a breakdown of certain of the Product Classifica¬ 
tions, itemizing those products for which PD-73 must be filed by a purchaser. All the other 
products under the Product Classification seem to be clearly defined and need no further 
explanation. 

Product No. (6) “Tie Plates and Track Accessories Including Track Spikes”— 
This means and includes for the purpose of filing PD-73, tie plates, track spikes, splice 
bars and rail joints. 

Product No. (11) “Pipe and Tubes”—This means and includes all pipe and tubes, 
except conduit. 

Product No. (13) “Wire and Wire Products Including Fence Posts”—This means 

and includes wire, woven fence wire, barbed wire, nails and staples, bail ties, fence posts 
and gates. 

Product No. (20) “Tool Steel Bars”—This means and includes high speed steel. 

Pioduct No. (23) “Forgings All Other”—This means and includes all rough forgings, 
whether or not these rough forgings are produced by a steel producer or by an inde¬ 
pendent forging company who purchases steel in order to produce forgings in its own 
plant. 

Product No. (24) “Steel Castings”—This means and includes only all rough steel 
castings. 
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(3) 

Preferred Deliveries 

Paragraph (b)(7) of the Steel Order requires acceptance and fulfillment of defense orders 
in preference to other orders. The Group Classifications on Form PD-78 do not constitute 
preference ratings. 

Form PD-73 is for purposes of information and classification of steel shipments. PD-73 
does not relieve a purchaser from any obligation with respect to Preference Rating Certificates 
and their proper use. 

(4) 

Records 

Records must be preserved for at least two years by all persons affected by the Order. 
This includes purchasers as well as producers. 

(5) 

Producers of steel who cannot clearly identify the ultimate use of the material under 
groups A to G, inclusive, will class these orders under Group H. For example, a person who 
buys steel to produce “off the shelf” products and cannot determine the ultimate destination 
of these finished products, and also is not covered by the Defense Supplies Rating Plan, or 
other orders issued by the Director of Priorities must classify his purchases under “H.” A 
statement from a purchaser of steel that a large percentage of his finished products are used 
in defense, or that they expect to obtain a preference rating in the near future, cannot be used 
to classify the customers’ orders on Form PD-73. Such orders would be classified in “H.” 

( 6 ) 

Group G — OPACS. Orders in this group must carry a preference rating certificate with 
a “B” rating, or other various specific identification from the Director of Priorities that the 
material is for essential civilian supply. Because a manufacturer is not producing products 
for defense does not allow him to group his orders under “G.” 

(7) 

All purchases of steel, seconds as well as primes, are to be reported on Form PD-73. 

( 8 ) 

Under this Order it is necessary for many companies to file Form DP-73 when they place 
an order for steel, and in turn, their customers must file a PD-73 Form with them to cover pur¬ 
chases of this company’s products. The reason for this is that as steel is defined under this 
Order, and covered by the Product Classifications, it is obligatory on the part of the com¬ 
panies so affected to both file and receive Form PD-73. 

(9) 

All the above information, and the answers to nearly all the other questions received, are 
contained in the Order and instructions. As the burden of answering individual inquiries is 
heavy, we urge that, before addressing questions to this office, you read carefully the material 
already sent you. Your regular supplier should also be able to assist you with information as 

to procedure.

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Vf # 714. Priorities Division takes power to determine steel alloy metal 
and content. A supplementary order providing additional specific regulations 
over alloy steel, alloy iron and wrought iron was issued September 16, 1941 by 
Donald M. Nelson, Director of Priorities. 

The new order is Supplementary Order M-21-a. The M-21 order is the one 
which provides full priority control over steel products. 

Alloy steel of all kinds is already subject to priority control under the terms 
of General Preference Order M-21. However, the present order includes a defi¬ 
nition of alloy steel and alloy iron and specifically authorizes the Director of Pri¬ 
orities to issue directions to any producer as to deliveries he may make or the 
kinds of alloys he may produce. This means that in the future the Division of 
Priorities can determine what percentage of alloy metals and the kind of alloy 
metal a producer may use. 

The order stipulates that deliveries under toll agreements—now in effect or to 
be entered into—must be specifically authorized by the Director of Priorities. 

The supplementary order also revokes General Preference Order M-5, Supple¬ 
mentary Order M-5-a and Supplementary Order M-5-b, all relating to nickel¬ 
bearing steel which is now included under orders M-21 and M-21-a. 

Yf*715. Text of Supplementary Order No. M-21-a. The following is the 
text of Supplementary Order No. M-21-a of September 16, 1941: 

SUPPLEMENTARY ORDER NO. M-21-a 

Relating to Alloy Iron , Alloy Steel and Wrought Iron 

962.2 SUPPLEMENTARY ORDER, (a) Definition. For the purposes of this Order, “Alloy 
Steel” means any steel, and “Alloy Iron” means any iron, containing any one or more of the 
following elements in the following amounts: 

Manganese in excess of 1.65% 

Silicon in excess of 0.60% 

Copper in excess of 0.60% 

Aluminum, chromium, cobalt, columbium, molybdenum, nickel, titanium, 
tungsten, vanadium, zirconium or any other alloying element in any 
amount specified or known to have been added to obtain a desired 
alloying effect. 

(b) Priority Control. All the provisions and definitions of General Preference Order M-21, 

issued August 9, 1941, and of Priorities Regulation No. 1, issued August 27, 1941, as amended 
from time to time, 6hall be applicable to alloy iron, alloy steel and wrought iron and are 
hereby included as a part of this Order with the same effect as if specifically set forth herein, 
except as otherwise specifically provided herein. ' 

(c) Directions as to Deliveries and as to Alloying Content. The Director of Priorities 
may from time to time issue directions to any Producer, directing or forbidding specific 
deliveries, or specifying as to any alloying element the quantities and proportions which 
may be used m making alloy iron or alloy steel, and whether, and in what proportions, any 
such element is to be the metal, a ferro-alloy, reclaimed metal, scrap, a chemical compound 
or any other material containing such element. A Producer who shall violate any such 
direction, or any person who knowingly receives delivery of alloy iron or alloy steel in viola¬ 
tion thereof may be prohibited from making or receiving further deliveries of such material 
or subjected to such other action as the Director of Priorities may deem appropriate. 

(d) Restriction of Deliveries under Toll Agreements. No person shall make any deliverv 
under any contract now outstanding or hereafter entered into for the delivery of alloy iron 
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or alloy steel which he processes, fabricates or casts by toll agreement for any other person, 
unless specifically authorized to do so by the Director of Priorities. 

(e) Revocation of General Preference Order M-6. General Preference Order M-5, as 
amended, Supplementary Order M-5-a, as amended and Supplementary Order M-5-b, issued 
to conserve the supply and direct the distribution of nickel-bearing steel, are hereby revoked, 
effective as of the effective date of this Supplementary Order. 

(f) General Preference Order M-lJf Still Effective. Nothing contained herein shall be 
construed to amend or modify any of the provisions of General Preference Order M-14, to 
conserve the supply and direct the distribution and use of tungsten in high-speed steel. 

(g) Effective Dates. This Supplementary Order shall take effect on the 16th day of 
September, 1941, and, unless sooner terminated by direction of the Director of Priorities, shall 
expire on the 30th day of November, 1941.

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Vf # 718. No steel for pipeline available. The Supply Priorities and 
Allocations Board September 16, 1941 announced that it had received formal 
application for a priority rating to construct the “national defense pipeline” from 
New York to Texas, and that after careful consideration it had reaffirmed its 
previous decision that no plan involving the immediate use of steel plate can be 
considered. 

Steel plate is vitally needed for the construction of ships, and SPAB took the 
position that it is more important in this emergency to provide for ship con¬ 
struction than to insure plenty of gasoline for pleasure driving on the Eastern 
Seaboard. ' 

Informing Mr. Davies that steel plate cannot be spared, the Board took a more 
favorable attitude in regard to the use of seamless tubing. Billets from which the 
tubing is extruded are not under as heavy demand as steel plate, and studies have 
indicated that it would be possible to produce enough tube for at least part of the 
pipeline without upsetting defense requirements if production schedules were 
properly adjusted to defense contracts in the tube mills. 

SPAB requested the Office of Production Management to make a further study 
of the project to determine whether, if sufficient seamless tube is released, the 
necessary pumps, valves, motors and other accessories can be produced fast enough 
to be ready for use when the tube is ready. 

The Board also agreed that if permission is given to construct the pipeline out 
of seamless tube, the situation in regard to plate will be reviewed by SPAB next 
spring. 

It will be noted that the announcement of SPAB does not prohibit the use of 
seamless tubes. The Oil Coordinator Office has been informed that priority for 
seamless tube would be available. However, construction with seamless tube is 
a complicated and slow matter. 


Vf-719. Explanation of steel priorities. At the Priorities Division’s con¬ 
ference with trade magazines and newspapers on August 26, 1941, Mr. Stanley 
Adams, of the Priorities, discussed the priority system for steel as follows: 


I will briefly run over what we are trying to do in the steel branch with relation to the 
steel industry and give you some ideas of how we think that it affects the country as a whole. 

In the first place, we can start out with the premise that there is definitely a shortage of 
pig iron in this country; that is, the demand for pig iron in any one month is greater than the 
total available producing capacity. Their estimates run all the way from three or four hundred 
thousand up to seven hundred thousand tons of pig iron a month. 

oo Mfiy I say that we don’t actually know what the shortage is on the basis of an estimate 

as yet, but that we will know because under our pig-iron order, which I will explain briefly 

to you, we are getting information upon that demand; and we will know how much we can 
take care of and how much we can’t take care of. 

As pig iron is the primary substance which is used in the steel industry and as pig iron 
is probaWy the one single metal in this country that affects as many people economically it 
affects the world economically as much as any other, why we started out on the premise that 
it was the first thing we would have to handle. So on that basis we developed, and there was 
issued, a mandatory order on pig iron. That order is commonly known as M-17 in the Dar 
lance of the Office of Production Management, and that order puts the control of the flow 
of all pig iron in the hands of the Director of Priorities; that is, there is not one pound of pig 
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iron that can be produced and shipped after the first of September unless it is approved by the 
Director of Priorities. 


Now, briefly, for the mechanics of the thing. The Iron and Steel Branch, of which I am 
one of the members, administers the order. We handle all the allocation of the pig iron; we 
handle any problem to do with pig iron. We approve the schedules; on the basis of our 
approval down the line through committees it eventually is brought up to the head of our 
branch, and he either approves it or disapproves. Then it goes to the Director of Priorities, 
for a final approval. 

In this pig-iron order we have had some problem come up to us whereby foundries other 
than steel foundries had to fill defense orders, and they could not get pig iron. I don’t know 
whether you gentlemen understand it or not, but the total production of pig iron in this 
country amounts to about 57,000,000 tons a year and about 50 million or more of that pig iron 
is produced by companies which are called integrated steel companies. 

They use it for steel, and in normal times sell it on the market as merchant iron. It 
depends upon the other merchant group which represents less than 7 million tons total capacity 
to take care of all other demands except the steel business. 

At the present time, the total demand for pig iron in this country by the steel industry 
alone is greater than the total available capacity of pig iron. So that right off the bat we have 
a problem where anybody that wants pig iron for other than making steel, if the steel people 
could have all they wanted, there still wouldn’t be enough for the steel people. 

For that reason, we have to, on a defense basis, primarily take care of all the pig-iron 
requirements, that is, for other than steel making. 

Because of the fact that the situation was getting veiy serious with the distribution of pig 
iron for defense, and it was particularly serious with regards to this Eastern market—we will 
call the Eastern market from Boston to Richmond, Va., and west as far as Harrisburg, Pa.— 
these steps had to be taken. 

After we got the pig-iron order issued, we thought the next thing that we should do was 
to issue an order on steel. 


So we issued what we call our mandatory order on steel, and that is the order called M-21. 
That is the order of which there has been a great deal of discussion of late. It was issued on 
the 9th of this month. In this steel order we in the steel branch are attempting to handle an 
industry on probably a little different technique than we think has been attempted in any 
of the other industries. This steel order is as broad as possible as it is to write any order as 
far as mandatory control; that is, with our pig iron order and steel order, to all intents and 
purposes, the Government controls the flow of all that material absolutely. 


Under the steel order we are attempting to do three different things. The first thing we 
are trying to do is, we are trying to classify all the distribution of steel on some practical 
basis; that is, we want to find out where the steel is going, who is getting the steel. Up to this 
time, until the issuance of this order, any information we had on the subject was very vague. 
I say that advisedly. It was extremely vague. With that in mind we issued—we require every 
purchaser of steel as defined under this order to fill out a form which we called PD-73; and 
on that form we allow everybody to group himself as to a group classification, of which there 
are eight; and we allow him to classify himself as to the products which he buys under this 

group classification of 26 items. 

Now all you gentlemen have probably looked at this group classification, and I reiterate 
again, and this is definitely for publication, that it is not to be construed that these group 

classifications are preference ratings. It has nothing to do with preference 
It so happens that the way we set up these groups—by nature we set up some of them that are 
defense groups, and we set up some that are definitely nondefense groups; and because a de- 
Fete group is’recognized a/a group under which priority action is taken ^ere are groups 
where all the orders in that group may be preference rated orders But that is only to deter 
mine where the steel is going to go. It has nothing to do with preference ratings. 

The steel producer is anyone who makes steel as defined. I had the question 
where the fellow says, “We are not a producer of steel. All we do is buy the steel and make 
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a forging out of that.” I said, “You want to understand that you are a producer as it is defined 
here.” 

Anybody that turns out a product which comes under this definition automatically comes 
under this order, and so to all intents and purposes he is a producer. A nonintegrated plant 
that makes cold bars by buying hot bars is not in the true sense of the word a producer of 
steel; that is, he is not a steel melter. But as far as this order is concerned he is actually a 
producer of steel—as far as the terms of this order go, and those are the people that we want 
to include in this order. 

All those included, in this order that receives all this information from their customers are 
going to submit monthly reports to us, and those monthly reports cover their shipments for, 
let us say—the report we get in September, for example. In September we will get a report 
from all steel producers, and all those steel producers will give us a report on the tonnage 
that they shipped in August. They will give us a report on the projected schedules for 
September. 

They will give us a further report on the projected schedule for September and a further 
report on the total backlog they have on their books other than that on the basis of these 
8 classifications vertically and these 26 classifications horizontally. That seems like a big job. 
Except for the fact that we changed the classifications and added a few product classifications, 
it is something that the steel industry has been doing for years. All we have done is change it 
a little bit so that it fits our picture. 

Now, after we receive this information, we have broad powers under this order which 
allows us to direct or to allocate or to place steel with regard to any product or any group of 
products with any mill or producer or any group of mills or producers. 

We also have the power under this order to say which order a mill takes and which orders 

come out of the mill first. In other words, it gives us the power which is necessary at this time 

if we are to get the maximum production in the steel industry. It gives us the power to, as we 

say, freeze a schedule on a mill; that is, we can tell a mill for the next 4 weeks what he can 
roll. 

Now, it is the administration of these two orders, in order to tie them up with defense, 
that are the problems we have. Let me give you an example of some of the things that we are 
up against right today because it might be of interest to you. 

There is an available plate capacity in this country, I think, of around 6,000,000 tons. 
For the sake or argument let’s call it 6,000,000 tons or 500,000 tons a month. At the present 
time, based upon orders on the books of the steel companies that are definitely defined as de¬ 
fense tonnage for plates, which includes Army, Navy, Maritime, railroads, and other defense 
projects, is better than 90 per cent of the total tonnage. Now, we come along with the pipe line 
that we are going to build from Texas to New York, and that pipe line requires 430,000 tons 
of steel for pipe that is 22 inches in diameter and 24 inches in diameter. There are only 2 
companies in the country that can make 22- and 24-inch pipe. One is the A. O. Smith Co., 
and the other is the National Tube Co. The National Tube Co. makes it as seamless tubing; 
the A. O. Smith Co. as welded pipe line or tubing. If we put a schedule on the delivery of this 
type, that means that it will take the combined capacities of the National Tube Co.’s plant 
and of the A. O. Smith Co.’s plant running on this order alone for 14 weeks to get that out 

and that every other order that they have on their books for any pipe of this size would 
have to go beside the board. 

In doing that the National Tube Co. will use billets, but the A. O. Smith needs plates. 
They will need approximately 300,000 tons of plate. Three hundred thousand tons of plate 
for the next 14 weeks represents 18 per cent of the total available rolling-mill capacity for 
plates in this country. So immediately that you put that tonnage on the plate mills you have 
automatically about 110-per cent defense orders to be delivered in the next 14 weeks against 
100-per cent capacity, and it leaves absolutely nothing at all for anything but defense. 

Now, as you increase the length of time that you have for that plate you decrease the 
amount of plates you need because then the fellow that makes the piping out of billets can 
use more billets and you can use more in the billet forms and you can relieve the plate mills 
tor something else. We can take the concrete bars, and we have identically the same situation 
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We have a peculiar situation in the steel industry. While the defense program probably 
doesn’t want more than 35 or 40 per cent of all the steel, it wants it in specific products; and 
those specific products happen to be heavy forgings, and they happen to be electric furnace 
steel, and they happen to be plates, and they happen to be structural material and concrete 
reinforcing. They don’t want a lot of sheets. They don’t need a lot of wire. They don’t need 
a lot of pipe as pipe. But because of the fact that they need these products and that the avail¬ 
able rolling-mill capacity is always greater than the available steel-making capacity, as you 
fill up these certain lines and they hog all the ingots, there are not many ingots left to make 
sheets and make wire and other products. 

Now, you can see our problem is a veiy simple one. All we have got to do is to take all 
the steel that we have in plates and give all the plates that we can make in 1 month to the 
Maritime Commission and give all the plates that we can make in 1 month to the Navy and 
all the plates that we can make in 1 month to the railroads and all the plates that we can make 
in 1 month to the pipe-line people, and everybody is satisfied. While it sounds ridiculous, it is 
almost that bad. All these groups need this material; and they need it at this time; and we 
haven’t got the steel to give them. 

I would like to give you an idea about the lend-lease program which you might be 
interested in. We have also a definite shortage of scrap in this country. I have heard many 
men in the steel industry, and these are men that really run the steel industry, make the 
statement that dollars will not buy scrap in this country today; that is, that while you might 
raise the price and you might get a little more additional scrap, the fact still remains that 
there is a definite shortage of scrap in this country. Now, we have an obligation under the 
lend-lease to give a considerable amount of semifinished material and pig iron and scrap to 
lend-lease countries. That is our obligation, and I think we are all agreed that that is what 
we should do. That is defense the same as the Army and Navy are defense. Every time we 
put any more steel in that category that immediately affects all that is left on this side. I 
could go on and reiterate this thing on and on, and that is what our main problem is in the 
steel section. 

Question. Did I understand you to say that a forger who buys steel and forges a product 
is a producer under the order? 

Mr. Adams. Right. At the present time a man that buys raw steel—and most of the raw 
forgers buy bar stock, if I am not mistaken, or plate stock—and he cuts that up and makes 
rough forgings out of it he comes under the steel order. His customers have to fill in the PD-73. 

Vf*720. Questionnaire on nickel bearing steel. The questionnaire on 
nickel bearing steel is discussed at ft Vf- 2,214. 

Vf # 721. OPM answers questions regarding filing of PD-73. Accord¬ 
ing to Iron Age magazine the following are the questions most frequently asked 
OPM concerning Form PD-73 and the answers provided by OPM. 

When shall I file PD-73 for orders placed AFTER Sept. It 

On all orders placed after Sept. 1, Form PD-73 shall be filed with-the producer when 
the order is placed. 

What about orders placed BEFORE Sept. It 

On all orders placed prior to Sept. 1, with deliveries to be made after Sept. 1, Form 
PD-73 shall be filed with the producer on or before Oct. 15. (However, we [The OPM1 
are earnestly requesting that every purchaser of steel file with his producer, as soon as 
possible, PD-73 to cover all orders placed prior to Sept. 1. We are asking for all cus¬ 
tomers’ cooperation in this matter, because we are demanding that the steel producers 
give us a report covering their September shipments on the basis of the group classifica¬ 
tions, and it will be necessary for the producers to have the proper classifications on 
orders placed prior to Sept. 1, if they are to give us a true picture of their shipments or 
the month of September.) 
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Who files on shipments direct to a customer of a warehouse7 

Where steel is shipped by a producer direct to a customer of a warehouse or jobber, 
Form PD-73 is to be filed with the producer by the customer, not by the warehouse or 
jobber. 

How many orders will one Form PD-73 cover? 

A customer may file one Form PD-73 to cover more than one order placed on the 
same date with a producer if all material is for the same group classification. 

How many forms does a warehouse file? 

A warehouse may file with a producer a single Form PD-73 covering all orders in 
a single group classification placed with such producer during any calendar month. Each 
such Form PD-73 must be filed with the producer on or before the fifth day of the fol¬ 
lowing month. A similar procedure may be followed when the purchaser is the United 
States Army or Navy. 

Who files on export orders? 

On export orders (except Canadian) now on the books of a producer or placed prior 
to Dec. 1, 1941, Form PD-73 may be filed by the accredited agent or export division 
of the producer in the United States. On orders placed on or after Dec. 1, Form PD-73 
must be filed by the purchaser with his order. 

Do I file if I buy seconds? 

All purchases of steel, seconds as well as primes, are to be reported on Form PD-73. 
How long do I have to keep my records? 

Records must be preserved for at least two years by all persons affected by the order. 
This includes purchasers as well as producers. 

Where do I list products whose ultimate use is not clearly defined? 

Producers of steel who cannot clearly identify the ultimate use of the material under 
groups A to G, inclusive, will class these orders under Group H. For example, a person 
who buys steel to produce “off the shelf” products and cannot determine the ultimate 
destination of these finished products, and also is not covered by the Defense Supplies 
Rating Plan, or other orders issued by the Director of Priorities must classify his pur¬ 
chases under ‘H.” A statement from a purchaser of steel that a large percentage of 
his finished products are used in defense, or that they expect to obtain a preference 

tvt\ near f u t ure » cannot be used to classify the customers’ orders on Forms 
PD-73. Such orders would be classified in “H.” 

How does a customer qualify under Group A as defined in Form PD-73? 

The customer must furnish to the producer a PD-3 certificate. He, also, may furnish 
either a photostatic copy of an Army or Navy order which would place him in Group A 

and give him an A-10 preference rating or other evidence that might satisfy the producer 
as to the defense nature of the order. 

How does a customer qualify under Group B as defined in Form PD-73? 

i ■ . . • - _ company with a PD-4 certificate. He may also submit a 

photostatic copy of the order which would give him an A-10 rating or other satisfactory 
evidence proving the defense nature of his order. 

Vf ‘ 122 . Difference between alloy iron anti iron alloys. Supplementary 

Order No. M-21-a issued by the Division of Priorities on September 16 relates to 
Alloy Iron, Alloy Steel and Wrought Iron.” 

Some misunderstanding has arisen as to what is meant by “alloy iron.” 

The Iron and Steel Section of the Office of Production Management said today 

that alloy iron as used in the order does not include ferro-alloys, as has been 
assumed in some quarters. 

Alloy iron as used in the order means iron castings containing any one or more 
of the alloying elements mentioned in the order in excess of the percentages fixed. 
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Vf*723. Steel rating for wild-cat oil wells. Robert E. Allen, Director of 
Defense Oil Production, announced on October 11, 1941, that steel for oil field 
equipment has been placed at the top of the priority list. He stated that it would 
be used in drilling 30,000 wild-cat wells and developing larger reserves which it 
is hoped by Washington officials will increase potential export strength to 5,000,000 
barrels of oil daily. 

Vf*724. Priorities for steel warehouses. An amendment to Preference 
Rating Order M-21-b, which covers steel warehouses, was issued October 14, 1941, 
by the Director of Priorities to assist those warehouses which have been unable 
to make satisfactory reports. The original order prohibited deliveries after Octo¬ 
ber 5, 1941, to warehouses which had not been assigned quotas on the basis of 
their reports of deliveries during the first quarter of 1941. Because many of the 
reports received by the Iron and Steel Branch of OPM had to be returned for cor¬ 
rection, the warehouses which submitted them were assigned quotas. 

The amendment extends the date after which such warehouses may not accept 
deliveries, from October 5 to October 31, 1941. The amendment, however, pro¬ 
vides that no shipments are entitled to the A-9 preference rating established by 
Supplementary Order M-21-b, unless a quota and a rating certificate have actually 
been issued.

A plan to help small distributors of certain merchant steel products, including 
those jobbers and hardware dealers who are warehouses within the terms of Sup¬ 
plementary Order M-21-b, w r as issued on September 26, 1941, by the Iron and 
Steel Section of the Priorities Division. The plan is based on a formula which 
will govern shipments of the merchant products listed to steel warehouses during 
the months of October, November and December, 1941. It is set forth in a direc¬ 
tive which lists certain steel products widely sold by warehouses and stipulates 
the quantities of those products which may be delivered to them during the com¬ 
ing calendar quarter. The order governing steel warehouses defines a warehouse 
as “any person who receives physical delivery of steel from a producer for sale 
or resale in the form received.” This definition includes certain hardware stores, 
dealers and jobbers w r ho buy from producers. These small business firms, there¬ 
fore, will be able to get the merchant products listed—such as wire and nails— 
with the assistance of the plan. 

In all cases covered, the rated shipments to be made in the October-December, 
1941 period are lower than the quantities shipped by the same producers to the 
same warehouses for the similar period of 1940, although total shipments to the 
warehouses may be as high as 110% of 1940 shipments if these higher deliveries do 
not conflict with the fulfillment of defense orders by producers. In other w r ords, 
the shipments facilitated by a preference rating are low'er than those received by 
the warehouses in 1940 but higher shipments can be made if the material is avail¬ 
able. The rated shipments permitted under the directive will carry ratings of A-9. 

The formula announced in the directive applies only to shipments of the so- 
called merchant products listed. Quotas for the delivery of other steel warehouse 
products are to be prepared and distributed to the industry. 

The major purpose of the steel warehouse plan is to provide assistance to the 
thousands of warehouses w'hich perform an important service in the distribution 
of small quantities of steel to all kinds of customers, many of them engaged in 
defense w'ork. These warehouses had been experiencing some difficulty in obtain¬ 
ing adequate supplies but the new plan grants definite quotas so that these dis¬ 
tributors may receive the products they need.

The tonnage of each of the above classes of products which you may deliver to any 
Warehouse under the A-9 rating shall be reduced in each quarter by the tonnage of such 
class of products delivered by you to such Warehouse during that quarter under any higher 
rating. In those cases where the total quantity of steel of all classes named above to which 
any Warehouse may be eligible for a rating of A-9 in any calendar quarter is less than 40,000 
pounds, but more than 20,000 pounds, the rating shall be considered to apply to all of such 
delivery to be made to such Warehouse up to 40,000 pounds.

No quotas for these products wi e 
assigned by the Director of Priorities on Form PD-83-a, and no reports on Form PD ' -a 
or PD-83 need be filed by a Warehouse which does not handle any steel products other an 
those listed above.

.1 fu 1 produ T s °J f ; arbo , n i irid all °y steel castings, ingots, blooms, slabs, billets, forgings, and 
all other semi-fimshed and finished rolled or drawn alloy steels as covered in General Prefer¬ 
ence Order M-21, issued August 9 1941, by the Director of Priorities, are required to submit 
to the Iron and Steel Branch of the Office of Production Management these reports which 

call for maximum monthly rolling capacities, monthly allocations based on steel available 
and monthly rolling schedules. 


The first report, which will include the rolling schedule for October, should be submitted 

direct to this office not later than October 6, 1941. Thereafter, the reports will be required 
month!}' not later than the 6th of the month. 

n forms c * earl y illustrate the information required. It is obvious that the information 
called for must be compiled by individual plants or districts, and each company is therefore 
requested to attach to the consolidated report, a separate report for each plant or district. 
It will be noted that the forms are identical except that the last two columns on the consoli¬ 
dated form (PD-99) are omitted from the plant form (PD-100). 


GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS FOR PREPARATION OF THE REPORT 

(1) The products listed in block (1) follow closely the product classifications used in the 
American Iron and Steel Institute Directory and are self-explanatory. For sheets and strip, 
the total hot rolled tonnage is desired; for steel castings and rolls, the rough or finished weight, 
as the case may be, is desired. 

P roc ^ uc ^ listed in block (2) are the principal steel plant products produced from 

the rolled products in block (1), and are not intended to include manufactured products, 

such as fabricated structural and plate material; shipbuilding and ship repairs; railroad and 

mine cars and barges; frogs, switches, railroad and mine ties and other track accessories; 

bolts, nuts, rivets, and spikes; flanged plates, etc. The rolled and other finished steel required 

for such items should be shown in column (F) in accordance with instructions in para¬ 
graph (8). 

(3) Column (A): Maximum capacity should be stated in this column Tor each product, 
based on a 20 turn work week, regardless of the amount of steel available and without regard 
to the production of other products listed. In other words, what is desired is the maximum 
capacity to produce, considered from the standpoint of each individual product. 

(4) Column (B): This monthly capacity figure should be based on your total steel 
capacity and steel available from other sources, and should be distributed to products on 
the bases usually used in planning and scheduling operations. The total of this column 
for block (1) should not be in excess of the tonnage which can be produced and shipped, 
based on yields currently being obtained. While no total is required for this column in block 
(2), the allocation figures should likewise not be in excess of the tonnage which you expect 
to produce based on steel available. 

(5) Column (C): Insert in this column the schedule of production for the month in 
question. In this case also the total of this column for block (1) should not be in excess of 
what can be produced from the total expected production of steel based on yields currently 
being obtained. The estimates in block (2) should include production from steel produced by 
the reporting company and purchased from any source. 

(6) Column (D): Insert in this column, under block (1), tonnages of products based on 
current yields which will be used in the production of the products listed in block (2) of 
Column (C). Under block (2) insert the tonnage of wire which will be converted into the 
wire products which are also listed in block (2) of Column (C). 
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(7) Column (E): This is the difference between the totals of Columns (C) and (D), thus 
eliminating the duplications in Column (C). 

(8) Column (F): Among the companies reporting are several who are also in other lines 
of business or have affiliates who are in other lines of business, such as: fabricated structural 
and plate work; flanged and dished plates; steel furniture; shipbuilding and ship repairing; 
frogs, switches, railroad and mine ties and other track accessories; railroad and mine car and 
barge building; bolts, nuts and rivets; etc. Such companies should insert in this column 
their monthly schedule of expected shipments by products to such manufacturing depart¬ 
ments or companies and furnish on a separate report a list of such departments and com¬ 
panies with the tonnages scheduled for each, which report should check with the total of this 
Column (F). It should be noted that the plant form does not contain Columns (F) and (G), 
as this information is only required on the consolidated statement. It is obvious that the 
companies which are not in such lines of business will omit figures in these Columns (F) and 

(G). 

(9) Column (G): This is the difference between Columns (E) and (F) and will reflect 
the scheduled available tonnage for shipment to the trade. 

Vf • 734. Pipe line priority aid refused by SPAB. After careful considera¬ 
tion of the issues raised by a potential shortage of petroleum as compared with 
the immediate impact of the construction of a pipe-line on defense and civilian 
production, the Price Administrator, on November 3, 1941, joined with the other 

members of SPAB in refusing to issue priorities for the construction of the 
proposed national defense pipe line. 

Vf *735. Allocation-by-rationing to replace allocation-by-priority for 
steel. The Supply Priorities and Allocations Board announced that it has 
requested the Office of Production Management to develop an allocation-by¬ 
rationing system for steel. The iron and steel priorities system in effect under 
Order M-22 is a system under which (a) defense orders receive preference and 
(b) allocation is made to specified consumers under a preference rating certifi¬ 
cate. The system under Order M-22 is not in the true sense an allocation system 
but a system of order preference. Genuine allocation systems are rationing 
systems under which specified lump sum amounts are allocated according to 
industries and split up according to products or projects. In this way a whole 
industry would receive a lump sum amount and would sub-allocate this lump 

sum amount to the different plants which would be reasonably sure of getting 
what they need. & & 

Substantial steps in the direction of allocation have already been taken in 
the handling of orders for steel plate, and the system has also been in use for 
some time m regard to pig iron. Extension of this policy throughout the industry 
means that distribution of steel through priorities ratings will gradually be 
replaced by direct allocations with emphasis being placed first on those types of 
steel most m demand for defense purposes. 

. SPAB ’ s action was taken after Army and Navy officials had pointed out that 
increasing problems m connection with deliveries of structural steel, nickel steel 
high-speed steel, tool steel and steel plate for defense purposes could no longer 
be solved properly through the priorities system alone. Primary purpose of the 
step, of course, is to assure distribution of the available supply where it will do 
the most good. Operation of the existing priorities system does not provide an 
adequate check against hoarding and the accumulation of excessive inventories. 
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Furthermore, under priorities there is no simple way by which the armed 
services and civilian consumers may be assured that the nation’s over-all steel 
production will be properly proportioned into the types of steel which are in 
greatest demand. This balancing of production would be achieved with service 
requirements in mind, so that the Army and Navy would be assured of an 
adequate flow °f steel needed for defense. The allocation then could proceed 
industry by industry and product by product, in order that the nation’s expanding 
steel capacity could be properly fitted to its expanding needs for steel. **

Vf • 737. Chrome alloy deliveries restricted to better than A-10 ratings 
under amendment of November 25, 1941 to Order M-21-a. An amendment to 
Order M-21-a of November 25, 1941 prohibits the manufacture and delivery of 
alloy iron or steel containing 4% or more chromium except on A-10 or higher 
preference ratings, i.e for genuine defense industry users. Except under a specific 
rating of A-10 or higher, or specific permission of the Director of Priorities, no 
producer may process beyond ingot, bloom, billet, sheet, bar or slab, or after 
December 1 1941, deliver, any alloy iron or alloy steel containing 4% or more 
chromium The Director of Priorities may issue directions allowing or forbidding 
speci c deliveries of chrome alloy steel, and may issue other specifications in 
regard to chrome steel or any other alloy of steel. (See also Order M-18-a at 
If Vf-2,008.) The following is the text of the amendment to Order M-21-a: 

Amendment to Supplementary Order No. M-21-a 

(a) Paragraph (c) of Supplementary Order M-21-a is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“(c)(1) Restrictions on Melting, Processing and Deliveries of Alloy Iron or Alloy Steel 
containing J,% or more of Chromium, Except pursuant to a specific Preference Rating Cer¬ 
tificate or Preference Rating Order carrying a preference rating of A-10 or higher and duly 
issued or extended to the Producer, or pursuant to specific written permission of the Director 
of Priorities. 

(i) no Producer shall melt, or process beyond ingot, bloom, billet, sheet, bar or slab, 
and (ii) on and after December 1, 1941, no Producer shall deliver any alloy iron or alloy 
steel containing 4% or more of chromium. 

“(2) Directions as to Deliveries. The Director of Priorities may from time to time issue 
directions, directing or forbidding specific deliveries. 

“(3) Directions as to Alloying Content. The Director of Priorities may from time to 
time issue directions, specifying as to any alloying element the quantities and proportions 
which may be used in making alloy iron or alloy steel, and whether and in what proportions, 
any such element is to be the metal, a ferro-alloy, reclaimed metal, scrap, a chemical 
compound or any other material containing such element. Any person who shall violate any 
such direction, or any person who knowingly receives delivery of alloy iron or alloy steel in 
violation thereof, may be prohibited from making or receiving further deliveries of such 
material or subjected to such other action as the Director of Priorities may deem appro¬ 
priate.” 

(b) This amendment shall take effect immediately.

Vf*739. Saving of alloy metals effected by Amendment No. 2 to Order 
M-21-a. To effectuate the conservation of scarce alloying elements used in the 
production of iron and steel, an amendment to Order M-21-a has been issued 
effective December 20, 1941, prohibiting producers from melting any alloy iron 
or alloy steel containing specified alloying elements in specified amounts, except 
to fill orders with rating of A-10 or higher, or by special direction of the Director 
of Priorities. Effective January 1, 1942, is a prohibition of delivery of such mate¬ 
rials save on the same terms, with an added proviso that the Director of Prior¬ 
ities may issue orders directing or forbidding specific deliveries. Under the terms 
of the amendment, the Priorities Director may also issue orders governing the 


amount of any alloy material to be used in the production of any alloy steel or 
iron. Alloy iron or alloy steel containing any one or more of the following elements 
in the following amounts, are covered by the restrictions: manganese in excess of 
1.65%; copper in excess of .60%; chromium in excess of .60%; molybdenum in 
excess of .60%; nickel in excess of .60%; cobalt, tungsten or vanadium in any 
amount specified or known to have been added to obtain a desired alloying effect. 


Section 962.2 (Supplementary Order M-21-a) is amended to read as follows, effective 
immediately: 

962.2 Supplementary Order. 

(a) Definitions. For the purposes of this Order: 

(1) “Alloy Steel” means any steel containing any one or more of the following elements 
in the following amounts: Manganese in excess of 1.65%; Silicon in excess of 0.60%; Copper 
in excess of 0.60%; Aluminum, boron, chromium, cobalt, columbium, molybdenum, nickel, 
titanium, tungsten, vanadium, zirconium, or any other alloying element in any amount 
specified or known to have been added to obtain a desired alloying effect.

Copper in excess of 0.60%; Aluminum, boron, chromium, cobalt, columbium, molybdenum, 
nickel, titanium, tungsten, vanadium, zirconium or any other alloying element in any 
amount specified or known to have been added to obtain a desired alloying effect. 

It does not include those materials commonly known as ferro-alloys. 

(b) Priority Control. All the provisions and definitions of General Preference Order M-21, 
issued August 9, 1941, and of Priorities Regulation No. 1, issued August 27, 1941, as amended 
from time to time, shall be applicable to alloy iron, alloy steel and wrought iron and are hereby 
included as a part of this Order with the same effect as if specifically set forth herein, except 
as otherwise specifically provided herein. 

(c) Restrictions on Melting and Deliveries of Alloy Iron or Alloy Steel. 

(1) Except pursuant to a specific Preference Rating Certificate or Preference Rating 
Order carrying a preference rating of A-10 or higher and duly issued or extended to the 
producer, or pursuant to specific written permission of the Director of Priorities. 

(i) no Producer shall melt, and 

(ii) on and after January 1, 1942, no Producer shall deliver 

any alloy iron or alloy steel containing any one or more of the following elements 
in the following amounts: Maganese in excess of 1.65%; Copper in excess of 0.60%; 
Chromium in excess of 0.60%; Molybdenum in excess of 0.60%; Nickel in excess of 
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0.60%; Cobalt, tungsten or vanadium in any amount specified or known to have been 
added to obtain a desired alloying effect. 

(2) Directions as to Deliveries. The Director of Priorities may from time to time issue 
directions, directing or forbidding specific deliveries. 

(3) Directions as to Alloying Content. The Director of Priorities may from time to 
time issue directions, specifying as to any alloying element the quantities and proportions 
which may be used in making alloy iron or alloy steel, and whether and in what propor¬ 
tions, any such element is to be the metal, a ferro-alloy, reclaimed metal, scrap, a chemical 
compound or any other material containing such element. Any person who shall violate 
any such direction, or any person who knowingly receives delivery of alloy iron or alloy 
steel in violation thereof, may be prohibited from making or receiving further deliveries 
of such material or subjected to such other action as the Director of Priorities may deem 
appropriate.

(d) Restriction of Deliveries under Toll Agreements. No person shall make any delivery 
under any contract now outstanding or hereafter entered into for the delivery of alloy iron or alloy 
steel which he processes, fabricates or casts by toll agreement for any other person, unless 
specifically authorized to do so by the Director of Priorities. 

(e) Revocation of General Preference Order M-5. General Preference Order M-5, as 
amended, Supplementary Order M-5-a, as amended, and Supplementary Order M-5-b, issued to 
conserve the supply and direct the distribution of nickel-bearing steel, are revoked. 

(f) General Preference Order M-llf Still Effective. Nothing contained herein shall be con¬ 
strued to amend or modify any of the provisions of General Preference Order M-14, to conserve 
the supply and direct the distribution and use of tungsten in high-speed steel. 

(g) Effective Date. This Supplementary Order shall take effect immediately.

Steel warehouses held to assigned 
quotas by Amendment No. 3 to M-21-b. Several 
changes were made in M-21-b for steel warehouses 
by an amendment issued on February 28, 1942. 
Whereas formerly warehouses were forbidden to 
accept deliveries in excess of their assigned quotas 
from steel producers only, this restriction was ex¬ 
tended by the amendment to all persons or com¬ 
panies. The chief purpose of the amendment is to 
prevent the warehouses from obtaining deliveries 
of products listed in Schedule A of M-21-b in ex¬ 
cess of quotas from other sources such as auto¬ 
mobile companies. Another provision of the 
amendment allows the basketing of purchase or¬ 
ders with higher than A-9 ratings up to a period of 
90 days. However, any steel obtained by a ware¬ 


house through extension of a rating higher than A-2 
ma>' not be delivered by the warehouse to any cus¬ 
tomer except on orders with a similar high rating, 
until such stock has been held for at least 90 days. 
Paragraph “d” of the order has been changed to 
restrict deliveries from warehouses of certain types 
of steel and steel products to orders bearing high 
preference ratings. This applies especially to the 
delivery of steel plates.

(c) Schedule li Products. With respect to the iron and 
steel products listed in Schedule B hereto: 

No Producer shall make to a 
Warehouse, and no Warehouse shall accept from nny Pro- 
ducer during nny calendar quarter, deliveries except within 
the limits of the quota which such Warehouse is entitled to 
receive from such Producer.

(2) Preference Dating. A preference rating of A-9 is as¬ 
signed to deliveries of each product classification from a 
Producer to a Warehouse up to the percentage of the base 
tonnage shown in column 2 of Schedule B. The tonnage 
of each product classification which a Producer may deliver 
to a Warehouse under the A-9 rating shall bo reduced in 
each calendar quarter by the tonnage of such product classifi¬ 
cation delivered by the Producer to the Warehouse during 
such calendar quarter under any higher rating.

(2) Extension of a rating higher than A-9 for any prod¬ 
uct classification and type shall be made only when the 
Warehouse has, within 90 days prior to such extension, 
shipped from stock on ratings higher than A-9 an accumu¬ 
lated total weight of such product classification and type 
not less than the minimum shown in Schedule C. 

(3) The rating to be extended to the delivery of any 
product classification and type shall be the lowest rating 
received on the shipment of such product classification and 
type within the accumulated total. 

(4) An amount of each product classification equal to the 
amount obtained through the use of preference ratings 
higher than A-2 shall be reserved for a period of 90 days 
following date of receipt by the Warehouse for delivery on 
orders rated higher than A-2, except when otherwise spe¬ 
cifically ordered by the Director of Industry Operations. 
If such material is not sold at the end of 90 days on ratings 
higher than A-2, it may then be sold on other orders, sub¬ 
ject to the provisions of this or other Orders. 

(5) Consolidated ratings established pursuant to this para¬ 
graph (h) must be based solely on deliveries from one loca¬ 
tion, and deliveries pursuant to such consolidated ratings 
must be made to the same location. 

(i) Extension of Preference Rating. The A-9 preference 
rating assigned by this Order, or any higher rating applied 
by a Warehouse pursuant thereto, may be applied by a Pro¬ 
ducer to deliveries of material to be physically incorporated 
into material to be delivered by the Producer to a Ware¬ 
house under the rating assigned above, or to be used within 
the limitations of this paragraph to replace in the Pro¬ 
ducer’s inventory material so delivered. Such application of 
the rating shall be subject to the following: 

(1) No Producer may apply the rating to obtain mate¬ 
rial in greater quantities or on earlier dates than required 
to enable him to make on schedule a delivery rated here¬ 
under, or to replace in his inventory material so delivered. 
He shall not be deemed to require such material if he can 
make his rated delivery and still retain a practicable work¬ 
ing minimum inventory thereof; and if, in making such 
delivery, he reduces his inventory below such minimum, he 
may apply the rating only to the extent necessary to re¬ 
store his inventory to such minimum. 

(2) To extend such rating a Producer must endorse on 
each purchase order or contract to be covered by a rating 
assigned hereunder a statement in the following form, man¬ 
ually signed by an official duly authorized for such purpose: 

“The undersigned hereby certifies that the iron and steel 
products herein ordered are required to complete purchase 
order Nos.received from a Steel Warehouse, Prefer¬ 
ence Rating.

Vf • 900. Compulsory sheet steel inventory for drum manufacture. Under 

General Preference Order M-45 manufacturers of steel drums will be required to 
set aside a specified inventory of the 16 and 18 gauge hot-rolled sheet steel from 
which the drums are made. This inventory is to be used only upon specific order 
of the Director of Priorities. A manufacturer is not required to set aside more 
than the original reserve inventory, and he is not required to replace it. If he 
wishes to do so, however, he may use the preference rating extended by Pref¬ 
erence Rating Order P-76 to acquire the necessary stock. 

This method of assistance is extended because orders for overseas shipments 
are frequently placed on an emergency basis, often not more than one week before 
sailing dates. It is impractical to create a substantial stockpile of finished drums, 
because of the large areas that would be required for storage. In place of this,’ 
the stockpile of the basic raw material is provided for. Order M-45, designed 
to make possible the speedy manufacture of steel drums for overseas shipment of 
gasoline, oil, and other petroleum products, was issued November 17, 1941 by the 
Priorities Division, effective immediately. 

(jjjp observation: Whether or not you make application for authority to use the 
pieference rating, you should report within five days the number of tons of 
16-gauge, and the number of tons of 18-gauge, hot-rolled sheet steel in your 
inventory as of October 31, 1941.

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Railroad Rails (Second-Hand)—Price Control 


Vf-925. Proposed ceiling for second-hand relaying rail. The new OPA 

schedule, it was announced on November 7, will set a ceiling shipping point price 
for “relaying” rail of the type involved in a Westchester railway sale of $30 a 
gross ton minus the lowest established charge for transporting such rail between 
the shipping point and the basing point nearest in terms of transportation charges. 
The ‘nearest” basing point to be established for New York and vicinity will be 
Philadelphia. Hence, in the case of a dealer with a yard in New York City, the 
shipping point price for “relaying” rail from the Westchester lines would be $30 
a ton, less the New York-Philadelphia transportation charge of S3.40 a ton, or 
$26.60. This price will vary, in relation to higher or lower freight costs, for 
dealers with yards located outside of New York City. 

Maximum delivered price of this rail, according to OPA, “shall be the 
shipping point price plus the lowest actual charge for transporting the rail from 
the shipping point to the consumer.” 

Relaying” rail involved in the New York, Westchester and Boston sale is 

classified as “relaying rail weighing 35 pounds per yard or more from abandoned 

short lines, interurban lines, or any other source except the normal operations of 
Class I railroads.”

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Structured Steel Shapes—Simplification 

Vf *950. Request to producers to simplify structural steel shapes. An 

industry-wide move for the simplification of structural steel shapes was announced 
on October 27, 1941, by the Office of Production Management. 

This action was taken in the form of a request to producers by A. D. Whiteside, 
Chief, Iron and Steel Section, OPM, after consultation with Army, Navy, Maritime 
Commission and other defense agency officials, as well as architects, engineers and 
designers. 

Purpose of the request is to avoid tying up mills with small miscellaneous roll¬ 
ings for odd sized beams, channels and angles infrequently ordered. All shapes 
regularly used in ship, car and building construction are retained. 

The number of angle shapes will be reduced 50% by the action, and beams, 
channels and other shapes ordinarily used in various types of steel construction 
almost as much. 

The request will become effective February 1, 1942, allowing time for producers 
to get rid of present stocks of shapes affected by the order. All producers are 
requested to extend the notification to their customers.

Every person making purchases or sales of used steel barrels or drums after December 1, 
1941, shall keep for inspection by the Office of Price Administration for a period of not less 
than one year, complete and accurate records of (a) each such purchase or sale, showing the date 
thereof, the name and address of the buyer or the seller, the price paid or received, and the 
quantity of each kind or grade purchased or sold, and (b) the quantity of used steel barrels or 
drums (1) on hand, and (2) on order, as of the close of each calendar month.

In the event of refusal or failure to abide by the price limitations, record requirements, or

(b) Maximum price for lacquer-relined and baked drums, size 50 to to 55 gallons, 18 gauge. 

The maximum price for reconditioned steel barrels or drums, size 50 to 55 gallons, 18 gauge, 

which have been lacquer-relined and baked, shall be the maximum prices set forth in paragraph 
(a) above, to which may be added the sum of twenty-five cents per barrel or drum. 

(c) Maximum price for rare used drums, size 50 to 55 gallons, 18 gauge. 

Except as provided in paragraph (d) below, the maximum price for raw used steel barrels 
or drums, size 50 to 55 gallons, 18 gauge, shall be $1.60 per barrel or drum delivered to the 
plant of the user or reconditioner: 

Provided, That in the States of California, Washington, and Oregon, the sum of forty cents per 
barrel or drum may be added. 


(d) Maximum price for raw used drums in case of direct purchases by user. 

The maximum prices for raw used steel barrels or drums, size 50 to 55 gallons, 18 gauge, 
purchased by a user directly from the person who empties the barrels or drums, shall be $1.25 
per barrel or drum f.o.b. point where barrel or drum is emptied: Provided, That in the States 
of California, Washington, and Oregon, the sum of 40 cents per barrel or drum may be added.

The maximum delivered price for reconditioned steel barrels or drums, other than those 

covered by paragraphs (a) and (b) above, shall be 80% of the delivered price, excluding extras, 

quoted by the Rheem Manufacturing Company, a corporation, or by the Wheeling Corrugating 

Company, a corporation, when delivered in carload lots, of new, black, hot-rolled steel barrels or 
drums of the same type and size: 


Provided, That for each 75 miles or fraction thereof in excess of 50 miles from the plant where 
the barrel or drum was reconditioned, all actual charges for transportation or the sum of ten 
cents per barrel or drum, whichever is lower, may be added. 

(f) Maximum price for other raw used drums. 

The maximum delivered price for raw used steel barrels or drums, other than those covered 

by paragraphs (c) and (d) above, delivered to the plant of the user or reconditioner, shall be 65 

cents less than the maximum price provided in paragraph (e) above for a reconditioned barrel 
or drum of the same size and type. C1

Maximum prices for low carbon and low-alloy steel castings of all types were 
established in a schedule issued November 14, 1941, by OPA, after extensive 
studies in the field and discussions with the Steel Castings Advisory Panel. The 
Price Administrator pointed out that castings are a cost element in practically 
every industry which uses machinery, and price stability in this field is, there¬ 
fore, essential for the entire defense effort. The price schedule covers all types 
of castings, both railroad specialties and miscellaneous, mass production and 
special order items. Prices prevailing on July 15, 1941 are set as the maximum. 
Except for railroad specialties, these prices will approximate those contained in 
the “Comprehensive Report of Price Lists of Miscellaneous Castings” issued by 
the Steel Founders’ Society of America for the third quarter of 1941. 

Vf* 1,051. Digest of Price Schedule No. 41—steel castings. 

Subject: Carbon and low-alloy steel castings; railroad specialty and miscel¬ 
laneous castings. 

Effective date: November 15, 1941. 

Persons affected: Producers and buyers. 

Price limitations: Prices of July 15, 1941, or prices contained in the “Compre¬ 
hensive Report of Price Lists of Miscellaneous Castings” set as maximum. On 
castings not previously produced and being part of an order totaling $100 or more, 
estimate sheet, description, and selling price to be filed with OPA (except if 
priced in accordance with the “Comprehensive Report”).

The following 
is the full text of Price Schedule No. 41 for steel castings, issued on November 14 
1941: 

PART 1306—IRON AND STEEL 

PRICE SCHEDULE NO. 41—STEEL CASTINGS 

The production of steel castings plays a critical role in the whole defense program. Steel 
castings at reasonable prices are essential to the increased flow of machines, tanks, ships, air¬ 
planes, guns, and, indeed, every variety of military and naval supplies, from the assembly 
line to the front line of the nation’s defense. 
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Smce January 1 1941 the prices of steel castings have advanced to a point where a further 

increase would create pressure to raise the prices of ordnance, transportation equipment, and 

machinery of every description and cause unwarranted risk to our enlarged defense program 
m terms of delay and useless expense. 

After a thorough investigation of costs and other factors relevant to the production and 
sale of steel castings and after numerous conferences with representatives of all branches of the 
steel castings industry, it has been decided in the interest of national defense and the public 
welfare, to establish maximum prices for steel castings of every description whatever. 

directedThat^ 17 ’ Under th ® authority vested in me by Executive Order No. 8734, it is hereby 

Sec. 1306.100. Maximum Prices for Steel Castings. 

On and after December 1, 1941, regardless of the terms of any contract of sale or purchase, 

or other commitment, no producer shall sell, offer to sell, deliver, or transfer steel castings of 

any description whatever, previously made by him, and no person shall buy, offer to buy, or 

accept delivery of such steel castings, at prices higher than the prices, together with the extras, 

terms, and conditions, which were or would have been charged by such producer on July 15, 

1941, and which, following December 1, 1941, are filed with the Office of Price Administration in 
accordance with Section 1306.104* 

Sec. 1306.101. Less than Maximum Prices. 

Lower prices than those set forth in Section 1306.100 may be charged, demanded, paid, or 
offered.* 

Sec. 1306.102. Castings Not Previously Produced. 

Any producer undertaking to make a steel casting, which is part of an order totaling $100 
or more, which has not previously been made by such producer, and which is substantially 
different in design from any steel casting previously made by such producer, shall file with the 
Office of Price Administration a copy of the Estimate Sheet for each such steel casting, with 
an explanation thereof, together with a clear description and the selling price: Provided, That 
where such steel casting is priced in accordance with the “Comprehensive Report” such pro¬ 
ducer shall not be required to file with the Office of Price Administration the documents men¬ 
tioned in this section.* 

Sec. 1306.103. Evasion. The price limitations set forth in Section 1306.100 shall not be 
evaded whether by direct or indirect methods in connection with a purchase, sale, delivery or 
transfer of steel castings, alone or in conjunction with any other material, or by way of any 
commission, service, transportation, or other charge, or discount, premium, or other privilege, 
or by tying-agreement or other trade understanding, or otherwise.* 

Sec. 1306.104. Filing of Prices. On or before December 1, 1941, every producer shall file 
with the Office of Price Administration the price or prices, extras, terms, and conditions, 
classified by size and quantity, in accordance with which he sold or would have sold steel cast¬ 
ings subject to Section 1306.100, on July 15, 1941. Provided, That where such price or prices 
coincide with the “Comprehensive Report” the producer need only signify that such prices do 
coincide with those listed in said “Comprehensive Report.” * 

Sec. 1306.105. Records and Reports. Every person making purchases or sales of steel 
castings after November 15, 1941, shall keep for inspection by the Office of Price Administra¬ 
tion for a period of not less than one year, complete and accurate records of (a) each such 
purchase or sale, showing the date thereof, the name and address of the buyer or the seller, the 
price paid or received, and the quantity of each kind purchased or sold, and (b) the quantity of 
steel castings (1) on hand, and (2) on order, as of the close of each calendar month. 

Persons affected by this Schedule shall submit such reports to the Office of Price Adminis¬ 
tration as it may, from time to time, require.* 

Sec. 1306.106. Affirmations of Compliance. On or before January 10, 1942, and on or before 
the 10th day of each month thereafter, every producer who, during the preceding calendar 
month has sold steel castings, whether for immediate or future delivery, shall submit to the 
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Office of Price Administration an affirmation of compliance on Form 141:1, containing a sworn 
statement that during such month all such sales were made at prices in compliance with this 
Schedule or with any exception therefrom or modification thereof. Copies of Form 141:1 can 
be procured from the Office of Price Administration, or, provided that no change is made in 
the style and content of the Form and that it is reproduced on 8x10%" paper, they may be 
prepared by persons required to submit affirmations of compliance hereunder* 

Sec. 1306.107. Enforcement. In the event of refusal or failure to abide by the price 
limitations, record requirements, or other provisions of this Schedule, or in the event of any 
evasion or attempt to evade the price limitations or other provisions of this Schedule, the Office 
of Price Administration will make every effort to assure (a) that the Congress and the public

Vf* 2,000. Importance of chromium. Vital in defense, chromium metal is 

required for hardening steel, for the production of high-speed cutting tools, for 

the manufacture of refractory brick for lining steel furnaces, and for many 

chemical uses. A whitish metal, capable of taking a brilliant polish, harder than 

iron or nickel, chromium is used widely in both civilian and defense channels. A 

typical civilian use is for high-strength steel used in the automobile industry. A 

typical military use is for increasing the toughness and shock-resistance ol 
ordinary steel. 

The United States is dependent almost wholly on imports for its supplies of 

chromite ore. Most of the United States supply of chromite ore in recent years 

has cc>me from Africa, the Philippines and Turkey. Approximately 2 y 2 tons of 

metallurgical ore are required to make one ton of ferro-chromium, ferro-chromium 

being between 60% and 70% pure chromium. About 75% of the ore is used in 

the steel industry, both for alloying purposes and for use in refractory materials 
for furnaces. 

The government stockpile is not large enough, consumption is moving up 
and the increasing pressure on shipping space may restrict imports in future 
months. Conservation of chromium and the building up of stockpiles are major 
reasons for putting chromium under a priority system. Current figures indicate

WHEREAS, it is found that there exist certain serious shortages of chromium, as herein¬ 
after defined, which may increase in the future by reason of the fact that the present and 
future domestic supply and probable future imports are now and may be insufficient for all 
defense and civilian needs, and it is further found that such shortages will prevent the obtain¬ 
ing of priority for deliveries of that material under present and future Naval and Army 
contracts and orders and related subcontracts and suborders unless the total present and 
future supply thereof be conserved and the present and future distribution directed, and it is 
further found that the best interests of the national defense require the exercise of the power 
conferred upon me to direct and insure such priority; 


NOW, THEREFORE, IT IS HEREBY ORDERED THAT: 

949.1 GENERAL PREFERENCE ORDER, (a) Definitions. For the purpose of this 
Order: 

(1) The term “chromium” means and includes: 

(i) Ores or concentrates containing chromium (commercially recognized); 

(ii) The element chromium in pure form, ferro-chromium, and other combinations 
with other elements in semi-manufactured or un-manufactured form, prepared for 
consumption in the manufacture of steel, in the form of briquettes or otherwise; 

(iii) All chemical combinations having chromium as an essential and recognizable 
component; 

(iv) Those products containing chromium known commercially as refractory 
bricks or refractory material; 

(v) All scrap or secondary material containing chromium as defined in (i), (ii), 
(iii), and (iv), above. 

(2) The term “person” means and includes any individual, partnership, association, 
corporation, or other form of business enterprise. 

(3) The term “producer” is hereby defined as any person who mines or otherwise 
produces natural materials containing recoverable quantities of chromium. 

(4) The term “processor” is hereby defined as any person who prepares ores, concen¬ 
trates, and primary or secondary chemical or metallurgical forms of chromium for: 

(i) Consumption by producers of steel in order to form various alloy steels; 

(ii) Consumption by any other industries for any purpose whatsoever. 

(5) The term “dealer” is hereby defined as any person who imports or procures 
domestically for storage or resale, any chromium; including selling agents, warehousemen 
or other commercially recognized agents acting on their own account or for others, and 
whether or not such person acquires title thereto. 

(6) “Defense Orders” mean contracts or orders for material, unfinished, semifinished, 
or finished, which at any stage of production enters into, or is used for, the manufacture, 
processing or fabrication of products to be delivered to or for the account of: 

(i) The Army or Navy of the United States, the United States Maritime Commis¬ 
sion, the Panama Canal, the Coast and Geodetic Survey, Coast Guard, Civil Aero¬ 
nautics Authority, National Advisory Committee for Aeronautics, the National 

Defense Research Council; 
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(ii) The Government of Great Britain, and the Government of any other country 
whose defense the President deems vital to the defense of the United States under 
the Act of March 11, 1941, entitled “An Act to Promote the Defense of the United 
States”; 

(iii) Any other Government Agency or any person, when the Director of Priorities 
determines that such contracts or orders cover defense requirements, direct or indirect, 
of the United States and shall have assigned a preference rating of A-10, or higher, 
thereto. 

(b) Deliveries. Deliveries of chromium by any producer, dealer, or processor shall be made 
only in accordance with the following directions: 

(1) Deliveries under all Defense Orders which do not bear a higher preference rating 
are hereby assigned a preference rating of A-10. 

(2) Preference ratings, in order of precedence, are: AA, A-l-a, A-l-b, etc., . . . A-l-j, 
A-2, A-3, etc., . . . A-10; BB, B-l, B-2, etc., . . . B-8, A A being the highest rating, and 
B-8 the lowest presently assigned. Except under specific direction of the Director of 
Priorities, A ratings are assigned only to Defense Orders and B ratings to civilian orders. 

(3) Every delivery to which a preference rating has been assigned shall be made upon 
the date or dates required by the Preference Rating Certificate issued to apply to such 
delivery, or, if no Cetrificate has been issued, then upon the date or dates specified in the 
contract or order therefor. The sequence of deliveries bearing the same preference rating 
shall be governed by the delivery dates specified in the contracts or orders therefor. 
Deliveries bearing no preference rating or a lower preference rating shall be deferred to the 
extent necessary to assure those deliveries bearing a higher preference rating, even though 
such deferment may cause a default under an existing contract or order. 

(4) Each person making deliveries must so schedule his production and deliveries 
that deliveries bearing a preference rating will be made on the dates required, giving 
precedence in case of unavoidable delay to deliveries bearing the higher preference ratings. 
Nothing herein contained shall prevent a person from accepting a contract or order bear¬ 
ing a rating higher than other contracts or orders previously accepted, although such 
acceptance may necessitate deferment of deliveries under contracts or orders previously 
accepted. 

(5) Whenever there is doubt as to the preference rating applicable to any delivery, 
the matter is to be referred to the Division of Priorities for determination, with a state¬ 
ment of all pertinent facts. 

(6) Any person who obtains a delivery of any chromium under specific direction of 
the Director of Priorities or a delivery bearing a preference rating, must use such chromium, 
or an equivalent amount thereof, for the purpose specified in connection with the issu¬ 
ance of the direction or rating. 

(7) Preference ratings may be assigned, and other specific directions may be issued, 
from time to time, by the Director of Priorities with respect to deliveries under contracts 
or orders other than Defense Orders, including deliveries from any supply of chromium 
owned or controlled by the Metals Reserve Corporation. Any such assignments of prefer¬ 
ence ratings, or other directions with respect to deliveries under contracts or orders other 
than Defense Orders and among competing civilian demands will be made by the 
Director of Priorities in accordance with such program as the Office of Price Administra¬ 
tion and Civilian Supply may determine. 

(8) Except as hereinafter limited, deliveries may be made under contracts or orders 
other than Defense Orders in the absence of such ratings or directions, after compliance 
with the preference ratings assigned to Defense Orders. 

(9) No producer or dealer, during any calendar month, shall use chromium or deliver 
chromium to any processor to be used in the manufacture of chemical products in quan¬ 
tities which will exceed, by weight, one-twelfth (1/12) of such processor’s average annual 
consumption of such material for the period from July 1, 1940, through June 30, 1941, and 
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no processor shall accept deliveries in quantities which would effect such an excess unless 
specifically authorized by the Director of Priorities. 

(10) No processor of refractory brick or refractory material containing chromium shall 

make deliveries of such material to any customer except for the fulfillment of Defense 

Ordeis or for necessary repairs or replacements and no customer shall accept deliveries of 

such material to be used for other purposes unless specifically authorized by the Director 
of Priorities. 

(11) In addition to the foregoing limitations in subparagraphs (9) and (10), no pereon 
shall knowingly make delivery of chromium, and no person shall accept delivery thereof in 
an amount or quantity which will increase for any current month the inventory of 
chromium of the person accepting delivery, in the same or other forms, in excess of the 
an amount or quantity necessary to meet required deliveries of the products of the person 
accepting delivery, on the basis of his current method and rate of operation. This provi¬ 
sion shall not prohibit or restrict: 

(i) Deliveries for direct export out of the United States, provided that such 
exports shall have been licensed by the Administrator of Export Control: 

(ii) Deliveries of imported material to any dealer or processor importing the 
same, either directly or through an agent. 

(c) Records, Information and Inspection. All persons affected by this Order shall keep 
and preserve, for a period of not less than two years, accurate and complete records of their 
inventories of chromium, and of the details of all transactions in any way regulated or affected 
by this Order. Such records shall include the dates of all contracts or orders accepted; the 
delivery dates specified in such contracts or orders, and in any Preference Rating Certificates 
accompanying them; the dates of actual deliveries thereunder; description of the material 
covered by such contracts or orders; description of deliveries by classes, types, quantities, and 
weights; the preference ratings, if any, assigned to such contracts or orders or to deliveries 
thereunder; the parties involved in each transaction; their sources of supply of ores or con¬ 
centrates containing chromium; and other pertinent information. All records specified in this 
paragraph shall, upon request, be submitted to audit and inspection by duly authorized repre¬ 
sentatives of the Division of Priorities. All persons affected by this Order shall execute and 
file with the Division of Priorities such reports and questionnaires as said Division shall from 
time to time request. No reports or questionnaires are to be filed by any person until Forms 
therefor are prescribed by the Division of Priorities. All processors of chromium into ferro- 
chromium or briquettes shall furnish such information as may be required by the Division of 
Priorities not later than the twenty-fifth (25th) day of each calendar month on such Form or 
Forms as may be prescribed by the Division of Priorities from time to time. Until further 
Order by the Director of Priorities, no person who produces chromium by mining such material 
shall be required to file any report with the Division of Priorities so long as such person 
regularly files whatever reports may be requested by the Bureau of Mines. 

(d) False Statements. Any person who wilfully falsifies the records referred to in paragraph 
(c), above, or any other records which he is required to keep by the Director of Priorities, or 
who otherwise wilfully furnishes false information to the Director of Priorities or to the 
Division of Priorities, and any person who obtains a delivery or a preference rating for a 
delivery by means of a material and wilful misstatement, may be prohibited by the Director of 
Priorities from making or obtaining further deliveries of chromium. The Director of Priorities 
may also take any other action deemed appropriate, including the making of a recommendation 
for prosecution under section 35 of the Criminal Code (18 U.S.CA. Sec. 80). 

(e) Effective Dates. This Order shall take effect on the 7th day of July, 1941, and, unless 
sooner terminated by direction of the Director of Priorities, shall expire on the 30th day of 
November, 1941. (O.P.M. Reg. 3, March 7, 1941, 6 F.R. 1596; E.O. 8629, January 7, 1941, 6 Fit. 
191; see 2(a), Public No. 671, 76th Congress.)

Defense Orders for Chromium, whether or not accom¬ 
panied by a Preference Rating Certificate, must be accepted and fulfilled in preference to any 
other contracts, or purchase orders for such material, subject to the following provisions: 

(i) Defense Orders shall be accepted even if acceptance will render impossible, or result 
in deferment of: 

(a) Deliveries under non-defense orders previously accepted; or 

(b) Deliveries under Defense Orders previously accepted bearing lower preference ratings, 
unless rejection is specifically permitted by the Director of Priorities. 

(ii) Defense Orders need not be accepted: 

(a) If delivery on schedule thereunder would be impossible by reason of the requirements 
of Defense Orders previously accepted bearing higher or equal preference ratings, unless 
acceptance is specifically directed by the Director of Priorities; or 

(b) If the Chromium ordered is not of the kind usually produced or capable of being 
produced by the person to whom the Defense Order is offered; or 

(c) If the person seeking to place the Defense Order is unwilling or unable to meet regu¬ 
larly established prices and terms of sale, but there shall be no discrimination against Defense 
Orders in establishing such prices or terms of sale; or 

(d) If such Defense Orders specify deliveries within twenty-one days, and if compliance 
with such delivery dates would require the termination or alteration before completion of a 
specific production schedule already commenced, but this provision shall not authorize rejec¬ 
tion when such schedule can be terminated or altered without substantial loss to the producer. 

(13) Rejected orders and deferred deliveries. When a Defense Order for Chromium has 
been rejected or delivery thereunder has been unreasonably or improperly deferred in viola¬ 
tion of this Order, the person seeking to place such order or obtain such delivery may file with 
the Division of Priorities a verified report in the form to be prescribed by the Division of 
Priorities, setting forth the facts in connection with the rejection or deferment. When the 
facts set forth justify such action, the Director of Priorities will thereupon direct the person 
against whom complaint is made to submit a sworn statement, setting forth the circumstances 
concerning the alleged rejection or deferment. Thereafter, such action will be taken by the 
Director of Priorities as he deems appropriate. 

(b) Subject to the amendments herein contained, General Preference Order No. M-18 
shall remain in full force and effect. 

(c) This Amendment to General Preference Order No. M-18 shall take effect on the 22nd 
day of August, 1941.

If this is found necessary, 
the information under the heading “Miscellaneous Customers” should be placed as the last 
item in the schedule, followed by appropriate explanations of the reasons for this treatment, 

and of the basis you have used in allocating the amounts between the categories shown in 
Columns 8 to 16. 

Material which must be melted during the month for shipment to your own or distributors’ 
warehouses should be grouped together and shown as representing Warehouse Shipments. 
The basis used in allocating the warehouse shipments between the categories shown in 
Columns 8 to 16 should be stated. 

Column 4—Priority Rating. Include here any specific priority rating assigned or other 
U. S. A., British or Canadian contract or identification or number establishing the character 
of the order. 

Column 6—-Ultimate Use. To the best of your knowledge, state the specific ultimate use 
of the material. 

Column 7—Per cent Chromium Contained. Show the approximate per cent of Chromium 
contained in the material to be shipped to the customer. 

Columns 8 to 16—Show in these columns for each order listed, the actual shipping weight 
(in terms of chromium content) of the material as shipped to the customer. 

Although your products are not subject to the Nickel Steel Priorities Order No. M-5-A, 
you are nevertheless requested to follow temporarily the principles of preference rating set 
forth therein, classifying the shipping weight in Columns 8 to 16. For your information, the 
provisions of this order applying to preference ratings are: 

“A. Preference Ratings of A-l to A-10, inclusive, are hereby assigned to Defense Orders 
as defined in General Preference Order No. M-5, as amended, and to all other orders to which 
a Preference Rating in the A classification has been or may hereafter be assigned by the 
Director of Priorities.” (Defense Orders involving chromium are defined, for purposes of 
classification here, in General Preference Order M-18, Part (a), paragraph 7.) 

“B-l. Preference Rating B-l is hereby assigned to orders (a) for the manufacture of 
parts for the repair or replacement of existing apparatus, equipment, and devices and (b) for 
the manufacture of new apparatus, equipment, and devices, in either case under (a) or (b) 
used directly or indirectly in connection with the manufacture of material which enters in 
substantial quantity into the fulfillment of Defense Orders, although such orders may not 
bear specific Preference Ratings.” (Some orders for these purposes may carry A-ratings.) 

“B-2. Preference Rating B-2 is hereby assigned to orders for the manufacture of parts 
for the repair or replacement of existing apparatus, equipment, and devices which must 
continue to operate in order to preserve essential production and services. 

“B-3. Preference Rating B-3 is hereby assigned to orders for new apparatus, equipment, 
and devices used directly in operations which must continue in order to preserve essential 
production and services. 

“B-4. Preference Rating B-4 is hereby assigned to orders for products essential to the 
protection of public health or safety and not coming within any higher Preference Rating 
classification. 

“B-5. Preference Rating B-5 is hereby assigned to orders for customers of each producer 
or distributor to whom shipments have been made during 1940 by such producer or distributor, 
requiring less than a total of one ton of nickel bearing steel per month. This rating is 
temporarily assigned pending further investigation. (Rating B-6 is not, at present, applicable 
except to those persons whose products are subject to the Nickel Steel Priorities Order 
MS-A.) 

“B-6. Preference Rating B-6 is hereby assigned to orders for customers whose use of 
nickel bearing steel does not exceed two pounds per $100 of final sales value of the article 
or articles, produced by such customers, of which it is an essential component. . 

“B-7. Preference Rating B-7 is hereby assigned to orders for the material used in 
products in which no reasonably satisfactory substitute for nickel bearing steel is available. 

“B-8. Preference Rating B-8 is hereby temporarily assigned, until such time as a 
substitution shall be effected, to orders for the material used in products in which a reason¬ 
ably satisfactory substitute for nickel bearing steel is available or can be made availa e. 

Column 18—Delivery Required. Show the latest date by which you must deliver m o er 
to meet your customers’ commitments.

Pref¬ 
erence Rating Order M-18-a, issued November 29, 1941 places in the hands of the 
Director of Priorities the direction of all deliveries of chromium. Full control of 
deliveries of chromium is lodged in the Director of Priorities and monthly requests 
for chromium must be made to producers. The aggregate chromium oxide content 
of chemicals is limited in each month to one-twelfth the amount of ore used in 
chemicals actually delivered in the twelve months ending June 30, 1941. The 
order revokes Order M-18 issued July 8, 1941, and amended August 22.

WHEREAS, it is found that the increasing national defense requirements, including the 
need tor adequate reserves occasioned by the uncertainty of future shipments from abroad, of 
chromium (as hereinafter defined) have created a shortage in the supply of chromium for defense, 
for private account, and for export, and it is necessary in the public interest and to promote 
the defense of the United States to supplement by further measures the action heretofore taken 
to conserve the supply and direct the distribution thereof; 

NOW, THEREFORE, IT IS HEREBY ORDERED THAT: 

949.2 GENERAL PREFERENCE ORDER, (a) Definitions. For the purposes of this order: 

(1) “Chromium’’ means and includes: (i) Chromium ores or concentrates; (ii) The ele- 
ment chromium in pure form, ferrochromium, chrom-x, chrome briquettes, and other com¬ 
binations of the element chromium with other elements in semi-manufactured or manufactured 
form, commercially suitable for use in the manufacture of steel or for other metallurgical 
purposes; (iii) All chemical combinations having chromium as an essential and recognizable 
component; (iv) Those products containing chromium known commercially as refractories or 
refractory material; (v) All scrap or secondary material containing chromium as defined in 
(i), (ii), and (iii) above. 

(2) “Producer” means any person who mines or otherwise produces natural materials 
containing recoverable quantities of chromium. 

(3) “Processor” means any person who uses ores or concentrates for the manufacture of, 
or converts them into chromium chemicals, chromium refractories or metallurgical forms of 
chromium. 

(4) “Dealer” means any person who procures chromium either by importing or from 
domestic sources for sale without change in form, whether or not such person receives title 
to or physical delivery of the material, and includes selling agents, warehousemen, and 
brokers. 

(b) Regulations Incorporated. Except as modified by the terms of this order and as other¬ 
wise specifically provided herein, all of the provisions and definitions of Priorities Regulation No. 

1, issued by the Director of Priorities on August 27, 1941 (Part 944), as amended from time to 
time, are hereby included as a part of this order with the same effect as if specifically set forth 
herein. 

(c) Assignment of Preference Rating. Deliveries of chromium under all defense orders (as 
defined in Regulation No. 1) to which a preference rating of A-10 or higher has not been assigned 
are hereby assigned a preference rating of A-10. 

(d) Limitation on Use of Ore in Chromium Chemicals. Unless otherwise ordered by the 
Director of Priorities, the aggregate chromium oxide content of ore which may be used by any 
processor in the manufacture of chromium chemicals during any calendar month shall be limited 
to 1/12 of the aggregate weight of such oxide content used in the manufacture of the total quan¬ 
tity of chromium chemicals delivered by such processor during the period from July 1, 1940 
through June 30, 1941. 

(e) Allocations. Hereafter the Director of Priorities will from time to time specifically 
direct the manner and quantities in which deliveries of chromium in any form, for particular 
uses or to particular persons shall be made or withheld. Such directions will be made primarily 
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to insure the satisfaction of all defense requirements of the United States, both direct and 
indirect, and they may be made in the discretion of the Director of Priorities without regard 
to any preference ratings assigned to particular contracts or purchase orders. The Director of 
Priorities may also take into consideration the possible dislocation of labor, and the necessity 

.keeping A operation so that it may be able to fulfill defense orders and essential 

civilian requirements. In making any deliveries of chromium with respect to which no specific 
directions have been issued by the Director of Priorities, each producer, processor and dealer 
must give preference to defense orders as required by the provisions of Priorities Regulation No. 1, 
and must be governed by any preference ratings assigned to particular contracts or purchase 
orders. 

(f) Applications for Chromium. Unless otherwise ordered by the Director of Priorities, no 

processor or dealer shall make delivery of chromium and no person shall accept such delivery 

unless, not later than the 25th day of the month next preceding the month in which delivery is 
to be made, or at such other time as the Office of Production Management may determine, the 
person seeking such delivery shall have filed with the processor or dealer an application on 
Form PD-53b or such other form or forms as may be from time to time prescribed by the Office 
of Production Management, and shall have filed at the same time with the Office of Production 
Management a copy of such application, together with a report in duplicate (if the chromium 
to be delivered is in one of the forms specified in paragraph (a)(1)(ii) above) on Form PD-53a 
or such other form as said Office may from time to time prescribe. The Director of Priorities 
may in his discretion from time to time issue specific directions exempting particular customers 
or classes of customers from the provisions of this paragraph (f) on the basis of the limited 
character of their requirements for chromium. 

(g) Violations. Any person affected by this order, who violates any of its provisions, or a 
provision of any other order, direction or regulation issued by the Director of Priorities, may 
be prohibited by the Director from making or receiving further deliveries of chromium or of any 
other material subject to allocation, or he may be subjected to any other or further action which 
the Director may deem appropriate. 

(h) General Preference Order M-18 Revoked. General Preference Order M-18, issued by the 
Director of Priorities July 7, 1941, as amended August 22, 1941, is hereby revoked. 

(i) Effective Dates. This order shall take effect immediately upon its issuance, and unless 
sooner terminated by direction of the Director of Priorities, shall expire on the 30th day of 
April, 1942.

A further 
tightening of control over chromium, vital alloy 
for corrosive and heat resistant steel, was an¬ 
nounced with issuance of an amendment to Order 
M-18-a on January 13, 1942. The amendment pro¬ 
hibits any person from melting more than two tons 


of ferrochrome in any one month without specific 
authorization of the Director of Priorities. Other 
provisions of the order are unchanged. The pur¬ 
pose of the amendment is to prevent using up 
inventories of ferrochrome to fill less essential 
rated orders and to limit use of chrome steel to 
vital military needs.

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Nickel—Allocation 

Vf *2,100. Importance of nickel. Nickel is of great importance to national 
defense, particularly because of the part it plays in the manufacture of stainless 
and other steels. Faced with increasing shortage of nickel which is supplied almost 
wholly by Canada, producers at first sought to solve the problem by seeking to 
supplant nickel steel with alloys containing lesser amounts of nickel. Informal 

voluntary priorities were at first applied but the tight situation still continued and 
more effective measures became inevitable. 

Total demand for nickel, for civilian as well as defense purposes, is consider¬ 
ably higher than the supply. The imposition of formal nickel allocation was the 
result of estimates that the May, 1941, demand for nickel from all sources, if it 
could be filled, would approximate 21,000,000 pounds, thus indicating an overall 
shortage of about 5,500,000 pounds for the month. Because of the rapid change 
m the supply and demand situation, it is impossible to estimate future shortages 
exactly, but some estimates indicated that the over-all shortage for all needs— 
civilian as well as military—would probably be over 45,000,000 pounds for 1941. 
Almost the entire United States supply of nickel is imported from Canada, which 
produces about 85% of the world output. The metal is of vital importance in 
defense channels, especially for the production of alloy steels and for alloying with

GENERAL PREFERENCE ORDER NO. M-6 
TO DIRECT THE DISTRIBUTION OF PRIMARY NICKEL 

WHEREAS, it is found that the demands of the national defense program have created 
a Present and increasing shortage of primary nickel, as hereinafter defined, and it is further 
found that such shortage will prevent the obtaining of priority for deliveries of that material 
under present and future Naval and Army contracts and orders and related subcontracts and 
suborders unless the total present and future supply thereof be conserved and the present and 
future distribution directed, and it is further found that the best interests of the national 

defense require the exercise of the power conferred upon me to direct and insure such priority, 
now, therefore, IT IS ORDERED THAT: 

927.1 GENERAL PREFERENCE ORDER (a) For the purposes of this Order: 

(1) The term primary nickel” is hereby defined as any primary metallic nickel either 
alloyed or unalloyed or nickel matter of any description.

(5) The term “nickel bearing material” as used herein means any scrap or othei 
material containing 0.40 per cent (40/100 of one per cent) or more of primary nickel.

Any person seeking delivery of Nickel from a producer or distributor 
shall file with the Division of Priorities and with the producer or distributor in the manner 
indicated thereon not later than the 20th day of the month next preceding the month in 
which delivery is specified, Form PD-27 heretofore prescribed by the Division of Priorities 
or such other form or forms as may be prescribed by said Division from time to time! 
The Director of Priorities may in his discretion from time to time issue specific directions 
exempting particular customers or classes of customers from the provisions of this para¬ 
graph (d)(1) on the basis of the limited character of their requirements for nickel. 

(2) Allocations. No deliveries of nickel may be made by any producer or distributor 

except as specifically authorized by the Director of Priorities. The Director of Priorities 

will from time to time allocate the supply of nickel among persons seeking delivery 

thereof, and specifically direct the manner and quantities in which deliveries may be 

made. Such allocations and directions will be made primarily to insure satisfaction of 

defense requirements of the United States, both direct and indirect, and they may be 

made in the discretion of the Director of Priorities without regard to any preference 

rating assigned to particular contracts or purchase orders. The Director of Priorities may 

also take into consideration the possible dislocation of labor and the necessity of keeping 

a plant m operation so that it may be able to fulfill defense orders and essential civilian 
requirements. 


(e) Violations. Any person affected by this order, who violates any of its provisions, or 

a provision of any other order, direction or regulation issued by the Director of Priorities, 

may be prohibited by the Director from making or receiving further deliveries of nickel, or 

of any other material subject to allocation, or he may be subjected to any other or further 
action as the Director may deem appropriate.

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Nickel Scrap—Price Control 


Vf*2,350. Price ceiling on nickel scrap and secondary metals. Ceiling 
prices for a wide variety of scrap and secondary materials containing nickel were 
established in Price Schedule No. 8, effective June 2, 1941. It covers pure nickel 
scrap, ferro-nickel-chrome-iron scrap, ferro-nickel-iron scrap, monel metal scrap, 
cupro-nickel alloy scrap, stainless steel scrap, nickel steel scrap, secondary monel 
metal ingot, secondary monel metal shot, and secondary copper-nickel shot. The 
schedule also fixes maximum prices for the straight chrome type of stainless steel 
scrap, which contains no nickel. Prices for this type of stainless steel scrap had 
been out of line and it was felt advisable to include it in the price schedule, to¬ 
gether with the other types of stainless steel scrap. The imposition of price ceilings 
for these materials was necessitated by the high prices being charged for their 
nickel content, according to Administrator Henderson. Frequently such prices 
have been double or triple the price of virgin nickel. 

Except for stainless steel scrap and nickel steel scrap, basic maximum prices 
are established to apply on sales of scrap, unsuitable and unprepared for industrial 
consumption. However, a premium is allowed any seller of scrap, termed a “con¬ 
verter,” who performs all of the following functions: 


(1) Sells scrap directly to a consumer; 

(2) By chemical test or assay, determines the metal constituents of the scrap; 

(3) On that basis, sorts, grades, treats, packages or briquettes by hydraulic 
press, and otherwise prepares the scrap, for direct industrial consumption; 

(4) Guarantees the delivery of scrap in an agreed amount and analysis. Unless 

a seller of scrap satisfies all four criteria, he is not a converter and is not entitled 

to the converter’s premium but must sell his scrap at not more than the basic 
maximum prices. 


Quantity differentials are also established entitling any seller of scrap, whether 
he is a converter or not, to a premium for shipments of a specified quantity or 
more of material at one time. Thus a converter may be entitled to both the con¬ 
verter s premium and the quantity premium. Sellers who are not converters may 
nevertheless be entitled to the quantity premium. 


. How prices are computed under price schedule. The following 

wili illustrate how the maximum prices are to be computed. For example, the 

^ aximum price established for a pound of Inconel, containing 80% nickel 
14% chrome, and 6% iron, is 26%* per pound of nickel contained; 8* per pound 
ch £ome contained, and no payment for the iron. The basic maximum price is 
tnu & per pound. Any person shipping 10,000 pounds or more of Inconel at 

one time may receive 22.82$* per pound, including a quantity premium of %*. A 

converter shipping 10,000 pounds or more may receive 24.32* per pound, includ¬ 
ing a converter s premium of iy 2 * per pound. A converter shipping less than 10 000 
pounds may receive 23.82* per pound. ’ 
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In addition to the basic maximum prices fixed for stainless steel scrap, a 
premium of $10 a ton is allowed for sales of scrap in the form of hydraulic press 
briquettes. 

The maximum prices for nickel steel scrap are tied to the maximum prices 
established for steel scrap in the Iron and Steel Scrap Price Schedule No. 4, Re¬ 
vised. (See fls Vf *256 et seq.) A grade of steel scrap containing less than 1% nickel 
may not be sold at more than the maximum price for a like grade of steel scrap 
fixed in Price Schedule No. 4, Revised. The maximum price for a grade of steel 
scrap which contains 1% or more nickel is the maximum price for a like grade 
of steel scrap fixed in Price Schedule No. 4, plus $1 per gross ton for each *4 of 1% 
of nickel content. 

A broker’s commission is allowed on sales of stainless steel scrap or nickel steel 
scrap. The broker’s commission on stainless steel scrap is 5% of the established 
maximum price; it is 2% on nickel steel scrap. 

The ceiling prices on secondary monel ingot, secondary monel shot, and second¬ 
ary copper-nickel shot will bring the prices of these materials into line with the 
prices of equivalent secondary materials. Premiums are allowed for the sale of 
these secondary materials in smaller lots. 

Vf *2,352. Provision for relief from hardship. The maximum prices estab¬ 
lished in Price Schedule No. 8 went into effect on June 2, 1941, regardless of pre¬ 
existing contracts. However, permission may be granted by OPACS to any per¬ 
son to carry out contracts entered into prior to May 30, 1941, the date on which 
Price Schedule No. 8 was published in the Federal Register, if such permission is 
necessary to protect such person against loss in the disposition of inventory already 
acquired at prices higher than the established maximum prices. Requests should 
be addressed to the Office of Price Administration and Civilian Supply, Wash¬ 
ington, D. C. 

Vf*2,353. Text of Price Schedule No. 8 on Scrap and Secondary Mate¬ 
rials Containing Nickel. The following is the text of Price Schedule No. 8 on 
Scrap and Secondary Materials Containing Nickel issued May 29, 1941: 

TITLE 32—NATIONAL DEFENSE 

CHAPTER XI—OFFICE OF PRICE ADMINISTRATION AND CIVILIAN SUPPLY 

Part 1308—Scrap and Secondary Materials Containing Nickel 

Price Schedule No. 8—Pure Nickel Scrap, Monel Metal Scrap, Stainless Steel Scrap, Nickel 

Steel Scrap and Other Scrap Materials Containing Nickel, Secondary Monel Ingot, Sec¬ 
ondary Monel Shot, and Secondary Copper-Nickel Shot. 

Due to the needs of the defense program, the demand for primary nickel, primary mate¬ 
rials containing nickel, and for scrap and secondary materials containing nickel, has increased 
to the extent that the available supplies of such materials are insufficient to satisfy the to a 
defense and civilian demand. As a consequence, inflationary pressure has been exerted upon 
the prices of such scrap and secondary materials causing their prices to rise greatly in exce 
of levels which are in proper relation to the price levels of primary materials. Erice ins 
and dislocations injurious to the national defense and civilian economy have resu e . 
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has made it difficult, and in some cases impossible for the trade to cooperate with the Govern¬ 
ment in maintaining price stability. 

Accordingly, pursuant to and under the authority vested in me by Executive Order No. 
8734, it is hereby directed that: 

§ 1308.1 Maximum prices on sales of pure nickel scrap, monel metal scrap, stainless steel 
scrap, nickel steel scrap and other scrap materials containing nickel. On and after June 2, 1941, 
regardless of the terms of any contract of sale or purchase, or other commitment, entered into 
prior to such date, except as provided in § 1308.3 hereof, no person shall sell, offer to sell, 
deliver, or transfer at a price, to any other person, pure nickel scrap, ferro-nickel-chrome-iron 
scrap, ferro-nickel-iron scrap, monel metal scrap, cupro-nickel alloy scrap, stainless steel scrap, 
or nickel steel scrap, at prices higher than the maximum prices set forth in Appendix A, 
incorporated herein as § 1308.10. No person shall buy, or offer to buy, or accept delivery of, 
such scrap materials from any person at higher prices. Lower prices than those set forth in 
Appendix A may, however, be charged, demanded, paid, or offered.* 

§ 1308.2 Maximum prices on sales of secondary monel ingot, secondary monel shot and 
secondary copper-nickel shot. On and after June 2, 1941, regardless of the terms of any contract 
of sale or purchase, or other commitment, entered into prior to such date, except as provided 
in § 1308.3 hereof, no person shall sell, offer to sell, deliver, or transfer at a price, to any other 
person, secondary monel ingot, secondary monel shot, or secondary copper-nickel shot, at 
prices higher than the maximum prices set forth in Appendix B, incorporated herein as § 1308.11. 
No person shall buy, or offer to buy, or accept delivery of, such secondary materials at higher 
prices. Lower prices than the prices set forth in Appendix B, may, however, be charged, de¬ 
manded, paid, or offered* 

§ 1308.3 Permission to carry out contracts. Any person seeking permission to carry out a 
contract of sale or purchase, or other commitment, entered into prior to May 30, 1941, and 
calling for the delivery, after May 30, 1941, of any of the scrap or secondary materials 
described in Appendix A or B, at prices higher than the maximum prices set forth in the 
Appendices, may apply for such permission in writing upon forms available upon request 
made to the Office of Price Administration and Civilian Supply, Washington, D. C. Permis¬ 
sion will be granted if necessary to protect such person against loss in the disposition of 
inventory already acquired at prices higher than the established maximum prices. Permission, 
therefore, may be obtained only if such scrap or secondary materials, in quantities sufficient to 
carry out such contract or commitment, were acquired at prices higher than the established 
maximum prices, and held on May 30, 1941, by (1) the person seeking such permission and 
(2) any other person, for delivery to the person seeking such permission, under a firm commit¬ 
ment entered into prior to May 30, 1941 .* 

§ 1308.4 Evasion. The price limitations set forth in this Schedule shall not be evaded 
whether by direct or indirect methods in connection with a purchase, sale, or transfer at a 
price, of the scrap or secondary materials described in Appendix A or B, or in connection with 
a purchase, sale, or transfer at a price of any other materials, or by way of any service, trans¬ 
portation, or other charge, or discount, premium, or other privilege, or by tying-agreement or 
other trade understanding, or otherwise.* 

§ 1308.5 Record-keeping requirements. Every person purchasing or selling the scrap or 
secondary materials described in Appendix A or B, shall, until such time as further infor¬ 
mation is deemed necessary or appropriate hereunder, keep for inspection by the Office of 
Price Administration and Civilian Supply, and preserve for a period not less than one year, 
complete and accurate records of: 

(a) every purchase and sale of such scrap or secondary materials, showing the name and 
address of the person from or to whom each such purchase or sale was made, the date thereof, 

the price paid or received, and the quantity, in pounds or tons, of each kind or grade pur¬ 
chased or sold; and

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(b) the quantity, in pounds or tons, of such scrap materials and, separately, the quantity, 
in pounds or tons, of such secondary materials (i) on hand, and (ii) on order, as of the close 
of each month.* 

§1308.6 Enforcement. In the event of refusal or failure to abide by the price limitations, 
record requirements, and other provisions contained in this Schedule, or in the event of any 
evasion or attempt to evade the price limitations or other provisions contained in this Schedule, 
this Office will make every effort to assure (a) that the Congress and the public are fully 
informed of any failure to abide by the provisions of this Schedule; and (b) that the powers 
of the Government are fully exerted in order to protect the public interest and the interest 
of those persons who conform with this Schedule in the maintenance of the ceiling prices 
herein set forth. Persons who have evidence of the demand or receipt of prices above the limi¬ 
tations set forth, or of any evasion of or effort to evade such requirements, or of speculation, 
or manipulation of prices of the scrap and secondary materials, for which maximum prices are 
herein established, or of the hoarding or accumulating of unnecessary inventories thereof, are 
urged to communicate with the Office of Price Administration and Civilian Supply.* 

§ 1308.7 Supplemental schedule and reporting requirements. In order to insure com¬ 
pliance with this Schedule supplements further stating its scope and, if necessary, requiring 
reports to the Government, will be issued from time to time when found appropriate* 

§ 1308.8 Modification of the Price Schedule. Persons complaining of hardship or inequity 
in the operation of this Schedule may apply to the Office of Price Administration and Civilian 
Supply for approval of any modification thereof or exception therefrom.* 

§ 1308.9 Definitions. When used in this Schedule, the term “person” includes an indi¬ 
vidual, partnership, association, corporation or other business entity.*

o Amendment of Price Schedule No. 8. An amendment to Price 

schedule No. 8, designed to facilitate and encourage imports of scrap and sec¬ 
ondary materials containing nickel, was issued June 26, 1941 by the Office of 
Price Administration and Civilian Supply. The general effect of the amendment 
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will be to permit the sale in this country of imported scrap and secondary mate¬ 
rials containing nickel at prices above the established maximum prices. Resale 
prices will be sufficient to cover the cost of importing the materials, including 
duty, freight, insurance, etc. However, permission must be obtained from OPACS 
to carry through each such transaction at the higher price. Action was taken after 
consultation with the Office of Production Management and many persons within 
the industry because of the importance of nickel to the defense program.

(c) the prospective consumer of the imported materials is disclosed.

A “converter” of such scrap materials is defined for the 
purposes of this Price Schedule, as any person, other than a maker of such scrap materials, 
who: 

(1) Sells scrap directly to a consumer thereof; and, 

(2) By chemical test or assay, determines the metal constituents of the scrap; and,

Vf *2,361. Purpose of September 5, 1941 amendment to Schedule No. 8 

The amendment of September 5, 1941, was designed to clarify and revise certain 
aspects of Price Schedule No. 8, which became effective on June 2 1941 and 
covered a wide variety of scrap and secondary materials containing nickel.’ The 
order in its original form set price ceilings on nickel bearing scrap sheets, clippings 
and solid^ However, it neglected to fix the price for stainless steel turnings and 
borings The result was that the prices of turnings and borings were gradually 
approaching the level of the solid scrap price. The purpose of the amendment was 
to reestablish the differentials which exist for various categories of scrap and which 
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have resulted in the normal course of trade. It is a normal consequence of all 
price regulations that, if an over-all ceiling is not established, the prices for those 
products for which a ceiling is not established will shift away from the normal 
price differential. The September 5, 1941 amendment has the purpose of reestab¬ 
lishing the normal differential. In addition, it breaks down the classifications for 
scrap even further than was originally done in order to allow higher prices for 
straight chrome type stainless steel scrap with chrome contents above 12%. 
The principal changes and the reasons for their adoption follow: 

1. Maker not a converter. A manufacturer or fabricator who produces nickel¬ 
bearing scrap is prohibited from qualifying as a converter and thus is not entitled 
to the converter’s premium set forth in the schedule. The converter’s premium is 
allowed to enable those dealers who perform the specialized functions of a con¬ 
verter to continue in the performance of their functions. Allowing the industrial 
maker of scrap to be a converter would tend to squeeze the converter out of 
business because it would give the maker an incentive to sell directly to the con¬ 
sumer and thus by-pass the converter. Definitions of a converter and an industrial 
maker are set forth in the amendment. 

2. Revision of schedule on stainless steel scrap. One price—$90 per gross ton— 
is fixed for the so-called 18% chrome-8% nickel type of stainless steel scrap. 
Under the original schedule, the maximum price for 18-8 stainless steel scrap 
containing more than .08% carbon was $85 per gross ton. A maximum of $95 per 
gross ton was fixed for the same type containing .08% or less carbon. OPA’s 
experience indicated that the differential served no useful function and that in 
some instances merely afforded an opportunity for violation of the terms of the 
schedule. 

A specific maximum price is established for stainless steel turnings and 
borings. Turnings and borings have been selling at prices out of line in relation 
to existing schedule prices, which were intended to apply to sheets, clippings 
and solids. A maximum price of $30 per gross ton less than the applicable 
maximum price for sheets, clippings and solids is fixed for turnings and borings 
in the case of chrome-nickel type stainless steel scrap. In the case of the straight 
chrome type, the maximum price for turnings and borings is fixed at $5 per gross 
ton less than the applicable maximum price for sheets, clippings and solids. 

A maximum price of $10 per gross ton less than the applicable maximum price 
for carload lot shipments of chrome-nickel type stainless steel scrap is established 
for less than carload lot shipments. The amendment provides that a carload lot 
may be made up of any kind or grade of stainless steel scrap, including both the 
chrome-nickel and the straight chrome types. One maximum price still applies, 
however, on straight-chrome stainless steel scrap, regardless of whether it is 

shipped in carload or less than carload lots. 

Responding to a request by the Office of Production Management for uni¬ 
formity in the present classification of straight chrome type stainless steel scrap, 
OPA breaks down its classification into a class containing 12-14% chrome, one 
containing 14-18%, and another containing over 18%. The over 18% class is the 
only new one, and the maximum price for it is fixed at $40 per gross ton, plus 
9%^ per pound for each pound of chrome in excess of 18%.

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The $10 briquetting premium set forth in the present schedule will be allowed 
under the revised schedule for sales of stainless steel scrap in the form of power 
pressed briquettes “which are suitable, without further preparation, for direct 
charging into an electric furnace.” Under the old language, the premium applied 
only to “hydraulic press briquettes.” OPA explained that some of the newer 
machinery for briquetting is electric rather than hydraulic, and no restrictions 
ought to be placed on the type of machinery used. The requirement that the 
briquette be suitable for direct charging into an electric furnace is necessary so 
that premiums cannot be claimed for sales of scrap in the form of bundles or bales. 
The premium is allowed only for briquetting—a function performed on behalf of 
the consumer—and not for baling scrap, which must be done preparatory to ship- 

it was pointed out, that the briquette be charged 
into an electric furnace; it may be charged into an open-hearth furnace; but 

before the premium is allowed, the briquette must be suitable for charging into 
an electric furnace. 

It is made clear that the 5% broker's commission allowed in sales of stainless 

steel scrap must be computed by taking 5% of the base maximum price excluding 

the $10 briquetting premium. Complaints have been received that many brokers 

have charged their customers 5% of a price which included the briquetting 
premium. & 

3 \ Brokers’ commission on nickel steel scrap. Brokers will be allowed a flat 

premium of not more than $1 per gross ton on sales of nickel steel scrap. Brokers 

had objected that the present 2% commission was too small in view of the small 

volume of available nickel steel scrap as compared with the much greater volume 

of available ordinary iron and steel scrap. OPA consulted consumers, who agreed 
that 2% was too low. 
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Vf*2,400. Importance of high-speed alloy steels. High-speed alloy steel 
has become of great strategic importance because of the increased demands put 
upon existing sources of supply by the enormous step-up in industrial activity. 
Despite the inroads made by the cemented carbides, high-speed steel is still 
by far the most widely used cutting machine tool material and is the greatest 
channel of tungsten, molybdenum and vanadium consumption. Defense indus¬ 
tries are also calling for tungsten steel. The aircraft industry is using tungsten as 
an alloying element in valves and valve seats because high tungsten steels are 
able to retain their hardness at high temperatures and thus add greatly to the life 
of the valves. Tungsten steel is used for armor-piercing bullet cores. Tungsten 
is also found as an alloying element in armor plate. A large field of application 
for tungsten is its use in electrical contact points. 

During and after World War I, the War Department made studies for the 
purpose of developing high-speed steels with a lower tungsten content than the 
commonly used. 18-4-1 type. At the Watertown Arsenal it was first proven that 
molybdenum high-speed steel was an adequate substitute for ordinary high¬ 
speed steel. Productive methods were also developed there. Most of the tool steel 
manufacturers are now producing molybdenum steel with a molybdenum content 
of 8% and a tungsten content of only 1.5%, thereby substantially reducing the 
dram on the tungsten supply. Uncertainty in the Far East aggravates the situ¬ 
ation because, since 1921, China has accounted for 50 to 70% of the world pro¬ 
duction of tungsten concentrates. On the other hand, 90% of the world’s molyb¬ 
denum is mined m the United States, and the source of supply for this material 
is practically unlimited. 

Vf-2,40 1 . Importance of tungsten steel. Tungsten steel can be used for 
practically every purpose where high-speed tool steel is used. It can, however, be 
replaced by molybdenum type steel in a great number of cases. 

Figures available on tungsten indicate that the total supply available in this 
country during 1941 (not including stockpiles) will approximate 15,000 short tons 
of concentrates. During the latter half of 1941, however, the consumption of tung¬ 
sten m direct military and civilian channels may increase to a rate of approxi¬ 
mately 20,000 tons of concentrates. These figures indicate that the tungsten 
situatmn will probably become increasingly tight. The supply figure will, of course, 
be affected considerably if imports from China are cut off.

It is also provided that, during any three-month 
period, a customer for high-speed steel may purchase the tungsten steel only to 
the extent that he buys an equal amount of the molybdenum steel which contains

is consumed in the manufacture of high-speed steel, as hereinafter defined; and it is further 
found that such shortage of tungsten in all forms will prevent the obtaining of priority for 
deliveries of that material for the manufacture of high-speed steel which is to enter into 
present and future Naval and Army contracts and orders and related subcontracts and sub- 
orders unless the total present and future supply of such tungsten be conserved and the use 
and distribution thereof for manufacturing high-speed steel be directed; 

NOW, THEREFORE, IT IS HEREBY ORDERED: 

939.1 GENERAL PREFERENCE ORDER —(a) Definitions. For the purposes of this 
Order: 

(1) The term “high-speed steel” as herein used is defined as including two classes of 
alloy steels: 

(i) Class A high-speed steel” is hereby defined as either alloy steel containing not 
less than .60% carbon and containing more than 3.0% molybdenum, or alloy steel 
containing not less than .60% carbon, containing 7.0% or less tungsten, and con¬ 
taining more than 3.0% molybdenum. 

(ii) “Class B high-speed steel” is hereby defined as alloy steel containing not less 
than .55% carbon and containing more than 12.0% tungsten.

(4) The term “person” as used in this Order means any individual, firm, or corporation. 

(5) “Defense Orders” mean all contracts or orders for high-speed steel entering directly 
or indirectly at any stage of production into deliveries for: 

(i) the Army or Navy of the United States, or 

(ii) the defense of Great Britain, or 

(iii) the government of any other country whose defense the President deems vital 
to the defense of the United States under "An Act to Promote the Defense of 

tbe H«\ ed StateJ ” (Public No ' U - 77th Congress, First Session, approved March 
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(b) Orders. No customer of a producer shall place an order with such producer for 
Class B high-speed steel if Class A high-speed steel would reasonably fulfill his requirements; 
and no producer shall accept such an order for Class B high-speed steel when he knows or has 
reason to believe that Class A high-speed steel would reasonably fulfill the customer’s require¬ 
ments. In no event shall any customer place or any producer accept orders for Class B high¬ 
speed steel which will exceed, in the aggregate, by weight, the quantities of Class A high-speed 
steel ordered by such customer from the same producer during the same quarter. Customers’ 
orders for high-speed steel which are to be filled in whole or in part by the use of material, 
including tungsten ore, ferro tungsten, and tungsten-bearing scrap, furnished by such cus¬ 
tomers shall be subject to all the restrictions and provisions of this Order. No customer shall 
request cancellation of any order for Class A high-speed steel placed on or after June 1, 1941, 
unless such customer shall also request cancellation of an order or orders for an equal quan¬ 
tity, by weight, of Class B high-speed steel placed with the same or some other producer during 
the same quarter. 

(c) Deliveries. With respect to orders placed on and after June 1, 1941, no customer shall 
accept deliveries of Class B high-speed steel which will exceed in the aggregate, by weight, the 
aggregate of deliveries of Class A high-speed steel made to him by producers pursuant to 
orders placed by such customer during the same quarter. In addition to the foregoing limita¬ 
tions, no producer shall hereafter knowingly deliver high-speed steel to any customer, and 
no customer shall accept delivery of high-speed steel in an amount which will increase, for any 
calendar month, the customer’s inventory of such material in the same or other forms, in 
excess of the quantity necessary to meet required deliveries of such customer’s products, on the 
basis of his usual method and rate of operation. 

(d) Transactions With Affiliates and Subsidianes. The provisions of this Order shall 
apply to: 

(1) Transactions in high-speed steel between a producer thereof and third persons, includ¬ 
ing affiliates, subsidiaries, and agents of such producer. 

(2) Transactions between the producing branch, division, or section of a single business 
enterprise and another branch, division, or section of the same or any other business 
enterprise owned or controlled by the same person. 

(e) Information. All producers and customers affected by this Order shall keep accurate 
records of their transactions in the materials covered by this Order, including: the names and 
addresses of the persons involved; the dates of placing or receiving orders for such material; 
the delivery dates specified in such orders; the dates of actual deliveries; a description of the 
materials covered by such orders and deliveries by classes, types, quantities, and weights; and 
the preference ratings, if any, assigned to orders for such materials. Such producers and cus¬ 
tomers shall submit, upon request, such records to audit and inspection by duly authorized 
representatives of the Division of Priorities and shall execute and file with it, under oath, 
such information with respect to all or any part of the foregoing as it may request. No reports 
or questionnaires are to be filed by any customer until forms therefor are prescribed by the 
Division of Priorities. 

(f) Producers ' Reports. All producers shall, on or before September 5, 1941, and there¬ 
after within five (5) days after the last day of each succeeding quarter, furnish to the Division 
of Priorities, on a Form or Forms which will be hereafter prescribed, the information called for 
by such Form or Forms. 

(g) Adjustments. In order to effect such adjustments as the Director of Priorities may 
deem proper between the quantities, by weight, of Class A and Class B high-speed steel on 
order with producers or in the hands of their customers, the Director of Priorities may, r ?*?

(j) Appeal. Any producer or customer of a producer who considers that compliance with 
the provisions of this Order works an unreasonable hardship upon him may appeal to the 
Division of Priorities by addressing a letter to Ernest M. Hopkins, Division of Priorities, 
Office of Production Management, Social Security Building, Washington, D. C., setting forth 
all pertinent facts and the reasons why such producer or customer considers that he is entitled 
to relief. 

(k) Allocations. Any allocations of Class B high-speed steel by the Director of Priorities 
will be made in the following order of preference: 

(l) For delivery under Defense Orders or other orders which the Director deems necessary 
or appropriate to promote the defense of the United States. 

(2) For delivery under civilian orders not covered under sub-paragraph (1), above; 
insofar as the Director of Priorities shall make allocations among competing civilian 
demands under this sub-paragraph (2), the Director will be guided by such civilian 
allocation program for Class A high-speed steel as may be issued by the Office of 
Price Administration and Civilian Supply. 

(1) Effective Dates. This Order shall take effect on the 11th day of June, 1941, and, 
unless sooner terminated by direction of the Director of Priorities, shall expire on the 30th day 
of November, 1941.

Vf* 2,600. Importance of tungsten. Tungsten is an element required to give 
alloy steels high tension characteristics. In industry it is widely used for high¬ 
speed tool steel, lamp filaments, non-ferrous alloys, electric contacts and electrodes, 
and also in the chemical industry for various uses. In the form of tungsten carbide 
it has still further uses. A strictly direct military use is as an alloy in armor pierc¬ 
ing bullet cores. The United States produces some of its tungsten requirements. 
Molybdenum serves as a substitute in some uses including high-speed tool steel. 
Normal annual consumption is estimated to be between 4,500 and 5,000 short tons 
of concentrates (60% WOa). The United States is the second largest world pro¬ 
ducer, domestic output being now the highest of record. China and Burma nor¬ 
mally produce most of the world’s tungsten ore. Other important foreign producers 
are Bolivia, Portugal, Malay States and Australia. The unsettled conditions in 
China, the danger of hostilities in the China Sea between Japan and a western 
power together with the vastly increased use of tungsten for defense needs make it 
imperative to establish a priority system for tungsten and its alloys. 

Vf*2,601. Mandatory priorities on tungsten compounds. After first ask¬ 
ing that defense orders for tungsten tool steel be filled ahead of non-defense re¬ 
quirements, the Division of Priorities on March 26, 1941, by General Preference 
Order No. M-3, placed all producers of ferro-tungsten, tungsten metal powder 
and tungsten compounds under a general priorities system similar to that pre¬ 
viously imposed on aluminum and magnesium. Producers are required to give all 
defense orders, including British defense orders, a rating of A-10, unless higher 
ratings are assigned. The A-10 rating has the effect of putting all defense needs 
ahead of civilian needs, except as otherwise provided by the Priorities Division. 

A supplementary order, accompanying the general preference order setting 
up the priorities system, provides a schedule of preference ratings, ranging from 
A-l to A-10, inclusive, for defense orders and any other orders for which Class A 
ratings may be assigned by the Director of Priorities. B-l is assigned to “cus¬ 
tomers’ orders whose products currently are used in connection with the manu¬ 
facture of defense orders, directly or indirectly, in substantial quantity although 
not bearing a specific preference rating.” 

(^observation: Though the general preference order stipulates that no deliveries 
shall be made by the producers, other than in cases of defense orders, except by 
release in accordance with the assignment of preference ratings or by other spe¬ 
cific order, it has nevertheless been provided that non-defense orders may be filled 
on a temporary basis after orders in the A and B-l classes have filled. 

(^recommendation: The Priorities Division is urging producers to encourage their 
customers to use substitutes for tungsten whenever possible. This is a genuine

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service that producers can render to customers whose orders they cannot fill but 
whose good will they wish to retain for the future.

Whereas it has been found that the demands of the national defense program create a 
shortage in the supply of ferro tungsten, tungsten metal powder and tungsten compounds, 
so that it is necessary, in the interest of national defense and security, to conserve the supply 
and to direct the distribution of ferro tungsten, tungsten metal powder and tungsten com¬ 
pounds, now therefore; -i 

Deliveries by all producers of ferro tungsten, tungsten metal powder and tungsten com¬ 
pounds (hereinafter called “producers”) shall be made in accordance with the following prefer¬ 
ence ratings and directions: 


All contracts or orders placed with such producers for delivery of ferro tungsten, tungsten 
metal powder and tungsten compounds which is to enter directly or indirectly into the manu¬ 
facture of any material for the Army or Navy (hereinafter called “Defense Orders ) and 
which Defense Orders do not bear a higher preference rating, are hereby assigned a preference 

rating of A-10. 


Contracts or orders placed with such producers for delivery of ferro tungsten, tungsten 
metal powder, and tungsten compounds which is to enter directly or indirectly into the manu¬ 
facture of any material for the defense of Great Britain, including contracts or orders from 
other parts of the British Empire for that purpose, (hereinafter also called Defense Orde 
unless otherwise specifically directed by the Director of Priorities, are hereby a^^ed the 
same preference rating status as that granted to contracts or orders for ferro tungsten tungsten 
metal powder and tungsten compounds entering into similar or corresponchng material lor 
the Army or Navy; and all such contracts or orders which are not thus aligned 8 
preference rating (or which have not now or hereafter otherwise received such higher pre 

ence rating), are hereby assigned a preference rating of A-10. 
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Preference ratings will, from time to time, be assigned deliveries under contracts or 
orders other than Defense Orders by the Director of Priorities. No deliveries shall be made 
under any contracts or orders other than Defense Orders except by release pursuant to the 
assignment of preference ratings or by other specific order. 

The sequence of deliveries under contracts or orders bearing the same preference rating 
shall be based on the delivery dates specified in such contracts or orders. 

Where there is doubt as to whether a particular contract or order constitutes a Defense 
Order, the matter shall be referred to the Division of Priorities with all known facts for its 
determination.

Combined Civilian Allocation Program and revised priority 
system for tungsten established. A general preference order (M-29) and a 
Civilian Allocation Program regulating the distribution of tungsten—vitally 
needed for the manufacture of high-speed cutting tools used in defense plants— 
were issued August 29, 1941, by the Division of Priorities and the Division of 
Civilian Supply. 

An order (M-3), covering some forms of tungsten was originally issued March 
26, 1941. The new order, however, expands and strengthens the control and 
applies to tungsten in all forms—ores, concentrates, ferro-tungsten, tungsten metal 
powder, chemical compounds of tungsten and scrap of secondary material contain¬ 
ing commercially recoverable tungsten. 

Main changes made in the control include: 

(1) Ores and concentrates, not covered in the previous order, are covered in the 
new regulation. 

(2) Producers of tungsten in all forms are required to accept defense orders. 

(3) An allocation system is set up to regulate distribution of ferro-tungsten, 
tungsten metal powder and tungsten chemicals going into metal powder. 

(4) Processors of tungsten in chemical form, other than those forms going into 
tungsten metal powder, are generally limited in their processing or purchasing to 
90% of amounts processed or purchased during the 12 months ending June 20, 
1941. This is in accordance with the Civilian Allocation Program. 

Because of the necessity for conserving the supply of tungsten, the new order 
contains restrictions against building up excessive inventories. It is provided that 
tungsten shall not be shipped to any person in amounts which would increase that 
person’s inventory of tungsten to an unnecessary level. 

Provisions in the order for direct allocation of tungsten materials apply only to 
ferro-tungsten, tungsten metal powder and tungsten chemical compounds to go 
into metal powder. The order provides that, beginning September 1, 1941, no 
person shall make delivery of these forms of tungsten without the specific author¬ 
ization of the Director of Priorities. During each calendar month the Director 
will determine the allocation of available supplies among competing consumers. 

observation: By its terms, General Preference Order M-29 revokes and supersedes 
General Preference Order M-3 and Supplementary Order M-3-a as of its effective 
date, and, accordingly, manufacturers will be hereafter governed as to their trans¬ 
actions in tungsten by the provisions of General Preference Order M-29 rather 
than by those of the previous orders. 

(jjjp observation; While the two earlier orders just mentioned covered only ferro- 
tungsten, tungsten metal powder, and tungsten chemical compounds, the broad 
definition of tungsten stated in General Preference Order M-29 includes the ores 
and concentrates. However, as some of the provisions of the order relate to tung¬ 
sten m all forms and others only to ferro-tungsten, tungsten metal powder or 
tungsten chemical compounds, it will be necessary for manufacturers to read the 
order carefully in order to understand its application to a given transaction.

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Igp Illustration : For example, subject to certain qualifications stated in the order, 
defense orders for tungsten in all forms must be accepted, and all customers desir¬ 
ing delivery of tungsten in any form must file with the person from whom it is 
ordered and with the Division of Priorities the prescribed form not later than the 
20th day of the month next preceding the month in which delivery is specified. In 
addition to this limitation, deliveries of ferro-tungsten, tungsten metal powder, 
and tungsten chemical compounds to be processed into tungsten metal powder (ores 
and concentrates are not included) cannot be made after the effective date of this 
order without the express authority of the Director of Priorities. The Director 
will, during each month, allocate the entire supply of these materials, and direct 
the manner and quantities in which deliveries thereof may be made. Paragraph 
(b) (14) of the order limits the quantity of tungsten chemical compounds which 
may be purchased, or manufactured from ores and concentrates during any one 
month, for purposes other than for making tungsten metal powder.

General Preference Order M-29 to Conserve the Supply and Direct 

the Distribution of Tungsten 

Whereas, the national defense requirements have created a shortage of tungsten, as 
hereinafter defined, for defense, for private account, and for export and it is necessary, in 
the public interest and to promote the defense of the United States, to conserve the supply and 
direct the distribution thereof; 

Now, therefore, it is hereby ordered that: 

Section 923.3 General Preference Order —(a) Definitions. For the purposes of this 
Order: 

(1) “Tungsten” means and includes: 

(i) Ores and concentrates, including beneficiated or treated forms, containing tungsten 
(commercially recognized). 

(ii) The element tungsten in pure form, ferro-tungsten, tungsten in the form of 

metal powder, and other combinations with other elements in semi-manufactured or 

manufactured form, prepared for consumption in the manufacture of steel, or for other 
purposes.

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(3) The term “producer” means any person who mines or otherwise produces natural 
materials containing recoverable quantities of tungsten. 

(4) The term “processor” means any person who prepares ores, concentrates or any 
chemical or metallurgical forms of tungsten for any industrial use. 

(5) The term “dealer” means any person who procures tungsten either by importing or 
from domestic sources for resale without change in form, whether or not such person 
receives title to or physical delivery of the material, and includes selling agents, warehouse¬ 
men, and brokers. 

(6) “Defense Order” means: 

(i) Any contract or order for material or equipment to be delivered to, or for the 
account of: 

(1) The Army or Navy of the United States, the United States Maritime Com¬ 
mission, the Panama Canal, the Coast and Geodetic Survey, the Coast Guard, the 
Civil Aeronautics Authority, the National Advisory Commission for Aeronautics, 
the Office of Scientific Research and Developments; 

(2) The government of any of the following countries: The United Kingdom, 
Canada and other Dominions, Crown Colonies and Protectorates of the British 
Empire, Belgium, China, Greece, The Kingdom of the Netherlands, Norway, Poland, 
Russia and Yugoslavia. 

(ii) Any contract or order placed by any agency of the United States Government 
for material or equipment to be delivered to, or for the account of, the government of 
any country listed above, or any country, including those in the Western Hemisphere, 
pursuant to the Act of March 11, 1941, entitled “An Act to Promote the Defense of the 
United States” (Lend-Lease Act). 

(iii) Any other contract or order to which the Director of Priorities assigns a 
preference rating of A-10 or higher. 

(iv) Any contract or order for material or equipment required by the person placing 
the same to fulfill his contracts or orders on hand, provided such material or equipment 
is to be physically incorporate in material or equipment to be delivered under contracts 
or orders included under (i), (ii), or (iii) above. 

(b) Directions as to deliveries. Deliveries of tungsten by any person shall be made only 
in accordance with the following directions: 

(1) A-10 Assigned to certain defense orders. Deliveries under all Defense Orders to which 
a preference rating of A-10 or higher has not been specifically assigned are hereby assigned a 
preference rating of A-10. 

(2) Sequence of preference ratings. Preference ratings in order of precedence are: AA, 
A-l-a, A-l-b, etc., . . . A-l-j; A-2, A-3, etc., . . . A-10, etc., AA being the highest rating pres¬ 
ently assigned. 

(3) Doubtful cases. Whenever there is doubt as to the preference rating applicable to any 
delivery, or as to whether a particular order is a Defense Order, the matter is to be referred 
to the Division of Priorities for determination, with a statement of all pertinent facts. 

(4) Sequence of deliveries. 

(i) Every delivery under a Defense Order shall be made in preference to deliveries 
under other orders whenever, and to the extent, necessary to fulfill the delivery schedu e 
provided in the Preference Rating Certificate covering such delivery, or in the contrac 
or purchase order if no Certificate has been issued. Deliveries bearing no preference rating 
or lower preference ratings shall be deferred to the extent necessary to assure those e v 
eries bearing higher preference ratings, even though such deferment may cause de au 
under existing contracts or purchase orders. Each person who has Defense Orders on an 
must so schedule his production and deliveries that deliveries under Defense Or ers w 
be made on the dates required, giving precedence in case of unavoidable delay to deliv¬ 
eries bearing the higher preference ratings. 
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(ii) The sequence of deliveries bearing the same preference rating shall be governed 
by the delivery dates specified in the respective Preference Rating Certificates assigned 
thereto, or if the ratings were assigned by order or direction of the Director of Priorities, 
but no Certificates were issued, then by the dates specified in the contracts or purchase 
orders. In any case where preference ratings and delivery dates are the same, and it is 
impossible to make all deliveries on schedule, the matter is to be referred to the Division 
of Priorities for determination. 

(5) Delivery schedules. No earlier delivery date shall be specified in any Defense Order 
than required by the production or delivery schedules of the person placing the Defense 
Order. No preference rating will be assigned to any contract or purchase order specifying 
delivery dates earlier or quantities greater than required by the production or delivery sched¬ 
ules of the person placing the contract or purchase order. 

(6) Use of material obtained under allocation or preference rating. Any person who 
obtains a delivery of tungsten under an order or specific direction of the Director of Priorities, 
or a delivery of such material bearing a preference rating, must use such material, or an 
equivalent amount thereof, for the purpose specified in connection with the issuance of the 
order, direction, or rating. 

(7) Acceptance of Defense Orders. Defense Orders for tungsten, whether or not accom¬ 
panied by a Preference Rating Certificate, must be accepted and fulfilled in preference to any 
other contracts or purchase orders for such material, subject to the following provisions: 

(i) Defense Orders shall be accepted even if acceptance will render impossible, or 
result in deferment of: 

(A) Deliveries under non-defense orders previously accepted; or 

(B) Deliveries under Defense Orders previously accepted bearing lower prefer¬ 
ence ratings, unless rejection is specifically permitted by the Director of Priorities. 

(ii) Defense Orders need not be accepted: 

(A) If delivery on schedule thereunder would be impossible by reason of the 
requirements of Defense Orders previously accepted bearing higher or equal prefer¬ 
ence ratings, unless acceptance is specifically directed by the Director of Priorities; or 

(B) If the tungsten ordered is not of the kind usually produced or capable of 
being produced by the person to whom the Defense Order is offered; or 

(C) If the person seeking to place the Defense Order is unwilling or unable to

The prohibitions or restrictions in this order shall, in the 
absence of a contrary direction, apply to all deliveries made after the effective date of this 
order, including deliveries under contracts or purchase orders accepted either prior to or sub¬ 
sequent to such effective date. No person shall be held liable for damages or penalties for 
any default under any contract or purchase order which results directly or indirectly from his 
compliance with the terms of this order. 

(11) Inventory Restrictions. Unless specifically authorized by the Director of Priorities, 
no person shall, after the effective date of this Order, knowingly make delivery of tungsten, 
and no person shall accept delivery thereof, in an amount, quantity, or number which will 
increase for any current month the inventory of such tungsten of the person accepting delivery, 
in the same or other forms, in excess of the amount, quantity, or number necessary to meet 
required deliveries of the products of the person accepting delivery, on the basis of his current 
method and rate of operation. This provision shall not prohibit or restrict: 

(i) Deliveries for direct export out of the United States provided that such exports 

shall have been licensed by the Administrator of Export Control; 

(ii) Deliveries of imported tungsten to any person importing the same, either directly 

or through an agent; 

(iii) Deliveries of tungsten to the Metals Reserve Corporation. 

(12) Restrictions on Making and Accepting Deliveries. Beginning September 1, 1941, no 
producer, processor or dealer shall make, and no person shall accept delivery of, tungsten 
unless the person seeking delivery shall have filed in duplicate (one copy with the person 
from whom the tungsten is ordered, and one copy with the Division of Priorities) not later 
than the 20th day of the month next preceding the month in which delivery is specified, 
Form PD-9, or such other form or forms as the Division of Priorities may from time to time 
prescribe. The Director of Priorities may in his discretion from time to time issue specific 
directions exempting particular customers or classes of customers from the provisions of this 
paragraph (b)(12) on the basis of the limited character of their requirements for tungsten. 

(13) Special Restrictions on Deliveries of Ferro-Tungsten, Tungsten Metal Powder , and 
Tungsten Chemical Compounds to he Processed into Tungsten Metal Powder. In addition 
to all other limitations and restrictions contained in this order, beginning September 1, 1941, 
no person shall make or accept delivery of ferro-tungsten, tungsten metal power, or tungsten 
chemical compounds to be processed into tungsten metal powder without the specific authority 
of the Director of Priorities. During each calendar month, the Director of Priorities will at 
such time or times as he may determine allocate the supply of ferro-tungsten metal powder, 
and tungsten chemical compounds to be processed into tungsten metal powder, among 
persons seeking deliveries, and specifically direct the manner and quantities in which deliv¬ 
eries thereof may be made and accepted. In making any such allocations and directions, the 
Director of Priorities may take into consideration any person’s stocks on hand and supply 
otherwise available to him, of tungsten ore, concentrates or scrap materials, as well as of 
ferro-tungsten and tungsten metal powder and tungsten chemical compounds. Such alloca¬ 
tions and directions will be made primarily to insure satisfaction of all defense requirements 
of the United States, both direct and indirect, and they may be made, in the discretion of the 
Director of Priorities, without regard to any preference rating assigned to particular contracts 
or purchase orders. 

(14) Limitations on Deliveries and Manufacture of Tungsten Chemical Compounds. 
Beginning September 1, 1941, in the absence of a contrary direction by the Director of Prion- 
ties, no person shall, during any calendar month, accept deliveries of tungsten chemical 
compounds or manufacture such compounds from tungsten ore or concentrates, to be used in 
either case for purposes other than the manufacture of tungsten metal powder, in a quantity 
which will in the aggregate by weight exceed 90% of the average monthly quantity ol 
tungsten chemical compounds delivered to, and manufactured by him for such purposes during 

the year ending June 30, 1941. 

(15) Civilian Deliveries. Subject to the limitations and restrictions contained m this

Civilian Allocation Program for Tungsten Chemical Compounds 


It is essential that there be provided an increasing supply of tungsten and tungsten 
chemical compounds to serve the growing needs of the defense effort and vital civilian 
demands. To insure the obtaining of priority for deliveries of tungsten related to military 
defense needs, the Priorities Division, Office of Production Management, has issued General 
Preference Order No. M-29. That order will further diminish the supply of tungsten available 
for civilian chemical manufacture. It is therefore necessary to restrict the use and manufacture 
of tungsten chemical compounds manufactured from tungsten ore or concentrates. 

Accordingly, pursuant to and under the authority vested in me by Executive Order No. 
8734, particularly Section 2(a) thereof, the following program is announced: 

1344.1 Allocation of Materials. No person shall accept delivery of tungsten chemical 
compounds or manufacture chemical compounds from tungsten ore or concentrates, except for 
use in executing Defense Orders or in the manufacture of tungsten metal powder, in a 
quantity which for any calendar month will in the aggregate by weight exceed 90% of the 
average monthly quantity of tungsten chemical compounds delivered to and manufactured 
by him, except for use in executing Defense Orders or in the manufacture of tungsten metal 
powder, during the period July 1, 1940 to June 30, 1941* 

1344.2 Definitions. The terms used in this program shall be defined as they are defined 
in General Preference Order M-29.* 

1344.3 Avoidance oj Excessive Inventories. No person shall accumulate excessive inven¬ 
tories of tungsten chemical compounds under this program* 

1344.4 Enforcement. The foregoing program is to be administered and enforced by the 
Office of Production Management.* 

1344.5 Effective Date and Expiration. This program shall take effect on September 1, 
1941 and shall, unless sooner terminated by the Administrator, expire on December 31, 1941.

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Vf *2,700. Importance of vanadium. Vanadium is of great importance as 
an alloy material lor steel. Its most important use is in carbon-vanadium tool 
steel. This extremely tough steel is preferred to many other kinds of tool steel 
because of its hardness. It has a very high shock strength, hardens through small 
sections, may be oil quenched and drawn for high strength levers, screws, locks, 
etc. It is not subject to “blue brittleness.” Vanadium is used, furthermore, to 
improve steel castings. The addition of a small amount of vanadium to steel 
castings refines the grain, raises the so-called yield-point strength without sacri¬ 
ficing ductility, and greatly increases resistance to shock and fatigue. This is 
especially useful in engine and railroad car castings. The importance of vanadium 
in high speed tool machine operations necessary in connection with the accelerated 
defense program cannot be exaggerated. 

Apparent domestic consumption of vanadium in 1940 was approximately 
3,000,000 pounds. The current rate of production would indicate that 3,750,000 
pounds in finished form will be made available in 1941 as against an estimated need 
of 5,900,000 pounds for the year. Requirements for 1942 are expected to reach 
7,150,000. The United States and Peru produce, in about equal quantities, 70% of 
the world supply of vanadium. 

Vf* 2,701. Vanadium placed under full priority control. Vanadium was 
placed under full priority control by General Preference Order M-23 on August 
14, 1941. The order assigns a rating of A-10 to all defense orders for vanadium 
to which this rating or a higher one has not been specifically granted, and requires 
the acceptance of such orders in preference to non-defense orders. The order 
requires that after September 1, 1941, a manufacturer wishing to purchase vana¬ 
dium must file a statement of the uses to which it is to be put, and must do so 
not later than the 25th of the month preceding that of the specified delivery.

With reference to the plan 
discussed at Us Vf *6,005-6 for greater use of con¬ 
tinuous strip mills for the production of plates, the 
head of the Iron and Steel Branch of the WPB on 
January 26, 1942 asked strip mills to insist that 
orders on their books be changed even by redesign¬ 
ing, if necessary, to permit sizes and quantities 
which can be rolled on continuous strip mills.

Column 4 -—Report in this column your best estimates of 
the stocks of chromium that you expect to have on hand as 
of February 28. 

Columns 6, 6, and 7 .—In these columns you are to give a 
detailed breakdown of your estimated consumption of chro¬ 
mium in March, classified according to preference ratings.

Transportation charges increased by 
amendment to Price Schedule No. 4. Due to the 

6% transportation surcharge which became effec¬ 
tive March 18, 1942, the Iron and Steel Scrap price 
schedule was amended as of that date to permit 
the addition of the increased freight cost. While 
the price for No. 1 Heavy Melting Scrap will con¬ 
tinue to net the shipper $17.91 per gross ton, the 
switching charge is increased from S0.84 to 80.89, 
bringing the total price up to $18.80. The “dollar 
springboard’ is also changed so that no more than 
$1.00 per ton plus the increase in transportation 
charges from shipping point to point of delivery 
may be paid. Similarly, the permissible off-the- 
line haul for scrap originating from basic point 
railroads was changed to $1.06 and $2.12 respec¬ 
tively. The emergencj" rate increases may also be 
added to the price of cast iron scrap. In all cases 
the new freight charge must be shown separate on 
the invoice. 

The second change introduced by this amend¬ 
ment concerns allocation orders by the War Pro¬ 
duction Board. The consumer is permitted on 
such allocation orders to pay the additional trans¬ 
portation charge where the shipping point price 
plus freight will bring the delivered price beyond 
the “springboard” allowance.

Oklahoma, Florida, 
Oregon, Utah, North Dakota, South Dakota and Washing¬ 
ton. Colorado scrap shall be remote scrap for Colorado con¬ 
sumers only. 

(i) The delivered price of remote scrap may exceed by 
more than $1.00 but not more than $5.00 the price at the 
basing plant nearest the consumer’s plant: Provided, That 
immediately upon delivery of such scrap, the consumer files 
with the Office of Price Administration, Washington, D. C., 
(a) a fully detailed statement under oath setting forth the 
name and address of the seller, the shipping point of the 
6 crap, the grade, quantity and price at shipping point, 
delivered price, the mode of transportation employed and 
the transportation charges from the shipping point to the 
point of delivery, and (b) certified copies of all bills of 
lading covering the shipment of such scrap from the remote 
shipping point to the point of delivery. 

(ii) Where the delivery price of remote scrap would ex¬ 
ceed by more than $5.00 the price at the basing point near¬ 
est the consumer’s plant, the consumer may not purchase or 
accept delivery of such scrap until his application to the 
Office of Price Administration, Washington. D. C., for per¬ 
mission to absorb the additional transportation charges neces¬ 
sary to secure such scrap has been approved. Applications 
by consumers must be under oath and fully detailed, setting 
forth the name and address of the seller, point of shipment 
of the scrap, the grade, quantity nnd price at shipping 
point, proposed delivered prices, the mode of transportation 
to he employed, and the transportation charges from the 
shipping point to the consumer’s plant. The application 
must also contain a statement by the consumer of its need 
for, and its willingness to accept, such scrap at the price 
quoted. 

Immediately upon delivery of such scrap, the consumer 
must comply with the filing requirements of paragraph 
(i)(b) above. 

Exception 4 . Where scrap is shipped by vessel from 
Duluth, Minnesota, or Superior, Wisconsin, to consumers 
located in Buffalo, New York, Elyria, Ohio, Cleveland, 
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Ohio, Saginaw, Michigan, Detroit, Michigan, or Chicago, 
Illinois, the delivered price shall not be limited to one 
dollar etc., in excess of the basing point nearest the con¬ 
sumer’s plant. 

Exception 5. In computing the delivered price of Billet, 
Bloom and Forge crops originating in and shipped from the 
Pittsburgh Basing Point, the maximum transportation 
charges which may be added to the shipping point price 
shall be $2.65. 

Exception 6. The delivered price of Low Phos. and Sul¬ 
phur Punchings and Plate Scrap, Low Phos. and Sulphur 
Bar Crops and Smaller, Alloy Free Low Phos. and Sulphur 
Turnings, and First Cut Heavy Axle and Forge Turnings 
produced in industrial plants in the State of Michigan 
and shipped directly to consumers located in or nearest, 
in terms of established transportation charges, to the Buffalo, 
N. Y., Pittsburgh, Breckenridge, or Midland, Pa., basing 
point, shall not exceed by more than $3.00 plus any increase 
in transportation charges mentioned in (d)(3) above the 
price at the basing point nearest the consumer’s plant. 

Exception 7. Where scrap is shipped from a New England 
shipping point, the maximum transportation charges which 
may be added to the shipping point price shall be $6.63 
per gross ton. 

Exception 8. Where the shipping point price of scrap is 
computed from water rates, and water movement is not 
available the year round, consumers who can establish 
that they did receive delivery of such scrap by water within 
$1.00 of the price at their nearest basing point between 
April 15 and November 15, 1941, may pay the shipping 
point price plus all-rail transportation charges from the 
shipping point to the point of delivery whenever water 
movement is not available. 

Exception 9. Where scrap is shipped pursuant to an 
allocation order issued by the War Production Board, the 
delivered price shall not be limited to $1.00 etc., in excess 
of the price at the basing point nearest the consumer’s 
plant: Provided, however, That in all such cases, the most 
economical transportation facilities must be employed. For 
example, but not by way of limitation: 

(i) If vessel or rail-vessel or vessel-rail facilities are 


available from shipping point to point of delivery, and 
use of such facilities will result in lower transportation 
charges than all-rail movement, the maximum transportation 
charges which may be added to the shipping point price 
may not exceed the charges which would apply if the cheap¬ 
est available facility were employed; 

(n) Where the most economical method available involves 
rail movement, the rail transportation charges must be com- 

puted on the basis of the rates for the highest minimum 
carload weight. 


Sec. 1304.14 Appendix B. Maximum prices for Iron and 
steel scrap originating from railroads. —(a) Scrap originate 
l1 }9.. from railroads—operating in a hosing point named below 
(all prices given below are per gross ton). The scrap is at 
its point of delivery to the consumer when it has arrived 
for unloading at the plant of the consumer. Where used 
in this appendix, the term “transportation charges” means 
the established charges for transporting the scrap to the 
point of delivery by the mode of transportation employed. 
_lhe term “transportation charges” shall include any increase 
in transportation charges resulting from a rise in rates which 
became effective after March 14, 1942; and where specific 
amounts of allowable transportation charges are mentioned, 
there may be superadded thereto 6% of such allowable 
charge.

(c) Any producer of iron and steel products may file a 
petition for an exception from the ceiling prices estab¬ 
lished by this Price Schedule for a sale or group of sales 
of iron and steel products which are necessitated by the 
war effort and involve shipment into areas not normally 
served by such producer or the absorption of abnormally 
high transportation costs resulting from the lack of cus¬ 
tomary means of transportation. In all such cases, the peti¬ 
tioner should submit, and the Office of Price Administration 
will consider data indicating the reasons for which the 
particular shipment is abnormal, and the relation of such 
shipments to the war effort. The petition must also state 
the absence of other provisions in Revised Price Schedule 
No. 6 which will afford relief to the petitioner.

Specific exemption granted under 
Schedule No. 6. In Order No. 1 under the Re¬ 
vised Iron and Steel Products Schedule No. 6, the 
Joslyn Manufacturing & Supply Company of Chi¬ 
cago has been given permission to sell hot rolled 
bars at $2.35 per cwt. base Chicago, and hot rolled 
strip at $2.30 per cwt. base Chicago. 

^observation: The company originally applied 
for permission to charge $2.65 and $2.60 respec¬ 
tively for the two products. In granting a portion 
of the request, the Price Administrator pointed 
out that production costs must be considered in 
the light of the over-all operations of the peti¬ 


tioner. In this particular instance the company 
engages primarily in the fabrication of products 
not covered by Schedule No. 6, and the operation 
of a small steel mill in Chicago constitutes only a 
small part of its total business. The separable 
nature of those steel operations induced the Ad¬ 
ministrator to consider it a separate unit.

Schedule No. 6. The request of the Ford Motor 
Company of Dearborn, Michigan to be permitted 
to sell rerolling billets allocated bv a Treasury 
Procurement Allocation Order at higher than ced¬ 
ing prices, f.o.b. Dearborn, Michigan, was denied 
and only a change in the price basis from Cleve¬ 
land, Ohio to Dearborn, Michigan approved. 

^observation: The permission to depart from the 
Cleveland basing point was granted because the 
applicant would have had to absorb freight in a 
manner not usually assumed by a steel company 


and entirely attributable to the allocation pro¬ 
gram. The high production costs which the Ford 
Motor Company stressed were found by OPA to 
be due not to normal manufacturing operations 
but to the peculiar methods of allocating overhead 
and other costs which the company employed; 
these methods were appropriate for the automo- 
mobile produetion but out of place in steel mak¬ 
ing, and OPA found that by using customary 
methods of computing steel costs no reason was 
present for the granting of the application.

Export provisions changed by 
Amendment No. 1 to revised Price Schedule No. 

49. Effective March 28, 1942, the Iron and Steel 
Products Resale Schedule has been amended to 
provide relief under difficult export conditions: 

(1) Inventories acquired before December 15, 
1941 may be sold at the normal maximum plus 
any storage charges, demurrage, and similar 
charges accumulated because of failure to secure 
shipping space; the exporter’s commission as pro¬ 
vided under the original order may, of course, also 
be added. If this formula still results in undue 
hardship, a petition for exception may be filed. 

(2) Shipments destined for export and actually 
transferred to a port of exportation before March 
1, 1942, are treated separately as distressed and 
stranded iron and steel products. In this same 
group are shipments which were on the high seas 
on December 7, 1941 and ordered back to west 
coast ports and unloaded, and also shipments ori¬ 
ginally destined for France, the Netherlands, or 
similar European receiving points. If such stranded 
materials are sold for export, ocean freight, insur¬ 
ance, storage charges up to 5% due to failure to 
secure shipping space, fees, commissions, and other 
export charges may be added to the maximum. If 
the material is sold domestically, specific export 
fees, commissions, and charges are of course not 
applicable. 

($)observaf/on: Where such stranded goods are 
requisitioned by the government, they will be paid 
for at the fair market value. OPA officials pointed 
out that such fair market value might be less than 
the ceiling price and probably would not exceed 
the regular maximum. 

(3) Special provision is made for exceptional 
cases if the Board of Economic Warfare certifies 
that for political or military reasons a price above 
the ceiling should be approved. Upon receipt of 
the BEW certificate, the Price Administrator will 
consider granting the specific exception.

(ii) In the case of any export sale of inventory actually 
acquired by the holder prior to December 15, 1941, in 
which the invoiced cost of the inventory to the holder 
exceeds the maximum price established by (i) above, a 
petition for exception may be filed with the Office of Price 
Administration. Such a petition must clearly demonstrate: 

(a) Actual delivery to the holder prior to December 15. 
1941; 

( b ) Invoiced cost of inventory exceeding the maximum

(c) The presence of unusual financial hardship resulting 
from inability to absorb a loss which would be occa¬ 
sioned by sale at the maximum price established by (i) 
above. 

(iii) A brief statement of the details of any sale made 
pursuant to (i) above shall be filed with the Office of 
Price Administration within 10 days of such sale. 

(2)(i) In the case of distress or stranded material, the 
maximum price which may be charged by any person 
other than a producer of iron or steel products for export 
to any place outside the territorial limits of the United 
States shall be: 

(a) The export ceiling price as established by this Re¬ 
vised Price Schedule No. 49 or Revised Price Schedule No. 

6 at the place at which the material is located, exclusive 
of any fees, commissions or charges for anv export agent, 
export merchant, or other intermediary; plus 

(b) Ocean freight and marine or war risk insurance in¬ 
curred since November 15, 1941, to the extent actually paid 
on such material; plus 

(c) Storage or demurrage charges directly attributable to 
failure to secure shipping space as a result of war or of 
stoppage or diversion by act of a governmental agency in 
the interests of national defense, not however to exceed 5% 
of the export ceiling price (as calculated without reference 
to this subparagraph (2)) at the place at which the mate¬ 
rial is stored. 

(d) On export sales, commissions as stated in and sub¬ 
ject to the conditions and limitations of paragraph (e) 
Maximum prices for exports of iron or steel products, may 
be charged. Such commissions in all cases shall be com¬ 
puted on the basis of ceiling prices without regard to this 
paragraph (r). 

(ii) In the case of distress or stranded material, the maxi¬ 
mum price which may be charger! by any person for 
resale within the United States shall be: 

(a) The domestic ceiling price as established bv this 
Revised Price Schedule No. 49 or Revised Price Schedule 
No. 6 at the place at which the material is located, exclu¬ 
sive of any fees, commissions or charges for any agent, 
broker, or other intermediary, whether such agent, broker, 
or other intermediary act in a domestic or export trans¬ 
action ; plus 
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( b ) Ocean freight and marine or war risk insurance in¬ 
curred since November 15, 1941, to the extent actually 
paid on such material; plus 

(c) Storage or demurrage charges directly attributable to 
failure to secure shipping space ns a result of war or of 
stoppage or diversion by act of a governmental agency in 
the interests of national defense, not however to exceed 
5% of the domestic ceiling price (as calculated without 
reference to this subparagraph (2)) at the place at which 
the material is stored. 

(iii) The maximum price as established in (i) and (ii) 
may be an f.o.b. price at the place at which such material 
is stored. 

(iv) In any case in which a sale is made pursuant to 
the terms of this subparagraph (2), a statement of the 
source of such material, the charges incurred upon it, and 
the destination and price actually charged shall be filed 
with the Office of Price Administration. Where a domestic 
sale is to be made, the statement shall include the name 
of the purchaser, the priority rating applicable to the sale, 
and an affirmation that the material so sold has not been 
otherwise allocated or set aside by the War Production 
Board. Where the sale is for export, the statement shall 
include a copy of the application for an export license, and 
a notation of tlie date upon which such application was 
granted, and the terms of any conditions imposed upon 
the grant of a license. Any such statement shall be in 
affidavit form. 


(v) This subparagraph (2) shall affect only voluntary 
sales, and shall not affect the maximum price at which 
any iron or steel products may be requisitioned.

In the first 
action of its kind taken under the terms of the 
steel plate allocation Order M-21-c, the Division 
of Industry Operations on March 14. 1942 in¬ 
structed suppliers of steel plates to make no fur¬ 
ther shipments except for locomotive boilers and 
fire boxes, to the Pennsylvania Railroad, New 
York Central Railroad and Louisville and Nash¬ 
ville Railroad.

(i) Ores and concentrates containing Molybdenum (com¬ 
mercially recognized), and Molybdenum compounds for 
further purification or refining; 

(ii) The element Molybdenum in pure form, ferromoly- 
bdenum, and all chemical or other combinations of the 
element Molybdenum with other muterials in manufactured 
or semi-manufactured form, prepared either for further 
processing or for other purposes; 

(iii) All scrap or secondary material containing commer¬ 
cially recoverable Molybdenum as defined in (i) and (ii) 
above, excluding Molybdenum-bearing iron and steel scrap. 

(b) Applicability of Priorities Regulation No. 1. This 
Order and all transactions affected thereby are subject to 
the provisions of Priorities Regulation No. 1 (Part 044), 
as amended from time to time, except to the extent that 
any provision hereof may be inconsistent therewith, in 
which case the provisions of this Order shall govern. 

(c) Restrictions on Deliveries. 

(1) Allocations. Hereafter no person shall make or accept 
delivery of Molybdenum unless specifically authorized by 
the Director of Industry Operations. The Director will 
from time to time allocate the supply of Molybdenum and 
specifically direct the manner and quantities in which de¬ 
liveries to particular persons and for particular uses Bhall 


be made or withheld. The Director may also, in his dis¬ 
cretion, require any person seeking to place a purchase 
order for Molybdenum to place the same with one or more 
particular suppliers. Such allocations and directions will be 
made primarily to insure satisfaction of all defense re¬ 
quirements of the United States, both direct and indirect 
and they may be made in the discretion of the Director of 
Industry Operations without regard to any preference rat¬ 
ings assigned to particular contracts or purchase orders.

Prices for special kinds of 6crap 
changed by Amendment No. 2 to Schedule No. 4. 

Effective March 31, 1942, the iron and steel scrap 
schedule was amended to provide a number of tech¬ 
nical changes designed to facilitate operation and 
enforcement: 

(1) The premium for cast iron borings sold for 
chemical use is made uniform at $5 per gross ton 
regardless of whether they are used in the manu¬ 
facture of explosives or not. 

(2) $7 per gross ton premium is established for 
high manganese steel scrap if sold for electric 
furnace use only; this provision is intended to en¬ 
courage the conservation of manganese content for 
war needs. 

(3) A differential of $4 per gross ton is provided 
for briquettes made of machine shop turnings or 
shoveling turnings and S3 per gross ton is allowed 
for briquettes made of mixed borings and turnings 
and cast iron borings. Briquetters are included in 
the definition of “consumers” so as not to permit a 
briquetter to outbid the ordinary consumer of un¬ 
briquetted material. 

(4) Premiums are permitted for several railroad 
specialty items shipped from a dealer’s yard. 

(5) The dealer’s competitive position is im¬ 
proved by a new provision that railroads selling 
unprepared scrap direct to consumers or brokers 
must deduct $3.50 per gross ton; this change from 
$2.50 to $3.50 does not apply to specific grades for 
which OPA authorized separate maximum prices. 

(6) The provisions regarding mixed shipments 
are clarified in accordance with recent interpre¬ 
tations.

Item 1. “No. 1 heavy melting steel/' Steel scrap Va, inch 
and over in thickness, not over 18 inches in width, and not 
over 5 feet long. Individual pieces must be cut into such 
shape that they will be free from attachments and will lie 
flat in a charging box. Cut boiler plate must be practically 
clean and free from stay bolts and not over 3 feet long and 
lie reasonably flat in charging box.

To assure 
maximum steel usage in the war program, semi¬ 
finished steel will no longer be allocated to manu¬ 
facturers of seamless tubing who do not make their 
own steel, the Iron and Steel Branch of WPB an¬ 
nounced on March 28, 1942. Manufacturers of this 
type of steel must use priority ratings in the future, 
except in cases where the tubing itself is allocated. 
Producers of steel sheets and pipe who do not make 


their own steel and who have been buying their 
semi-finished steel from integrated manufacturers, 
must also rely on priority ratings in the future. 
This ruling was announced in a telegram to all 
manufacturers, directing those affected to extend 
ratings to their sources, or to file Form PD-25A to 
determine applicable ratings under the Production 
Requirements Plan.

Vf* 6,082. Warning against violations of iron 
and steel resale prices under Schedules No. 49 

and No. 4. On April 7, 1942, the Price Adminis¬ 
trator warned against evasions of Schedules No. 
49 and No. 4. He specifically emphasized the dis¬ 
tinction between reusable and scrap materials. 
Unless the material is offered in such a condition 
that no further operations are necessary to class 


it as similar to iron and steel products of prime 
quality it cannot be classified as used and re¬ 
usable and must be considered as scrap and sold 
at scrap prices. As an example, it was stated that 
plates with rivet holes may not be sold at prices of 
Schedule No. 49, unless the punching of such 
holes was specifically ordered by the buyer. 


Vf* 6,083. Merchant wire products, allow¬ 
ances and relief provisions affected by Amend¬ 
ment No. 2 to Revised Schedule No. 49. By a 

formal amendment effective March 31, 1942, OPA 
recognized that on certain iron and steel products 
April 16, 1941 resale prices were no longer fair 
and, therefore, had to be adjusted. The main 
changes introduced by the amendment are: (1) 
Jobbers selling merchant wire products are given 
the choice of two prices: (a) April 16, 1941 sell¬ 
ing prices or (b) 20% above the mill carload price 
to them. (2) The uniform freight allowance for 
the Pacific Coast area is replaced by maximum 
freight allowances on specific products. (3) “Mixed 
carloads” are replaced, report requirements are 
limited to sellers covered by the schedule and 
the procedure in filing petitions for amendment, 
adjustment or exception is described more fully. 


Amendment No. 2 to Revised Price Schedule No. 49— 

Resale of Iron and Steel Products 

A statement of the considerations involved in the issuance 
of this Amendment has been prepared and is issued simul¬ 
taneously herewith. 

Section 1306.154 (a). Section 1306.156 and the lieadnote 

thereof, Section 1306.157 (b) (ii) and (m) thereof. Section 
1306.159 (b), (g) (1), (h) (1) (ii), (2), (3), (4), 
(6) , (k) (2), (5) , and (1) are amended to read as follows, 
and a new clause is added at the end of Section 1306.159 (k) 

(1), Section 1306.159 (k) (7) is redesignated as Section 

1306.159 (k) (8) and amended, and a new Section 1306.159 

(k) (7) is added as set forth below: 

Sec. 1306.154 Records and reports, (a) Records of sales, 
inventory and orders. Every seller of iron or steel products 
shall, after December 15, 1941, keep for inspection by the 
Office of Price Administration for a period of not less than 
one year, complete and accurate records of: 

(1) Each such purchase of sale, showing the date thereof, 
the name and address of the buyer or the seller, the price 
paid on each purchase for resale and received on each re¬ 
sale, the quality and grade, the sizes, and the quantity of 
each product purchased or sold, and 

(2) The tonnage of iron or steel products on hand and 
on order, classified by product, in a manner similar to that 
of Form PD 83 as issued by the War Production Board. 
A copy of Form PD 83 may be had upon request by apply¬ 
ing to the War Production Board. 

See. 1306.156 Petitions for amendment, adjustment or 
exception. (a) Persons seeking any modification of this 
Revised Price Schedule No. 49 or an adjustment or excep¬ 
tion not provided herein, may file petitions for amendment 
in accordance with the provisions of Procedural Regulation 
No. 1, issued by the Office of Price Administration. 

(b) A petition for exception may be filed by any seller 
requesting permission to sell high cost inventory, title to 
which was acquired prior to December 15, 1941, at prices 
in excess of the maximums established in this Revised Price 
Schedule No. 49. Such petitions must prove that serious 
financial losses will be imposed on the seller by sale at 
ceiling prices. 

(c) A petition for exception may be filed in any case in 
which the petitioner claims that the gross margin on a 
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particular product between mill ceiling price and the resale 
ceiling price as established by this Revised Price Schedule 
No. 49 is inadequate. The petition must demonstrate: 

(1) That the spread is less than that which existed on 
April 16, 1941; and 

(2) That circumstances such as the withdrawal of special 
competitive prices by the mill, the grant of an amendment 
or an exception under Revised Price Schedule No. 6 by the 
Office of Price Administration to the supplying mill, the use 
of the emergency basing point by the mill, etc., have led 
to the inadequacy of the gross spread; and 

(3) That the sale of the particular product, at ceiling 
prices, has a serious effect on the over-all financial position 
of the petitioner. 

The Office of Price Administration will consider the above 
factors, together with such other economic and financial 
data as may be relevant, in determining the merits of such 
a petition. 

(d) A petition for adjustment may be filed requesting 
that the April 16, 1941 price of any seller be raised to 
conform to the listed or published price in any listed city, 
or the lowest combination price in an unlisted city. 

(e) In any case in which extraordinary and unusual freight 
absorption is compelled by the exigencies of the war pro¬ 
gram, such as priority rating, allocation or the like, and 
the situation is not covered by Section 1306.159 (f) of this 
Revised Price Schedule No. 49, a petition for exception may 
be filed by the seller. Upon such petition, the Adminis¬ 
trator may grant, together with such other relief as may 
be proper, the right to price f.o.b. warehouse.

(6) The maximum delivered prices of merchant wire prod¬ 
ucts and all types of roofing and siding established in this 
Section do not govern retail sales of such products by retail 
merchants (such as retail hardware stores, retail lumber 
yards, or mail order houses) to consumers: 

Provided, that sales by any person of nails in quantities of 
more than 25 kegs or other merchant wire products and all 
types of roofing and siding in quantities of more than 2,500 
pounds shall be so governed. 

(k) Maximum delivered prices for shipments in carload 
quantities, and in certain specific cases. (1) • * * Provided, 
that direct mill shipments of special name steel differing in 
chemical analysis and quality from standard mill specifica¬ 
tions, and on which the seller takes responsibility as to per¬ 
formance, may be sold, after approval by the Office of Price 
Administration as to qualification in this respect, at prices 
not to exceed the seller's April 10, 1941 prices established 
for such shipment. 

(2) Notwithstanding the provisions of any other section of 
Revised Price Schedule No. 49, shipments of mixed carloads 
as defined in Section 13O0.157(m) out of warehouse stock may 
be sold at a price not in excess of the maximum delivered 
price for a 500 lb. quantity minus a discount of not less than 
<7 per net ton. In all cases where relevant, carload freight 
rather than less-than-carload shall be used in computing ced¬ 
ing prices applicable to mixed carloads. 

* * * 

(5) On shipments of 40,000 lbs. or more by a seller at one 
time or on one order, (except that on rails this provision 
shall apply to a minimum quantity of 56,000 lbs.) the maxi¬ 
mum delivered price shall be the mill price as established 
under Revised Price Schedule No. 6, except insofar as specific 
exception is made to this clause in other subparagraphs of 
this paragraph (k) : Provided, that on presentation to the 
Office of Price Administration of a certificate that such ship¬ 
ment has been found by the War Production Board (i) to 
be necessary in the interests of the war effort and (ii) to be 
of such a character that shipment from a mill is not prac¬ 
ticable or possible, a maximum delivered price will be estab¬ 
lished by the Office of Price Administration. 

• • • 

(7) Notwithstanding the provisions of any other section 
of this Revised Price Schedule No. 49, in any case in which 
a manufacturer of fabricated items not covered by this Re¬ 
vised Price Schedule No. 49 has on hand an inventory of iron 
or steel products which cannot be used by him because of 
curtailed production resulting from governmental order, such 
inventory may be sold at a maximum price not in excess of 
the mill ceiling price, delivered to the seller’s plant, plus a 
charge of not more than $2 per ton for handling. The maxi¬ 
mum price as so established may be f.o.b. the place at which 
such inventory is located. 

(8) Where any five shipments or less to one customer in 
any semi-monthly period total 40,000 lbs. or more, records 
shall be filed with the Office of Price Administration cover¬ 
ing all shipments made to such customer during said semi¬ 
monthly period on or before the 15th day of the next suc¬ 
ceeding month. This filing shall be supported by affidavit and 
shall include names and addresses of the buyers, full descrip¬ 
tion of products shipped, and prices charged including all 
extras for each quantity and size. (Copies of invoices accom¬ 
panied by affidavit will be considered proper filing under this 
requirement.) This provision shall not be construed to allow 
shipment of carload amounts at any other than the mil l 
ceiling price, except as specifically permitted elsewhere in this 
Revised Price Schedule No. 49. 

(1) Maximum delivered prices for seconds, wasters off - 
grade and used products. The maximum delivered price for 
all off-grades, seconds, wasters, and used iron or steel prod¬ 
ucts (not covered by any other Price Schedule) after such 
shearing, cutting, straightening, bending or pickling as may 
be necessary shall be computed in the same manner used bv 
the seller on April 10, 1941: Provided, that such prices do 
not exceed the maximum delivered price for comparable iron 
or steel products of prime quality.
